menc, and extorting the payments of thoſe Fines from them, enforcing others to 
put in ſecurity of good behaviour, before they coald be releaſed. 

The impriſoriment of the reſt which refuſed ro be bound, ill continued ; 
which might have been perpetual, if neceſſitie had not the laſt yeer brought an- 
other Pickioadic torelieye them; of whom, one died, by the cruelty and harſh« 
neffe of his impriſonment, which would admit of no relaxation norwithtand- 
ing the imminent danger of hs life, did ſufficiently appeare by the declaration: 
of his Phyſician ; And his releaſe , or at leaſt, his refreſhmenr, was fought 
by.many humble Peritions. And his bloud ftill cryes either for vengeance , or 
repentance of thoſe Miniſters of Stare, who have at once obſtruRed the courſe 
both of his Majeſties Juice and Mercy. 

Upon the diffolution of both theſe Parltaments , untrue and ſcandalous De- 
clarations publiſhed , to aſperſe their proceedings,and fone of their Members, 
unjuſtly to make them odious, an4 colour the violence which was uſed againſt 
them. Proclamations ſetout to the ſame purpoſe ; and ro the great dejeRing 
of the hearts of che people, forbidding them, even to ſpeak of Parliaments, 

After the breach of Parliament, in the fourth yeer of His Majeſty, Injuſtice, 
Oppreffion, and Violence, broke in upon us , without any reſtraint or mode- 
ration ; and yer the firſt projeR , was the great ſunnes exated thorow the 


whole -- 
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whole Kingdome, for default of Kai 2 which ſcemed co have lome cs- 
Jour and ſhadow of a Law ; yer firbe rightly examined by that oblalkere Law 
which was pretended for it, t would be found to be 2gain all the rules of In- 
Rice, both in reſpeR of the perſons charged, the proportion of the Fines deman- 
ded, and the ablurd and unreaſonable manner of their proceedings. Tonnage 
and Poundagehath beene received without colour or prerence of Law : many 
other heavy impoſitions continued againſt Law : and ſome fo wareaſonable, 
that the ſumme of the charge, exceeds the yalue of the Goods, The Booke of 
Rates lately inhanſed to a high proportioa ; and ſuch Merchants as would noc 
ſubmit to their illegall and unreaſonable payments, were- vexed and opprefied 
above meaſure ; and the ordinary courſe of Jaflice, the common Birth-right of 
the SubjeR of Eng/and, wholly obfirufed uno them. And although all chis 
was taken upon pretence ofguarding the Sea, yet a new avd unkeard of Tax of 
Ship-money was deviſed, upon the ſame pretence. By both which, chere was 


charged upon the SubjeR neer 700000 pounds {ome yeers ; and yer the Mer- 


chants have been lefr ſo naked to the vialence of the Turkiſh Pyrats that many 
t Ships of value, and thouſands of His Majeſties SubjeRts have been taken 
chem, and do till remayn in miſcrable ſlavery. 

The enlargment of Forreſts, contrary to Cherta de Forefa, and the compoli- 
tion thereupon. The exaRions of Coat and Codut money, and divers other 
Military charges. The raking away the Arms of the Trained Bands of divers 
Counties. The deſperate defigne of engroſſing all the Giin-powder into onr 
hand, keeping it in the Tower of London, and ſerting fo.high a Rate upon it, 
that the poorer ſort were notable to buy it, nor could any have it without Li- 
cence ; thereby to leave the ſeverall parts ofthe Kingdome deftitute of their ne- 
ceſſary defence; & by ſelling ſo dear that which was fold to make an unlawhull 
advanrage of it, ro the great charge and detriment of the SubjeR, the generall 
deflrution ofthe Kings Timber, eſpecially that in the Forreſt of Deer. ſold-to 
Papifts, which was the beſt Score-houſe of this Kingdom, for the mayntenance 
ofour Shipping, T he taking away of mens right, under colour of the Kings 
title toLand berwcen high and low watec- Marks. The Monopolies of Soape, 
Salt, Wine, Leather, Sca-colc, and in a manner, of all things of moſt com- 
mon and neceſſary uſc. The reftraint of the Liberties of the SubjeRs in their ha« 
bitation, Trades, and other IntereRt. Their vexacion and oppreffion by Purvey+ 
ors, Clerks of the Marker, and Salt-Percr-men, The fate of pretended Nuzan- 
ces, as Buildings an and about Zondon, converſion of Arable into Paſture,con- 
tinuance of Pattifre, under the name ofdepopulation, have drawn many Mil- 
lions oat of the SubjeRs Purkes, without any confiderable profit ro his _— 
Large quantities of Common, and ſeveral! Grounds, have been taken from 
SubjeR, by colour ofthe Srarute of Improvement, 4nd by abuſe of the Com- 


miſſion of Sewers, withour:their conſenc, and againtt it, And devealy goitats 
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Interet,but alfo publike faith have bin — in ſeizing of che mony and But. 
lion ia the Mint ; and the whole Kingdom like to be robb'd at once, in that a- 
bommable projeR of Brafſe Money. (Great numbers of his Majeſties Subjet, 
for refuſing thoſe unlawfull chaiges, have beene vext wich long and expenſive 
ſuits ; ſome fined and cenſured, others committed to long and hard impriſon- 
ments andconfinements, t2 the ioffe of health of many, of life in ſome ; and o- 


.thers have had their houſes broken up, their goods ſeized, fo ne have beene re- 


rained from their lawfull Callings : Ships have been interrupted in their Voy- 
ages ſurprized at Sea in an Holtilz manner by ProjeRors, as by a common 
Enemy : Merchants prohibited to unlade their goods in ſuch Ports, as were for 
their own advantage, andforced to bring them to thoſe piaces,which were moſt 
for the advantages of che. Monopolizers and ProjeRorz. The Court of Star- 
chamber hath abounded in extravagant cenfures, not only for the mayntenance 
and improvement of Mono7olies, and other unlawfull taxes ; bur for divers o- 
ther Cauſes, where there hath been no offence, or very ſmall ; whereby his 
Majeſties SubjeRs have beene oppreſſed by grievous Fines, Impriſonments,Scig- 
matizings Mntilations, Whippings, Pillories, Gags, Confinements, Baniſh- 
ments ; after ſo rig1d a manner,as hath not only deprived men of the ſociety of 
their friends, exerciſc of their profeſſions, comfort of Books, uſe of Paper or 
Ink,but even violated that neer Union, which (God hath ERtabliſht berwixt Men 
and their Wives, by forced and conſtrained ſeparation; whereby they have bin 
bereaved of the comfort & converſation one of another for many yeers together 
without hope of relief ; 1f God had not by his over-ruling Pcovidence, given 
ſome interruption to the prevailing power, and Counſell of thoſe who were 
the Authors and Promoters of ſuch peremptory and heady courſes. 

Judges have bin put out of thetr places. for refuſing co do againſt theirOaths, 
and Conſciences : Others have bin ſo awed, that they durſt not do their duties, 
and the better to hold a rod over them, the Clauſe quam dr ſe bene geſſerit was 
left out of their Patents, and a new Clauſe Dwrante bene placito inſerted. Law- 

ers have been check, for being faithfull co their Clients}; Solicitors and Attur- 
neyes have bin threatned, and ſome puniſhed for following lawfull Suits: And 
by this means all the approaches to Juſtice were interrupted and forecluded. 
New Oarths have bin forced upon the Subje& againſt Law ; gew Judicatories 
ereRted without Law : The Councell Table have, by their Orders, offered to 
bind the SubjeRs in their Free-holds, Eſtates, Suits, And ARions. The pretend- 
ed Court of the Earl 2farſhall was Arbitrary, and Illegall in its being, and 
proceedings. The Chancery, Exchequer-chamber, Court of Wards, and other 
Engliſh Courts have bin grievous in exceeding their Juriſdition, The eſtate 
efmany Families weakned ; and ſoine ruined by exceſſive Fines, exated from 


them for compoſitions of Wardſhips. All Leaſes of above a hundred yeeres/ 


niade ro draw on Wardſhipcontrary to Law. Yudue proceedings uſed in 
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finding of Offices, ts make the Jury finde for the King, The Common-=law 
Courts, ſeeing afl Men more incliged to ſeek Juſtice theres where it may be fits 
ted to thelr own deſire, are known frequently to forſake the Rules ef the Coin» 
mon=law: and {raining beyond their Bounds z under pretenes of equity te des 


Injuſtice, Titles of Honour, Judicial places, Serjeanthips ax Law + 2nd othex 


_ Offices have bjn ſold far great ſumnmes of money 3 whereby the common Fu- 


{tice of the Kingdom hath bin much enqangere ,not only by opening away of 
employment in places of great truſt, and adyantage toMenof weak parts ; but 
alſo by giving occaſion to Bribery, Extortion, Partiality ; Ir ſeldom hapning 
that places ill- gotren are well uſed. Commiſſions have bin granted for exami- 
ning the exceſſe of Fees : and when great exations have bin diſcovered, Com» 
poſitions have bin made with Delinquents, not only for the time paſt, but like- 
wiſe for immunity and ſecurity in cffending for the time to come; which under 
colour of remedy, hath but confirmed,and encreaſed the Grievance to the Subs 
ject. The uſuall courſe of pricking Sheriffs, not obſcrycd, but many times She- 
riffs made in an extraordinary way; ſomtimes as a puniſhment and charge un- 
to them 3 ſomerimes ſuch were pricked out,as would be Inſtruments to execute 
whatſoever they would have to be done 

The Biſhops and the reſt of the Clergy, did triumph in the Suſpenſions, Exe 
communications, Deprivations, and Degradations of divers painfull, learned 
and pious Miniſters, in the vexation, and grievous opp refſion of great numbers, 
of His Majeſties good SubjeRs. The High Commiſſion grew to ſuch exceſſe of 
ſharpnefſſe and ſeverity, as was not much lefſe then the Romiſh Inquiſition ; 
and yet in many caſes by the Archbiſhops power, was made much more hea» 
vj» being aſſiſted, and trengthned by author'ty of the Councell Table. 

The Piſhops, and theic Courts. were as cager in the Countrey;and although 
their Juriſdiction could not reach ſo high in 1igour , and extremity of puniſh» 
ment, yet were they no lefſe grievous, 1n reſpeR cf the generality , and multt- 
un of vexations, which lighting upon the meaner fort of Tradeſmen , and 
Artificers, did impoveriſh many thouſands , and ſo affi& and trouble others, 
that great numbers, to avoid their miſeries , departed out of the Kingdome, 
lome into New England, and other parts of America,others into Holland,where 
they have tranſported their ManufaRures of Cloth, which is not only a loſſe by 
diminiſhing the preſent rock of the Kingdom, bur a great miſchiefe by impai< 
ring and endangering the loſe of that peculiar Trade of Cloathing which hath 
bin a plentifull Fountain of Wealth and Honour to this Nation. Thoſe were 
fitteſt for Ecclefiaſticall preferment, and ſooneſt obtained it, who were moſt 


officious in promoting ſuperſtition,moſt virulent in rayling againſt Godlinefle, 


and Honeſty. | ' 
The moft publikeand ſolenne Sermons before His Majeſty were , either to 
of the Subject , or

ful of ſuch kind of inve&tives; wherby cheymight make thoſe odious who ſought 
to mayntain the Religion Laws, and Libertics of the Kingdome; and.ſuch men 
were lure to be weeded out of the Coauniſſon of. the. Peace , and out of all o« 
ther e:nployments of power in the Governinent of the Coun:rey. Many noble 
Perfonages were Councellors in name ; but the power and authority remayned 
in a few of ſuch, as wece moſt addiRed to this party ; whoſe reſolutions, & de» 
terminations were brought to the Table, for countenance & exccution & not for 
dcbate, and dcliberation; and ny Man could cffer to oppelc them, without dil 
grace, and hazard to himfelfe : Nay.all thoſe that did not whelly concurre and 
aCtively contribute to the furtherance of ckcir deſ1gnes , though otherwiſe per- 
ſons of never ſo great Honovur, and Abilitics, were fo far from being employcd 
in.aty place of Truſt, and power, that they were negle&ed , difcountenanced, 
and upon all occaſions injurcd and opprefied. This Faction was growne to 
that height, and entireneſſe of power, that now they began to think of finiſh- 
ing their Work, which conſiſted of theſe three parts. 

1 The Government muſt be ſet free from all reſtraint of Laws, concerning our 
Perſons and States, 

2 There muſt be a Conjunttion betwrxt Papiſts and Proteſtants in Dottrine, 
Diſcipline, and (ceremonies; only tt muſ? not yet be called Poperie, 

3 The Puritans under which name , they include all thoſ. that deſire to preſerve 
he Laws, and Liberties of the Kingdome, and to mamtam Religion m the power of 
ut ; muſt be either rooted out of the Kingdome with force, or driven out with feare. 
For the effetting of this, It was thought neceſſary to reduce Scotland to ſuch Popiſh 
Superſtitions, and Innovations as might make them apt to joyne with England , in 
that great change which was intended. Wl ereupon new Canons, and a new Lumrgie 


were preſt upon: them; and when they refuſed to admit of them , an Army was raiſed 
to force them to it, towards which the (lergic, and the Papiſts were very forwara ; 
in their contribution. The Scors Ihewiſe raiſed an Army for their defence ; And 


when both Armies were come together, ard ready for a bloudy excounter, His Ma- 


jeſties own gracious disþoſition, and the Councell of the Engliſh Nobilitie,and dxuti- | 


full ſubmiſſion of the Scots, did ſo far prevail apainit the evill Conncell of others, 
that a Pacification was made, and His Majeſtie returned with Peace, and m:1ch ho- 
xoxr to London. 

The unexpeRed reconciliation was mo#t acceprablc to all the Kingdom, ex- 
cept to the malignant party, whereof the Archbiſhop and the Earle of Srrafford 
being heads, they and their faRion begun to inveigh againſt the Peace, and to 


aggrayate the proceeding of the States, which ſo incenſed his Majeſty, that hee- 
forthwith prepared again for War. And ſuch was their confidence,that having. 


corrupred and diſtempered the whole frame and Government of the Kingdom, 
they did now hope to corrupt that which was the onely meanes to reſtore all 


0.2 right frame and .tewper again ; to which end they perſwaded His Majeſty, 
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to call a Parliament, not to ſccke — and advice of them, but to draw 
countenance and ſupply from them, and engage the whole Kingdome in theic 
Quarrcll : and in the mean time, continued all their unjuſl Levies of Money, 
reſo! ving cither to makeſthe Parliament pliant to rheir Will , and roeftabliſh 
miſchicte by a Law, or elle to break it ; and with more colour to goe on by 
violence, to take what they could not obrain by conſent, The ground alleaged 
for the juſtification of this War was this. | 

That the undurtifull Demands of the Parliaments of Scotland , was a ſuffci- 
ent reaſon for His Majefly to take Armes againſt them, without hearing the 
Realen of thoſe Demands; And thereupon a new Army was prepared againſt 
them, their Ships were ſcized in all Ports, both of England and [reland, and at 
Sea, Their Petitions rejected , their Commiſſioners refuſed Audience. This 
whole Kingdome molt miſcrably diftempered with Levies of Men and Money, 
and Impritonments of thoſe who denicd to ſubmit to thoſe Levies. The Earle 
of Strafford palt nto Jrelard, cauſed the Parliament there to declare againſt 
the Scots, togive foure Subſidics towards that War ; and to ingage theinſeives, 
their lives and fortunes for the proſecution of it.and gave directions for an Ar- 
my of eight thouſand foot, and one thouſand horſe, to be levied there, which 
were for the molt part Papiſts. The Parliament met upon the thirteenth of 4- 
prill, one thouſand fix hundred and forty. The Earle of Strafferd, and Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, with their Party ſo prevailed with His Majeſty, that the 
Fouſe of Commens was preſt to yicld to a Supply for maintenance of the War 
with Scotland , before they had provided any relicfe for the great and preſſing 
Grievances of the people , which being againſt the fundamentall Priviledge 
and procceding of Parliament, was yet in humble reſpe to his Majeſty, fo far 


* admitted , as that they agreed to take the marter of Supply into conſideration, 
; andtwo ſeverall days it was debated. Twelve Subſidies were demanded for 


the rele1ſe of Ship-meney alone; A third day was appointed for Concluſion, 
when the Heads of that Party begun to feare the people might cloſe with the 
King in ſatisfying his deFre of Money : But that withall they were like to blaſt 
their malicious deſiones againſt Scorlard, finding them very much indiſpoſed to 
eve any countenance to that War. 

Thereupon they wickedly adviſed the King to break off the Parliament, and 
toreturn to the ways of Confuſion , in which their owne evill intentions were 
molt like to proſper and ſucceed. 

After the Parliament ended the fifth of ay , one thouſand ſix hundred and 
forty, this Party grew ſo bold , as to counſell the King to Supply Himſelfe our 
of His Subje&s lates by bis own Power, at his own Will, without their con» 
ſent. The very next day , ſorne Members of both Houſes had their Studies and 
Cabinets, yea their Pockets ſearched : Another of them not long after was 
ommitted cloſe priſoner, for not delivering ſome Petitions which hee recerved 
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by authority of that Houſe, and if harſher courſes were intended ( as was re- 
pony it is ry probable that the fickneſle of the Earle of Sryafford , and the 
Tumultuous rifing in Southwerke , and about Lamberh , were the caulcs that 
ſuch violent intentions were not brought to execution. A falſe and ſcandalous 
Declaration againſt the Houſe of Commons , was publiſhed in His Majeſties 
Name, which yet wrought little effe& with the people, but only to manifeſt the 
!impudence of thuſe who were Authors of it. 

A forced Loan of money was attempted in the City of London. 

The Lord Major and Aldermen in their feverall Wards enjoyned to bring 
in a Lift of the Names of fich perſons as they judged fitro lend, and of the 
tum they ſhould lend. And ſuch Aldermen as ref.ifcd ſo to doe,were comnmirred 
to priſon. 

The Archbiſhop and the other Biſhops and Clergie conrinued the Convocation, 
and by a new Commiſſion turned it to a Provmerall Synod, in which by anun- 
heard-of preſumption, they made Canons that containe in them many matters 
contrary to the Kings Prerogartive , to the fundamentall Laws and Staturcs of 
the Realme, to the right of Pay{:aments, to the Property and Liberty of the Sub- 
JeR, and matters tending to ſedition, and of dangerous conſequence , thereby 
eſtabliſhing rheir own Uſurpations, juſtifying their Altar-worſhip , and thoſe 
other ſuperiticious Ianovations, which they formerly introduced without war- 
rant of Law. 


They impoſed a new Oath upon divers of his Majeſties Subzets , both Ec- 
slefiafticall and Lay, tor mayntenance of their own Tyranny ; and laid a great} 


Tax upon the Clergie for Supply of his Majefly ; and generally they ſhewed 
themſelves very affetionate to the War with Scorlard., which was by lome of 


them ſtyled Bellum Epiſcopale ; and a Prayer compoſed , and enjoynced to be | 
read in all Churches, calling the Scots Rebels, to put the two Nations into | 
bloud, and make them irceconcileable. All thoſe pretended Canons and Confti- | 


mwtions were armed with the ſeverall Cenſurcs- of Suferſion, Excommunication, 


Deprivation, by which they would have thruſt our all the good Miniſters , and: | 
molt of the well affeRed people of the Kingdome , and left an eafie paſſageto' | 
their owne Deſigne of Reconciliation with Rome. The Popiſh party enjoyned | 


luch Exemptions from the Pen! Laws, as amountedto a Tolleration , befides 
many other encouragements , and Court favours : They had a Secrctary of 
States Sir Francis Windibank,, a powerfull Agent for the ſpeeding of all their 
deſires, a Popes Nuntio reſiding here to a& and governe them according to ſuch 
influences as he received from Rowe, and to intercede for them with the molt 
powerfull concurrence of the forreigne Princes of that Religion : By his autho- 
rity the Papifts of all ſorts, Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy were convocated, af- 
ter the manner of 'a Parliament ; new Juriſdictions were exeRed of ws 
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he { dantin Government, contrary in ivtereſt and affeRion, ſecretly corrupting the 
at þ jenorant, ornegligent profeſſors of our Religion, and cloſely uniting and com- 
us {| bining themſelves againſt ſuch as were ſound ,-in this poſture x an 
ies F opportunitic by force ro de({roy thoſe, whom they could not hope to ſeduce.

The Priſons were filled with their Commitments; many of the Sheriffs ſummo- 
ned into the Star Chamber, and lome impriſoned for not being quick enough in 
levying the Ship-money, the people languiſhed under grief.and feare no vihble 
hope beirs left, but in deſperation. The Nobility began to be weary of their 
lence, and patience, and ſenfible ofthe dury,and truſt which belongs to them: 
and thereupon ſome of the moſt eminent of chem did petition his Majeſt yar 
ſuch a time when cvill Councels were fo ſtrong, that they had reaſon to expe& 
mote hazard tothemſelves , then cedrefſe of thoſe publick evils for which they 
interceded: whileſt the Kingdom was in this agitation and difleimper, the Scors 
reſtrained in their trades, impoveriſhed by the lofle of many of their $hi ps, be- 
| reaved of all poſſibility of ſatisfying His Majeity by any naked Suvplicaticn, 
| entred with a powerfull Army into the Kingdom, and without any hoſtile AC 
| or ſpoi'e in the Countrey as they paſſed . more then forcing a paſſage over the 
” | Tyne at Newborne, neer Newcaſtle, poſſciſed themſelves of Newcaſtle, and had 
wy * afaire opportunity to preſſe on further upon the Kings Ariny : but duty and 
0 | reverenceto His Majefly, and brotherly love to the Exgliſh Nation, made them 
ed þ tay there. whereby the King had leiſure to cnrercain berter Councels ; wherein 
God fo bleſſed and directed him, that he ſummoned the great Councell of Peers 
ta meet at Yorke , upon the rwenty fourth of September , and there declared a 
Partament to begin the third of November then following. The Scars the firſt 
day of the great Councell, preſented an humble Petition to His Majeſty, wher=- 
upon the Treaty was appointed at &ippor. A preſeut Ceilation of Arms agreed 
upon : and the full Concluſion of all differences referred to the wiſdon:e and 
care of the Parhament. At our firlt mecting, all Oppoſitions ſeemed to vaniſh, 
the miſchiefs were ſo evident, which thoſe evill Councellors produced. that no

e- | Archbiſhops, Taxes levied » another Stare moulded within this State indepent- © 
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nough. The multiplied cvils and corruption of f1xteene yeeres Alrengchened by 
cuſtome and authority, and the concurrent intereſt of many powerfull Delin- 
quents were now to be brought to judgement and reformation. The Kings 
Houſhold was to be provided for, they had brought him to that want, that he 
could not ſupply his ordinary, and ncceſſary expences, without the aſſiſtance of 
his people. Two Armies were to be payel, which amounted very necr to eighty 
thouſand poui:ds a moneth; the —_ were to be tenderly charged, having bin 
formerly exhauſted with many burthenſome Proje ts. 

The diffcultics ſeemed to be inſuperable , which by the Divine Pro- 
vidence wee have overcome. The Contrarieties incomvatible , which yet in 
a great meaſure we have reconciled. Six Subſidies have bin granted, and a Bill 
ot Poll-money, which it it be ducly levied may equall fix Subſidies more,in 
all fix hundred thouſand pounds. Beſides. wee have contracted a Debt to the 
Scots of 220 thouſand pounds ; and yet God hath fo bleſſed the endeavours of 
this Parliament, that the Kingdome is a great gainer by all thele charges. The 
Ship-money is aboliſhed , which coſt the Kingdome above 200 thouſand 
pounds a yecr, The Coat and Condult money, and other Military charges, are 
taken away , which in many Countries amountcd to little lefſe then the Ship- 
money. The Monopolics ace all ſuppreſt , whereof ſome few did prejudice the 
Subject, above a Million yeerly. The Soap an hundred choufand pounds ; the 
Wine three hundred thouſand pounds ; the Leather muſt needs exceed both:

{ecvation tothe future. The diſcontinuance of Parliaments is prevented by the 
Bill for a Trienniall Parliament, and the abrupt diſſolution of this Parliament 
by another Bill ; by which it is provided, it ſhall not be diffolyed or adjour- 
ned without the conſent of both Houſes.

quence, being confident, that your own reaſon and regard to Us,as well as Ow 
expreſſe intimation by Our Comptroller to that purpoſe , would have reſtrais 
ned you from the publiſhing of ir.till ſuch time as you ſhould have received Our 
Anſiver to it : But, much againſt Our expeRation, finding the contrary , that 
the ſaid Declaration is already abroad in Print, by direftions from your Houſe 
as appears by the printed Copy : Wee mult let you know that wee are yery 
ſenſible of the diſreſpet. Notwithſtanding , itis Our Intention , that ng 
failing on your part ,. ſhall make Us faile in Ours , of giving all due ſatis 
fa tion to the defires of Our People, ina Parliamentary way ; .And there- 
fore Wee fend you this Anſwer to your Petition , reſerving Our ſelfe in 
point of the Declaration , which Wee thinke unparliamentary , and ſhall 
take a courſe to doe thar which Wee ſhall thinke fit in prudence and ho« 
nour. 
 TothePetition, We ſay ; that although there are divers things in the 
Preamble of it ,which Weare Go far from admitting, that We profifſe Wecan- 
not at all underſtand them, as, Of a wicked and malignant party prevalent inthe 
Government, Of ſome of that party admitted to Our Prroy Conncell, and to other 
Employments of truſt, and neereſt to Vs and Our Children ; Of Endeavours to 
fow among the People falſe ſeandals and imputations, to blemiſh and diſprace the 
proceedings of the Parliament : All, or any of which , did Wee know of, Wee 
ſhould be as ready to remedy and puniſh , as you to commplaine of. That the 
prayers of your Petition are grounded upon ſuch premifſes as Wee muſt in 
no wiſe admit ; yet notwithſtanding Wee are pleaſed to give this Anſwer to 
Ou.

Unto that Clauſe which@oncernech Corruptions ( as you Ryle them ). in 
Religion, in Church-government , and in Diſcipline ; and the removing of 
ſuch unneceſſary Ceremonies as weake Confciences might cheque at. Thar for 
aty illegall Innovations, which may have crept in , We ſhall willingly'concur 
in the removall of them. That if Our Parliament ſhall adviſe Us tocalt a Na» 
tionall Synod , which may duly examine ſuch Ceremonies as give juſt cauſe of 
offence to any , We ſhall rake it ito conſideration, and apply Our Selfto:give

Purity and Glory, not only again all mvaſions of Popery, but alfy fromthe

God hath truſted us) to doe our part to ſo good a Worke , int whith wee ſhall 
not think it below our Kingly dignity to deſcend to any particular, which may 
ccmpoſe and ſeale the affections of our tneancf Subjects, ſince wee axe ſocon- 
ſcious to our Self of fuch upright Imentions and endexvouts and enely of ſuchi 
(for which wee give God thanks) for the peace and: happineffe of our King-

bliſhed in this Kinedome ; fo it is-well knowne , Wee have. ( not contented 
fiply with the Principles of our Education.) given a good proportion of- 
Our time and paines, -to the examination of che grounds of this Religi.

For the perſons named in the Anſwer, his Majeſty faith that Colonell Butler, 
and the ſon of the Lord Verrersfield , obtained his Warrants for their paſſage 
into /relaxd, at his Maieſties being in Scorlard, which was long (as his Maieſty 
thinks) before the Order of both Houles : His Maicſty knowing the former of 
them to be one who hath always made Profeſſions to his Service , and to be 
Vncle to the Earle of Ormond, of whoſe affetion to the Proteſtant Religion, 
and his Maieſties Service, His Maieſty hath great cauſe to be aſſured : And the 
latter being a perſon of whom, at that time, there was no ſuſpicion to his Ma-- 
ieſties':knowledge. For the other, it may be they have obtained Warrants from 
his Maieſty fince the ſaid Order, but his Maieſty affures the Parliament that he 
had no intimation of ſuch an Order, till after ſtay made of Sir George Hamilton, 

who was the laſt that had any Licence fron his Maicſty co paſſe for Ireland. 

And his Maieſty having fince this Anſwer from the Houſe of Commons us 
ſed all poſſible means, by the examining his own memory, and the Noresdf his 
Secretaries,to find what Warrants have bcene granted by him , and to what 
perſons, doth not find That he hath granted any to any Iriſh, but thoſe who are 
named by the Houſe of Commons, and in December laſt to the Earle of Saint 
Albans, and rotwo of his ſervants, and to one Walter Terrel a poore man, they 
being ſuch as his Mateſty is aſſured are not with the Rebels,1nd much leſſe chief 
Commanders over them. And though it may be, the Perſons named by the 
Houſe of Commons are Papiſts , yer his Maicſty at that time thought it not fits 
in reſpe& of their Alliance in that Kingdome, to ſuch Perſons of greaz power, 
of whom his Maieſty hoped well, to diſcover any ſuſpition of therr, the Lords 
Juſtices having declared by their Letters (which Letters were not diſapproved 
of by the Parliament here) that they were fo far from owning a publike iea- 
loufic of all Papiſts there, that they had thought fit ro put Arms inro the hands 
of divers Noble men of the Pale of that Religion , who made Profeſſions to his 
Majeſties Service, and defred the fame. And fince ſogreat a truſt repoſed in

then the ſarisfa&tion of His Kingdome ; yet that He may further manifeſt ro 
both Houſes how impatient He is.till he find out a tull rcinedie to compole the 
preſent Diſtempers, He is pleaſed ro fignific : 

That his Majeſtic will by Proclamation require, that all Scatutes made con- 
ccrning Recuſants, be with all Care, Diligence, aud Severity put in execution. 

That his Majcſhie is reſolved, That the ſeven Condemned Pricits ſhall bee 
immediatcly Baniſhed ( if His Parliament ſhall conſent thereto : ) And His 
Myjeſtie will give preſent Order ( it it ſhall be held fit by both Houtes ) that a 
Proclamation iffue, to require all Romiſh Prieſts within twenty dayes to de- 
partthe Kingdome; and if any ſhall be Apprehended after that rime, his Ma» 
jcſlie aſſures both Houtes, in the Word of a King, That He will grant no par- 
don to any ſuch, without conſent of His Parliament.

IS Majeſty having wich his beſt Care and underſtanding, peruſed and % 
conſidered that which was ſent him- from both Houſes, tor the ordering i © 
of the Mibtia preſented unto him to be made an ordinance of Parliament, by a 
the giving ofhis Royall Aſſent, as he can by no meanes doe it for the reaſons 
hereafter 1hentioned, ſo he doth nat conceive himſelfe obliged by any promile 
made in his anſwer of the ſecond ofthis moneth, to the. Petition of both How 
ſes to yeeld the ſame. | 
His Majelty finds greatcauſe to accept againſt the Preface or Introduftion 
ro thar Order, which confefſeth a 1noft dangerous and deſperate defigne upon 
the Houſe of Commons of late, ſuppoſed to be an effc& ofthe bluody countelh 
of Papiſts and other ill affeRed perſons, by which many may underſtand 
(looking upon other Printed Papers to that purpoſe) His comming in Per- 
fon to the Houſe: of Commons on the fourth of January, which begar fo un- 
happy a miſunder-Aanding betwezne him and his People,and for that though 
he beleeves ic upon the information ſince, given him to be an apparent breach 
of their priviledge ; and hath offered, and is ready to repaire the ſame for the 
future, by any AR ſhall be defired ofhis Majellie, yer hemuR declare and re-

' A Lthoughthe Expreſſions in your Majeſlies Meſſage of the ſecond of this 
Anon March, do give juft cauſe of ſorrow to us your fairhfull Subjects, 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament, yet it is not without ſome mix- 
ture of confidence and hope , conſidering they proceeded from the miſ-appre- 
henFon of our Aftions and Intenfions , which having nv ground of Truth or 
Reality, may by your Maicflies Juſtice and Wiſdome be removed when your 
Maieſtie ſhall be tully informed, that thoſe Feares and Jealouſies of ours; which 
your Maieſtie thinks to be cauſſeſſe, and without any juſt ground, doe-neceſſa- 
rily and cleerly ariſe from thoſe dangers and diſtempers , into which the miſ- 
chueyous and evill Counſels about you have brought this Kingdom 3 And that 
thoſe other Fears and Jealoufies, by which your favour, your Royall Preſence, 
and confidence have been withdrawn from your Parliament , have no founda- 
tion or ſubſiſtence in any aRion, intention, or miſcarriage of ours , but ace 
meecly grounded upon the falſhood and malice of thoſe, who, fir the ſupport-

grece in.this, The publike Declaration of the Lords, 'Zentlemen , and otheys of 
the Pale, that they would joyn with the Rebels , whom they call the Iriſh Ar.

and paſſed into [reland, where he went inco Rebellion. with the Lord Dunſany, 
and hath ſince obtained the place of a Colonel amonght the Rebels, as wee are 
very credibly informed. | 

Two of the Sonnes of the Lord Nettersfield , one a Jeſunte , and the 
other a Souldicr , paſſed into Jreland in December lait , bothcf them by 
vertue of your Majeſties Warrant ; as wee haye cauſe to believe , for that 
they went both together in one Ship , and the Licence acknowledged to be 
granted byyour Warrant muſt needs be granted to one of them , ſeeing the 0= 
ther Brother, who lately endevourcd to paſſe over, did produce no Licence, and 
upon his Examination doth abſolutely deny that he had any.

had then proceeded according to your M ajeflies Meſſage of the 20 of [anwary,by 
which your Majeſtie was pleaſed to deſire, That we would declare what we in- 
tended to do for Your Majeſtie,and what we expeRed to be done for cuz ſelves, 
in both which we have bin very much hindred by your Majcſtics deniall to ſe- 
cure us and the whole Kingdom,by diſpoling the Mila as we had diyers times 
moſt humbly Petitioned,and yet we have not bin altogether negligent of cither, 
having lately made good proceedings ih preparing a Booke of Rates to be pa\- 
ſed in a Bill of Tonnage & Poundage;and hkewite the moſt materiall Heads of 
thoſe humble defires which we intended to make ro Your Majeſtic for the good 
and contentment of your Majeſtic and your People, but none of theſe could bee 
perfeted before the Kingdome be pur into ſafetie, by ſetling the Xilitia : And

[#5 would have had the patience to have expeRed Our Anſwer to your 
Declaration (which, confidering the nature ofit, hath not been long in 
comming ) We beleeve you would have ſaved your ſelves the labour of aying 
much of this Meſſage. And We could wiſh that Our Priviledges on all parts 
were ſo Stated,that this way of Correſpondencie might be preſerved with that 
Freedome which hath been uſed ofold : For we muſt tell you, that if you may 
ake any thing of Us by Meſſage or Petition, and in what language (how un- 
uſuall fever) you thinke fir, and We muſt neither deny the thing you aske, 
nor give reaſon why we cannot grant it, without being taxed of brezking your 
Priviledges, or being counſelled by thoſe who are enemiesto the Peace of the 
Kingdome, and favourers of the Iriſh Rebellion (for We have ſeenc your Pris 
ted Votes. upon Our Meſſage from Huntington) you will reduceall Our Anſ- 
wers hereafter into a very little room ; In plain Engliſh, it is to take away the 
Freedome of Our Vote,which were We bur a SubjeR, were high Injuſtice ; but 
deing your King, We leave all the world to judge what it is.

We tell you We 
would have the thing done ; Allow the perſons (with that exception ; ) Deli 
a Bill (the onely good old way of impoſing on Our Subjects.)Wee areex- 
treamly unſatisfied what an Ordinance is, bur. well farisfied, that without Ou 
Conſent it is nothing, nor binding : And it is evident by the long time ſpent 
this Argunient, the neceſſitie and danger was not ſo imminent, bur a Bill migh 
have well been prepared, which if i ſhall yer be done with that due regardy 
Us, and care of Our People, in the limitation ofthe power and other circuns 
ſtances, We ſhall recede from nothing We formerly expreſſed in that Anſye: 
toyour Order, otherwiſe we muſt declare to all the world, That we are ng 
farisfied with, or ſhall ever allow Our SubjeRs to be bound by your printe 
Votes of the fifteenth or ſixteenth of this moneth, or that under precence of & 
claring what che Law of the Land is, you ſhall without Us make a new Lay, 
which is plainly the caſe of the X4ilitia: And what is this but to introducea 
Arbitrary way of Governinent ? 

Concerning Pyms Specch, you will have found by what the Lord Comp, 
and Maſter Bajrton brought from Us, in anſwer to that Meſſage they brougit 
ro Us,that as yet We relt nothing ſatisfied in that particular. 

As for tne 1eaitious Pampnlers and Sermons, We are both ſorry and aſhv 
med in fo greata variety, and in which Our Rights, Honour and Authorite, 
are ſo inſolently flighted and vilified, and in which the Dignirty and Freedoar 
of Parliament is ſo much invaded and violated, it ſhould be asked of Us ro name 
any ; the mentioning of the Proteſtation protefled, the Apprentices Proteſts 
tion, To your Tents, O Iſrael, or any othec, would be too great an excule fot 
the reſt; If you thinke them not worth your inquirie ,We have done, Bu 
We thinke it moſt ſtrange to be told, That Our deniall of a Guard (which We 
yet neyer denied, but granted in another manner, and under a Commandis 
that time moſt accuſtomed in the Kingdom) or the deniall of any thing ell 
(which is in Our power legally to deny) which in Our underſtanding (d 
which God hath ſurely given Us fome uſe)is nor fit to be grant=d,ſhould be any 
exCuſe for ſo dangerous concourſe of people, which not onely in our apprehenlr 
on, but (We belceve) in the interpretation of Law ir ſelfe, hath been always 
held moſt tumultuous and ſeditious. And we molt wonder, what, and when 
come tye inſtruQions and Informations that thoſe people have, who cat. o 
cably thinke themſelves obliged by the Protefſtation to aſſemble in ſuch 4 
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manner, for the defence of Priviledges, which cannot be ſo ckerly knowne to 
any of chem, and ſo ncgligently paſſe over the conſideration, and defence of 
Oar Rights ſo beneficiall and neceſſary for themſelyes, and ſcarſe unknowne to 
any of chem, which by their Oathes of Allegiance and. Supzemacy (and even 
by the ſame Proteſtation) they are at lealt equally obliged to defend. And 
what interruptions ſuch kind of Aſſemblies may be to the freedome of future 
Parliaments (if not ſeaſonably diſcountenanced and ſuppreſſed) We muſt ad- 
viſe you to conſider, as likewile whether both Our powers may not by ſuch 
meanes be uſurped, by hands not truſted by the Conſtituticn of this King- 
dome. For Our Guard, Wee referte you to Oar anſwer to your Decla- 
ration, 

By that Queſtion of Violating your Lawes ; by which We endeavoured to 
expreſſe Our care and reſolution to obſerve them; Wee did not expe you 
would have been invited to have looked back ſo many yeeres, for which you 
have had ſo ample Reparation ; Neither looked We to be reproched, with the 
Attions of Our Miniſters (then againſt the Lawes) whilf We expreſſe fo 
oreat 2 zeale for the preſent defence of them, it being Our Reſolution, upon 
obſeryation of the miſchiefe which then grew by Arbitrary power (though 
made plauſible to Us by the ſuggeſtions of neceſſicie and imminent danger, and 
take you heed ye fall not into the ſame ecrour upon the ſame ſuggeſtions )here- 
after to keepe the Rule Our telfe, and ro Our power require the ſame from ail 
others : But above all, We muſt be moſt ſenſible of what you caſt upon Us 
for requitall of thoſe good Bills you cannot denie. We have denied any ſuch 
Deligne, and as God Almightie muſt judge in that point between Us, who 
knows Our upright intentions at the paſſing thoſe Lawes : So in the meane 
time We defie the Divell to prove that there was any deſigne ( with Our 
kowledge or privitie) in or about the time of paſſing thoſe Bills, that had ic 
taken effeR could have deprived Our SubjeRs of the fruit of them : And there- 
fore We demand full Reparation in this point, that we may be cleared in the 
hght ofall the World, and chiefly in the eyes of onr Ioving SubjeRs, from fo 
notorious and falſe an impuration as this is. 

We are farre from denying what you have done, For we acknowledge the 
charge Our People have ſuſtained in keeping the two Armies, and in relieving

In Our offer of a Generall Pacdon, Our intent was to compoſe and ſecure 
the generall condition of Our SubjeRs, conceiving {that in theſe times of greax 
_ DiſtraRi. 
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Diltra&ions, the good Lawes of the Land have not been enough obſcryed, 
Bur it is a ſtrange world when Princes profered Favours are counted Reproz- 
ches : yer if you like not this ur offes VVe havedone. 

Concerningaay-diſcurſes of Forraigne Forces,though VVe have givenya 
a full Anſwer in Ours to your laft Declaration,yer V Ve mult cell you, We har 
neither fo ill an opinion of Our own merit, 9r che affe&ions of Our good 
Subjects, asto think our Selfe in need of any Forraigne Force to prelerye lh 
from Oppreſſion (and Weſhall not need for any other purpoſe) but are conk. 
dent (through Gods providence) not to want the good wiſhes and affiſtance 
of the Whole Kingdome, being relolved to build upon that ſure Foundation,te 
Law ofthe Land. And We take take ir very ill that any generall Diſtourſes be- 
tween at unknown Perſon and a Mariner, or inferences upon Letters ſhould 
be able to prevaile in matters ſo improbable in theinſelves, and ſcandalous ty 
Us,for which We cannot but likewiſe aske Reparation,not onely for the 
vindicating of Our own Honour, but alſo thereby to ſettle the minds of Oy 
SubjeRts, whoſe Feaces and Jealoufies would ſoon vaniſh, were they nyt fe 
and maintained by ſuch falſe and malicious Rumours as theſe, 

For our returne to Our Parliament, We have given you a full Anſwer a 
Ours to your Declaration, and you ought to looke vn U; as not gone butdr- 
yen (we lay not by you, yet) from you- And if it be not ſocahe for you t 
make our reſidence in Londen ſo ſafe as we could deſire, We are and will 
contented that our Parliament be adjourned to fuch a place, where We mayl 
ficly and ſafely with you. For though weare not pleaſed to be at this diſtanc, 
yet ye are not toexreX Our Preſence, untill yeſhall both ſecure Us concerning 
Our juſt apprehenhons of Tumultuacy infolencies, And likewiſe give Us 
tisfation for thoſe inſupportable and infolent Scandals that are rafed 
upon Us, 

"To conclude, As VVe have or ſhall not refuſe any way agreeable to juſtic 
or Honour, which ſhall be offered ro Us for the begetting a right underfland 
ing between Us;. So We are Reſolved, that-no Rraights or neceſſicies (ro which 
We may be driven) ſhall ever compell Us to doe that, which the Reaſon and 
Underſtanding that God hath given Us and Our Honour and Intereſt, with 
which God hath truſted Us for the good of Our Poſterity and Kingdomes,ſhal 
render unpleaſant and grievous unto Us. 

And We aſſure you that (how mcanely ſoever you are pleaſed to value the 
diſcharge of Our publicke dutie) Wee are ſo Conſcious ro Our felfe of has 
ving done Our part, ſince this Parliament, that in whatſoever condition VVee 
now (tand, VVe are confident of the continued ProteRion from Almighty 
God, and the conſtant gratitude, obedience, and affeRion from Our People:

Rebellion there, which not onely wounds his Majelty in Hononr, butlike wiſe 
preatly retards the reducing of :hat unhappy Kingdom, and multiples th 
DiſtraRions at hoe, by weakning che muruall confidence berwixe him ani 
his People : Out of his pious Zerle co the Honour of Almighty God, in efta» 
bliſhing the true Proteſtant Profeſſion in that Kingdom, and his Princely car. 
for the g50d of all his Dominions, Hath firmly reſc/lved with all convenient:

The chargeof railing and paying whereofhis Majeſty defires his Parliamen 
to addeto their former Undertakings for that War, which his Majeſty will not

E are ſotroubled and aſtoniſhed to find the unexpeRed reception, and 
miſunderſtanding of Our Meſſage of the cighth of Aprif concerning Our 

Iriſh Journey, that being ſo much diſappointed of the approbation and thanks 
Wee looked for to that Declaration ; VVee have great cauſe to doubt, whe- 
ther it be in Our power to fay or doe any thing which ſhall not fall within 
the 
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the like interpretation ; But as We have in that Meſſage called Cod to wit. 
neſſe the ſincerity of the profeſſhon of Our onely Ends tor che undertaking that 
Journey : ſo We muſt appeale to all Our good SubjeRs, and the whole world, 
whether theReaſons alleadged againſt that Journy be of weight to farisfie Our 
underflanding, or tne countell preſented to difſwade Us from it, be full of that 
duty as is like to prevaile over Our affections, 

For Our refolving of ſo great a Buſinefle without the Advice of Our Par. 
liament, We muſt remeniber you how often by Our Meſſages We made the 
ſame offer, if you ſhould adviſe Us thereunto. To which you never gave Us the 
leaſt anſwer, bur in your late Declaration told Us, 1 hat ye were not to be {q- 
tisfied with words: ſothat We had reafon to conceive you rather avoided 
(out of regard to Our Perſon) to give Us counſell to run that hazard, then that 
you diſapproved the inclination. And whart greater comforc,or ſecurity can the 
Proteſtants of Chriſtendome receive, then by ſeeing a Proteſtant King venture 
and engage His Perſon for the defence of that Profeſſion, and the ſuppreſſion 
of Popery, to which We ſolemnly protetted in that Meſſage, never to grant a 
Toleration upon what pretence ſoeyer, or att Abolition of any ofthe Lawes 
there in force againſt the Profeſſors of it? And when We conſider the great 
calamities, and unheard of cruelties Our poore Proteſtant SubjeNs in that 
Kingdom have undergone for the ſpace of neere,or full ſix moneths, the growth 
and encreaſe of the ſtrength of thoſe: barbarous Rebels, and the evident proba- 
bilitie of Forraign Supplies, (ifthey are not ſpeedily ſuppreſſed) The very flow 
Succours hitherto ſent them from hence ; That the Officers of ſeverall Regi- 
ments, who have long time been allowed entertainment from you for that Ser- 
vice, have notraiſed any ſupply or Succour for that Kingdome ; That many 
troops of Horſe have long lien neere Cheſter untranſported , That the Lord 
Lievrenant of /rel/and, on whom We relied principally for the Condu@ and 
managing of affaires there, is ſtill in this Kingdome, notwithſtanding Our ear- 
nefinefſe expreſſed that he ſhould repaire to his Command ; And when VVe 
conſider the many and great ſcandals raiſed upon Our Selfe by report of the 
Rebels, and not ſufficiently diſcountenanced here, notwithAanding ſo many 
profeſſions of Ours ; And had ſcene a Booke lately printed by the Order of the 
Houſe of Commons, Entituled, 4 Remonſtrance of diversremarkeable Paſſages 
concerning the Church and Kingdome of Ireland, VVherein ſome Examinations 
are ſet downe, which (how improbable or impoſſible ſoever)may make an im- 
preſfion in the mindes of many of Our weake Subje&s ; and laſtly, VVhen 
We duely weigh the diſhonour which will perpetually lie upon this Kingdom, 
if full and ſpeedy reliefe be not diſpatched chither, VVe could nor cannot thinke 
of a betcer way to diſcharge Our duty to almighty God, for the defence of the 
true Proteftant Profeſſion, or to manifeſt Our aff:Rion to Ourthree King- 
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domes for their preſeryation, then by _—_ Our Perſon in this Expedition, 
zsmany of Our Royall Progenitors have done, eyen in Forreign parts, upon 
cauſes of lefſe Importance and Piety, with great Honour to themſelves, and 
advantage to this Kingdome : And therefore We expeted at leaſt, thankes for 
ſuch Our Inclination, : 

For the danger to Our Perſon ; We conceive it neceſſary and worthy of a 
King to adyenture His life to preſerve His Kingdome, neither can it be imagi- 
ned, that VVe wil fit till, and ſuffer Our Kingdomes to bee loſt, and our good 
Protelant SubjeRs to bee Maſlacred, without expoſing Our owne Perſon to 
the urmoſt hazard for their reliefe and preſervation : Our life, when it was 
molt pleaſant, being nothing ſo pr-cious to Us, as it is, and ſhall be to governe 
and preſerve Our people with Honour and Juſtice. 

For any encouragement to the Rebels, becauſe of the reports they raiſed ; 
We cannot conceive that the Rebels are capable of a greater Terrour, then by 
the preſence of their lawfull King in the head of an Army to chaſtiſe them : 
Behdes, it will be an unſpeakable adyantage to them, if any repors of theics 
could hinder Us from doing any thing which wece fir for Vs to doe, if ſuch re- 

rs were not raiſed : This would quickly teach them, in this jealous Age, to 
prevent by ſuch reports any other perſons comming againſt them, whom they 
had no mind ſhould be imployed. 

We marvell that the Adventurers, whoſe adyantage was a principall Mo-

You have by this Bill now tendred'to Us, (without taking notice of Us) pur 
the Power ofthe whole Kingdom, The Life and Liberties ot the SubyeSs of all 
degrees and qualities, into the hands of particular men for two , Can you 
imagine VVe will cruſt ſuch an abſolute Power in the hands ofparticular per- 
ſons, which V Ve refuſed to commit to both Houſes of Parliament ? Nay, is 
northe Power it ſelfe too abſolute, too unlimited to be committed into any pri- 
vate hands ?Hath not Sir [ohm Hothams high Infolencie ſhewed Us what Wee 
may expe from an exorbirant Legall Power, when hee, by a Power not 
warranted by Law, dares venture upon a Treaſonable diſobedience ? But wee 
would willingly know (and indeed ſuch an account in ordinary Civility we 
might have expeRed) why wee are by this AR abſolutely excluded from 
any Power or Authority in the. execution of this Afilitia. Sure your

Ince Our gracious Meſſage of the 24. of April laſt, to both Houſes of Par- 
jament ( 7 ing Juſtice for the high, and unheard of affront, offered 
unto Us at the Gates of Hall by Sir [obn Hothaw ) is not thought worthy of 
an Anſwer; but that in ſtead thereof they have thought fir by their printed 
Vates of the 38. of April laſt, ro own and avowthat unparalleld AR of Sir 
Tohn Hot hams, co be done in obedience to the Command of both Houſes of Par- 
liament ( though at that time he could produce no ſuch Command ) and with 
other Reſolutions vaguhns OurP ings there, to publiſh a declaration con- 
cerning that buſineſle, as an appeale to the People, and as if their encercoucſe 
with Us, and for our ſatisfaRion, were now tono more purpoſe; though wee 
knew this courſe of theirs to be very unagreeable to the Modeſty and Duty of

that Sir John Hotham takes upon him (without any legall authoritie or 
power) $0 ifſue Warrants to Conflables, and other Our officers, to raile di- 
vers of Our Trained Bands of this Our Country, and requires them to march 
with their Armes, and to come into Our Towne of Hull, where he hath difar- 
med divers of them, keeps their Armes and diſcharges the men, and whereas 
We are credifſ mformed, that divers perſons, who were lately Colonells, 
Lievtenant-GWonels, Capraines, and Officers of the trained Bands of this our 
Coupty, inteW Hortly to ſurymon, and endeavour to muſter the forces of this 


eur Founty : For as much as by the Law of the Land, none of our trained 
Bands are to Praiſed or muſtered, upon any pretence or authority whatſoever,

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The Declaration of the Lords and Commons in 
Parliament aſſembled, Concerning His 
Majeſties ſeverall Meſſages about 
the MiLIT1A. 
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this Kingdom to ſettle the filrtia thereof, did for that purpoſe prepare 
an Ordinance of Parliament, and with all humilicie did preſent the ſame 
to HisMajeſly for his Royall aſſent, Who notwithſtanding che faithfull ad- 
vice of his Parliament, and the ſeyerall Reaſons offered by them of the neceſſi- 
ty thereof, for the ſecuring ofhis Majeſlies perſon, and the peace and fafety of 
his people, did refuſe to give his conſent, and thereupon they were neceſſitated 
in diſcharge of the truſt repoſed in them as the repreſentative body of the King- 
dome, to make an Ordinance by Authority of both Houſes, to ſerle the Aſils- 
tia, warranted thereunto by the fundamentall Laws of the Land : his Majettie 
taking notice thereof. did by ſeverall Meſſages invite them to fetlethe ſame by 
AR of Parliament, affirming in his Majefties Meſſage ſent in Anſwer to the 
Petition of boch Houſes preſented to his Majeſty at Yorke, March 26. That he 
alwayes thought it neceſſary the ſame ſhould be ſetled, and that he never denied 
the thing, onely denied the way ; and for the matter of it, cook exceptions only 
tothe Preface, as a thing not ſtanding with his honour to cenſenr to, and that 
himſelf was excluded in the execution, and for a time unlimited ; Whereupon 
the Lords and Commons being defirous to*give his Majeſtie all farisfaRion 
that might be, even tothe leaſt title of forme, and circumfAance; and when his 
Majeſty was pleaſed to offer them a Bill ready drawne, did for no other cauſe 
then to manifeſt their hearty affeRion to comply with his Majeſtics deſires and 
obtain his conſent, entertain the fame ; and in the mean time no way declining 
their Ordinance, and toexpreſſe their carneſt zeal to correſpond with his Ma- 
jefties deſire (in all things that might confift with the peace and ſafety of the 
Kingdom, andthe truſt repoſed in them) did paſſe chat Bill, and therein omic- 
ed the preamble inſerted before the Ordinance, limited the rime to lefſe then 
two yeers, andconfined the authority of the Lievrenants to theſe three particu- 
lars, namely Rebellion, Inſurreion, and forreigne Invaſion. and returned the 
lame to his Majeſty for his Royall aſſent. 'Bur all cheſe expreſſions of 1ffeRion 
and loyalty, all thoſe defires and earneſt endeavours to comply with his Maje- 
ty, hath (to their great grief and ſorrow) produced no berter effeR then an ab- 
e | ſolute deniall, eyen of that which his Majeſly by his former Mcſſages, as wee 
2 con- 


Tus Lords and Commons holding it neceſſary for the peace and ſafety of 
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conceive, had proiniſed ; the advice of evil and wicked counſels receiving ill 
more cxedit with him,then that of his gieat Councell of Parliament,in a matter 
of ſo high importance,: hat che ſafery ot his Kingdom, and che peace ot his 

ple depends upon it. Butnow what muſt be the exceptions to this Bill?not any 
jure, that was to the Ordinance ; for a care was taken to give ſatisfaionn all 
theſe particulars. Then theexception was, becauſe thar the diſpoſing and exe- 
cution thereof was referred to both Houſes of Parliament, and his Majeſty ex- 
cluded : and now that by the Bill the power and execution is aſcertained, and 
reduced to particulars, and the Law of the Realme made the Rule thereof his 
Majeltie will not crult the perſons. The power is too great, too unlimited to 
truſt them with. But what is that power ? Is it any other, bur in expreſe 
terms to ſuppreſſe Rebellion, Inſurre&ion, and forraigne invaſion ? And who 
are thoſe perſons? are they not ſuch as were nominated by the great Counſel 
of the Kingdom, and afſenced to by his Majeſtic ?- And is itroo great a powerts 
rrult thoſe perſons with the ſuppreſſion of Rebellion, Inſurre&ion, and forraign 
Invaſion ? ſurely the moſt wicked of them that adviſed his Majeſty to this Ans 
{wer cannot ſuggeſt, but that'ir is neceſſary for the ſatery of his Majeſties Roy- 
all Perſon and the peace of the Kingdeme, ſuch a power ſhould be pur in ſome 
hands. And there is no pretence of exception to the perſons. His Majelty for 
the ſpace of above fifteen yeers togerher,thought not a power far exceeding this 
to be too great to intruſt particular perſons with, to whoſe will the Lives and 
Liberties ofhis people by Martiall Laws were made ſubjeR, for ſuch wasthe 
power given to Lord Lievtenants, and Deputy Lievtenants in every Countyof 
this Kingdom, and that without the conſent ofhis people, or a«chority of Lay, 
But now in caſe of extream neceſſity, upon the adyice of both Houſes of Par- 
liament for no longer ſpace then two yeers, a lefſer power,and that for the ſaf- 
ty of King and people, is thought roo great to truſt particular perſons with 
though named by both Houſes of Parliament, and approved of by his Majeſly 
himſelf. And ſurely if there be a neceſſicy to ſertle the Afilirra ( which his Mz 
' jeſty was pleaſed to canfeſſe) the perſons cannot be intruſted with leſſe powet 
chen thisto have icall efeRuall. And the Precedents of former Ages when there 
hapned a neceſſity to rayſec ſuch a power, never Araimed that power to a-nat- 
rower compaſſe,witnefle the Commiſſions of Array in ſeverall Kings Reignss 
and often. iſſued out by the conſent and the authority of Parliament, The Lots 
and Commons therefore intruſted with the ſafery of the Kingdome, and peact 
of the people, (which they call God to nr es” 4 is their onely ayme) finding 


themſelves denied: theſe their ſo neceſſary, and juſt demands, and that they can 
never be diſcharged before God or Man, ifthey ſhould ſuffer the ſafety ofthe 
Kingdom and peace of the people to be expoſed to the malice o frhe Malignant

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party at home, or the fury of enemies from abroad: And knowing: no other 
way to encounter che imminent and approaching danger, but by putcing the 
people into into a fit poure of defence. doe reſolve to pur their ſaid Ordinance in 
flelont execution, and doe require all perſons in authority by vertue of the ſaid 
Ordinance forthwith co put the ſane in execution, and all others to obey it, ac-

EE very well anderf2nd how much it is below the high and Royall 
| dignity (waerein God hath placed Us) corake nutice, much more to 
erouble Oar Self with anſwering thoſe many ſcandalous, ſeditious 
Pamphlets and Printed Papers, which are ſcattered with ſuch great Licence 
thorowout the Kingdome (notwithftandwg Our carneft defire. fo often in vain 
prefled for a Reformation ) though Wee. finde git evident, That the 1nindes of 
many of Our we3k $.:bjeAs have-been, and till are poiſoned by thoſe means 
and that fc» generall a terrour hath poſſeſſed the minds and heart of all men,thas 
whiles the Preſſes ſwarm (and every day produceth new TraRs againſt the e- 
fablifhed Government of the Church and State) moſt men want the Courage 
er the Conſcience to write, or the opportunity and encouragement to publiſh 
fich compoſed ſober Ani:nadverfions, as might either preſerve the minds of 
Our good SirbjeAg from ſuch Infection. or reſtore and recover them when they 
are ſo infeRed : Bur we are contenced to Ter Our Selffall to any office that may 


_ undeceiycOur Prople, and to take mere pains this way by Our own Pen, then 
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'ever King hath done, when Wee . thing that ſcems to carry the repy« 
tation and authority of either,, or both Houſes of Parliament, and will not 
have the ſaine refured or diſputed by common and vulgar Pens, ti]l wee are 
thorowly informed, whether thoſe Afts have in truth that Couuntenance and 
V Varrant they pretend. VVhich regard of Ours VVe doubt not but in time wil 
recover that due reverence (the abſence whereof Wee haye too much reaſon to 
complain) to Our Perſon and Our Meſſages, which in all ages hath been paid 
(and no doubt is due) to the Crown of England. 

We have therefore taken notice of a Printed Paper, intituled, A Declaration 
of both Houſes of Parliament, m Anſwer to Our laſt Mcſſage concerning the 
. e Militia, publiſhed by the command ; The which wee are unwilling to belieye 
(both for the matter of it, the Expreſſions in it, and the manner of publiſh- 
ing it) can reſult from the conſent of both Houſes ; Neither do we know by 
what lawfull command ſuch uncomely , irreverent mention of Us can be pub- 
liſhed co the World, And though Declarations of this kind have of late (with 
roo inuch boldneſſe) broken in upon Us and the whole Kingdom, when one or 
both Houſes have thought fir to communicate their Counſelis and Reſolutions 
to the People, yer we are unwilling to believe, that ſuch a Declaration as this 
ſhould be publiſhed in Anſwer to Our Meſſage, without youchſafing at leaſt to 
ſend tto Us as their Anſwer ; Their bufinefſe for which they are met by Our 
Writ and Authority, being to Counſell Us for the good of Our People, notto 
write againſt Us ro Our People, and no conſent of Ours for their long continu« 
ing tcgether, inabling them to doe any thing, but what they were firſt ſummo- 
ned by Our writ to doe. At leaſt we will believe, though miſunderſtanding 
and jealoufie (the Juſtice of God will overtake the Fomenters of that Jealouſic, 
and the Promoters and Contrivers of that miſunderſtanding) might produce(to 
ſay no worſe) thoſe yery untoward Expreſſions that if tho Houſes nad contri» 
ved that Declaration, as an Anſwer to Our Meſſage, they would have vouchfa- 
fed ſome Anſwer tothe Queſtion propoſed in Ours, which wee profeſſed, did 
and mult evidently prevail over —_ underſtanding ; and in their wiſdom and 
gravity they would have beene fitre to have ſtated the marters of Fa&t,as(ar leaſt 
to ordinary underſtanding) might be unqueſtionable ;Neither of which is done 
by that Declaration. | 

We defire to know why we were by that AR abſolutely excluded from any 
Poweror Authority in the execution of the CAfiitia, and we munt appeal to 
all the World, whether ſuch an attempt be not a greater and jufter ground for 
Feare and Jealoufie in Us, then any one that is avowed for thoſe deftrudtivg 
Fears and Jealoufies, which are ſo publikely owned, almoſt to the ruine ofthe 
Kingdom. But we have been told that we muſt not be jealous of Our great 

Coun» 
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Councell of both Houſes of WA... We are hot, no more then they are- 
of Us their King, and hitherto they have not ayowed any jealouſic of, or diſ- 
affeHion to Our Perſon ;imputed all ro Our evill Counſellours, to a Malignant 
party that are not of their minds 2 So We do (and we do it from our foule) 
profefle no Jealoufie of our Parliament, but of ſometurbulenr, ſedirious, and am- 
bitious Natures, which (being not ſo cleerly diſcerned) may have an influence 
even upon the Attions of both Houtes ; And if this Declaration hath paſſed 
by ſuch conſent (which we are not willing to beleive) it is nor impoſſible 
but that the apprehenſion of ſuch Tumuits, which have driven Us from our 
Ciry of London for the faferic of our Perſon, may make ſuch an impreſſion 
in other men (not able to remove from the danger) ro make them conſent or 
notto own a difſent in matters not agreeable to their conſcience or under- 
ſtanding. 

We mentioned in that our Anſwer, our diſlike of the putting of their 
pames out of the Bill whom before they recommended to us in their pretended 
ordinance, and the leaving our by ſpeciall Proviſian the preſent Lord Major 
of London, to all which the Declaration affords no Anſwer, and therefore wee 
cannot ſuppoſe it was intended for an Anſwer to that our Meſſage, which. 
whoſoever looks upon, will find te be in no degree anfwered by that.Decla- 
ration. 

But it informs all our Subjects, after the mention with what humilitie the 
Ordinance was prepared and preſented rofUs (a marter very evident in the Pe- 
titions and Meſſages concerning it) and our refuſall to give our conſent, not- 
withſtanding the ſeverall reaſons offered of the neceſſity thereof, for the ſecu- 
ring of our Perſon, and the Peace and ſafety of our People (whether any ſuch 
Reaſons were given, the weight of them, and whether they were not cleerely 
and candidly anſwered by Us, the world will eafily judge) that they were ar 
laſt neceſſitated to make an ordinance by Authority of both Houſes to ſetle 
the Militia, warranted thereunto by the Fundamentall Laws of the Land:Bucr 
if that Declaration had indeed intended to have anſwered Us, it would have 
told Our gocd SubjeRs what thoſe Fundamentall Laws ofthe Land are,and 
where to be found ; And would at laſt have mentioned one Ordinance from 
the firſt beginning of Parliaments to this preſenc Parliament, which endeavou- 
red to impoſe any thing upon the SubjeX without the Kings conſent ; for of 
ſuch, all inquiry We can wake could never produce us onejnftance. And 
if there be ſuch a ſecrer of the Law, which hath lain hid from the beginning of 
the world to this time, and now is diſcovered to take away the juſt Legal] 
Power of the King, We wiſh there be not ſome other ſecret (to be diſcovered 
when they pleaſe) for the ruine and deftruRion of the Liberty ofthe SubyeR :

Ic is true, We did (out of the tendernefle of the Conſticution of the Kingdom, 
and care of the Law, which We are bound to defend, and being moſt affured 
of the unjuſlifiableneſſe of the prerended Ordinance) invite and defire both 
our Houſes of Parliament to ſettle whatſoever ſhould be fit of that nature, by 
AR of Parliament ; But were We therefore obliged to paſſe whatſoever ſhould 
be brought co Us of that kind ?

We are confident Our good SubjeRts will read with much indignationon 
Our behalfe. Bur ſare if that Declaration had paſſed the examination of both 
Houies of Parliament,they would never have affirmed that the Bil we refuſed to 
Pafſe, was the ſame we ſent to them, or have thought that Our Meff.: ge,wherein

and by their help to deroy that, which hitherto hath been the'onely means of 
their own preſervation, | 
' For this purpoſe they have drawne his Majeſty into the Northerne parts far 
__ , "CES; fro.n 
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from the Parliament, that ſo falfe Rumours might have time to get credit, and 
the juſt defencesof the Parliatuent finde a more tedious, difficult, and diſadyan- 
tagious acceſſe, after thoſe falſe imputations and flanders had bin firfl rooted in 
the apprehenſion of his Majertie, and his Subjetts, which the more ſpeedily to 
effeR, they have cauſed a Prefle to be tranſported to Yorke, from whence ſeve- 
rall papers, and writings of. that kinde are conveyed to all parts of the King- 
dom, without the authority of the great Seale, iy an unuſuall and illegal! main. 
ner, and without the advice of his -Majefties Privy Counſell ; from the greater 
and better part whereof having withdrawne himfelfe aſwell as from hisgrex 
Counſell of Parliament, hee is thereby expoſed rothe wicked and unfaithſull 
counſels of ſuch as have made the wiſdom, and juſtice ofthe Parliament dan- 
gerous to themſelves, and this danger they labour to prevent by hiding their 
own guilt under the naine and ſhadow of the King : infufing into himtheir 
own fears, and as much as in them lies, aſperſing his Royall Perſon and honour 
with their own infamy, from both which ic hath alwayes beene as much the 
earezas it is theduty,of the Parliament to preſerve his Majeſty, and to fix the 
guilt of all evill ations and counſels, apon thoſe who have been the Auchours 
of chem. 

Amongſt divers Writings of this kind, wethe Lords and Commons in Par- 
liament, have taken into our conſideration two Printed Papers ; the firſt con- 
caining a Declaration which they received from his Majeſty in anſwer oftha, 
which was preſented to his Majeſty from both Houſes of Parliatneat at New- 
»ark-# the 9 of March 1641.The other his Ma. Anſwer to the Petition of beth 
bouſes preſented to his Ma.at 7ork the 26 of March 1642-Both which are filled 
with harſh cenſures, and caufeleſſe charges upon the Parliament;concerning 
which we hold it neceſſary to give ſatisfaStian to the Kingdom, ſeei ng we find 
it yery difficult to ſatisfie his Majeſty, whom. to our great griefe, wee have found 
to be ſo ingaged to, and poſi fſed by thoſe miſapprehenſions which evill Coun» 
fellors have wrought in him, thatour moſt humble and faithfull Remonſtran- 
ces, have rather irritated and imbittered, then any thing allayed or mitigated 
the ſharpe expreſſions which his Majeſty hath beene pleaſed ro make inan- 
fver unto them, for the manifeſtation whereof, and ofour owne innocency, 
we deſire that all his Majeſties loving Subjets may take notice of theſe partie 
culars. 

Weknow no occaſion given by us which mightinove his Majeſty totell us 
that in our Neclaration preſented at Newmarket, there were ſome expreſſions 
different from the uſuall language to Princes. 

Neither did wee tell his Majeſty either in words or in effeR, that if hee did 


not joyn withus in an AR which his Majeſty conceived might prove prejudi- 
ciall, 
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ciall, and dangerous to himſelf, and the whole - Kingdom, wee would make a 
Law without him, and impoſe ic upon the people. That which we deſ.red, was 
that in regard ofthe imminent danger of the Kingdom, the 4:{1tia for the (e- 
curity of his Majelly, and his people, might be put under the command of Gich 
Noble and faithfull perſons, as they had all cauſe to confide in, and ſuch was 
the neceſſity of this preſervation, that we declared, that if his Majeſty ſhould 
refyſe to joyn with us therein, the two Houles of Parliament being the ſupream 
Court and higheſt Councell of the Kingdame, were enabled by their own au> 
thoriry to provide for the mpg of ſuch imminent, and evident danger, nor 
by any new Law of their own making, as hath been untruly ſuggeſted to his 
Majefty, but by the molt ancient Law of this Kingdome, even that which is 
fundainencall and effenciall to the conſtitution and ſubſiiance of it. 

Alchough we never deſired to encourage his Majeſty to ſuch Replyes as might 

roduce any conteſtation betwixt him and his Parliament, of which we never 

found better effeR, then loſe of time, and hindrance of the publike affaires; Yer 
We have bin far from telling him of how little value his words would be with 
us much lefſe when they are accompanied with actions of Love and Juſtice, 
His Majeſty hath more reaſon to find fault with thoſe wicked Counlellours, 
who have ſo often bereaved him ofthe honour, and his people of the fruit, of 
many gracious Speeches, which he made to them, ſuch as thoſe in the end of 
thelaft Parliament; Thatin the word of a King, and as hee was a Gentleman 
he would redrefle the grievances of his People aſwell our of of Parliament as in 
it: Were the ſearching the Studies and Chanibers, yea, the Packets of tome 
both of the Nobilicy, and Commons the very next day ; The Commitment of 
Maſter Bellafis, Sir Tokn Hothaw, and Maſter Crew, the continued oppreſſions 
by Ship-money,Coat and Condut-money, with the manifold imprifonments, 
and other vexations thereupon, and other enſuing Violations of the Laws and 
Libecties ofthe Kivgdom, (all which were the effects of evill counſell, and a- 
bundantly declared in our generall Remonſtrance of the Stare of the Kingdom) 
ations of Love and Juſtice, ſuitable to ſuch words as thoſe ? 

As gracious was his Majeſties Speech inthe beginning ofthis Parliament ; 
That he was reſolved to pur hiniſelf freely, and cleerly upon the love and affe= 
Rion of his Engliſh SubjeRts. Whether his cauſeleſſe Complaints and Jealoufic, 
the unjuſt imputations fo often calt upon his Parliament, his deniall of their 
neceſſary defence by the Ordinance of the Mz{itia, his dangerous abſenti ng 
himſelf from his great Councell, like to prodi:c2 ſuch a miſchievous divifion in 
the Kingdom, have not been more ſuitable ro other mens evill counſels then to 
hisown words, will cafily appeare to any indifferent Judgment. 

Neither have his latter Speeches beene better uſed, and preſerved by theſe 
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cvill and wicked Counſellours : could = words be fuller of Love and Juſtice 
then thoſe in his anſwer to the Mcſage ſent to the Houſe of Commong the one 
and thirtieth of December, 1641. We do engage unto you ſolemnly the word 
of a King that the ſecurity of all, and every one of you from violence, is and 
ever ſhall be as much our care as the preſervation of Us and Our children ? and 
could any aAions be fuller of injuſtice and violence then that of the Atto 
Generall, in falſly accuſing the fix Members of Parliament, and the other pro. 
ceedings thereupon, within three or foure dayes after that Meſſage?for the full 
view whercoflet the Declaration made of thoſe proceedings be peruſed: and by 
thoſe inſtances (we could adde many more) let the world judge who deſeryes 
to be taxcd with diſyaluing his Majefties words, they who have as much agin 
them lyes, ſtained and ſullicd them with ſuch foule counſels, or the Pacliament, 
who have ever manifeſted with joy, and delight their humble thankfulnefſe for 
thoſe gracious words, and aRions of Love, and Juſtice, which have been cone 
formable thercunto. | 

The King is pleaſed to diſayow the having any ſuch evill Counſell or Coun- 
{c]lours as are mentioned in our Declaration to his knowledge, and wee hold 
it or duty, humbly to avow there are ſuch, or elie we tauſt fay, that all the il 
things done of late in his Majeflies name, haye been done by himſelfe, wherein 
we ſhould neither follow the dire&ion of the Law, nor the affeRion of our 
own hearts; which is as much as may be to cleer his Ma.from all imputation of 
miſgovernment, and to lay the fault vpon his Miniſters the falſe accuſing of fix 
Members of Parliament, the juſtifying Maſter Acrourney in that falſe accula- 
tion, the violent comming to the Houſe of Co:nmons, the deniall of the Ad 
bitia, the ſharp Meſſages to both Houſes, contrary to the Cuſtoines of former 
Kings, the long and remote abſence of his Majeſtic from Parliament ; the heayy 
and *wrongfull taxes upon both Houſes, the cheriſhing and countenancing a 
diſcontented party in the Kingdome 2gaint them, theſe cerrainly are the fruits 
of very ill Counſell, apt to put the Kingdoin into a Combuſtion, to hinder the 
ſupplyes of /reland, and to countenance the proctedings aud pretentions of the 
Rebels there, and the Anthours of theſe evill Counſels, we conceive muſt needs 
be known to his Majeſty, and wee hope our labouring with his Majeſty, to 
kave theſe diſcovered, and brought toa juſt cenſure, willnot ſo much wound 
his honour in the opinion of his good SubjeRs, as his labouring co preſerve 
and cunccal them.

We lay no charge upon his Majefly, which ſhould put him upon that apolo- 
gie, concerning his faichfull and zealous affe2ion of the Proteſtant profeſſion ; 
Neither doth his Majeſty endeavour to cleer thoſe, in greateſt Authority abour 
him, by whom (we ſay) chat Defigne hath been potently carried on for divers 

cers, and we rather with that the mercies of Heaven then the Judgments may 
be manifeled upon them, but that there have bin ſuch, there are fo plentifull 
and frequent evidences,that we beleive there is none either Proteſtant or Papiſt 
who hath had any reaſonable view of the paſſages of latter times, but eicher in 
fear or hope, did expe a ſuddain iſſue of this Defigne, 

We have no way tranſgrefſed again|t the at of Oblivion, by Remembring 
the intended warre apainſt Scor/and, as a Branch of that Defigne to alter Re- 
ligion, by thoſe wicked Councels, from which God did then deliver us, which 

' weoughe never to forget. | 

That the Rebellion in /reland was framed and cheriſht by the Popiſh and 
Malignant party in England, is not only affirmed by the Rebels, bur may Fe 
cleered by many other proofs; The ſame Rebellious principles of pretended Re= 
ligion,the ſame politique ends arc apparent in both, and their malicious deſignes 
and pra tices are maskr, and diſguiſed with the ſame falſe colour of their ear- 
neſt zeal to vindicate his Majeſties Prerogative. from the ſuppoſed oppreſſion 
of the Parliament, how much theſe treacherous prerences have bin countenan- 
ced by ſome evill Counſll about his Majeſty may appeare in this, that the 
Proclamation, whereby they were declared Traitors was ſo long with-held as

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long a5 his Majeſtte laboured to preſerye Mr. Artourney from puniſhment ; 
who was the viſible Actor in it: fo long as his Majeſtic hath notonly Juftified 
him, bur by his Lecter declared, that ic was his duty to accuſe them, and that 
he would have puniſht him, if he had not done it: So long as thoſe Members 
have not the meanes of clecring their Innocency, and the Authors of that mali- 
tious charge undiſcovered, though both houſes of Parliament: have ſeverall 
wemes petitioned his Majeſtie to difcover them, and that not only upon grounds 
ofCommon Juſtice,but by A& of Parliament.

tority whatſocver, therefore the Artourney in this caſe, was bound to refuſe to 
execute ſuch a Command, unleſſe he had ſome ſuch evidence or Teftimonie as 
might have warranted him againſt the” parties, and be lyable to make fatisfa- 
Qion if it ſhould prove falſe, and jt is ſufficiently knowne to every man, and 
adjudged in Parliament, that the King can be neither the relator, informer, nor 
Kitneſſe, If jt reſt as it is without further ſacisfaRion, no future Parliament can 
be ſafe, but that the members may be taken, and deſtroyed ar pleaſure, yea, the 
very principles of government, and Juflice will be in danger to be difſolved., 
Tumuluous Woe doe not conceive that numbers doe make an afſembly un-

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fer, where many publicke and private Petitions, and other Cauſes were te.

Courts of Jaſtice we know not ; that thoſe Citizens were notorioufly proyo. 
ked and atlaulred ar Weftminſter, by Colonel Lumford, Captaine Hide, with 
- givers oih-rs, and by ſoine of the ſervants of the Archbiſhop of Yorke is (uf 
ciently proved. and that afterward they were more violently wounded, and 
molt barbarouſly mangled with Swords by the Officers and Squldiers nee 
iVhite- Hall, many of them being without weapons, and giving no cauſe of 
di{taft, as iz ikewiſe proved by ſeverall teſtimonies, but of any ſcandalous orſe 
ditious mildemeanours of theirs, that might give his Majeſtic good cauſe to ſup» 
poſe his owne perſon. or thoſe of his Royall Conſort, or Children to be in 4 
parent dapger, we have had mo proofe ever offered to either Houſe, and if there 
had beene any complaint of that kind, it is no doubt the Hyuſes would haje 
been as forward to joyne in an order for the ſuppreſſing of ſuch Tumults asthey 
were Bot long before upon another occaſion, when they made an Order tothx 
purpoſe. YYhereas thoſe Officers and Souldiers which committed that violac 
upon ſo many of the Citizens at Whie-Hall, were cheriſht & foltred in his Me- 
jeſties houſe,and when not long after. theCommon Councel of London preſented 
a Petition to his Majeſtic, for reparation of thoſe injuries;his Majeſties Anſwer 
was ( without hearing the proofe of the complainants ) that if any Cithe 
were wounded or ill intreated, his Majeſtie was confidently aſſured,thar it haps 
pened by their own evill and corrupt demeanors. | 

We hope it cannot be thought contrary to the duty and wiſedome of a Par 
liament, if many concurring, and frequently reiterated and renewed advertiſe 
ments from Rome, Venice, Paris, and other parts, if the ſolicitation of the Þ 
Nuntio, and our own diſcontented fugitives, doe make us jealous and wat 
for the {afetie of the State. And we have been very carcfull ro make our e- 
preſſions thereof, ſo caſie and ſo plaine, to the capacity and underſtanding ofthe 
people,that nothing might juſtly flick with chem, with refle&ion upon the Per- 
fon of his Majeſtic. Wherein We appeale to the judgement of any indiffe 
rent perſon, who ſhall read and peruſe our own Words. 

We muſt maintainethe ground of our feares, to be of that moment, chat We 
cannot diſcharge the truſt and duty which lyes upon us, unlefſe We doe ap)ly 
our ſelyes to the uſe of thole meanes, to which the Law hath enabled us in caks 
of this nature, for the neceſſary defence of the Kingdome, and as his Majcltic 
doth graciouſly declare, the Law ſhall be the Meaſure of his power. fo doe We 
moſt heartily profeſſe,thac We ſhall alwayes make it the rulc of our obedience.

not import a liberty for his Majeftic todeny any thing, how neceſſary forever 
for the preſeryation of the Kingdom, much lefle a Licence to evill Counſellours 
to advile any thing,though never fo deſtrutive to his Majeſtic, and his People, 
By the Meſſage ofthe twenticth of Janwarie : his Majeſtic did propound to 
both houſes of Parliament, that they would with all ſpeed fall into a ſerious 
conſideration of all thoſe particulars which they thought neceſſary as well for 
che upholding and maintaining his Majettics juit and Regall authority, and 
for the ſetling his Revenue, as for the preſent and future eſtabliſhing our Pri 
viledges, the free and quiet enjoying our eſtates, the Libertics of our Perſons 
the ſecuritie of the true Religion profeſſed in the Church of England, and the 
fetling of Ceremonies in fuch a manner as may take away all jul? offence, and

That the Kingdome hath beenof late, and ſtill i: in ſo eminent danger both from 
memies abroad, and a Popiſh and diſcontented partie at home, that there it an ur- 
gent and inevitable neceſſity of putting his Majeſties ſubjefts imo a poſture of de= 
fence, far the ſafeguard both of his E Majeſty, and his people. 


That the Lords and Commons fully apperhending this _—_— being ſenſible * 


of their own duty, to provide a ſutable prevention, have mſeverall Petitions ad- 
dreſſedthemſelves ro his Majeſty, for the ordering and poſing the Militia of the 
Kmgdome, in ſuch a way as was agreed upon by the wiſedome of both Houſes to bee- 
moit effet uall, and proper for the preſent exigents of the Kingdome, yet could not 
_ it, but bis Majeftie did ſeverall times refuſe to grve his Rojall aſſent 
therewnto, 

That in this caſe of extreame danger, and his Majeſties refuſall the Ordinance 
if Parliament agreed upon by both Honſes for the Militia, doth oblige the people, 
ard ought to be obeyed by the fundamentall Lawes of this Kingdome.. 

By all which it doth appeare, that there is no Co!our of this Taxe, that wee 
gor about to introduce a new Law, much lefſe to exerciſe an arbitrary power, 
but indeed ro prevent it, for this Law is as old as the Kingdome, That the 
Kingdome muſt not be without a meanes to preſerve it ſelfe, which that it.may 
dedone without confuſion, this Nation hath intruſted certaine hands with a 
Power to provide in an orderly and regular way, for the good and ſafetie of 

the whole, which power, by the Conſtitution of this Kingdome, is in his Ma-- 
{eſtie, and in his Parliamene together: yet figce the Prince being but one perſon,

is more ſubjeX to accidents of Gan chance, whereby the Common. 
Wealth may be deprived of the fruit of thac truſt which was in part repoſed in 
him, in caſes of ſuch neceſſity, that the Kingdome may not be inforced preſent. 
ly ro returneto its firſt principles, and every man left ro doe what 15 aright in 
his owne eyes, without either guide or rule, The wiſedome of this State hath 
intruſted the Houſes of Parliament with a power to ſupply what. ſhall bee 
wanting on the part of the Prince, as is evident by the conſtant cuflome and 
praRice thereof, in caſes of nonage, naturall diſability, and captivity, and the 
like reaſon doth and muſt hold for the exerciſe of the lame power in ſuch caſes, 
where the Royall cruſt cannot be, or is not diſcharged, and that the Kingdone 
runs an evident and imminent danger thereby ; which danger, having bee 
declared by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, there needs not the auths- 
rity of any perſon or Courtto affirme.; nor is it inthe power of any perſonge 
Court to revoke that judgement. | 

Wee know the King bath wayes enough in his ordinary Courts of juſticets 
puniſh ſuch ſedirious Pamphlers and Sermons as arc any way prejudiciall » 
his Rights, Honour, and authority ; and if any of them have beene fo infolent- 
ly violated and vilified, his Majeſties owne Councell and Officers have beene 
too blame, and not the Parliament ; we never did reſtraine any proceedings of 
that kind in other Courts, nor refuſe any fircomplaint tous. The Proteſtation 
Proteſted, was referred by the Commons Houſe to a Committee, and the Au 
thor being not produced, the Printer committed to priſon, and the Booke voted 
by that Committee, to be burnt , but Sir Edward Deering who was to make 
that report ofthe Votes of that Committee, negle&ed to make it 3 The Apprets.

[To your Tents,oh /fraefJwas once queſtioned,and the ful proſecution of ic ws 
not interrupted by any fault of either Houſe, whoſe forwardneſſe to doe his 
Majeſtie all right therein, may plainly appeare, in that a Committee of Lords 
and Commons was purpoſely ad © take ſuch informations as the 
Kings Councell ſhould preſent, concerning ſeditious words, praiſes or tw 
mulrs, Pamphlets or Sermons, tending to the derogation of his Majeflis 
Rights, or Prerogative; and his Councell were enjoyned by that Commirre, 
toenquire and preſent them, who ſeverall times met thereupon, and received 
' this Anſwer and Declaration from the Kings Councell, that they kneyy of no 
ſuch thing as yet. | 

Ifhis Majeſty had uſed the ſervice of fuch a one in penning this Anſwer, who 
undertood the Lawes, and government of this Kingdome, hee would not have 
thought it legally in his power to deny his Parliament a guard, when they 
ood in need of it, fince every ordinary Court hath it ; neither would his M;- 
jeſtie, if he had beene well informed of the Lawes, have refuſed a guard _ they 
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defired,ir being in the power of inferiour Courts to command their owneguard, 
neicher would he have impoſed upon them ſuch a guard under a Commander, 
which they could not confide in ; which: is clearely 4gainſt the Pciviledges of 
Parliament, and of which they found yery. dangerous effeRs, and therefore de- 
fred to have it diſcharged ; bur ſuch a guard, and ſo commandcd, as the Houſes 
of Parliament deſired, they could neyer obtain of his MajeRie, and the placing 
of a guard about them contrary to their defire, was not to grant a guard to 
them, but in effeR to ſer one upon them ; All which conſidered, we belceve in 
the judgements of any indifferent perſons, it will not be thought irange if 
there were a more then ordinary reſort of people at Weſtminſter, of ſich as 


came willingly of their own accord to be witneſſes and helpers of the ſaferie of 


them whom all his Majefties good SubjeRts are bound to defend from violence 
and danger ; or that ſuch a concourſe as this, they carrying themſelyes quietly 
and peaceably ( as they did ) ought in his Majefties apprehenſion, or can in the 
interpretation ofthe Law, be held tumultuary and ſeditious. 

When his Majeftic in that queſtion of violation ofthe Lawes had expreſſed 
the obſervation of them indefinitely withour any limicacion of time, although 
wenever ſaid or thought any thing that might looke like a reproach to his Ma» 
jeſtie, yer wee had reaſon to remember that 1t had been otherwiſe ; leſt wee 
ſhould ſeeme to deſert our former Conplaints and proceedings thereupon ; as 
his Majeftie doth ſeeme but little to like or approve of them : for although he 
doth ac —_ herethat great miſchief tbat grew by that arbitrary power 
then complained of, yet ſuch are continually preferred and countenanced as 
were friends or fayourers.or related unto the chiefe Authors and Aﬀors of that 
Arbitrary Power,and of choſe falſe colours, ſuggeRions of imminent danger,and 
neceſſity,whereby they did make it plauſible unto his Majeftic; and on the other 
ſde;ſuch as did appeare againſt them, are daily diſcountenanced and difzraced': 
which whilſt it ſhal be ſo,we have no reaſon to judge the diſeale to be yer killed 
and dead at rcot ; and therefore no reaſon to bury it in oblivion. And whileſt 
we behold the Spawnes of thoſe miſchievous Principles, cheriſht and foſtered in 
that new generation of Counſellours, friends and Aberttors of the former, or at 
laſt concurring with them in their malignancie againſt the proceedings of this 
Parliament, we cannot think our ſelves ſecure from thelike or a worſe danger. 

And here the Penner of this Anſwer beftowes an admonition upon the Pars 
lament, bidding us rake heed we fl not upen the fame errour, upon the ſame 
ſcoeftions : bur he might have well ſpared this, till he could have ſhewed 
wherein we had exetcifed any power otherwiſe then by rhe. rule of the Law, or 
could have found a more anthentique or a higher Judge in matters of Law,then 
the high Court of Parliament. bo 

It is declared un his Majeltics name, that he is refolyed to keepe the rule him- 
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{1f,aad to his power to require the ſame w- others: we muſt needs acknoy. 
Iedge thar ſuch a reſolution is like to bring much happinefle and blefling to Hy 
Majeſty,and all His Kingdomes, yet with humilicy we muſt confeſle, wee haye 
not the fruit of it, in that.Caſe of my Lord Kimbolton, and the other five Men. 
bers accuſcd contrary to Law, both Common Law, and the Statute Law, ag 
yet remaineth unſacisfied ; which Caſe was remembred in our Declaration as; 
flrange and unheard of violation of our Lawes : Bur the Penner of this Anſye 
thought fir to paſſe it over, hoping that many would read his Majeſties Anſyy, 
which hath bcen fo carefully diſperſed, which would not read our Des 
ration. 

Whereas after our ample thankes,and acknowledgement of his Majeſties f, 
your in paſſing many good Bils, we ſaid, thattruch and neceſſity inforcedugty 
adde this, that in or about the time of paſſing thoſe Bils, ſome deligne or other 
hath bin a foot ; which if it had taken cffe&, would nor onely have depriyedy 
of the fruit of thoſe Bils, but would have reduced us to a worſe condition of 
confuſion, then that wherein the Parliament found ys, Ir is now told us tha 
the King muſt be moſt ſenſible of what wee caft upon him, for requitall ofthok 

' Sood Bils, whereas out of our uſuall Tcndernefſe of His Majeſties Honour, we 
did not wention him at all : but to injurious are thoſe wicked Counſellows ty 
the Name and Honour of their Maſter and Soveraigne, that as much as theyan 
they lay their owne infamy and guilt upon his ſhoulders. 

Hece God alſo is called to witnefſe His Majeſties upright intentions at the 

afſing of thoſe Lawes ; this we will not queſtion, neuher did we give any o- 
cafion of ſuch a folemne aſſeveration as this is. The Devill is likewiſe 
to prove there was atly Deſigne wich His Majefties knowledge or privity ; Thi 
might well have bin ſpared, for we ſpake nothing of His Majeſty ; But ſince we 
are {o far taxed as to have it affirmed that wee laid a notorious and falſe 1 

'tation upon His Majeſty, we have thought it neceſſary for the juſt defenced 
our own innocency, to cauſe the Oaths and Examinations which: have but 
ken concerning the Deſigne to be publiſhed in a full Narcation, for ſarisfaftim 
of all His Majeſtics Subje&s,out of which we ſhall now offer ſome few part 

, Culars, whereby the world may judge whether we could have proceeded wi 

more tendernefſe toward His Majeſty then we have done. Maſter Goring cat- 
feſſerh, that the King firſt asked him whether hee were ingaged in any Call 
concerning the Army, and.commanded him to joyne with Maſter Percy and 

Maſter Jermyn, and ſume other whom they ſhould finde within at Maſter Pa 

cy's Chamber, where they took the Oath of ſecrecy, and then debated of a D#

bringing up the Army to Londoy, and Captaine Legg confeſſed, he had received 


the draught of a Petition in the Kings preſence, and His Majeſty acknoniey eure

eh it was from his own hand ; and whoſoever reads the ſumme of that Peti-' 


tion, as it was proved by the Teſtimeny of Sir /acob Aſbley, Sir John (onjers, 
and Captaine Legg, will eafily perceive ſome points itvit apt.to beger in -them 


ſome diſcontent againſt che Parliament; And can any man belreye there was 


no Deſigne in the accuſation of che Lord Kimboltonand the reſt, in which His 
Majeſty doth ayow himſelfto be both a Commander and an ARor?theſe things 
being ſo, it will eaſily appeare to be as much againſt rhe rules of Prudence, thac 


the Penner ofthis Anſwer ſhould entangle His'Majeſty in' this unneceſſary A- 
ogy ; asit is againſt the rules of Jiſtice, that any reparation from us ſhould 


either yeelded, or demanded. 

It is profeſſed in His Majeſties name, that he is truly ſenſible of the burthens 
of His ople, which makes us hope that hee will take that courſe which will 
be moſt eftetuall ro caſe them of theſe burthens, thac is,co joyne with his Par- 
lament in preſerving the peace ofthe Kingdome, which by his abſence from 
chem hath much endangered, and which by hindring the voluntarie Ad- 
ventures for the recovery of /reland,and diſabling the Subjects to diſcharge the 

trax laid upon them is like to make che warre much more heavy to the 
ingdome. And for His Majeſties wants, the Parliament have been no cauſe of 
them,we have not diminiſhed His juſt Revenuc,bur have much eaſed His pub-- 
like Charge, and ſomwhart his private. And we ſhall be ready, in a Parliamen- 
tary ways to ſettle His Revenue in ſuch an Honourable proportion, as may be 
anſwerable to both; when he ſhall put himſelfe into ſuch a poſture of Govern= 
ment, that His SubjeAs may be ſecure to enjoy His juſt proteRion, for their

arecounted reproaches; ſuch are the words of His Majeſties Anſwer ) who doe 
eſteeme that offer as an At of Princely grace and bounty, which-fnce this 
Parliament þegan wee have humbly deſired wee might obtaine, and doe till. 
hold it very neceffary and advantogious for the generaliry of the SubjeR, upon

London, way be as fafe as in any part of the Kingdomne : Wee are molt afſurd 
of che faithfulneſſe of the City and Suburbs ; And for our ſelves we ſhall qui 
ken the vigour of the Lawes, the induſtrie of che Magiſtrate, the authority & 
Parliament for the ſuppreſſing of all tumultuary inſolencies wharſocver, an 
for the moan by His Honour from all inſupportable and inſolent kandal 
iFany ſuch ſhall, be found to be raiſed upon him» as are mentioned in 
Andwer,, and therefore -we thinke it altogether unneceſſary and exc 
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:acofivenient to adjourne the Pratt to any other place. 

Where the defire of a good underſtanding betwixt the King and the Parlia- 
ment. is on both parts ſo earneſt as is here profeſt of His Majellie to be in him, 
and we have ſufficiently teſtified to be in our {elyes, it ſeemes firange we ſhould 
be ſo long aſunder, ic can be nothing elle but evill and malicious Counſ:ll, miſ- 
repreſenting our carriage to him, and in diſpoſing his fayour to us' : and as it 
{þall be farre from us to take any advantage of his Majeltics ſuppoſed traits, 
as to defiremuch leſſe to compell him to that, which his Honour or intereſt may 
render unpleaſant and grievous to him, ſo we hope that His Majeſty will nor 
make his owne underſtanding or reaſon the rule of his Government, bat will 
ſuffer himſelfe co be afſifted witha wiſe and prudent Councell, that may deale 
fairhfully berwixt him and his people ; And that he will remember that his re- 
ſolutious do concerne Kingdomes,and therefore ought not to be moulded by his 
owne, muchleſſc by any other private perſon, which is not alike proportiona- 
ble-to ſo great a trult, and therefore wee ill defire and hope that His Majeſty 
will ca, guided by his own underſtanding, or to think thoſe Courles Rraits 
and neceſficics, to which he ſhall be adviſed by the Wiſdome of both Houſes of 
Parhament ; which are the Eyes in this Politique Body, whereby his Majeſty 
isby the Conſtitution of this Kingdom to diſcern the differences of thoſe things 
which concern the publike peace and ſafety thereof.

And having paſt ſo many dangers from abroad, ſo many Conſpiracies at 
bome, and brought on the publike worke fo far,through the greaceſt diſhiculcics- - 
thatever ſtood in oppoſition to a Parlia nent, to ſuch a degree of ſuccefle ; thar 
wothing ſeemes to be left in our way able to binder the full accompliſhmenc of 
our defires and endevours for the publick good ; unleſſe God in his juſtice, doe 
fend ſuch a grievous Curſe upon us, as to turne the firength of the Kingdome a- 
= ic ſelte, and to effe that by their owne folly and: credulicy, which the 

wer and Subtilry of their and our enemies could not atraine,. That is, to di- 
vide the people from the Parliament, and tro make them ſeryiceable to the ends;

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and aymes of thoſe, who would deſtroy them. Therefore wee deſire the King- 
dom to take notice of this laft molt deſperate and miſchieyous Plot of the ma- 
lignant patty, that is aRed and proſecuted in many parts of the Kingdome, un- 
der plauſible Notions, of Rirring them up ro a care of preſerving the Kings 
Prerogative, maintainingthe Diſcipline of the Church, upholding and contis 
nuing che reyerence and ſolemnity of Gods Service, incouraging of Learning, 
And upon theſe grounds, divers mutinous Petitions have been Famed in Zow- 
don, Kent, and other Counties, and ſundry of His Majeſties SubjeRs have bin 
ſollicited to declare themſelves for the King againſt the Parliament : and 
falſe and foule aſperfions have bin caſt upon our proceedings, as if we had bin 
not onely negligent,but averſe in theſe poincs: whereas we defire nothing more, 
chen to maincaine the piſrity and power of Religion, and to Honour the King 
in all His juſt Prerogatives : and for encouragement and adyancement of Piety 
and Learning, we have very earneſtly endeavoured, and ill doe to the utter- 
molt of our Power, that all Pariſhes may have learned, pious, and ſufficient 
Preachers, and all ſuch Preachers comperent Livings. 2 
Many other Bils and Propoſitions are in preparation for the Kings Profit 
and Honour, the peoples faftry and proſperity, In the proceedings whereof, we 
are much hindrcd by His Majeſties abſence from the Pas which is al- 
together contrary tothe uſe of his Predecefſors, and the Priviledges of Parlize 
ment, whereby our time is conſumed by a multitude of unneceſſary Meſſe 
ges, and our innocency wounded by cauſlefſe and ſharpe InveQives. Yet wee 
doubt not, but we ſhall overcome all this ar laſt, if the people ſuffer not; 
themſelves to be deluded wich falſe-and ſpecious ſhewes, and to drawne to be» 
tray 115 to their owne undoing, who have eyer been willing to hazard the un- 
doing of our ſelves, that they might not be betray'd by our negle& of the truſt 
repoled in us, but if it were poſſible, they ſhould prevaile herein, yet we would 


not faile through Gods grace flillto perfiſt in our duties, and to looke beyond.

E faith, That in Lent laſt ( as he remembers ) about the middle of it, Sir 
H John Sucking came to him on — morning as hee was in his bed: 
And this Examinate conceiving hee had come to him about ſome buſi- 
neſſe of money that was berweene them ; and thereupon falling upon that Diſ- 
courſe, Sir /obx Sucking told him hee was then come about another bulineſſe, 
which was to acquaint him, That there was a purpoſe of bringing the Army 
to London, And that my Lord of Newcaſtle was to be Generall, and hee, this 
Examinate, Lievtenant Generall, if hee would accept oof it. And further faid, 
That hee ſhould heare more of this bufineſſe at Courc : to which this Exami-= 
nate anſwered only chis, Well, then I will goe to the Court ; which was all that 
uw berweene them at that tine, to the beſt of chis Examinates remem- 
nce.

His Majeſties Anſwer to a Book entituled,the Declaration, 
or Remonſtrance of the Lords and Commons, of 
the nineteenth of MAY, 1642. 


F We could be weary of taking any pains for the fatisfation of Our people, 
& & to undeceive them of thoſe ſpecious milchievous Intuſons which are daily 
inſtilled into them, co ſhake & corrupt their loyalty and affection ro Us & O.r 
Government, afier ſo full and ample Declaration of Our Selfe and Intentions, 
and fo fair and fatisfa Kory Anſwers to - ſuch matters as haye bin objeRed to 
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Us by a major part preſent of both Houſes of Parliament, We might well piye 
over this labour of Our Pen,and fic Rill cill it ſhall pleaſe God foto algln 
the AﬀeStions and LUnderſtandings of Our good SubjeRs on Our behalf(which 
We doubt not but that in his good time he will do) that they may ſee Our ſuf 
ferings are their ſufferings. Bur,fince in ſtead of applying themſelves to the Me 
thod propoſed by Us, of making ſuch'ſolid particular Propoſitions as might & 
Rabliſh a good underflanding between Us,or of following the advice of Our 
Councell of Scorland (with whom they communicate their affairs)in forbeari 
all means that may make the breach wider and wound deeper;they have choſe 
to purſue Us with new Reproaches, or rather to continue and 1mprove the old, 
by adding and vary ing little Circumſtances and Language,in matters former. 
ly urged by them, and fully anſwered by Us. We prevailed with our Selfe,upen 
very mature and particular conſideration of it, to anſwer the late Printed Bock, 
intituled, 4 Declaration or Remonſtrance of the Lords and Commons, which 
was ordered the nineteenth of 447 laſt to bee Printed and publiſhed, hoping 
then that they would pur Us to no more of this trouble, but that 'that ſhould 
have been the laft of ſuch a nature they would have communicated to Ou 
people, and that they would not as they have done fince, choughe fit to affuul 
Us with a newer Declaration, indeed of a very new Nature and Learn 
which muff have another Anſwer. And Wee doubt not but that Our good 
SubjeRs, in ſhort time, will bee ſo well inftruted in the differences, and 
miſtakings between Us,that they will plainly diſcerne, without refigning ther 
reaſ5n and underſtanding to Our Prerogative, or the infallibility of a now 
major part of both Houſes of Parliament ( infe&ed by a few malignant ſpirit) 
where the faulc is. 

Though we ſhall with humility and alacrity be always forward to acknow 
ledge the infinite Mercy and Providence of Almighty God,vouchſafed ſo many 
ſeverall ways to Our Selfe and this Nation, yet ſince (od himſelfe doth not al- 
low, that We ſhould fancy and create dangers to our Selfe, that We might ma* 
nifelt and publiſh þis Mercy in Our deliverance, We muſt profeſſe Wee doe not 
kaow thoſe deliverances mentioned in the beginning of that Declaration, from 
ſo many wicked Plots and Defignes fince the beginning of this Parltam. which 
if they had taken effe&, would have brought ruine and deftruRion upon this 
Kingdome. We well know the great labour and skill hath been uſed to amate 
and affright Our good SubjeRs with Feares and Apprehenfions of Plots and 
Conſpiracies.the ſeveral Pamphlets publiſhed,and lerters ſcattered up and down 
full of ſuch ridiculous contemptible Animadverſions to thar purpoſe (as thoagh 
they fond, for what end God knowes, very unuſuall countenance ) no { 
man wouid be moved with them: But We mult confeſſe , Wee haye never been 
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ableto informe Our Selfe cf any ſuch pernicious formed Defigne again? the 
Peace of chis Kingdome,ſince the beginning of this Parliament, as is mentioned 
in that Declaration, or might be any warrant to thoſe great Feares boch Our 
Houſes of Parliament ſeemed to be cranſported with, bur We have great caulc 
to believe more miſchief and danger hath bin raiſed and begotten to the diftur= 
bance of this Kingdome,then cured or preyented by thoſe Fears and Jealouſics - 
And therefore however the rumour and diſcourſe of Plots and Conf; Piracies 
may have bin neceſſary to the Deſignes of particular men, they ſhall doe well 
not to pay any falſe deyotions to Almighty God, who diſcernes whether Our 
dangersarereall or pretended. 
+ Forthe bringing up ofthe Army to Londen, as Wee have heretofore ( by no 
other diretion then the _ of a good conſcience) called God to witneſle, 
Wee never had, or knew of any ſuch Reſolution, ſo upon the view of the De- 
politions now publiſhed with that Declaration,ir is not evident to Us there was 
ever {uch a deſigne, unleſſe every looſe Diſcourſe or Argument be inflance e- 
nough of ſuch a Deſigne : And it is apparent, that what was ſaid of it, was 
neer three inoneths before the diſcovery to both Houſes of Parliament, fo thar 
if there were any danger threatned that way,it vaniſhed withour any reſiſtance 
or prevention, by the Wiſdome, Power or Authority of them. 

It ſeems the intention of that Declaration-( whatſoever other end it hath) is 
to anſwer a Declaration they received from Us, in Anſwer to that which 
was preſented to Us at Newmarket the ninth of Afarch laſt ; and likewiſe 
to Our Anſwer to the Petition of both Houſes. preſented to Us at Yorke the 
twenty fixth of Aarchlat. But before that Declaration falls upon any par- 
ticulars of Our ſaid Declaration or Anſwer, it complaines, That the heads of 
the Malignant Party have with much Art and Induſtry adviſed Us to ſuffer 
dvers unjuſt Scandals and Imputarions upon the Parliament, to be publiſhed 
in Our name, whereby they might make it odious to the people, and by their 
help deſtroy it : But not —_—y in any one Scandall or Imputation fo pub- 
liſhed by Us, We are ſtill ro ſeeke for the Heads of that Malignant Party. Bur 
Our good SubjeRs will cafily underſtand, That if Wee were guilty of that a- 
ſperion, We mult nor onely be ative in raiſing che Scandall, bur pave in the 
miſchiefe begotten by that Scandall,We being an eſſentiall pare of the Parliam.

But that Declaration informes Our People that the Malignant party bath 
drawn Us into the Northern parts farre from Our Parliament. Ir might more 
truly and properly have ſaid, That ic hath driven, then drawn Us hither, For 
We confeſſe Our Journey hither ( for which Wee have no other reaſun to bee 
ſorcy, then with reference to the caule of ir ) was onely forced ypon Us by the 
true Malignant Party which contrived and countenanced thoſe barbargus Ty- 
mults,and other {editious Circumſtances, of which We have fo often complai- 
ned, and hereafter ſhall ſay more, and which indeed threatens ſo much danger 
co Our Perſon, and laid ſo much ſcandall upon the whole Priviledge and Dig- 
nity of Parliament, that We wonder it can be mentioned without Blufhes or 
Indignation : But of that anov. Bur why the Malignant Party fhould be 
charged with caufing a Preſle to be tranſported ta 7orke. We cannot imagine, 
neither have any Papers or Writings iflued from thence, to Qur knowleder, 
but what have been extorted from Us by ſuch pruvocarions, as have not beene 
before offercd to a King. And no doubtir will appeare a mol? criviall and ford 
Exception, when all preſſes arc open to yent wharlocver they thinke fic to (ay 
to the People, ( a thing unwarranted by former Culio:ne ) char Wee ſhauld nat 
make uſe of all lawfull means to publiſh Our jult aud neceſſary Anſwers there» 
unto. As for the Authority of the great Scale (though Wee dee not know that 
it hath been neceſſary to things of this nature ) the ſameſhall be more frequent» 
ly uſed hereafter, as occafion ſhall require , to which Wee make no doubx che 
greatec and better part of Our Privy Councell will concur, and whoſe Advice 
We are reſolved to follow, as far as it fhall be agreeable to the good and wel- 
fare of the Kingdome. 

Before that Declaration vouchſafes to iniift on any particulars, it is pleaſed 
to cenſure both Our Declaration and Anſwer,to be filed with harſh Cenjures, 
and canſlefſe Charges upon the Parliament, C Rill mifapplying the word Par- 
liament to the Vote of both Houſes ) concerning which they reſolve to give fa- 
tisfation to the Kingdome,Hhnce they find it yery difficult to fatisfie Us. Tf as in 
the uſage of the word Parliament, they have left Us ont of their choughts, ſo by 


the word Kmgdome, they intend to exqlude all Our People, who are out of "_ 
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wals : (for that's grown another Phraſe of the Time, the Vote of the major 
art of both Houſes, and ſometimes of one is now called, The Reſolntion of 
the whole Kingdome ) Wee believe it may not be hard to give facisfation 
to themſelyes ; otherwiſe Wee are confident (and Our confidence proccedes 
from the uprightneſſe of Our awne Conſcience) they will neyer bee 
able, ſo to lever the affefions of Us, and Our Kingdeme, that what cannot 
be ſatisfa&tion to the one, ſhall be to the other; Neither will the Scyle of Hume 
ble, and Fakbfult, and telling Us, T hat they will make Y': 4 Great and Gloria 
King, in their Petitions and RemonArances, fo deceive Our good SubjeRts 
that they will paſſe over the Reproaches,Threats, and Menaces,they are Auffed 
with, which ſure covld not be more gently reprehended by Us, then by ſaying, 
Theic expreſſions were different from the uſuall Language to Princes, which 
that Declaration tels you, We had no occaſion to ſay. Bur We believe; whoſv- 
eyer looks over that Declaration preſented to Us at Newmarket, to which Ours 
wasan Anſwer, will find the Language thorowout 1t, to be ſo unaſuall, that, 
before this Parliament, it could never be paralled, whiles under pretence of 
juſtifying their feares, they give ſo inuch countenance tothe diicourſe ofthe Re» 
bals of [reland, as if they had a mind Ovr good Subje:ts ſhould give credit ro 
it: Otherwiſe, being warranted by the ſame evidence, which they have fince 
publiſhed, they would have as well declared. 1 hat thoſe Rebels publikely 
threaten the rooting our the name of the Emgliſh.8 that they will have a King of 
their own,and no longer be governed by Us.,as that they ſay, That they do no+ 
thing bur by Our Authority,and that they call chemſelves, The Q ueens Army. 
And therefore we have great reaſon to conplaine of the abſence of Juſtice and 
Integriry in that Declaration ; beſides the unfirneſle of other exprefſions. Net- 
ther did Wee miſtake the Subſtance or Logick of the Mefſage to Us at Th-o- 
balds. concerning the EMn5a, which was no other, and is lated to be no other 
(even by that Declaration which reproved Us) then a plaine Threat, That if 
We refuſed to joyn with them, they would make a Law wichour Us : nor hath 
the Pra Rice fince that time been other, which will never be juſtified to the moſt 
ordinary (if not partiall)Underſtandings,by the meer averring it to be accord- 
ins tothe fundamentall Laws of this Kingdom, without giving any direGtion, 
that the moſt cunning and learned men in the Laws may be able to finde thoſe 
foundations. And We muft appeal toall the World, Whetrner they might not 
with as much Juflice, and by as much Law, have ſeized upon the eſtate ofeve- 
ry Member of both Houſes, who diffented from that precended Ordinance 
(which much the major part of the Houſe of Peeres did rwo or three ſeyerall 


' times) as they have invaded that Power of Ours over the Militia,becaufe We 


(upon Reaſons they have not ſo much as pretended to anſwer) refuſed ro con- 
ſent to that Propotition : And if no berter effe&s then lofſe of Time and hinde- 
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all good men judge, by whoſe detaulc, and whoſe want of duty ſuch eff:Qs 
have been : For as Our end (indeed onely end) in thoſe Anſwers and Replyes 
hath been The ſertlement and compoſure of publike Aﬀaires,ſo Were afſured 
and moſt men doe belcive, Thar if chat due regard and Reverence had been gi. 
yen to Our Words, and that Conſent and Obedience to Dur Counfels, which 
we did expe&, there had been before this time a Chee! full Calne upon the face 
of the whole Kingdom, evcry man enjoying his owne, with all poſſible Peace 
and Security that can be imagined, which ſurely thoſe men doe not defire,who 
(after all thoſe AQts of Juttice and Favour pafled by Us this Parliament, all 
thoſe Aﬀronts and Sufferings endured and undergone by Us) thinke fir Rillt 
reproach Us with Ship- money , Coat and Conduct Money.and other things bo 
abundantly declared Cas that Declaration it ſelfe confeſſes) in the generzll 
Remonſtrance of the State of the Kingdome, publiſhed in November laſt; 
which Wee won.ler to fihnde now avowed to be the Remon(trance of bath 
Houſes, and which wee afſure was preſented to Us onely by the Houſe of 
" Commons, and did never, and We are confident, in that tnme, could never 
have paſſed the Houſe of Pezres; the Concurrence and Authority of which 
was n« tchen thought neceſſary. Shall We believerhofe Reproaches to be the 
voice of the Kingdom of Eng/and ? That all Our: loving SnbjeRs eaſed, re- 
freſhed, Arengthcned, and abundantly ſatisfied with Our Acts of Grace and 
Faveu: towards them are willing to Le involved in theſe uncthankfull expreſſi- 
ons? We muſt appeal to the thanks and Acknowledgements publiſhed in the 
Petitions of molt of the Counties of England, to the Teſtimony and thanks 
We have received from both Houſes of Parliament, how ſeaſfonable, howa- * 
erecale this uſage of Us is to Our merit or their former expreſſions. 

We have not at all ſwerved or departed from Our Reſolution, or words in 
the beginning of this Parliament: VVe ſaid, V Ve were reſolved to put Our Self 
freely and cleerly upon the Love and Aﬀetion of Our Engliſh SubjeRs, and 
we fay to fill, as far as Cuncernes England. And VVee call Almighty God to 
witneſſe, all Our Complaints and Jealoufics, which lave never been cauſcleſſe, 
nor of Our Houſes of Parliament (but of ſome few Schiſmaticall, FaRious, 
and Ambitious Spirits,and upon grounds, as ſhort time, VVe feare,will juſtifie 
to the V Vorld) Our deniall of the AZ:{:54, Our abſenting Our Self from Low- 
don, have been the cffeRs of an upright and faithfull AﬀeSRion to Our Engliſh 
SubjeAs, that VVe may be able (through all the inconvenzences V Ve are come 
pelled co wraſtle with) at laſt to preſerve and reflore their Religion, Laws and 
Liberties unto then. 
® Since the proceeding againſt the Lord Kembelrow, and the five Members is 
till looked upon, and fo often preſſed, as fo great an advantage againſt Us, 
that no retraRation made by us, nor no Aﬀtions fince that time committed a- 

ainſt Us, and the Law of the Land under the pretence of vindication of Pri- 
viiedge, can fatisfie che Contrivers of that Declaration, bur that they would

have Our good SubjeRs a TL of thoſe fixe Members mult be 
a plot for the breaking the neck of the Parliament, (a ſtrange Arrogance, if any 
'of thoſe Members had the penning of that Declaration) and thatir is ſo often 
urged againſt Vs, as if by that fingle caſuall miſtake of Ours (in form only) 
VVe had forfeited all Duty, Credit, and Allegiance from Our people : VVe 
muſt, without endearouring to excuſe that, which in truth was an etrour(Our 
eoing to the Houſe of Commons) give Our people a cleer and full narration of 
the marter of Fat, aſſuring Our Selfthat Our good SubjeRs will ot finde 
Our carriage in that buſineſſe ſuch as hath been reported. 
When we refolved upon ſuch grounds, as when they ſhall be publiſhed will 
Gtisfie the VVorld,That it was fic for Our own Safetie, and honour, and the 
Peace of the Kingdom, to proceed againſt thoſe perſons though VVe well know 
there was no degree of Priviledge in that caſe, yer (to ſhew Our dehire of cor- 
reſpondencic with the two houſes of Parliament) V Ve choſe, rather then to ap- 
prehend their perſons by the ordinary Miniſters of Juflice (which, according 
to the Opinnion and praRice of former times, VVe might have done)to com- 
mand Our Attorney Generall to acquaint Our Hor ſ: of Peeres with Our in- 
rention, and the generall matters of Oar Charge (which was yet more patti- 
cular then a meer Accuſation) and to proceed accordingly, and atthe ſame 
time ſent a {worn Seryant, a Serjeant at Arms to Our Houle of Commons, to 
acquaint them, That we did accuſe, and intended to proſecute the five Mem- 
bers of that Houſe for high Trcaſon, and did require thattheir perſons might 
be ſecured in cuſtody : This we did, not onely to ſhew that V Ve intended not 
to violate or invade their Priviledges» but to uſe more Ceremony towards 
them, then we then conceived in Jultice might be required of Vs ; and expe- 
Qed at leaft ſuch an Anſwer as might inform Vs, if we were out of the way ; 
But we received none at all ; Onely in the inſtant, without offering any thing 
of their Priviledges to our Conſideration, an Order was made (and the ſame 
night publiſhed in Print) Thar if any perſon whatſoever ſhould offer ro Ar- 
reſt the perſon of any Meinber of that Houſe, without firſt acquainting thar 
Houſe therewith, and receiving further Order from that Houſe, That it ſhould 
belawfull for ſuch Members, or avy perſon to affiſt them, and toſtand upon 
kis or their Guard of Defence, and tro make refhiflance according to the Prote- 
Ration taken to defend the Priviledges of Farliament 2 And this was the firlt 
timethat V Ve heard the Proteſtation might be wreſted to ſuch a ſenſe - or that 
in any caſe (though of the moſt undoubred and unqueRionable Priviledge) ic 
mighc be lawfull for any Perſon, to reſiſt, and uſe violence againſt a publike 
Minifer of Juſtice, armed with lawfull Authority ; though VVe well knew, 
that eyen ſuch a Miniſter mighr be puniſhed for executing ſuch Authority. 
Vpon viewing this Order we muſt confefſe we were ſomewhar amazed, 
= having 
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having never ſeen or heard of the like, chough We had known Members ef 
either Houſe commited without ſo much Formality as We had uſed, and 
upon Crimes of a far inferiour nature to thole We had ſuggeſted ; and hayug 
no courſe propoſed to Vs for Our proceeding, We were upo the matter 
onely-rold, That again(t choſe Perſons We were not to proceed at all ; That 
they were above Our reach, or the reach of the Law, it was not cafie for Vy to 
reſolve what to do: If we imployed Our Miniſters of Jufice in the uſuall 
way for their apprehenſion (who without doubt would not have refuſed to 
exccute Our lawtull Commands) We ſaw what Reſiſtance and Oppoſition 
was like to be made, which very probably might colt ſome blood ; If We (at 
Rill and defifted upon this terrour, We ſhould at the beft have confeſſed Our 
own want of power and the weakneffe of the Law : In this ſtrait We puton 
a ſucden Reſolution, ro try whether Our own preſence, and a cleer diſcoy 
of Our Intentions(which haply might not have been ſo wel underſtood ) could 
remove thoſe doubts, and prevent thoſe inconveniences which ſeemed to have 
been threatned ; and thereupon We reſolved rogo in Our own YVerſon to Our 
Houſe of Commons, which we diſcovered not till the very minute of Our g0- 
ing; when We ſent out, That Our Servants, and ſuch Gentlemen as were then 
in Our Court, ſhould attend Vs to Weſtminſter , but giving them expreſſe 
command {as We have exprefſed in Our Anſwer to the Ordinance) that go 
Accidents of Proyocation ſhould draw them to any ſuch ARion as might im- 
ply a purpoſe of force in Vs, and Our Self (requiring thoſeof Our Train nat 
ro come Within the door) went into the Houſe of Commons : the bare doing 
of which We did not then conceive would: have been thought more a breach 
of Priviledge, then if We had gone to the Houſe of Peers, and ſent for them 
rocome to Vs, which is the uſuall cuſtom. We uſed the beſt expreſſions We 
could to affure them how far We were from any Intention of violating: their 
Pciviledges, That We intended to proceed Legally and ſpeedily againſt the 
perſons We had accuſed,and defied therefore, if they were in the Houle, that 
they might be delivered to Vs, or if abſent,that ſuch a courſe might be raken for 
their forth-coming as _ ſatisfie Our juſt demands ;and ſo We departed, 
having no other purpoſe of force, if they had been in the Houſe, then We have 
before proteſted before God, in Our Anſwer to the Ordinance. You have an 
account of Our part of this Story tully, let Our people judge freely ofit. 
Whar followed on their part (though this Declaration rells you, Ir could not 
wichdraw any part of their Reverence and Obedience from Vs ; ic may be 
any part of theirs it did not) We ſhall have too much caule hercafter to inform 
che world. 

There will be end ofthe Diſcourſe, and upbraiding Vs with evili Coun- 
{ellors, if upon Qur conſtant deniall of knowing any, they will aor youchlate 

to 
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to inform Vs of them 3 and after _ moneths amuſing the Kingdom with 
the expe2ation of a diſcovery of a Malignant Party, and of evill Counſellors 
they will not at latt name any, nor deſcribe them : Ler the Ations and Lives 
of men be examined, who have Contrived, Counſelled, Actually conſented to 
grieve and burden Our people, and if ſuch be about Vs, or any again whom 
any notorious malicious Crime can be proved ; if We ſhelter and proceR any 
ſuch, ler Our Injuſtice be publiſhed to the world ; bur till chat be done par- 
ticularly and manifeſily (for We ſhall never conclude any man upon a bare 
generall Vote of the major part ofeither, or both Houſes, ill it be evident 
chat major part muſt be without paſſion or affe&ion) We mult look upon 
the charge this Declaration puts on Vs, Of cheriſhing and countenancing 2 
diſcontented Party of the Kingdom againſt them, as a heavier and unjuſter 
tax upon Our Juſtice and Honour, then any We have, or can lay upon the 
Framers of that Declaration. 

And now to countenance thoſe unhandſome Expreſſions, whereby uſually 
they have implyed Our connivence at, er want of Zeale againſt the Rebellion 
of Ireland, (ſo odious to all good men) they have found a new way of expre- 
bration' ; That the Proclamation againſt choſe bloody Trairors came not our 
till the beginning of January, though that Rebellion broke out in ORober, 
andchen by ſpeciall Command from ils bur tourty Copics were appointed ro 
beprinted, 'Tis well known where We were at that time, when that Rebel. 
lion brake forth, in Scorland: That We immediately from thence recommended 
the care of that bufineſſe ro both Hyuuſes of Parliament here, after Wee had 
provided for all ticting ſupplies from our Kingdome of Scotland : Thar after 
Our returne hither, We obſerved all thoſe Forms for that ſervice, whic'z We 
were adviſed to by Our Counccll of Ireland, or both Houſes of Parliament 
here : and if no Proclamation ifſued out ſooner (of which for the preſent Wee 
are not certain, but thinke that others before that time were ifſucd by Our di- 
reions) ic was, becauſe the Lords Juſtices of the Kingdome defired them no 
ſooner ; and when they did, the number they defired was bar twenty, which 
they adviſed might be ſigned by Us ; which We for expedition of the Service 
commanded to be printed (a circumſtance not required by them) thereupon 
We ſigned more of them then our Juſtices defred : All which was very well 
known to ſome Members of one or both Houſes of Parliament, who have the 
more to anſwer, if they forbore to exprefle it at the paſſing of this Declaration . 
and ifthey did expreſſe it, We have the greater reaſon t5- complaine, that ſo 

envious an Aſperſion ſhould be cat? on Usro Our People,when they knew well 


how to anſwer th&r own Objetion. 


What that Complaint is againit the Parliament. put forth in Our Name, 
Which is ſuch an evidence and countenance to the Rebels, and ſpeaks the ſame 
Ii 3 language 
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language of the Parliament, which bag: oY doe, VVe cahnot underſtand, 
All Our Anſwers and Declarations have been, and are owned by Us,and have 
been atteltcd under Our own Hand ; It any other had been publiſhed in Our 
Name, and without Our Authotity, ir would be cafte for both Houſes of Par- 
liament rodilcover and apprehend the Authors : And we wiſh, that whoſce- 
yer was traſted with the Drawing and Penning of that Declaration, had no 
more Authority or cunning to impoſe upon, or deceive a major part of thoſe 
Votes by whici it paſſed, then any man hath to prevaile with Us to publiſh 
in Our Name any thing butthe Senſe and Reſolution of Our own Heart: 
that the Contriver of that Declaration could wich as good a Conſcience call 
God to witneſle that all His Counſels and Endeavours have been free from all 
private Aimes, Perſonall ReſpeRts, or Paſſions whatſoever, as V Ve have done 
and doc, That We never had or knew of ſuch Refolutions of bringing up the 
Army to London. And fince this new adevice is found out in lead of Anſwering 
Our Reaſons; or latisfying Our juſt Demands, to blaſt Our Declarations and 
Anſwers, as if they were not Our own (a bold ſenſelefle imputation) Weate 
ſure that every Anſwer and Declaration publiſhed by Us, is much more Our 
own, then any one of thoſe bold, threatning, and reproachfull Petitions and 
Remonſtrances are the ARs of (either, or both Houſes., And if the Penner of 
that Declaraticn had been carefull of the tru(i{ repoſed in him, he would never 
have denied(and thereupon found fault with Our juſt I ndignation)in the Text 
or Margent, that We had never been charged with the intention of any Force, 
and that in their whole Declaration there is no word tending to ſuch a Re- 
proach ; The contrary whereof 1s fo evident, that We are in expreſſe termes 
charoed in that Declaration, That we ſent themgracious Meſſ: ges, when. with 
Our Priv'ity, bringing up the Army was in agitation. Andeven in thisDe- 
claration they ſcek to make Our people beleive ſome ſuch thing to be proved in 
the Depoſitions now publiſhed, wherein, We doubt not. they will as much 
file, as they doe in their cenſure ofchat Petition ſhewed formerly to Us by 
Captaine Legg, and ſubſcribed by Us with C.R. which notwithſtanding Our 
full and particular Narration of the ſubſtance of that Petition, the circumſtan- 
ces of Our ſecing and approving it, this Declaration is pleaſed to ſay, Was full 
of ſcandall to the Parliament, and might have proved dangerous tothe whole 
Kingdome. If they have this dangerous Petition in their hands, We haveno 
reaſon to belecye any tendernefſe to Us-ward hath kept them from communi- 
cating it ; If they have it not, We ought to have been beleeved, But that all 
good people may compute their other pretended dangers by their cleere under- 
ſtanding of this,the noyſe whereof hath not been inferiour to any of the reſt, 
We have recovered a true Copy of the very Petition Wee ſigned with (+ 
which ſhall 1n fir time be publiſhed, and which, We hope, will open the eyes 
of Our gocd people. Concer? 
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Concerning Our warrant for M. Jermns paſſage,Our Anſwer was true and 
{yll - But for his black Sattin Suit, and white Bootes, We can give no aCcccunt. 
We complained in Our Declaration, and as often as We have occation to 
mention Our returne and reſidence neere London, we thall complain of the 
barbarous and ſeditious Tumutlrs at Weftmimfler and Whuehall, which indeed 
were ſo full of feandall ro Our Government, and danger tro Our Perſon, that 
We ſhall never thinke of Our Return thither,till we have juſtice foc what is paſt 
and ſecurity for the time ro come. And if there were 1o great a neceſſity, or 
defire of Our Return as is pretended, in all this time, upon fo often preſ- 
fing Our deſires, and upom cauſes ſo notorious, V Ve ſhould at leaſt have pro 
cured ſome Order for the future, But that Declaration tells Us, weare upon 
the matter miſtaken, The reſort of the Citizens ro Weſtminſter was as law .11 
asthe reſort of great numbers every day in the Term to the ordinarie Courts 
of Juſtice. They knew no Tumults, Str ange! VVas the dilorderly appearance 
of ſo many thouſands people with Staves and Swords crying thorow the ſtreets, 
weſtmin#er Hall, the paſſage berween both Houſes (in fo much as the Mem- 
bers could hardly paſſe to and fro) No Byhops, Down with the Biſhops, no Tu- 
mults> VVhat Member is there ofeither Houſe that ſaw not thoſe numbers, 
2nd heard not thoſe crys? And yetlawfull Afemblics ? Were not ſeyerall Mem- 
bers of either Houſe aſſaulted,threatned,and ill intreated ? and yet no Tumults ? 
VVhy made the Houſe of Peers a Declaration,and ſcat it down tothe Houſe of 
Commons, for the ſuppreſſing of Tumults, if chere were no Tumults ? And if 
there were any,why was not Juch a Declaration conſented to and publiſhed ? 
when the attempts were ſo vifible, & the threats ſo loud to pull-down the Ab- 
bey ateſtminFter,had we not juſt cauſe to apprehend, That ſuch people might 
continue their work ro Phitehall > Yet no Tumults? what a firangetime are 
we in, That a few impudent,malicious (to give them no worſe term)men ſhould 
call ſuch a ſtrange milt of errour before the eyes of both Houſes of Rarliament, 
as that they cither cannot, or will not ſee how manifeſtly they injure them 
ſelves, by mayntaining theſe viſible untruths ? We ſay no more, By the helpe of 
God and the Law, we will have Juſtice for thofe Tumults, 
From excepting (how weightily let every man judge) to what Wee havi 
kid, that Declaration proceedsto cenſure Us for what we have not faid, for 
the prudent Omiſſians in Our Anſwer : we forbore to ſay aty thing of -the 
words ſpoken at Kenſington, or the Articles againſt Our deareſt Conſort ; and 
ofthe Accuſation of the fix Members : Of thelaſt we had ſpoken-ofren, and 
we thought enough of the other two ; having never accuſed any (though Gced 
knows what truth there might be in either) wee had no-reaſon to give any pare 
ticular Anſwer. | 
We doe not reckon our Selfe bereaved of any part of Our Prerogative, 
which we are pleaſed freely, for a time, to part with by Bill ; yt we muſt 


lay 
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ſay, Wee expreſſed a great truſt in Our two Houſes of Parliament, when We 


deveſted Our Self of the Power of diffolving this Parliament, which was a juſt; 


neceſſary, and proper Prerogative : Bur We are glad to heare their Refoluti- 


on, tha it ſhall not encourage them to doe any thing, which otherwiſehad 
not been fit ro have bin done: If irdoy it will be ſuch a breach of Truſt, God 
will require an Account for at their hands. . | 4 

For the Afilhtra, We have ſaid ſo much in it heretofore, and the point is 
well underfiood by all men,that Wewill waſte cime no more in thar diſpute, 


We never ſaid, There was no ſuch thing as an Ordinance(though Wee know + 


that they have been long dif-uſed) bur that there was ngyer any Ordinancege 
can be without the Kings conſent ; and that is truet2hd the unneceſſary Prece. 
dent cited in the Declaration doth not offer to proverthe contrary. Bur enough 
of thar, God and the Law muſt determine that Bufinefle, Big 
Neither hath this Declaration given Us any fatisfaRion concernj 
Vores of the fifteenth and fixteenth of March lat, which We muſt declare; and 
appeal to all the World in the point to be the greateſt violation of Our Piimk 
ledge, The Law of the Land, The Liberty of the SubjeR, and ent... 
Parliament that cant be imagived, One of thoſe Votes is, (and there' 
other to deſtroy the King and People) That when the Lords and Conoment(itis 
well the Commons are admirted to their part in Judicature) ſhall declarewha 
the Law of the Land is, the ſame muſt be afſemed to, and obeyed ; that is the ſv 
in few words.

| E cannot but extreamly wonder, that the cauſleſſe Jealouſis, 
/ J / concerning Us, raiſed and fomented by a Malignant panty in 
this Kizgdom, which defices nothing more then to ans fr 
thentelves particular ad yant:ges our of a generall combuſtion 
(which means of advantage thall never be miniſtred to them by Our fault 
or ſeeking) ſhould not onely be able to ſeduce a weake party in this Orr 
Kingdom, bur ſeem to finde fo much countenance even from borh Houle, 
as that Our, raifing of a Guard {without further Deſigne then for the ſafety 
of Our Perſon, an Afton lo Legall, in Manner fo peaceable, upan canſs 
ſoevident and neceſſary) ſhould not onely be looked upon and petitioned 
againlt by them, as a Cauſe of Jealouſie, but declared ro be the raifingofa 
Warre againſt them, contrary to Our former profeſſions of Our care ofRe- 
ligion and Law. And we no lefle wonder, that this ARion of Ours ſhould 
be ſaid (in a very large expreſſion) to be apprehended by che Inhabirancsef 
this Countrey as an affcightment and diſturbance to Our people, having 
been as well received here, as it is every where to be juſtified, and (We 
ſpeak now of the Generall, not of a few ſeduced particulars) afliſted and 
ſped by this Countrey withthat loyall AﬀeRion and Alacriry, as is a mol 
excellent Example ſer to the reſt ofthe Kingdome, of the care of Our f(afety 
upon all occaſions, and ſhall neyer be forgotten by Vs, nor We hope by Our 
Poſterity ; but (hall be ever paid to them, in that which is the!proper expref 
' fron ofa Princes gratitude, a perpetuall vigilant care to- govern them juſlly, 
and to preſerve the onely Rule by which they can be ſo governed, The Lav 
of the Land : And We are confident,. That if you were your ſelves eye-wit 
neſſes, ye would fo ſee the contrary, as to give little preſent- thanks, and here- 
after lictle credit to your Informers ; and if you have no berter intelligence of 
the inclinations and affe&ions of the reſt of the Kingdom, certainly the minds 
of Our people (which ro ſoine ends and purpoſes you repreſent) are butillre- 
preſented unto yov. 
Have you ſo many moneths together not contented your Sclyeaco rhe 
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for Securiry (as your Predeceſſors have —_ upon the AﬀeRion of the Peo- 
ple, bur by your owne fingle authority raiſed to your ſelyes a Guard (and that 
ſametimes of no ordinary numbers, and in no ordinary way) and could not 
all thoſe Pikes and Proteftations, that Army on one fide, and that Navy on 
the other, perſwade Us to command you to disband your Forces, and to 
content your ſelves with your ordinary (that 15, no) Guard, or work Lis in 
an opinion that you appeared to leavy Warre againſt ils, or had any further 
Defigne? And is it poſſible thar the ſame perſons ſhould be ſo apr to ſuſycR 
ind-condemne Us, who have been ſo unapt.in the ſame matter (upon much 
more ground) go tax or ſuſpe& them? This is ouc Caſe, Notwithitanding 
the careand fidelity of Our Parliament, Our Fort. is kept by Armed men 
againſt Us, Our proper goods firſt detained from Us, and then contrary to 
Our Command, by ftrong hand, offered to be carried away (in which at 
once all Our property as a private Perſon, all Our Authority as a King, are 
wreſted from Us)And yet for Us to ſecureo ir Self in a Legal way (thac Sir 
Jobs Hotham may not by the ſame Forces, or by more raiſed by pretence 
of the ſame Authority (for they ſay he raiſcth daily ſogne, and We know 
it no new thing for him to pretend Orders that he cannot (hew) continue

of our Truft, as not to clecr our ſelves from thoſe falſe aſperfionsand(which 

is our chiefeſt care)to diſabuſe the Peoples mindes, and open their eyes thar 
under the falſe ſhewes ar d pretexts of the Law of the Land,of their own Rights 
and Liberties, they may not be carcied into the- Road way that leadeth to the 
utter ruine and ſubyerſion thereof. A late occalion thac theſe wicked ſpirits of di= 
viſion havetaken to defame, & indeed to arraigne the proce=dings of both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, hath been from our Votes of the 28 of April, and our Decla- 
ration concerning the buſineſfe of Hull, which becauſe we pur forth, before 
we could fend our Anſwer concerning that matter unto His Majeſty, thoſe 
miſchievous Inſtruments of diſſention, berwcen the King, the Parliament 
and the people, whoſe chief labour and Rudy is to miſrepreſent our Actions 
to His Majeſty and to the Kingdom, would needs inrerpr:t this as an 

avpeal to . the people, and a declining of all Intercourſe berween His- 
Majeſty and u's. as if we thought it to no more purpoſe ro endeavour any 
twgive him fatisfaRtion, and withour expeRing any longer our anſwer, un« 
der the name of a Meſſage from his Majeſty to both Ho1ies, they themſelves 
have indeed made an appeal to the peaple, as the Meſſage it ſ-if doth in a 
manner grant it te be, offering ro joyn iſſue with 1 $.in that way, and in the 
naturethereof, doth cleerly ſhew ic felfe ro be no other; Therefore we (hall 
likewiſe addreſſe our Anſwer to the Kingdom, not by way of appeal, (as 
we are charged) but to prevent them from my their own exccutioners, 
and from being perſwaded: under " — Ws of defending the Law, and 
-b 3 ; thcir 
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their owne Liberties to deſtroy both NS cheir own hands, by taking their 
lives, Liberties, and Eſtates out of their hands, whom they have chofen and 
entruſled therewith, and reGgning them up unto ſome evill Counſellors abau 
His Majelty, who can lay no other foundation of their own greatneſſe but 
upon the ruin of this, and in it of all Parliaments, and in them of the true Re 
ligion, and the freedome of this Nation. And theſe are the men that would 
perſwade the people, that both Houtes of Parliament containing all the Peers, 
and repreſenting all the Commons of England, would deſtroy the Laws ofthe 
Land and Liberty of the People, wherein beſides the cruſt of the whole, they 
themſelves in their own particulars, have ſo-great an intereſt of honour and 
eſtate, Thar we hope ic will gain little credic with any, that have the { 
uſe of reaſon, that ſuch as muſt have ſogreat a ſhare in the miſery, ſhould 
take ſo much pains in the procuring thereof, and ſpend ſo much time, and 
run ſo many hazards to make themſelves ſlaves, and to deltroy the property 
of their Eftates: But that we may give particular ſatis faftion to the ſeverall 
imputations caſt upon us, we ſhall rake chem in Order as they are laid upon 
us in that Meſſage.

MENT. 

Although Sir John Hothams had not an Order that did exprefſe every cir- 
cunſtance of that caſe, yer he might have produced an Order of bath 
Houſes which did comprehend this Caſe, not onely 1n the cleer intention, 
but in the very words thereof, which knowing in our Conſciences to be fo, 
and to be moſt neceſſary for the ſafery of the Kingdom, we could not butin 
honour and juſtice avow that AR of his, which we are confident will ap- 
pearetoall the World to be fo far from being an affront to the King, thatit 
will be found to have been an a& of great loyalty ro his Majeſty and to his 
Kingdom. 

The next Charge up6n us is, That inſtead of giving his Majeſly farisfaQti- 
on, we publiſhed a Declaration concerning that buſineſſe, as an appeal co the 
people, and as if our intercourſe with his Majeſty, and for his ſatisfaRion, 
were now to no more purpoſe, which courſe is alleadged to be very un1greable 
ro the modeſty and duty of former times, and not warrantable by any Prefi- 
dents,but what our ſelves have made. 

If the Penner of this Meſſage had expeRed a while, or had not expected, 


that two Houſes of Parliament, (eſpecially burthened as they are at this 
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time with ſo many ns and urgent affairs) ſhould have moved as faft as 
hunſelfe, he would not have faid that Declaration was inflead of an Anſwer 
to His Majeſty, which we did diſpatch with all the ſpeed and diligence we 
could, and have ſent it to His Majefly by a Committee of both Houſes, 
whereby ic appears that we did it not upon that ground, that we thought 
ic Was No more to any purpoſe, to endeavour to give H's Majeſty fatis- 
faction. : 

And as for the duty and mod:y of former times from which we are ſaid to 
have yaried,and to want the warrant of any preſidents therein, but what our 
ſelves have made : but if we have made any preſidents this Parlizment, we 
have made them for poſterity, upon the fame or berter grounds of reaſon 
and Law then thoſe were upon, which Our Predeceſſors firſt made any for 
us, and as ſome Preſidents ought not to berules for us to follow. ; ſo none 
can be limits to bound our preceedings, which may and mult vary according 
to the different condition of times, and for this particular of ſetting forth De- 
clarations for the ſatisfation of the people, who have choſen and entruſted 
us With all that is deareſt co ther, if there be no example for it, it is becauſe 
there were never any ſuch Monſters before, that ever attempted to difaffeRt 
the people froma Parliament, or could ever harbour a thought thatit 
might be effeRed 3 Were there ever ſuch PraQtices to poyſon the people 
with an ill apprehenſion of the Parliament? Were there cyer ſuch 1mpu= 
rations and [candals laid upon the Proceedings of both Houſes > Were there 
eyer ſo many , and fo great breaches of Priviledge of Parliament? Were 
there ever ſv many and ſo deſperate defignes of force and violence againſt 
the Parliament, and the Meinbers thereof >? If We have done more 
then ever our Anceſtors .have done, we have ſuffered more then ever 
they have ſuffered, and yet in Point of mudeſly and duty we ſhall noc 
yield ro the beſt of former times, and we ſhall put this in iſſue, whe- 
ther the higheſt and molt unwarrantable Prefidents of any of His Ma- 
jeſties Predeceſſors, do not fall ſhort and much below what hath been 
dope unto Us this Parliament? - And on the other de, whether if we ſhould 
make the higheſt Preſidents of other Parliaments our Patterns, there would 
be cauſe to complain of want of Modeſtie and Dutie in Us, when we 
have not ſo much as ſuffered ſuch things 'to enter into Our Thoughts, which 
all the World knows they put in At. | 

Another Charge which is laid very high upon Vs (ard which were 
indeed a very great Crime if we were found guilty thereof) is that by 
owing this AX of Sir Joh» Hotham, we do in conſequence confound 

and 
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and deſtroy the title and intereſt of all His Majeſties good SubjeRts to their 
Landsand Goods, and that upon this ground, That His Majeity haththe

A Clauſe inthe Preamble of a Statute made 25. Eaw.3. entituled, The 
Statute of Proviſors of Benefices, 

Whereupon the ſaid Commons have prayed ow: faid Lord the King,That 
fich the Right ofthe. Crown of Englazd, andthe Law of the ſaid Realm # 
ſuch,that upon the miſchicfes and damages which happen to this Realouhe 
ought,and is bound by his Oath, with the accord of his people in his Parka: 
ment, thereof'ro make remedy and Law, and in removing the wiſchicfsand 
damages which thercof cnſue, that jt may plcaſe him thereupon to ordain 
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Onc Lord the King ſeeing the mile and damages before mentioned, 
and having regard to che Statute made in the time of his faid Grand-father, 
1nd to the cauſcs contained in the fame, which Statute holdeth alwaycs bis 
force, and was never defeated, repealed, nor adnulled in any point, and by 
ſomuch he is bounden by his Oathto cauſe the ſame to be kept as the Law 
of his Realm,though that by ſufferance and negligence it hath been lithence 
attempted to the contrary ; alſo having regard to the grievous complaints 
made tothim by his people in divers his Parliaments holden herccofore, wil- 
lng to ordain remedy for the great damages and miſchiets which have hap- 
pened,and daily do happen to the Church of England by the ſaid cauſe. 

Herethe Lords and Commons claime it direRly as the Right of the 
Crowne of England, and of the Law of the Land, and that the King 
is bound by his Oath, with the accord of his people in Parliament, 
to make remedy and Law upon the milchicfes and damages which hap- 
pen tothis Realme ; and the King doth not deny it, although he take oc- 
caon from a Statute formerly made by his Grand-father , which was 
lidas part of the grounds of this Petition, to fix his Anſwer upon ano- 
ther branch of his Oath, and pretermits that which is claimed by the 
Lords and Commons, which he would not have done,if it might have been 

int, 

In Juſtice they are obliged thereunto, in reſpeR of the Truſt repo- 
ſed in them, which is as well to preſerve the Kingdome by the making 
ef new Lawes where there ſhall bee need, as by obſerving of Lawes alrea» 
dy made, A Kingdome being many times as much expoſcd to ruine 
for the want of a new Law , as by the violation of thoſe that arc in 
being, and this is ſo clecre a Right, that no doubt his Majeſtic will ac* 
knowledge it to be as duc unto his people as his proteRion ; but how far- 
forth hee is obliged to follow the judgement of his Parliament therein, 
that is the queſtion. And certainly beſides the words in the Kinzs 
Oath, referring unto ſuch Lawes as the people ſhall chooſe, as m ſuch 

ings which concerne the publike Weale, and good of the Kingdom,they 
uethe moſt proper Judges, who aro ſent from the whole Kingdeme for 
that very purpoſe ; ſo wee doe not finde, That fince Lawecs have paſl:d by 
way of Bills ( which are read thrice in both Houſes, and committed, 
ud every part and circumRance of them fully weighed and debared 
won the Commitment , and afterwardspaſſed in both Houſes) that eyes 
the Kings of this Realme did deny them, otherwiſe then is expreſſed-in

All this confidered, we cannot but wonder that the Contriver of thi 
| Mcſlage, ſhould conceive the people of this Land to be ſo void of commay 
ſence, as to enter into ſodeepe a miſtruſt of thoſe that they have, md 
His Majeſtic ought to repoſe ſo great a truſtin, as to deſpaire of ay 
fecurity in their private Eſtates by Diſcents , Purchaſes » Aſſurances, 
or Conycyances, unlcfſe His Majeltic ſhould by His Vote prevent thy 
prejudice they might receive therein, by the Votes of both Houleg 
Parliament; As if they who are eſpecially choſen and intruſted for 
that purpoſe , and who themſclves muſt needs have fo great a (hn 
| in all grievanccs of the Subje&, had wholly caſt off all care of the 
| SubjeRs good , and His MA1z$T1H had folely raken it up; And 
| asif it could bee imagined that they ſhould by their Votes overthron 
the Rights of Diſcents, Purchaſes, or of any Conveyance or Aſſurance 
in whoſe judgement the whole Kingdome hath placed all thcir particu 
Intcreſſes , if any of them ſhould be called in queſtion in any of thok 
Caſes, and that ( as knowing not where to place them with greater ſee- 
rity ) without any Apptale from them to any other perſon or Cour 
whatſoever, 

But indeed wee are very much to ſeeke how the caſe of Ha/! ſhould 
concerne Diſcents, and Parchaſes, or Conveyances , and Afﬀurances, 
unlefle it be in procuring morcſecurity to men in. their private 
by the preſervation of the whole from confuſion and deſtrntios, 3nd 
much lefſe doe weeunderſtand how the Sovyeraigne Power was relilie 
and deſpiſed therein ; Certainly no command from His Majefly, and by 
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ed by Sir 7obn Hotham, nor yet was His Majcſtics Authority derived 
out of any other Court, nor by any legall Commiſſion, or by any other 
way, whercinthe Law hath appointed His Majeſtics commands to bee 
derived to his SubjeRs, and of what validiry His yerball Commands 
are, withour any ſach ſtamp of His Authoritic upon them, and againſt 
the Order of both Houſes of Parliament, and whether the not ſubmitting 
thereunto be a refit ing and deſpiling of the Soveraign Authority, we'leave 
it to all men to judge, that doe at all underſtand the Government of this 
Xingdome.

And what was more likely 
togivea riſe to the delignes of Papifts ( whereof there are ſo many im 
the North, necre to the Towne of Hal ) and of other Malignant and il]- 
aff:cd perſons, (which are ready to joyne with them) or to the 
attempts of Forreigners from abroad, then the continuing of thar

ters of circumſtance, and had ere this time preſented the chicfe a our

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defires to His Majeſtic, had wee not beene interrupted with continual 
dnials cyen of thoſe things that were neceflary for our preſent ſecurity 
3nd ſubſiltance, and had not thoſe denyals beeve followed with perpetuall 
inveRives againſt us and our proceedings, and had not thoſe inveRives 
been heaped upon us ſo thicke one after another, ( who were already in a 
wanncr wholly taken up with the preſſing atfires of this Kingdome, and 
of the Kingdome of /reland ) that as wee had little encouragement from 
thence to hope for any good Anſwers to our defires, fo wee had not fo 
much time left us to perfe&t chem in ſuch a manner as to offer them unto 
His Majeſty. 
» Weconfeſſe itis a Reſolution moſt worthy of a Prince, and of His 
MajeRy, to ſhut His cares againlt any that would incline Him to a ciyill 
Warts, and toabhorre the very apprehenſion of itz But wee cannot 
telecve that minde to have been in them that came with His Majeltic to 
the Houſe of Commons, or in them that accompanyed His Majeſty to 
Hampton Court , and appearcd in a warlike manner at Kingſton upon 
Thames, or in divers of them that followed His Majeſty now latcly to

Government, and why hee ſhould diſguiſe himſclfe under another gage, 
when he came thither, as he did, But whoſoever ſhall conſider, togeths 
with theſe circumſtances , that of the time when Sir /ohn Hothaw wa 
firſt appointed by both Houſes of Parliament to take upon him that jn- 
ployment, which was preſently after His Majeſties comming to the Houk 
of Commons, and upon the retyring of Himſelfe ro 77ampron Cane, 
and the Lord Digbies aſſembling of Cavaliers at Kingfon upon Thaw, 
will finde reaſon enough why that Towne of Hs! ſhould be committe| 
rather to Sir oh» Hotham, by the authority of both Houſes of Pala. 
ment , then to the Earle of Newcaſtle, ſent from His Majelly in the 
manner that he was. And for the power that Sir 7ohu Hotham hath fron 
the Houſcs of Parliament, the better it is knowne and underſtood, wa 
arc confident the more it will be approved of and juſtified : And as wed 
not conceive that His Majeſtics retufall to have that Magazin removel 
could give any advantage againſt him, to have it taken from him, and az 
ſach thing is done, ſo wee cannot conceive for what other reaſon wh

there being ſo many more in the County of as good quality as thea:ſelre 
(who have by their Petition to His Majeſty difavowed that a of theis) 
that they ſhould take npon them the ſtile of all the Gentry and Inbabitan 
of that County, and under that title ſhould preſume to interpoſe thet 
advice contrary to the Votes of both Houſes of Parlizment ; and if it 
can be made to appcar that any of theſe Petitions that are ſaid to have been 


+ preſented to the Houſes of Parliament, and to have been of a firange m 


ture, were of ſuch a nature as that, we are confident that they were nenet 
reccived with our conſent and approbation, 
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Whether there was an intention to depriye Sir Fohn Hothame of his life if 
his Majeſty had been admitted into Hwi/; and whether the Information 
were ſuch, as that he had ground to belieye it, we will not bring it 
into queſtion ; for that was not, nor thought to haye beene the ground 
for doing what he did ; neither was the number of his Majeftics At- 
tendants, for being more or fewer, much conſiderable in thiscaſe : For 
alchough it be true, Thar if his Majeſty had. entred with twenty Horſe 
onely, he might haply have found means for to have forced the entrance 
of the reſt of his Train, who being once in the Towne, would not have 
been long without Arms, yetthat was not theground that Sir Iohn Hotham 


'wasto proceed upon, but upon the admitrance of the King into the Towne 


atall; fo as to deliver up the Towne and Magazine unto him, and to 
whoſoever he ſhould give the Cotmnand thereof, without the knowledge 
and conſent of both Houſes of Parliament, by whom he was entruſted to 
thecontrary;8 his Majeſty having declared that tobe his intention concerning 
the Town in a Meſſage that he lent to the Parliament not long before he 
went to Half, ſaying, Thathe did not doubt but that Town ſhould be de» 
lvered up to him, whenſoever he pleaſed, as ſuppoling it co be kept 

ainſt him : and in like manner concerning his Magazine, in his Mel- 
fage of the four and ewenticth of April, wherein it is expreſſed, That his 
Majeſty went thither with a purpoſe ro take into his hands the Magazine, 
and to diſpoſe of ic in ſuch manner as he ſhould thinke fit : upon theſe | 
tearms, Sir John Hotham could not have adinitted his Majeſty, and have 
made good his Truſt to the Parliamenr, though his Majelly would haveen- 
tred alone, without any Attendants at all of his own, or of the Prince or 
Duke his ſons, which we do not with to belefle then they are in their num- 
ber, but could heartily wiſh that they were generally better in their con- 
ditions. 

Iathecloſe of this Meſſage, his Majeſty Rates the caſe of Hull, and there- 
upon inferrech, That the AR of Sir /ohn Hotham was leavying of War again 
ky and conſequently, That it was no leffe then high Treaſon, by the 
letter of the Statute of 35 Edvw. 3. cap. 2. unleſſe the ſenſe of that Statute be ve- 
y far indiffering from the lerter thereof. 
| In the fiating of this Caſe, divers particulars may be obſerved, 
herein ir is not rightly ſtated : As firſt, That his Majeſties going to 
Hell was onely an endeavour to vifit a Town and Fort of his ; whereas 
it was indeed to e himſelfe of the Towne and Magazine there, ard 
to diſpoſe of them as he himſelfe ſhould thinke good, without, and 
contrary to the Adyices and Orders of both Houſes of Parliament, 
# doth cleerly appeare by his _— own Declaration of his 
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intentions therein, by his Meſſages to both Houſes immediately before ang 
after that journey. Nor can we belicve chat any man that ſhall conſider the 
circumſtances of that journey to Hall, can thinke that his Majeſty wouly 
have gone thither at that time, and in chat poſture, that he was pleaſed tg 
hemſelfe in towards the Parliament, if he had intended only a viſt of 
the Towne and Magazin. Secondly, it is ſaid to be his Majeſties- owne 
Towne, and his owne Magazine: which being underflood in that fenſey 
wasbefore expreſſed, as if his Majeſty had a private intereſt of Propriery 
therein, we cannot admit itto be fo. Thirdly,( which is the maine point of all ) 
Sir John Hothams is ſayd to have ſhut the gates againl(t his Maieſty,and tohaye 
made reſiſtance with armed men in defiance of his Majeſty; whereas itws 
indeed in obedience to his Maieſty and his authority, and for his ſerviceand 
the ſervice of the Kingdom, for which uſe only, all chat intereſt is that the 
King hath in the Town; and it isno further his to diſpoſe of, then he uſe 
it for that end: And Sir /ohn Hothams being commanded to keepe the Town 
and Magazine for His Afajeſty and the Kingdome, and not todeliver them 
up, but by his Majefties authority ſignified by both Houſes of Parliament, 
all that is to be underſtood by thoſe expreſſions of his denying and oppoſing 
his Majeſties entrance, and telling him in plain terms he ſhould not come 
in, was onely this, That he humbly defired his Majeſty to forbear his en- 
trance, till he might acquainr the Parliament, and that his authority might 
come fignified to him by bath Houſes of Parliament, according to thetrult 
repoſed in him. And certainly, if the letter of the Statute of 25, Edv. 5, 
cap. 2. bethought to import this, That no War can be levycd againk the 
King, but what is direRed and intended againſt his Perſon, or that eyery 
levying of Forces for the defence of the Kings Authority, and of his King- 
dome, again{t the perſonall commands of the King oppoſed thereunto, 
though accompanied with his preſence, is levying War againſt the King, it 
is very farre from the ſenſe of that Statute 3 and fo inuch the Stature it (ele 
ſpeaks (beſides the authoricy of Book-caſes, preſidents of divers Traitors 
condemned upon that interpretation thereof. ) For if che Clauſe of levy- 
ing of War had been meant only againſt the K. Perſon, what need had chert 
been thereof, after the other branch of Treaſon in the ſame Statute of Come 
paſſing the Kings death, which would neceſſarily have implied this? and be 
cauſe the former Clauſe doth imply this, it ſeems not atall to be intended in 
this latter branch, but only the levying of War againſt the King, that is, 
againſt his Lawes and Authority ; and the levying of War againſt his Laws 
and Authority, though not againſt his Perſon, is levying War againſt the 
King ; but the levying of Force againſt his Perfonall commands, though 
accompanied with his preſence, and not againſt his Lawes and my

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but in the maintenance thereof, is no levying of War againſt the King, 
but for him. Here is then our cale ; In a time offo many ſucceſfive plocs 
and deſignes of force again the Parliament and Kingdome ; in a time of 
probable invaſion from abroad, and that to begin at Hal, and co take the 

reunity of ſeizing upon ſo great a Magazine there, in a time of ſo great 
hace and alienation of his Majeftics affe&ions from his Farliament, and 
in them from his Kingdome, which they repceſent, by the wicked ſugge- 
tions of a few malignant perſons, by whoſe miſchievous counſels he is whol- 
ly away his from his Parliament, and cheir faichfull adviſes and coun- 

» In ſuch a time the Lords and Commons in Parliament command Sir 
Jobn Hothams to draw in ſome of the trained Bands of the parts adjacent to 
the Towne of Hall, for the ſecuring of that Towne and Magazine, for the fer- 
vice of his Majeſty and of che Kingdome; of the {afery whereof there is 2 
higher cruſt in them, than any where elſe, and they are the proper Judges of 
the danger thereof. 

This Town and Magazine being entruſted to Sir oh» Hothamw, with ex- 

reſſe order not to deliver them up, but by the Kings Authority Ggnified by 

h Houſes of Parliament ; His Majefly, contrary co advice and dire&ion 
of both Houſes of Parliament, without the authority of any Court,or of any el- 
gall way wherin the Law appoints theKing to ſpeak & command,accompani= 
ed with the fame evyill counſell about him that he had before, by 2 verball com- 
mand requires Sir Joh» Hetham to admit him into the Towne, that he might 
diſpoſe of it, and of che Magazine,there according to his owne, or rather accor- 
ding to the plea ſure ofrhoſe evill Counlellours,who are (ill in ſo much cred it 
about him: In like manner as the Lord Digby hath continuall recourſe unto,and 
countenance from the Q ueens +Majefly in He/laxd, by which means he hath 
opportunity ſtill to communicate his Traiterous ſuggeſtions and conceptions 
to both their Majeſties, ſuch as thoſe were concerning his Majeſties retyring 
toa place of Rrength, and declairing himſelte, and his own advancing ofhis 
Majelties ſervice in ſuch away beyond the ſeas, and after that reſorting to his 
Majeſty in ſuch a place of ſtrength ; and divers other things of that nature, 
tontained in his Letter to the Queens Majeſty, and to Sir Lewis Dives, a per- 
ſon that had not the leaſt partin this late buſinefſe of Hull, and was preſently 
diſpatcht 'away into Holland, ſoon after his Majeſties return from Hall, for 
What purpoſe we leave the world to judge, 

Upon the refuſall of Sir /oqn Hothams to admic. his Majeſty into Hall, pre- 
fntly without any due procefſe of Law, before his had Majeſty ſent up the 
narration of his fat to the Parliament, he was proclaimed Traitor ; 
and yer it is ſayd, thattherein is no vielation of the ſubjeRs right, nor any 

2 breach 
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breach of the Law, nor of the Priviledge of Parliament; though Sir 76 
Hotham be a Member of the Houſe of Commons, and that his Majeſty muſt 
have better reaſon than bare Votes to believe the contrary. Although the 
Votes of the Lords and Commons in Parliament, being the great Counce!l 
of the Kingdom, are the reaſon ofthe King and of the Kingdome, yer thel 
Votes do not want cleere and apparent reaſon for them: For if the folemne 
proclaiming a man a Traytor fignifie any thing, it puts a man, and all thok 
that any way ayde, afſift, or adhere unto him, in the ſame condition of Tra 
tors, and draws upon him all the conſequences of Treaſon : And ifthis 
may bedone by Law, without due Proceſſe of Law, the ſubjeR hath a yer 
poore defence of the Law, and a very ſmall, if any proportion of Libeny 
thereby; and it is as little fatisfaRion to a man that ſhall be expoſed to 
ſuch penalties, by that declaration of him to be a Traytor, to fay he 
ſhall have a legall Tryall afterwards, as itis tocondemne a man firſt, and 
try him afcerwards. 

And if there can be a neceſſity for any ſuch proclaiming a man a Tny- 
tor without due Procefſe of Law, yet there was none in this caſe ; b 
His Majeſty might have as well expeRted the Judgement of Parliament 
(which was the right way) as he had leiſure to fend them to demand 
Juſtice againſt Sir John Horhaw, And the Breach of Priviledge of Patliz- 
ment js as cleare in this caſe, as the ſubverſion of the Subje&ts common 
Right : For though the Priviledges of Parliament do not extend to thole 
caſes mentioned in the Declaration, of Treaſon, Felony, and Breach of the 
peace, ſoas to exempt the Members of Parliament from puniſhment, nor 
from all manner of Procefſe and Tryall, as it doth in other caſes, yer it doth 
priviledgethem in the way and mechod of their Tryall and puniſhment, and 
that the Parliament ſhould have the cauſe firſt brought before them, that 
they may judge of the Fa, and of theGrounds ofthe Accuſation, and how 
farre forth the manner of their Tryall may concerne or not concernethe pti- 
viledge of Parliament ; otherwiſe it would be in the power not onelyot 
His Majeſty, but of every private man, under pretenſions of Trealons 
or thoſe other Crimes, to take any man from his ſervice in Parliament, 
and ſo as many, one after another:as he pleaſeth, . and conſequently to make 
a Parliament what he will, when he will ; which would be a Breachof 
ſo eſſenciall a priviledge of Parliament, as that the very being thereof de- 
pends upon it 2 and therefore we no wayes doubr, bur every one that hath 
taken the proceſtation, will, according to his ſolemne Vow and Oath, de- 
ſend it wich his life and fortunes. Neither doth the fitting of a Patliz- 
ment ſuſpend #ll or any Law, in maintaining that Law which upholds he 

| | privi- 
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ledge of Parliament, which upholds the .Parliament, which upholds 
the Kingdome : And we are o farre from believing that His Majeſty is the 
only ' perſon againſt whom treaſon cannot be committed, that in ſome 
i acknowledge he isthe only Perſon againſt whom ic can be com- 
mitted, that is, as He is King, and that treaſon which is againſt the 
inedome is more againſt the King, then that- which is againſt His Perſon, 
becauſe He 'is King: for that very treaſon is not treaſon as it is againſt Him 
25 a man, butas a nan that isa King ; and as He hath relation tothe 
Kingdome, and ſtands as a Perſon intruſted with the Kingdome, and dif- 
charging thac truſt, Now the caſe is truly ſtated, and all the world may 
judge where the fault is, although we muſt avow that there can be no 
competent Judge of this or any the like caſe bur a Parhament, and we are 
asconfident, that His Majeſty ſhall never have cauſe to reſort to any other 
Court or Courſe, for the vindication of His juſt priviledges, and forthe 
recovery and maintenance of His knowne and undoubted Rights, if there 
ſhould be any invaſion or violation thereof, then to His high Court of 
Parliament. And in caſe thoſe wicked Counſellors about Him hall drive 
him into any other Courſe from and againſt His Parliament, what ever 
are His Majeſties expreſſions and intentions, we ſhall appeal toall mens 
conſciences, and dclire that they would lay their hands upon their hearts, 
and thinke wich themſelves, whether ſuch perſons as haye of late and fill 
do reſortto His Majeſty» and have His ear and favour moſt, cither haye 
beene or are more zealous Aſſertors of the true Proreflant profeflion (al- 
though we believe they are more earneſt in the Proteſtant profeſſion, 
then in the proteſtant Religion) or of the Law of the Land, the liberty 

of the Subje&X, and the Priviledges of the Parliament, then the Membe 
of both Houſes of Parliament, who are infinuated to be the Deſertors, 
if not the deftroyers, of them : And whether if they could maſter 
this Parliament by force, they would not hold up the ſame power to 
deprive Us of all Parliaments, which are the ground and Pillar of the 
SubjeQs Liberty, and that which onely maketh England a free Monar-

been all, ithad been a yery needleſſe and ridiculous Statute : Was ir then in- | 


tended (as they may ſeem to take the meaning of it ro be. that cauſed ittobe 
Printed after His Majeſties Meſlage,) that they ſhould be free from all crime 
and penalty that ſhould follow the King and ſerve Him in Warre in any caſe 
whatſoever; whether ic were for or againſt the Kingdom,and the Laws there 
of?that cannot be, For that could not and with the duty of their Allegiance, 
which in the beginning of this Scatute is expreſſed to be, to ſerve the Kingyfor 
the time being, in His Warres, for the defence of Him and the Land; and 
therefore if it be againſt the Land, (as it cannot be underfiood to be other- 
wiſe if it be again(t the Parliament, the repreſentativebody of the Kingdom) 
it is a declining from the duty of Allegiance, which this Statute ſuppoſcth may 
be done, though men ſhould follow the Kings Perſon 1n the War; otherwile

which-had happened 'to His predeceſſor : he procured this Sratute to be made, 
that no man ſhould be accounted a Traytoc for ſerving the King in 
His Warres for the time being ; that is, which was for the preſent allow- 
ed and received by the Parliament in behalfe of the Kingdome, and as it is 
4021 truely 
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truely ſuggeſted in the preamble of the Statute. Ir is not agreeable to reaſon 
orconſciencethar it ſhould be otherwiſe, ſeeing men ſhould be put upon an 
impoſſibility of knowing their:duty, if the judgeinent of the higheſt Court 
ſhould not be a rule and guide to them ; and if the judgement thereof ſhould 
be followed, where the queſtion is, who is King, much - more, what is 
the beſt ſervice of the King and Kingdome, and therefore thoſe that (hall 
ouide themſelves by the judgement of Parliament, ought, what ever happen, to 
be ſecure and free from all account and penalties, upon the grounds and equtty 
of this very Statute. "2" 

We ſhall conclude, that although thoſe wicked Counſellors about His 
Majeſty, have preſumed under His Majefties Name to put that diſhonour 
2nd affront upon both Houſes of Parliament, as to make them the 'coun- 
tenancers of Treaſon ; enough to have diffolyed all the' bands and finews 
of confidence berweene His Majety and His Parliament, (of whom 'the 
Maxime of the Law is, That a diſhonourable thing ought not to be ima+ 
oined of thein) yet we doubt not but it ſhall in theend appeareto all the 
World, that our endeavours have beene moſt hearty and fincere, for the 
maintenance of the true Proteſtant Religion, the Kings juſt prerogatives, 
the Laws and Liberties of the Land, and the priviledges of Parliament, in 
which endeavours by the grace of God we will ſtill perfift, though we 
ſhould periſh in the worke : which if ic ſhould be, ir is much to be feared, 
That Religion, Laws, Liberties and Parliaments, would not be long-lived 
after us.

qualicie of thoſe who have, or will difayow that Petition, are as they imagine 
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h too many weake perſons are miſled{which they doe,and will every day 
more undertand) by the FaQtion, Skill, and Induſtry of that true Xtalignent 
Party, of which We doe, and have reaſon to complaine : They fay, they have 
received no Petition of ſo firange a nature ; What contrary ?contrary to the Votes 
of bub Honſes : that is, they have received no Petition they had no mind to re- 
ceive : Byt We told them, and We tell them againe, and all Our good Subjets 
will tell them, That they have received Petitzons (with joy and approbation) 
againſt the Votes of both Houſes of their Predeceſſors, confirmed and efta- 
bliſhed into Laws by the conſent of Vs and Our Anceſtors and allowed thoſe 
Petitions to carry the Style, and to ſeeme to carry the Defires of Cities, Towns,

not bee apprehended,or declared a Felon, till you have asked that Houſe of 
whictrhe is a Member: Shonldit be otherwiſe,zt might be in every mans power 
accuſe as many Members as he would,of taking Purſer,and ſo bring a Parliament 
(ard ſo all Parliaments ) to nothing. Would theſe men be believed? And yer they 
make no doubt but every one who hath taken the Proteſtation, will defend this Db 
Frine with his Life and Fortunz. Will not Our SubjeRs believe, That they

The occaſion of this Declaration was for the Reftcaintiof Armed men from

V V Hereas in a paper inſcribed to our truſty and wel-beloyed theLord 

Major, Aldermen and Sheriffs of the City of London, dated the 
fourteenth of Ia»e 1642. It is affirmed that great labour is uſed to pecfivade 
his Majeſties SubjeRs to raiſe horſe, and to furniſh money upon pretence of

The Lords and Commons do FÞ. the deſigne of thoſe propoſition; 
is, as was formerly declared, to maintain the prateflant Religion the Ki 
authority and perſon in his Royall dignity, the free courſe of Iuflice, the Lay 
of the Land, the peace of the Kingdom and priviledges of Parliament, againf 
any force which ſhall oppoſe them. And they do further declare, that as the 
forces already attending his Majeſty and the preparation which his Maj 
is now making of arms, Horſe and Ordinance from within his Kingdomand 
without, at firſt coloured under the pretence of a Guard; doeyidently a 
to be intended for ſome great and extraordinary Deſigne, fo they givejuft 
cauſe of feare and jealoufie to the Parliament. And do fully juſtife thoſe 
Votes ofthe Kings intencion of levying War againſt the Parliament,tobe 
alrogether free from any imputation of ſcandall as is injuriouſly caft upon 
them by that paper ; Foc fo long as his Majeſty ſhall continue thoſeleavis 
and preparations. The Lords and Commons in Parliament, h«ving been { 
often threatned ang reviled for their proceedings about Hull. and the Militia, 
ſo neceſſarily undertaken for the good and peace of the Kingdom, they ca- 
not be ſecured by his Majeſties folemne proteſtation alone, expreſſed in this 
and other Declarations, That all his defires and purpoles are for the publick 
ce, and that hee hath not the leaſt thought of uſing force, except hee be com> 
pelled to it for the defence. of his perſon and protetion of the laws, ſeeing his, 
Majeſty in a Declaration publiſhed at Heworrth More, doth interpret thepro- 
teion of the laws in ſuch a manner as giveth Juſt and full occaſion tobe 
lieve, that by proteQting the laws, his Majeſty intendeth force upon or againſt 


-thoſe who ſhal ſubmit ro the Ordinance of the Militia: And becauſe it appar 


by divers expreſſions & proceedings of his Majeſty, hee hath diFovered anin- 
timation of making ſom attempt upon ull.In both which caſes they do declare 
that whatſoever violence ſhalbe uſed either againſl thoſe who exerciſe the Mis 
tia, or againſt Hell. they caunor but belive it as done againſt the Parliament, 

And whereas the Houſes have upon loane received great ſumin-s of money 
for the ſervice of Freland, from the Companies of the City of London, (for 
which they give them great and hearty thankes) They doe tleclare thattheſe 
ſummes ſhall be diſpended as the former have beene to that only ſervice, Not- 
withſtanding an Infinuation laying an afperſfion upon them as ifthey had 
done otherwiſe, Purther, whereas itis declared to the great reproach ofthe 
Parliament, that the ſums deſired towards the raiſing of Horſe and arms 
contrived upon generall pretences by ſome few FaRious perſons weleaveit 
to the World to judge how it is poſſible, the Houſes ſhould have all their 
members, ſeeing divers of them are by his Majeſty ſummoned to York, and 


there contrary to the Lawes of the Land, and priviledges of Parliament detat- 


ned, nay, proteted from the Iuſtice of both Houſes. 
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And ſecondly, how that can olſbtB. called a Fa&ion which is done by 
both Houſes of Parliament the greateſt Court of Eng/andand the molt fairhfull 
Councell his Majeſty hath. Bur at ſuch language as this they wonder not, con- 
fidering by what wicked counſell his Majeſtics affairs are guided, and by 
what malignant fpirits his Majeſlies affe&ions to the Parliament of late have 
big mit#2c. 

Both Houics well weighing the premiſſes do forbid any Majors, Sheriffs, 
Bailiffsor other Officers whatſoever to publiſh or ſpread that paper as they 
will anſwer their contempt to the Parliament. And do aſſure themſelves that 
neither his Majeſtics commands nor his threats will withdraw or deterr men 
well affe&ed to the publique from doing their dutie, in contributing ſuch 
money, horſe and plate, as will bee neceſſary for the preſerving the being of 
the Parliament, the peace cfthe Kingdom,and thoſe other ends before mentio- 
ned, for which they are deſiced. The dangerous and miſchievous intentions of 
ſome about his Majeſtic being ſuch, that whatſoever is moſt precious tomen 
ofconſcience and honour, as religion, liberty, and publique fafery, are like to 
bee oyer-whelmed and loſt in the generall confuſion and calamity of the 
Kingdom, which will not only queſtion, but overthrow the Charter of the Ciry 
of London, expoſe the Citizens, their Wives and Children to violence and vil 
oy and leave the wealth of that fainous City, as a prey to thoſe deſperate 


andnecefſitous perſons, 
The Lords and Commons as they hope by this meansthoſe horrid Miſ- 


chiefs may be prevented : So thoſe of the Citie (which contribute hereunto) 
(whereof none are ſo mean and baſe, as to deſerve the reproches caſt on them 
by that paper : ) And all his Majeſties good Subjets may be aſſured that 
in doing their duty herein, they ſhall be protected and ſecured in their perſons, 
Liberties, and Eſtates, by the power and authority of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment according to their former ingagements, which they will ever faith» 
fully perform, ;

*gainſt Vs and the Law, that no ſtrength can oppoſe them : And therefore 
though they will take notice from whence that Lerter came, they will youchs 
fafe itnoother mention, but of a Paper (as if found by chance) inſcribed,7s 
Owr truſtie and welbeloved, &c. And itis wonder, that ' iow they have uſurped 
the Supream Power to themſelves, they have not taken upon them the Su- 
pream Style too, and dire&ed this yery new Declaration, 7 o their truftie and 
welbeloved, their Subjeits of the Citie of T.ondon ; For it is too great and pale 
pable a ſcorn to perſwade them to 'take up Arms againſt Our Perſon, under 
colour of being loving SubjeRts to Our Office, and ro Deſtroy Vs, that they 
may Preſerve the King.

this all men are bound to beleeve, though they ſee the Proteſtant Religion, 
and the Profeſſours thereof miſerably reproached, and in danger of being des 
royed by a vicious and —_— party of Brownifls, Anabaptiſts, and 0+ 
ther SeRaries, (the principall Ring leaders of whom haye too great a power, 
eyen with ſome Members in both Our Houſes of parliamenc).Qur Aut 
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refles by perlons.immediately in their proteRion, and of their recom» 
mendation, and OQurperſon driven away by Tumults and rude mulcicudes, 
inſt whom Wecan have no Iuftice ; The courſe of Tuftice intercupred and 
Ropped by Orders and InjunRions never heard of till chis Parliament ; The 
Laws of the Land trampled under foot and fruſtrated, w_ new Laws attempt 
edto be made and impoſed upon Our Subjects, wichout and againſt Qur 
conſent ; The Pcace of che Kingdom ſhaken and frighted away by diſcounte- 
nancing the Laws, abſolving (as much as in thein lies) the people from the 
Rules of Government or Obedience, and even declaring a War againſt Vs 
and the Laws of the Land; And laftly, The Priviledges of Parliameat fo far 
extended, as if to the bare ſound. of Priviledge of Parliament, The Liberty 
and Property of the SubjeR, rhe dignity and certainty of the Law were in 
ſach ſubjeRion, that they may firt make what Ocders they pleaſe, andin 
whatcalcs they pleaſe ; And: whoſoever diſputes thoſe Orders, and ſubmirs 
not to thoſe Votes, breaks their Priviledges, and whoſoever breaks theic Pri- 
viledges is an Enemy to the Commonwealth, and worthy of ſuch uther At= 
widutes (eicher of favouring theRebellion in _ or adyancing the War 
here) as aze moſt likely to render that perion ſulpeRed or odious tothe people: 
fin truth this be evidently and demonſlrably the cafe, ſuch Declarations

| T Hereas Robert Smith Eſquire, now high Sheriff of the County of 

\/ Eſſex, hath lately received a Writt bearing date the 27 dayof 
” * Mtg, inthe cighteenth yeer of his now Majettics Reign, ther 
commanding him to publiſh a Proclamation , whereby all his Majeſties $ub- 
je&s belonging to the Trained Bands or Militia of this Kingdome, are orbid- 
den to Raite, March , Muſter, or Exerciſe by vertue of any Order or Or 
nance, of one or both Houſes of Parliament, without conſent or warrantfrom 
his Majeſly upon paine of puniſhment according to the Laws. And whereas 
the ſaid High Sheriff hath now addreſſed himſelfe to both Houſes of Patl. 
ment, for advice and dire&ions therein concecning the ſaid Proclamation tobe 
contrariant and repugnant to the Ordinance and Judgment of both Houſes of 
Parliament concerning the /ilitra. 

Iris therefore declared by che Lords and Commons in Parliament (theyin- 
trending nothing by the ſaid Ordinance, but the proteion and ſecurity of his 
Majeſtics perſon, the defence of the Kingdom againſt Forreigne invaſion , and 
preſeryation of the publike peace againſt inteſtine Rebellions and InſurreH- 
ons here at home, the mayntenance of the priviledges and authority of Patliz 
ment according to the Proteſtation. 

That the ſaid Writ is illegall , for that by the conſtitution and policy ofthis 
Kingdom,the King by his Proclamation cannot declare the law contrary tothe 
reſolution of any of the inferiour Courts of Juſtice ,much leſſe againſt — 
Court of parliament. And likewiſe for that this Writt forbiddeth that to 
done which they are obliged unto by their duty to Ged , their Allevianceto 
his Majeſty, and the truſt repoſed in them by the Common-wealth, ( che Law 
having intrufted them to provide for the good and ſafecy thereof.) And thatthe 
fid high Sheriff hath done nothing in forbearing to publiſh the faid prock- 
mation, but according to his duty , and in obedience to the Order of both 
Houſes. And he is hereby required not to publiſh the ſaid proclamation , or 
any other proclamations or Declarations of rhe like nature, that concerne the 
parliament, wichout the firſt acquainting the ſaid Houſes. 

Andit is further declared that the ſaid high Sheriff, and other Sheriffs of 6+ 
ther Counties within this Kingdom of England, and the Dominion of Walks 
for their obedience to the Orders and Ordinances of parliament, Or that have

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or hereafter ſhall doe any thing in the execution thereof, ſhall be proceRed by 
the power and auchoriry of both the _ Houſes.

Lord Willoughby of Parham, and the Conrmnittce , to appeare at Caifter 
before them, contrary to your Majellies proclamation ; Your petitioner heing 
there, was informed againlt by one Francis Fields and lohn Barnard for read- 
ing Your Majellies jaid proclamation, and ſent for, and delivered to a Meſſen- 
Jer, and diſarmed to his great diſgrace in the prelence of his owne Souldiers, 
and to the great diſheattning of the Countrey from your Majeſties ſeryice, 
which faid Proclamation was fleighted, and termed a ſedirious Pamphler by Sir 
(briftopher Wray, who called himſelf Captainc of the faid Company, which

Hat it is not atall ſtrange to Him, That thoſe perfons who have ventured 
T* aſſume a command over the Militia,(2 Right of His never before ſepa- 
raced from theCrown)by direRion from thoſe who prerend to this power 
by the Fundamental. Laws,and yet vouchſafe not to ſhew any one clauſe of any 
one Statute, or any one preſident of an y time, which might ſeem, with the leatt 
colour,to give them that Authority,though He hath often prefled them to itand 
as little vouchſafe any Anſwerto the Statutes , or tothole multiplyed and per= 
tuall preſidents, which clecrly and P_—_ declare that Authority to be in 
Him ſhould uſe that Authority with as much injuſtice as they haveaſſiuucd it; 
And not onely term His Iegall Proclatnation a Seditious Pamphler (finte'it is 
molt certain, that if thatr'be not , then they are moſt ſeditious) bur contra ry to

VV information hath been given to the Lords and Commans af 
ſembled in Parliament that a Commiſſion hath lately iſſued out un- 
der the = Seal of England, direRted to the Earls of Huntington and Devon, 
Henry "gs Eſquire, and others,commanding them to array all men within 
the County of Leiceſter, according to their eſtates and abilities, and to charge 
them with'axmes at the diſcretion of the Commiſſioners, or any three of them ; 
And to diflrain all thoſe thatare able either in lands or goods to finde armes, 
and ſuch as by reaſonof impotency are not able to ſerve in perſon ro finde men 
at arms, according to the quantity of their lands and goods ; and all ſuch per- 
ſons fo arrayed and armed to cauſe to be trained and exerciſed at the pleaſure 
ofthe {aid Commiſſioners, or any three of then, and the perſons fo arrayed to 
draw to the Coaſts of the Sea, or ellwhere. and tuch as ſhall appoſe or conera- 
dit the ame Commiſſion , tocommir-to Priſon , and there to detaine them 
untill they ſhall be delivered by Law.. And he ſaid Lords and Commons are 
further informed ,. that together with the ſaid Commiſſion, a Letter under his 
Majeſties Hand was direRed to the ſaid: Commiſſioners ,. declaring the legality

tor the welfare, peace,and happineſle of chis Realine, ſhould now be drawn to 
iſſue out ſuch a Commiſſion, ſo contrary tothe Laws, and fo full of danger and 
inconveniency to all his Majeli1es Subjefts , which if admitted will be a hea- 


vier yoke of bondage upon the people then that of Ship- money , or any other 


ilega ll charge which hath bcen taken away this Parliament. And for thar it is 
pretended that the ſaid Tommiſhon is warranted by the faid AR of Parlia- 
ment made in the fifth yeer of King Herr the Fourth , The Lords and Com- 
mons have taken the ſame into con{ideration , and finde that the ſaid AR of 
Parliament is no ground to warrant thatCommiſſion or any other Commiſion 
of thar nature , and for the more cleer manifeſtation of the truth thereof, they 
have cauſed that Abas it is entred upon the Record. to be herewith princed,and 
todeclare the Reaſons of their Reſolutions herein. 

By the preamble of that Statute it doth appear, that the ſolp end thereof was 
to put out ſome clauſes and words inſerted in the Commiſſion , that weregrie- 
yous and dangerous for the Cormmiſſioners , as appeares by theſe words in the 
beginning, 27z.. For the many focteitures and divers other clauſes and words 
comptiſed in the ſame, which were very grievous and hurtfull for the Commit 
Goners named in the fame Commiſſion in divers Counties of England, &c. and 
theſe words in the latter end. And that none of the faid Commutſhoners , their 
Heites, Exccutors, or Tenants, by reaſon of any forfeicures or penalties, or any 
other things compriſed, be or hereafter be any way moleſted , grieved, endanize 
oed, or itupeached 1n any time to come, &C, and the clauſes that were cancelled 
and put out of the ſaid Commiſſion, were only {uch as concerned the Commiſ- 
fioners, which appeares by comparing the Commiſion correed by the Com- 
mons with the Commiſſion that then was iſſued ot, which is entred upon the 
patent Roll, 5 H.4.par.prima CM. 28. dorſo of which the Commons had a copy 
delivered unto them, and the clauſes contained in the copy delivered them, and 
cancelled by them were theſe, ſcilicer, Et ad nos & conſilinm noſtrum de numero 
brinſnod: hominym ad arma I hominum — & ſugittariorum nec non de 
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toto fafto veſtro in hacparte ſub _ veſtris, vel alicujns. veſfrum citra O Hh, . 
ntte & aperte certificand. ſub forisfa tur, enninn 
gue nobis foreif acere pateritis i prout voſipſi reſpordere volueritis de danmis & pes.

riculis, ſi que __ rum defettum & negligentiam (quod 4bſit ) eveni mnt. Then 
in the conclu{ion, Scientes pro certo quod [: prriculum vel damnum regno noſtro 
predifto in partibus illss per inimicos noftros pro defettu arraiationis & defenſronis 
& Duttionis hajuſmod: ex tunc (quod abſit ) evenerit, defeftum & periculuns by. 
Juſmodi vobis & negligentie veſtre volumus & debemus reputare & penitus aſe- 
are, And their prayer in concluſion was , that thereafter no Commiſſion of 
Array might iſſue ouc orherwiſe,nor in other words then were contained in the 
Aid copy, and thatthe Commiſſioners, their Heirs , or Tenants might not be: 
molefted or troubled. So thar it is to be obſerved, the Commons did not deſire 
aty amendment or declaration, as to the power of the execution of the Co:n- 
miſſion, which ſurely did moſt concern thein and che Kingdom ; But touching 
that, they very well knew that by the Law of the Kingdom , and divers At. 
of Pacliament.then in force, no ſuch power could be exerciſed over them. For 
the Scatute of ?wucheſter made the x 3 £.1. then in force, did declare the certain 
reportion of arms eycry man was to haye according to his eſtate in landsor 
goods, and the times, and how ofcen their armes were to be viewed , and 
whom, and in what manner their defaults were to be puniſhed. The Statuts it 
ſehf-followeth in theſe words, viz. And further it is commanded , that every 
man haye in his houſe, harneſſe to kcep the peace , after the ancient affize, that 
is to ſay, every man berwixt 15 yeers of age, and 4o yeers ſhall be aſſeſſed and 
{worn to armour according tothe quantity of their lands and goods , that isto 
wit, from 15 pound lands.atd goocs 4o Marks, that is to wit, and Hawbeck, 
a Breftl-plare of Iron, a Sword, a Knife, and an Horſe, and fromten poundof 
fands, and twenty Markes of goods, a Hawberke , a Breſt-plate of Iron, 
a- Sword , and a Knife: and from five pound lands, a Doubler, a Breſt- 
plate of Iron, a Sword and a Knife : and from forty ſhillings lands, 
and more unto five pound of lan1, a Sword , a Bow and Arrows , anda. 
Knife : and hee that hath lefſe then 4o ſhillings yeerly ſhall be ſworne to keeps 
(Gyſarms,Knives,and other lefſe weapons : and he that hath leſſe then 2a Marks 
in goods ſhall have $words, Knives, and other lefſe weapons :..and all others 
that may, ſhall have Bows and Arrows out of the Forreft, and in the Forreſt, 
Bows and Bolts + and that view of Armour be made every yeere rwo times: 
and in all Hundreds and Franchiſes , two Conſtables ſhall be choſen to make 
the view of Armour: & the Conſtables aforeſaid ſhall be preſent before Juſtices 
afſign'd for ſuch default as they doe ſee in the Countrey about Armour : and of 
the ſuits Towns and of Highways. And alſo ſhall preſent all ſuch as doe lodgn 


ſtrangers 
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fratgers ih uplandiſh Towns, for whom they will not anſwer. And —_ 
ices ſhall preſent alſo at every Parliament unto the King ſuch defaults as they 
have found , and the King ſhall provide remedy therein. And from hence- 
forth let Sheriffs take | _ heed and Bayliffs within their Franchiſes,and with- 
out, be they higher or lower, that have any Bayliwick, —_— in Fee, of 0- 
therwiſe, that they ſhall follow the he with the County,and after, as they arc 
boutd to keep Horſes, and Armour foto due. And if there be any that doe 
not , the defaults ſhall bee preſented to the Juſtices aſſigned and after by 
them to the King as before is ſaid, and the King ſhall provide remedy. And the 
Statute made in the firſt yeer of E. 3.cap.5.Stat. f.29.which followeth in cheſe 
words. Items, the King willeth that no inan from henceforth ſhall be charged 
to arme himſelfe otherwiſe then hee was wont in the time of his Pregenitours 
Kings of England, and that no man be compelled to gue out of his Shire , but 
where ner a requireth , and ſudden comming of ſtrange enemies into the 
Realm 3 and then it ſhall be done as hath. been uſed in times paſt for thede- 
fence of the Realme , declares the Law to the ſame effe& with the former , for 
here it is declarcd,no man can be charged with Arms otherwiſe then as in time 
of the Kings Progenitors, or compelled to go out of kis County , but in caſe of 
aQuall invaſion.And to the ſame effeR isthe Statute made 25 E. 3.cap.8.-which 
followeth in theſe words. /temn, it is accorded and afſented that no man ſhall 
be conſtrained to finde men of Armes , Hoblers or Archers , other then thoſe 
which hold by ſuch ſervices , if it be not by common affent or grant made in 
Parliament, for that is contrary to the Law of the Realm, 
And by another A& of Parliament madeq H.4.cap.1 3. the former Afts of 
1 E.z.and 15 E.3.areall confirmed as may appeare by the Statute taken our of 
the Parliament Roll it ſelfe, becauſe thar & printed Book doth not fully recite 
it which followeth in theſe words, 2iz. To the thrice Excellent, thrice Re- 
nowmed, and thrice gracious Sovereigne our Lord the King , wee your poore 
Commons pray, that the Statute made in the firft yeere of the Reigne of the 
Noble King Edward your Grandfather, containing, that nene ſhall be diftrai- 
ned to goout of their Counties, but only for the cauſe of neceſſity of ſudden 
comming of ſtrange enemies into the Realme. And the Statute made in the 18 
yeer of the Reigne of the ſaid Grandfather, That men of Armes, Hoblers and 
Archers, choſen to go in the Kings ſervice out of England, ſhall be ar the Kings 
wages from the day they doe depart out of the Counties where-they were cho 
fn. And alſo the Statute made in the 25 yeer of the Reigne of the {aid Grande 
father, that none be compelled to find men of Arms, Hoblers, nor Archers; 0- 
ther then thoſe which hold by {ch ſervices, unlefſe it be by common affent, and 
grant made in Parliament, ſhall — __ and in all poin. _

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without being broke in aty manner ; And that tone of us the faid Commony. 
btediflrained to go into ales, or ellwhere out of the Realme, contrary tothe - 


forme of the Statutes aforeſaid. And that all the Commiſhons and W rits made 
contrary tothe ſaid Starutes, and all the IndiAmencs , and Accuſations, Oblj. 


gations , and tyes made by colour of the ſaid Commuſſions or Writs with all 


their Dependaucies and circumAances thereof, may be reyoked,cancelled,quaſh. 
ed and difanulled for eyer, as things made again(t the Law, and that they may 
not be taken for an example in time to come ; Andif any of your liege 

be impriſoned by force of the ſaid IndiAments or Accuſations , that they be 


preſently delivered and the ſaid Indi&ments held void. The King :conſenteth . 


tothis law with this , that always by force or colour of the faid lupplication, 
nor of any Statutethereupon to be made , tae Lords nor any other that haye 
lands or poſſefſions in the Country of Wales.or in the Marches thereof ſhall in 
no wile be excaſed of their ſervices8 devoiers due of their ſaid lands and poſ- 
ſeſſions, nor of any other devoizr or things whereto they or any of thembe 
eſpecially bound to our faid Lord the King , though that the ſame Lords and 
others have other lands and poſſeſſions within the Realme of England , nor 
that the Lordsor other of what eſtate or condition ſocver they be, that hold 
by Eſcuage or other Services due to the King any lands and poſſeſſions with 
in the ſaid Realme, be no way excuſed to do their Seryices and Devoirs due of 
the faid lands and poſlefſions, nor that the Lords, Knights, Eſquires,nor other 
perſons of what eſtate or condition they be, which hold and have of the Grant 
or Confirmation of our ſaid Lord the King,Lands,Poſleſſions Fees, Annuities, 
Penſions, or other yeerly profits be not excuſed tro doe their Services to Our 


Lord the King, in ſuch manner as they are bound, becauſe of the Lands, Pol- 


ſeſſions, Fees, Annuitics, Penſions , or-Profits aforcſaid. So that the Stattnes 
before mentioned were all confirmed by the Parliament held nut full one yer 
before this Statute of 5 H. 4. And by theſe Afts, it cleerly appeareth, "that the 
King could not by the Law give power to impoſe Arins upon the SubjeRs, or 
to compell chem to be drawn out of their Counties ; and therefore the Com- 
mons of the Parliametit of 5 H:4. many whereof very probably ſerved in the 
inumediat Parliament before when the Statutes aforeſaid ( was confirmed ) 
knew very well that the Commiſſion of Array,then preſented unto them could 
not bind them that had the Law, and irength of ſo many At of Parliament 
to proteſt them. Bur becauſe the former AR of Parliament did provide Re» 
—_—_— for the perſons that were to be commanded, and not for the Cam- 
rai that were to put thoſe commands in Execution , upon very great 
pains the Comunons, for the indempnity of thoſe perſons who under colour of 
hoſe Commands might probably be rroubkd and 'vexed by Fines or Impri»

ſnments, thought it neceſſary to ſecure Sn aſwell as themſelves, and there» 
fore prayed that the penall clauſes touching the Commiſſioners might be put 
out. And though many Commiſſions of Array did afterwards iffue forth in 
the runes of H.4.H.5. and H.6. Yer did not any iſſue out agreeable in words 
and manner with that correted Commiſſion , as may appeare by the Patent 
Rolls of thoſe times, and the very next Commiſſion thar ifſued out 5 H.4- 
which was in time 6 H.4. and is entred upon the Patent Roll 6 H.4. Af. 15 
Doro, did not agree eicher in word or matter with that of 5 #.4. and moſt of 
the Commiſſions that afterwards ifſued vary from that even in ſubſtance. And 
ſurely had it bin conceived in thoſe times that the form of the Comiſſion agreed 
upon 5 47.4. and there entred had beene by that Parliament enacted , they 
would not have iffued out ſo many Commiſſions ; eſpecially in 6 H.4. bemg 
the next immediate yeer, of different words and different matter, which cleer- 
lymade them void by that Statute of 5 H.4. for the Statute doth ordain them 
noCounmiffian of Array, ſhould then after iſſue out otherwiſe , or in other 
words, the the Copy agreed upon, whereby all Commiſſions in other words 
or othec manner iſſued would be yoid, and not warranted by that Lawghad it 
enacted that Commiſſion , And that the Law then was, that no other perſon 
could be compelled to furniſh and provide Arms and Horſes, and go out of his 
County, otherwiſe then is declared by the afore-recited AQs of Parliament, 
doth not onely appeare by thoſe Statutes , but by ſeverall Acts of Parliament 
made after 5 H.4.

25. the laſt mentioned 
Statute of 4 and 5 Phelip and ſary, ( probably becauſe of the great propor- 
tion of Arms it did impoſe) was Repealed, and by that Repeal th r Sta- 
teof 13 E.z, was againe revived, for that the Statute of 4 8 5 Ph. & Af.

man was to find in certainty, and fuffer an AR of Parliament to continge, 
t did eſtabliſh a power in the King without liwvitation notontly to impoſe 
Arms but to command the perſons of the SubjeR at pleaſure , for ſuch-isthe 
power of the Commiſſion of Array , and they had ſhewed very little careof 
their own and the Subjets Liberty, in the Parliament of the firſt yeer of Ki 
Tames to Repeal the Statute of 4 & 5 Philip & Mary*, that had Repealed 
former Statutes penalties and Forfeitures touching finding of Arms, 
(without queſtion) che Commiſſion of Array admitting it to be eſtabliſhed 
Parliament was Repealed , and thereby to revive the power of that Commi 
ſion which would have ſubjeRed the peopleto far greater bondage. Andfure- 
ly had the Commiſſion of Array beenc authorized by A& of Parliament, 
whereby power is given to charge all forts of men without diſtin&ion with 
Armes at the diſcretion ofthe Commiſſioners, without limication, and to train 
and exerciſe at pleaſure without Reſtraint cither of time or place , It was 
little purpoſe to make the Statute of 4'& 5 Ph. & Aary, cap. 3. whereby theye- 
nalty of ten days 4 rus , or the. payment of forty ſhillings , is w- 
poſed upon ſuch as doe not appeare at Muſters being ſummoned thereun- 
to by the Kings Commiſſioners authoriſed for that purpoſe ; and the 
Commiſſions 'of . Lord Liertenants and Deputy-Lievtenants ſos grievous 
ty the People, and declared illegall in Parliament, fad not been ſo of ten iſſued 
and ſo much preſſed upon them , if the Commiſſion of Array not much difk- 
ring from it in power, and not at all leſſe grievous to the Subjet , mightby 
the warrant and authority of the Laws of the Realin have ſupplyed their room, 
But ifall that hath been id had been omitted , the illegality of this Commil- 
fion is fufficiently cleered by two- Statutes made in the Kings Majeftics Reigne 
that now iWthe one being the Petition of Right confirmed this Parliament, 
and the other enaQted this preſent Parliament. For in the Petition of Rightthe 
Lords and Commons doe amongſt other things ſer forth that by the good 
Laws and Statutes of this Realm the SubjeRs have inherited rhis freedom that 
they ſhould nor be compelled to contribute to any Tax, Tallage, Aide, or other 
like charge not ſet —_— conſent in Parliament, then they complain that 
divers charges have been layed, and levied upon the people in ſeverall Cout- 
ties by Lord Lievtenants,Deputy Lievtenants, Commiſſioners for Muſters, Ju- 
Rices of Peace, aud others, by command, and dire&ions from his Majeſty , of 
his Privy Councell, againſt the Laws, and free cuftomes of the Realme, lo that 
the Law there declared, was that none could be compelled to contribute oy 
ax, 
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Tax, Tallage, Aide or other like charge, - by conſent in Parliament : The 
breach of that Law to be for that divers charges were laid upon the people by 
Lords Licvtenants, Commiſſioners for multers, and others by command or 
direction from his Majeſly, which comprehends the caſe in queſtion, For here 
isa Tax or Charge impoſed upon the people by compelling them to find 
Armes; This Charge is impoſed by command and direQions from his Ma- 
teſty, for it is by Commiſſion under the great Seale, and all chis without the 
conſent of the Loris and Commons in Parliameat, fo within the words of 
the Petition of right, and it is very well knowne, and it doth ſufficiently ap- 
peare that the charges there mentioned to be Iayd by Lords Lievtenants, and 
depury Lievtenancs were the charging of the SubjeRs wich Armes, againſt 
Law, by colour of their Commiſſion from his Majeſty, The other Statute made 
this Parliament intituled an AR for the berter raifng, and levying of Souldiers 
for the pcelent defence of the Kingdomes of Ergland, and [relamd. Tn the pre- 
amble declares in theſe words, 252 Whereas by the Lawes of chis Realm none 
ofhis Majefties SubjeRts ought to be impreſſed; or compelled to goe out of 
his County: to ſerve as a Souldier in the wars except in caſe of nec tp, of the 
ſudden comming in of ſtrange enemies into the Kingdome, or excopr they bee 
otherwiſe bound by the Tennor of their Lands or pcſſeſſions. 

And that this commihon is directly contray to this Declaration is fo evident: 
that it requireth no- application : So that upon the whole matter the flate of 
the caſe in queſtion {tands thus. 

By divers a&ts of Parliament made inthe times of King Edward the firſt, 
King Edward the third, and confirmed by a Statute in the fourth yeare of Henry 
the fourth, the ſubje&t was not compellable to finde any other Armes then 
was declared by thoſe Statutes, or to goe our of their county, but.in caſe of 
24uall invaſion by forraigne enemies. And by any expreſſe clauſe of the ſaid 
Statute of confirmation, none of the people were to be diftreined to goe into 
Wates; or elſe w here 1gainſt the forme of the ſaid flatutes : And that all the 
commiſſions and writs made contrary to the faid Statutes, and all Indicements, 
Accuſations, Bonds. and things done by colour: of the f1id commiſſions, or 
writs, wich all cheir dependancies, and circumſtances: ſhould be reyoked,can- 
elled, quaſhed and madev1id for ever, As things done againſt the Law, and 
thatthey ſhould not be drawne in example in time tov-come : Then in Oftober 
following divers Commiſſions expceſly contrary to thoſe latures iſſued out to 
ſeyeral counties of this Realm, in Hilary Terme next following that Oftober, 
another Parliament was called, and then a copy of that commiſſion was dcli-* 
vered to the Commons, who complained -onely of divers dangerous clauſes: 
contained in the ſame that concerned the Commiſſioners, for whom no provi-. 
fipryat all was-made by any the former ARts of Parliament, and thoſeclauſes. 
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enely put out by the at defire that no Commiſſion hereafer 
ſhould iſſue out otherwiſe, or in other words then are contained in the (aid 
Copy, but take no further care of themſelves, kuowing very well that as ig 
the power of charging them with Armes, Trayning, and exerciling of them, 
and commanding them out of their Counties, the ſame was ſufficiently pro- 
vided for the Parliament before, being all within the compaſſe of a yeare, for 
that Parliament was ſummoned in Afichaelmas, the fourth Henry the fourth, 
And it is to be obſerved that the Comiſſion of Array awarded before that Par. 
liament,was at or about the very time the Kingdome was invaded by forraigne 
enemics, The French having aſſaulted the Iſle of Yight, and burned Plmauth, 
and the Scors having entred the North parts of this Kingdoine, which probah. 
ly was the reaſon - the Commons did not complaine againſt the iſſuing of that 
Conwmiſſion : But as they doe not complaine, fo doe they not give it any eſtab. 
liſment by Parliament, and the Law thus continued untill che fourth and fifth 
Philip and Mary, which repeales all Statutes touching the finding of Armes, 
and provides for it in a fpeciall manner, then that Statute of Phil and Moy 
was repealcd, 1 7ac. whereby all the former Lawes were againerevived : Then 
the Statutes of 1 3. Edward the firfl,and 33.Hevyythe eighth were repealed by 
21 Tac. So that the pretence of the legality ofthe ſaid Commiſſions endeavou- 
redto be juſtified by the afore mentioned Procl:mation,doth now appear vain 
and unwarrantable : And though by the ſaid Proclamation it is alledged, that 
the power of granting ſuch Commiſſions for the defence of the King, and 
Kingdome, is inherent in the Crowne, and warranted by preſidents ofthe 
like Commiſſions in all ages, both before and fince Magna Charta, The Penner 
ofthat Proclamation muſt produce thoſe preſidents, ms make void divers Ats 
of Parliament hercin before cited that prove the contrary, or ſurely he cannot 
expe& to bee believed : Ir is true ſome preſidents hee may produce of 
Commiſfons of Array before 5. Henry 4. for divers iſſued out in divers 
Kings raignes, and for the moſt part they were warranted by particu- 
lar Acts of Parliament, for 13- Ed. 3. Ir appeareth by the alm. Roll 
m. 8. 15, 16. Dorſo. That divers Commiſſons of Array did iſlur, 
but thoſe Commiſſions were warranted by an A& of Parliament made 
that yeare for that purpoſe, as appeares by the Parliament Roll 13: £4. 
3-- p. 2+ N. 29. And the nextycereaftcr, divers Commiſſions of che like na- 
rure did iflue forth, and a ſpeciall Act of Pariiament to warrant the ſane 2s 
appeareth by the Parliament Roll. 14. Ed. 3. p. 2. N. 36. 41. And inthe 
Roll of Scotland, 14 Ed. 3. N. 6. 22.47. 50. 53. 54- and 14, Ed. 3. M-% 
derſo. But how far this may warrant the legality of the Commiſſion in queſti- 
on, letthe world judge, neither can hee finde any opinion of Sir George Crooks» 


or Sir Richard Httox in their Arguments of Maſter Hampden: cale, to m 
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the legality of the commiſſion in LL 4 : And ir is mach wondred how the 

nner of that Proctamation, can warrant that commiſſion by the ſtatute of 4, 
and 5. of Philip and Mary Cap. 3. or where in that ſtatute he finds any pow- 
er to compell men againſt cheir wills to provide Armes totraine, and muſter 
at pleaſure,to be commanded out of their counties.and to be impriſoned during 
pleaſure : Ir is true by that Statute it is ordained, Thar if any perſon ſhall be 
commanded to muiter before any perſon authoriſed for the ſame by commiſf- 
fon from the King. do abſent himſelfe or do not bring with him his beſt fur- 
niture, or Array as he then ſhall have in readinefſe, he ſhall be impriſoned for 
10 daies, or Pay 40. 5. But the power to charge him with Armes, or to com- 
mand to exerciſe, and traine, or to impriſon him for his diſobedience, during 
pleaſure, the penner of that Proclamation muſt finde ſome where elle, fcr he 
cannot finde 1t in that Statute, upon all which it followeth, that the commil-

Aving firlt received, by the publiſhed Votes and Declarations of both 

Our Houſes of Parliament, ſeverall informations of evident andimmi. 

nent danger unto Our Kingdome, from Enemies abroad; and at home, 

and finding that Our commiſſions of Lievrenancie ( alchough We did fince the 
beginning of this Parliament grant the like for the county of Yorke tothe now 
Earle of Eſſex with the privity of both Our houſes of Parliament, and with- 
out exception frum either ; and chat the ſame was the means for defence of-this 
Kingdome uſed in the happy times of that good Queen Elizabeth, and Our 
blefied Father, and confirmed as well by the opinions of Judges and I awyers, 
as the univerſall obedience of the Subje Rs ) were all of chem, wichout hearino 
any of Our Councell learned, yoted illegall, and by Our Houſe of Peers called 
into becancelled. And that thereupon Our Kingdome lay open and expoſed 
to all dangerous attemp:s withont other proviſion then of a late pretended Or- 
dinance of both Our faid Houſes ; which ( being made without Us, and: con- 
trary to our expreſſe will declared, and after it had been twice refnſed in Our 


Houſe of Peers, and after the departure of a majur part of the Peeres ) was fo- , 


far from being a means to prevent danger, that if it ſhould have been admlt- 
ted, iz would 1n all probability have been the ready way to confuſion, and ru- 
inc, as being made in an unparliamentarie, unprefidented, and uniultifiable.

And Weexpeted for this our ſo Princely care of our People, and. obſer» 
yance of Our Laws, rather the dutifull thanks of both our Houſes then there- 
turnof fach an Anſwer or Declaration 25:cauſeleſly imputes to this Our fo 
wel: intended and juſtifiable an a, not onely ( upon mif-conftruRion and 
mſ=applicarion of ſeverall As and Declarations in Parliament (the tax of il- 


legality, burallo markerh ir -( upon:the nu{-repreſentation cf divers Fown 
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and omiſſion ofdivers Limitations in Our Commiſſion ) with the brand of ex- 
creame danger, and inconvenience thereby ro Our people, and of an heavier. 
Yoke of Bondage then either that of the late Ship-money, or any other charge 


caken away this Parliament. 
In all which, for the better and further fatisfation of Our well-affeted 
ple, and to fave them (if poſſible) from incurring any —_ eicher by o- 
09.096 that Ordinance, or diſobeying our Commiſſions (in both which We 
are relolyed co requ.re a ſtrit examination and account ) We haye taken the 
paines to examine the ſaid Declaration, and the obieRions therein againſt Oar 
Commitſions. 

And for the better underſtanding of the ſeverall particular doubrs which are 
now raiſed thereupon, We hold it neceſſary in the firlt place, to fer forth the 
true end of theſe Commiſhons, with the ſeverall Pbwers and Limitations 
thereof which by this Declaration are drawn into quelizon, together with the:

Andalchough notwithſtanding all theſe hmitations and cautions, it be trie, 
Thar in this charging of Arms, as alſo for the times and places of calling toge= 
thet Our SubjeRs; and of conduRing or leading them, and the dangers upon 
whiiclithey are to be Þ condued andled, much is lefc to the diſcretion ofthe 
Coffnitsronets ( as it mult of neceſbity in all Conmitsions, where the places 
tilyeF-and occaſions of execution of them, depent{ upon future accidents and 
and circumſtances, and cannot be certainly known, or deſctibed at the time of 
the Theo Commiſſions. ) Yet nevercheleſſe it cannot be inferred therup-

But that if they ſhall wilfully and unjuſt 
ly grieve any of Our good SubjcAs, in exceeding or not — Our Li- 
mitations or DiteQions, they are, by Law, cleerely puniſhable by IndiXment 
for the ſame Nor are, or ſhall any of Our SubjeRs {o grieved be without reme- 
dy of telicfe, 

And to the end thatevery County fo far as in Vslyeth, ſhould have cauſe 
to'reſt the more aſſured againlt any evill uſage and abuſe, By this Commiſſion 
We have appointet! for Commiſſioners, ſuch as have cflatesin the ſeveral 


Coutirs, and are perſons of Honour and Reputation who are not onely en-' 


gifhd tb all fairndſe wut of their own intereſt, bur allo in theconcernmenr of 
theit poſterity, Kindred, Alliance, Friends, and Tenants, and the good affeRti- 
on 
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on of their Countrey, which to perions ofſuch Condition as they are, i2oha 
confideration beyond their Fortunes 3 So that We hope their forwardnefle in 
nndertaking this trouble, for the publike defence, will occalion. in Our gead 
SubjeRs, rather a willing Obedience unto Vs, then the leaſt diſtruſt axilee- 
loufic of any of them. oo 

Having thus ſtated the ſubRtance of Our Commiſſion, aud prevemedthat 
miſ-underſtanding, which this Declaration might have clfe begotten there- 
upon ; We (in the neceſſary juſtification the:cof, and vindication of Qur 
own Honour, againſt thoſe expreſſions in that Declaration, which ſo neerly 
do concern Vs (under the Common name of Evil! Councellors) as if We had 
violated Our Laws, even thoſe fo lately mad? , broken Our often Protefta- 
tions of governing according to Law, and done that which -would bring 
Cur people anto a ſlavery) ſhall now joyn iſſue with Our two Houfes, ine» 
very materiall part of their Declaration, both in the conſideration of the 
pretended Danger, Inconvenicncy, and Illegality. oth 

And herein, firſt, for the pretended Danger, and Incunweniency ſo-much 
urged ; Wed >deny. 

That this ( ommſſion ts full of Danger, or Fuconveniency to Our Subjelbr,or

 Andlafily, Wee'demand, whether the perſons appointed over the Milyia 
by Our Houſes of Parliament, have not, by their pretended Ordinanceor Or. 
ders, molt of thole powers; nay, ſome greater over the SubjeR, in this matrer 
of the Militia, then are in this Commitſsion ? and how they themſelves can 
imagine theſe powers to be of a better nature by their authority, chen they 

are by Ours ? 

And as to this tax of danger and inconvenience, as in the generall itdid re» 
_ no anſwer at all, (though for the ſatisfa ion of Our people, We haye 
erein thus enlarged Our ſelves) fo for that particular vf the Yoak of Bon 
dage thereby in making ir heayier then that of Ship-money, fince they haye 
not ſhewed in what particulars, We ſhall ſay no more but this, That by this

:'We ſhall now proceed unto the next generall ifſue, touching the pretended 
tegality of Our commiſſion of Array, and ſhall juſtifie the legality thereof 
by Common Law and by the prattiſe of former Ages conform to it, nd by St4- 
tures in the very point againſt all the ſeverall pretences mentioned in the De- 
clacation, whereunto We ſhall give particular Anſwers. 

And We ſhatl firſt begin with the common Law, whereunto the Declarati- 
on faith this commiſſion is contrary ; and therein affirm. 

' That this Our Commiſſion is warranted by the very fundimentals of Our Gt 
vernment, and (as We ſaid in Our late Proclamation) the right of iſſuing thereef 
is inherent in Our ( rown., h 

For fince (as We hope none will deny) the Kingdom muſt of necelsity be 
ever in readineſſe (in time of danger at leaft) by power of Arms to preyentor 
ſauppreſſe Rebellion at home, and Invaſion from abroad:; and to thatend the 
Subje& muſt be armed and prepared before hand, and conducted after as there 
ſhall be occaſion ; and'that this cannot be done without a command or Go» 
vernment, We defire much to know in whom, out of Parliament, (for Pare 
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liaments are not alwayes, nor can be called at all times, orgitet on the ſud- 
den) this power can be, but in Vs as the Supream Goveraour ; (asit is inall 
other States, be the pecſons of theGevernours one or mote, according to the 
form of each State) And can the Supream Governour, according to his duty, | 
and Our Self more particularly, according to Our Oath, otherwiſe afford 
Our people that proteAion which is due unto them in maintaiging to them 
the Laws inthe matter of Property and Liberty againſt private jury or op- 
preffion, As well as Our Self, and them, and wharſoever is-deer unto any of 
Vs againſt Enemics or Rebels, eſpecially the juſt Rights and Prerogatives of 
Our Crown wherewith Gd hath truſted Vs (according to the fundamental 
and well-eſtabliſhed policy of Our State) as well for the peoples good as 
Our own honour, both which mull be preſerved ; And will any man ſay 
that by calling of Our Parliament, (which is bura meeting of Vs and Our 
$ubjets (and ſuch they continue as well colleRively in the two Houſes, as 

were before ſingly) and a meeting in its own nature diſſolyable at Our 
pleaſure ; and though now enlarged by Vs in Time, yet not in Power), 
We are grown lefſe or departed with any thing to them either by way 
of abdication or communication of Our Royall Powers ? This upon the com- 
mon principles of Reaſon and Government is ſo obyious to evzry man, that 
We fall or the preſent, proceed no further therein either by quotations of 
As of Parliament; or other legall authorities ( fome whereof we have recited 
in Ourlate Proclamations) till Our two Houfes ſhall give us ſome juſtifiable - 
inflanceof ſome good time to the contrary.

And this prattice, the Penner of this Declaration doth indeed not deny;

to later times, if he had fo pleaſed he doth afterwards confeſſe, That divers 
Commiſſions of Array iſſued in divers Kings reignes before 5. H.4. But as 
to this point of praRice before 3. 7.4. he faith by way of Anſwer, That for 
the molt part they were warranted by particu!ar Ats of Parliament. And 
yet amongſt ſo many preſidents of feverall Commiſſions, hee gives inſtances 
Ro. Part, Ondly oftwo yeeres in 13. & 14.E. 3. of Commiſſions of Art 
13. E, 3, then iſſued, warranted by AR of Parliamenc. Which, if true, d

the fame perſons ) or of any other AR, which the King doth by the adyice 


of His Parliament, though he may doe it without them : Rather ir _ 
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the legality, and the former uſage of ſuch Commiſſions of Array, in that it ap- 
points ſuch Commiſſions to ifſue;but limits not all the particular Clauſes or 
Powers to be inſerted therein as a thing known and uſuall to be done. 

- But the truth is,both the prefidents do concern the drawing of men out of 
the kingdom to a forraign Warzand fo are nothing to the purpuſe We have in. 
hend. And that of 1 3. E.3.is notat all a Commiſſion of Array, but of another 
nature giving power to the Lord Wake,and others to provide moneys, and te 
cauſe certain perſons there named, who had particularly undertaken the Ser- 
vice of the Scorteſh Wars, Lenr arrater & appareiller d'aller vers, Newcaflle.

Having thus fer forth, the continuall pratice of iſſuing forth Commiſſions of 
Array in fociner ages (whereunto We never found.cill now, any exception, as 
for home defence) and the abſolute neceſſity thereof, We doubt not bu every.in- 
different Judgement will eafily conceive, that this power is a right in Vs by the 
Common Law. And the rather, when they ſhall conſider, That a Commiſſion 
of Array having been ifſued by the King.in 5: H.4.The Commons in Parlia- 
ment, thar yeere, did not except to any part thereof as illegall, no, not to the 
Clauſes which ſeemed oO the Commiſſioners ; nor did except at all ro 
ary the powers of execntion thereof over the perſons to be commanded, but did ac- 
knowledge the Royall affcnt, for the amendment, and alteration of chat Com- 
miſion into the now preſent forme, to be an Act of great grace. 

And herein We cannot but admire that rhe Penner of this Dcclaratiou 
ſhould urge it as a reaſon why the Commons in that Parliament of g.

And to this purpoſe, We to obſerye ; that this Declaration, doth confeſfe z 
That the Record ma the Pactiament of 5. H. 4. concerning the commiſſion of 
Array, isan a& of Parliament ; and that the Queſtion is now, onely abourthe 

ing thereof, Whether the Parliament weant thereby, onely totake away 
ſorwe perall Clauſes touching the Commiſſioners (as the Declaration _ 
which purpoſe, onely it allowerh it for an! a) or ciſe to fertle alſo the Pavers 
of Execution thereof, over the perſons to be commanded, as We affirm. 

And therein (as We do agree) that at the firft, the complaint ofthe com- 
mons, vas enely in refpeR of ſowe Clauſes and Words therein, which were Grie- 
vous, and Dangerous to the Commiſſioners : So itcannot be denyed, butthatab- 
terwards the copie of the commiſſion ſo complained of, was delivered by the 
King to the Commons, wirh an exprefſe Generall Liberty (without any re- 
ſraint) ro corre it according to therr own minds, and thereupon the Commons 
did make uſe of that further Liberty, and correRed the Copy, in divers mate- 
riall Clasſes, and Words which concerned the Powers of Execution, as well as 
thoſe, which concerned the Commuſſioners(though the contrary be ſtrangely af 
firmed by the Penner of this Declaration) as may appear more particularly by 
the clauſes fol lowing, wholly omitted by him.

in the Copie ſo corretted &c. An AR was thereupon, made by the Kings Roy- 
all aſſent thereunto, by the advice of the Lords. | 

And thus upon the whole Record ir is cleer, That in the litterall Sence the 
commiion is fully caaRed in the. whole ; and We do not obſerve that to be 
denied ia the Declaration. And the axtof the Penner ſeems to be ſpent onely 
concerning the inzent of the Parliament in labouting to prove, That the comn- 
wons meant nothing in the AR, but the taking away the penall clauſes: and 
words concerning the Commiſsionecs. And the Argument is drawn only from 
the end of the Statute, which the Declaration faith, was onely for the ſecurity of 

- the Commiſioners:And this the Penner goes about to prove : Firlt, From the 
Complainr,as being no more ; Secondly,Frum their amendment of the Copis, 
35 being onely concerning the Commiſcioners.Thirdly.From the Prayer, bei 
tothe ſame purpoſe. Fourthly,Out uf the occafion, as ſuppoling the AR nece(- 
ſary, on the part of the commilsioners, not on the part of the perſons to bee 
commanded. Laſtly, out of the ſubſequent praKtice of iſſuing Commulzians, 
chat there never went out one agreeable with the Copie ſo correRed. 

And herein, to juſtifie this Our ſence on this Act of Parliament of 5. H.q., 
And withall to ſhew the errours, and miſtakes ofthe Declaration in the frame 
ofthe Argument to the contrary, the ſtate of che caſe Aands thus briefly. 

The Commons complained bur againſt the Penall Clauſes upon om- 
miziogers (which We agree) at firfl ; but afterwards, the King lef at 
liderty to correR the whole, as they pleaſed.

F fourth pretence, That it was unneceſſary to take care. of the perſons 
to be Fnmanded, becauſe that the Powers of execution over then were againſt 
1E.3.cap.5. 25 E.3.cap.8.& 4 H.q.cap.rz. and thatthe Commiſſionsof thar 
kinde, were then ſo lately damned in-q H.4. Wee anſwer , That if-it were ſo, 
there was the more neceffiry for them to complain , as we have ſhewed before.

As for the occaſion of Relief for the Commitſsioners. more then for the pet- 
ſons to be commanded, We ſay, the Commons could not but know, that there 
was no more occaſion for the one , then for the other : For the ſame Law of 
4 H.4. if it had (as is pretended by the Declaration -) expreſly: damned the 
Commiſion as unlawfull in the Powers, that (without morc) had apparently: 
to every coinmon Judgment, ſufficiently ſecured the Commits1oners oy all 
Refuſals ; And in truth, the perſons to be commanded , being moſt ap."

For the laſt pretence of contraty praRice, Our anſ{wee is. Firſt, We deny this 
(which the Declaration affirmes) That though many Com miſsions of Array 
did iffue out after 5 F.4. yer none of them did agree with it in words and mat» 
tec : For We ſay, That divers Commiſions were the very ſame,ſaving in thoſe 
things which were neceſſarily , and as of courſe, to be changed , as (amongſt 
others) may be ſeen in the after times of King Herry the Fourth. See Pat.7. Hg.

And as unto the pretended contrary pra&ice, Wee agree, "that 'it is true. 
Divers'Commiſsions of Array did iſſue out , which doe vary from this 
Statute of 5 7.4. yer Wee deny that they muſt be therefore contrary to it ; 
For (howſoever upon the Commiſsion of 5 H.q. as it was correted in 
the ſeverall Clauſes in ſ1ch manner as before) 'it is enaRed that from thence- 
forth forward no Commiſſon ſhould ifſve out otherwiſe then is contained in 
that Copy, yet it is moſt evident , notwithſtanding , that the meaning of the 
Law could never be to tye the King to the very words of that Copy ; For then 
at all times the Commiſſions muſt have begun with Rex,&c. and not - (arolas 
or Regina, and ended with the ſame Tefte for T ime and Place andjuft the fame 
preamble of danger, be ir-truc or falſe (whatſoever other occaſion had beene) 
muſt have been meant to be expreſſed ; All which are abſurd.

Chevalry, 
But if any man be- yet unſatisfied with, ſo cleer Reaſons on Our part , 
and in Our Anſwers, We ſhall conclude upon him with the Authoritie of 
the whole Parliament of the ſeventh of Henry the fourth, Roz.

within two yerrs after this Our Cammiſſion was ſetled, when probably 


many of the {ane perſons were Members of both the Parliaments; Whereby -

And n>leſle conſiderable is it to this purpoſe, That for the charge of this 
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defraceno man of what date ſoever, is by this At charged above therxs 
of fit en Pounds in Lands, or forty Marks in Gosds, and he that hath fifteen 
Pound in Land, or forty Marks in Goods is charged as high as the greateſt ; 
which is not to be imagined in caſe of proviſion for dctence extrag- 
dinary.

Butthis courſe producing indeed 1:ttle effect, in the time of King Fdyed 
t"e ſecond, partly out of the favou', which it is likely the Commaſsiones 
did finde, and partly iy reaſon of the ſhort remainder of His Reign, thee 

2$ juſt 0:caſio, both for Complaint, and Relicf in this next Parliameit 
of the tirſt of Z4vard the third, And though the particulars of -the Petiti 
in the firſt of Fdvard the third, and the Anſwer out of which (accordig 

tothe mann:r of thoſe times) the Printed ARt was made, do not me 
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fr the want of the Roll of that "#5. A yet We may well udge therc- -

againſt thar Statute. 

For this O5j<Aion, We need do no more then refer Our {clves to Our

Edward the third, there is not only to be a conſent, but alſo 4 
grant in Parliament, for ſo the words are (if it be not by common conſent antl 
grant in Parliament ) but in thoſe Aﬀs of 13. Edvard the firſt, and x E4- 
wardthe third, there is no colour of a grant made at all. And this Statute 
being declaratory of the Common Law, as appears by the reaſon of the At 
ddivered in the Petition of the Commons in theſe words, Car cet eſt en- 
countre le droit d:1 Realme.

And Secondly, As for the other part of Our Commiſſion, which is con- 
cerning the charging thoſe who are impotent in body, but able in «ſtate, to 
finde Arms for others : If ſuch finding of bare Arms had been within the 
letter of that Statute, or the finding of a compleat Souldier by ſuch a man, 
had been within Our Commiſſien ; yet it would haye been a harſh conſtru- 
Rion, (and doubtlefle contrary to the intention of the makers)-ty generall

1. originally was not meant, as a proviſion of Arms for 
defence extraordinary, much lefſe fo intended here. | 
Secondly, 1 it were for detence extraordinary, yet neither this AR of 
5. Her.4. nor the Commillion thereby ſethed, have any relation thereuntd in 
words, much tefſe in meaning. | 
For the words, There is no-mention of r3. Edw. x. either inthe AR or 
Commiſſion, bnt the words of the Commiſſion are general}, for m_—_— 
Arms ſecundum ftatum & facultates ; According to every mans degree 
ability, without kmitation, of the kinde of Arms, or particular ſeverall 
proportions of «ſtates. | | 
And for the meaning, We cannot conceive it to be leſſe, then according 
to the full extent of the words, For there is leſe reaſon to imagine that the 
Parliament of 5. Henry the fourth, did any wayes intend the aſſize _ re 
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eſtabliſhed by 13. Edvardthe firſt, then there was to imagine the likeupon. 
the AR of 1: Edward the third ; for that between 1. E4vard the third, and . 
5, Henry the fourth, All kinde of Arms were more altered, then betwixt 
13. Edvard the firſt, and 1. Edward the third, and in this ſpace of time, 
Guns were come into uſe in England, which were both neceſary to be- 
commanded and provided againſt by other Arms. 

And to avoid Repetitions, We further refer Our (elf, in theſe two parti- 
culars, to what We before obſerved upon the Statute of 1. Edw.3. 

And as for any reſtraint of thoſe generall werds of Our Commiſſion, 
by any conſtruQtion of Law to the particular aſſize of 13. Edw. 1. We ſay, 
That though a ſubſcquent particular At may reſtrain the generall words of 
a Commillion (as We have faid before, upon the Statute of 4. and 5. Phil. 
and Mar.) becauſe the ſubſequent AR, as it may take away, 10 it may limit 
any Power given either by Common Law or Statute, yet a precedent partt- 
ale A& (upon the lame reaſon, becauſe it hath no ſuch Power) doth not 
regularly reſtrain the generall words of a ſubſequent Statute, which hath 
Power to centroll the former ; and (as in Our caſe) where the meaning 
appears to be as large as the words cannot poſſibly retrain them. ., 

But in this We need not labour, For though the Declaration in making 
way for this ObjeRion, admits the Commiliien, to have ſome colour ta 
be legall, as grounded upon 13. Ew. 1. as to that part of finding Arms 
juxta ſtatum & facultates : Yet it 16 the main and throughout ground of the 
Declaration, That this Commiſſion, becauſe it is generall, us again the Statute 
of 13. Eaw.1. and the other Statutes, and ſo void; whereas, if the Commiſſi- 
on had been reſtrained to 13. Edw.1, then it could not have been void as 
contrary thereunto. 

But, admitting that this Commiſſion was, by conſtrution of Law, 
neceſlarily to be regulated according to 13, Edw.1x. whilſt that Statute was 
in force, Our Anſwer is, that nevertheleſſe this Commiſſion did not fall 
by the repeal of that Statute, 

Wherein We ſhall admit (which the Declaration ſuppoſeth, though by 
Us it is diſproved) That this Commilſion was not warranted at the Com- 
nary before the Statute of 5, Henry the forrth, and then the Caſe is 

t this, 

The Statute of thirteenth of Edward the firſt, doth appoint a particular 
Aſſize of Arms for kindes and proportions, according to this neceſhry 
rule, the Arms for the kj»d: ſhall be fit for defence ; and for the proport;on, 
ſhall be according ro mens abilities (for ſuch is the AR. ) Aﬀterwards 
5. Henry the fourth doth «<ſtabliſh this' Commiſſion , wherein there is no 
particular reference unto this Statute of 13, Edward the firſt ; bay, 
7955 IR .

thetime (for that is nece{larily implyed) andfor the proportions, according 
to mens degrecs and abilities : which are equall rulcs fit ever to continue, 
though the kindes and proportions, may and mult alter. 

In this cafe. We do 2gree, That if the Commiſſion had expreſſily re. 
ferred to charge accotding to that Statute of the thirteenth of Edward the 
firſt; "Then that Commiſſion could have been no longer of force then 
the Statute had continued. For then it had been no more in ſubſtance, 
then if the powers had been but particular , to charge certain Arme, 
and in certain proportions according to that Statute. And in this ſence 
We muſt agree with the Declaration , That a Commiſſion being {g 
Rn" upon a Statute, upon the Repeal of the Statute, both fall ty 
gether. 

But in this caſe, (thus admitted) where the Commiſſion is generdll, 
and if the thirteenth of Edward the firſt, had never been, mult have had its 
fall operation, according to the words, both for the kinde of Arms and 
3, and was, regulated'but by a bare conſtrution of Law, both 

r Armes and Proportions by 13. Edward the firſt, which the Parliament 
might think fit to be a rule for thattime z it ſcems ſtrongly' tofollow, that 


when 13. Edward the firſt, ( which was the onely impediment why it did - 


Not work according to the extent of the words) 1s repealed, the operation 
of the Law upon this Commiſſion, ty force, ot that Statute, mult likewik 
ceaſe: and theCommillion muſt be conftrued according to the'words, the 
rather for avoiding of this miſchicf, that other wiſ>the Kingdom ſhould te 
without all neceſſary means to put 1t into a poſture of defence, which that 
Act did intcnd principally and perpetually to provide for. 

But more tuily to take off this O-j2tion,, We muſt here remember 
(hat We have proved before Y that the Powers of this Commiſſion mn 
the latitude of the wards thereof for impoſing Armes , ſecundum ſtatum 
& faculrates, according ro mens degrees and.abilitics, was warranted at the 
Common Law before ary Statute, and was to be executed without the 
diretion of any. particular Afſize for kindes and proportions :- As at this 
day feverall like powers for aſſefling men both-by Statute and Common Law 
according to their abilities, as for. high-wayes,, poor of the Pariſh, andthe 
like are to be executed. 


+ Theſe then being the Powers at Common Law ,. As it is cleer they are 


not taken away by any alfirmative Statute, (ſuch as 13. Fdward the tuft, 
ems to be 5.'Soif We ſhaltadmit (as ſtrongeſt againſt Our ſelf );thar there 
Were any negative words in this Statute or any. other Statute grounded

otherwiſe, (which other Statutes (according r takery 
jathe Declaration ) mult neceſfarily fall by rhe repeal of 19. Edward the 
firſt,} then that Statute being repcale>, The Commiſſion thus: freed of 
thols Statutes, remains 1n full force as it was at the Common 


Law. 

And now that We have paſſed over the As of Our Predeceſfors as well 
b-fore as after the Act of 5. Henry the fourth. We are encountred with Our 
own Ads, the Petition of Right, and 2 Recitall in an A this preſent 
Parliament, as being both againſt Our Commiſlion. 

Whereunto Ye need to lay but this, Thatit appears out of themſtves, 
that neither of them were ever meant to introduce a new Law : So as if 
(as We have proved) Our Commiſſion be not agairſt the Law, as it ſtood 
tormerly,, they were not intended ner juftly ought to be extended againſt 
it. But to give y<t more particular and full anſwers thereunto ; We fay, 
Fiſt, for the Petition of Right, it no wayc$extends to our Commilſions of

' The Objection made upon it ſtands thus. | 
The Petition of Right fets forth , That by the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm, the Subjefts have inherited this Freedom , That they ſhould not be 
compclled.to co:Mtribute toany Tax, Fallage , Ayde, or other Jike charge ,, 
not ict by common conſent in Parliament. And after complains, Thar 
divers charges have been Kid and levied upon the People by Lords Lievtc- 
nants, Yeputy Lievteants, Commiſſioners for Muſters, Juſtices of

The truth is, That alceit the impoſing of divers charges, and com» 
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manding divers Ads drawing aw upon the Jubje&, though pos 
fibly for their advantage, are void in Law : Notwithſtanding ut doth 
not follow that they are void as againſt this Petition. For the Petition 
of Right, as- againſt the charges therein mentioned, 1s onely to be 1n- 
tended of Meney, or other thing valuable, and to be parted with to 
or for Us, or Our adyantage : Such as are all the Charges more ſpecialty 
mentioned in the Preamble and Prayer, as that of Gift, Loan, and 
Benevolences , And ſuchas were thoſe Charges intended in the Preair- 
ble under the generall expreſſion of divcrs other Charges impoſed b 
Lrd&Lievtenants, &c. which We think is very well known to m 
Counties, to have been meer Pecuntary Payments, and which We ought 
to have torns. And for the other charges, that is, of Taxes, Tallages, 
Aydes likewiſe mentioned 5 which as tothis purpoſe are but Synonowa , 
and of one ſignification, they are meant cf money or other things valuable, 
and for the King ; and ſo uſed in the old Statutes, and had been in formes 
times impoſed upon the people, without Ac of Parliament 7 and accor- 
dingly alt of them are ſo to bee expounded in the Preamble. And the 
Prayer of the Petition faith nothing expreſſcly againſt the Commanding 
the Subje&t to do a thing which may be neceſſarily of expence or Charge , 
(wherein the AR is onely intended , and the Charge but a neceffary 11;- 
cident ) but the Prayer is onely againſt the compelling of the Subject 79 
geel1, or make thoſe kindes of charges : So as the cleer ſence of the Petiy 
tion, both according to the occaſion of complaint therein mentioned, and 
the Laws whereupon it is framed, as well as the propricty of the words, 
Is onely againſt drawing from the Subject, either Money or Money-worth, 
by any of thoſe pazticular charges therein mentioned, or any other 
charge of like nature (under what ſpecious title ſoever ) for the Kings 
advantage, which the more plainly appcars, for that the charge muſt be 
eld or made, as upou Gift, Loan, &c. which muſt neceſfarily be intended 
= ſome perſon, and no other perſon can be here colourably wntended but

And if the Petition, by any conſtrution may extend againſt the com- 
manding of any As, which in the execution may induce charges, yet 
ſuch charges muſt (according to the very words of the Petition) be /uch 
lite Charges, that is for Us or Our advantage, as the particular Charges 
Merein m-ntion:d, of Gift , Loan, cc But this charging of the Subjeet 
with Arms for the neceſſary defence of the Kingdom cannot be ſaid for Our 
particular advantage, all Our Sub;ets having therem a Common 
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© As forthe meaning of the Petition inforced in the Objedion from thy 
Charges by Lord-Lievtenants, and others complained” againſt in the 
Preamble, ſure We are that thoſe mult be ftich in the particular, as are 
after contained in the generall words of the Prayer, to which We hav 
anſwered before « And though it be to this purpote faid in the Declaration, 
That thoſe Chargrs by Lord-Lievtenants and othirs, were .meant of 
charging of the Suzjet with Arm:s , certainly no ſuch thing can appear 
m the Petition, which ſpeaks but oncly of divers Charges , but names 
none in particular; nor can there be any other aſſurance that the Houſes 
did intend aiy ſuch thing, but by Votes, wherein they onely ſpeak : 
and if any fach Votes. had becrn, We doubt not but We ſhould have 
found them -inſerted in this DECLARATION, And a particolar 
complaint of ſo great a grievance (as Our Commiſſion is made to' bee) 
would have been expreſ{cd in the Preamble of the Petition, with the Quo» 
tations of Statutes to the contrary, as was done concerning other grievane 
ces.

And We do beleeve, That there was at that time neither complaint 
or occaſion of complaint againſt the impoſing of Arins for home defence 
of the KINGDOME. Howſoever Wee are fure that no ſuch com- 
plaint was particularly repreſented unto Us , or Our Anſwer intended 
thercunto. 

And now to cleere this ſence of the Petition out of the Judgement of 
both Our Houſes this very Parliament, We demand this. Queſtion : If fo 
be the impoſing Armes for defence, be a charge upon the Sut jet within 
the meaning of -this P:tition, how the two Houſes will juſtifie their Ord!»

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For it is plainly to be obſerved, that the Commons did then take intocon- 
ſderation the generall grievances of the Kingdome, more particularly, concer- 
ning Military affaires, and therein the ations of Lord Lievtenants, and De- 
Lievrenants with their Commiſſions and powers, and their exceeding of 
their power, as exprelly the billering of Souldiers, and the payment of Billet- 
, Muſter-maſters fees. and others of that nature, were then in diſpute. 
And alchough the two Houſes could not bur take. notice of the impoſing of 
Armes upon the Subje& by our Commiſſion of Lievtenancy, and their powers 
to Levy, call cogether, Arm, Array, Train, and Mufler Our SubjeRs inhabi- 
ingin Our ſevetall Counties, and to conduR and lead them againſt all Our 
Enemics, and all Rebels and Traytors, from time to time, as need ſhould re- 
ire (in which particulars they contained the powers of Our Commiſſion 
of Array : Yet the Gomplaint was not made again them, for what they' did 
yertue of cheir Commiſſion ( no more then againſt the Juſtices of Peace, 
though complained of, roy ether with the Lievtenants ) but for marters ' where - 
inthey did exceed their Commiſſion, upon the command, or direRion from 
Us, or Our Counce'l ; the Petition throughout diſtinguiſhing berwixt ſuch 
Commands, or dire&ions, and Our Commiſſions. 
' Sothat We concl:de, here was nor onely an admiſſion, but an approbarion 
of thoſe powers, by that Parliament.

- But that We may lcave nothing undone, that may tend towards the full &;. 
tis Kion of Qur good people, We ſhall allo give this a particular anſwer, 
Firſt, Wee ſay, That if this recicall. had» beene an AR , yet there weir 
nothing in Our Commiſſion contrary to the lecter of it, for that by thig 
Commiſſion, no man is compellable by any fpcciall words to gee our of his 
County. 

And the geaerall words, ( giving power to the Commitlioners, far leading 
them to the Sca-coalt or cliewhere _ We have often repeated ) are with 
theſe limitations : They are to lead thems bur when there is immunene Dag» 
ger of enemicy, for defence of the Kingdome ; and then onely they are to beled 
to {uch places, as ſhall be ncceſſary for the expulſion, vanquiſhing and deſtrus 
Rion ofthe ſaid exemics, And this is a cale of necelljcy both within the wards 
of this recitall, and >ccording to the ſence of the ſame words, in the Statute of 
I1-E.3. and 4-H.4. ( chercin meant) as We have before ſhewe!. 

And thus We might leave this Objction, but that it implies a matter of a 
greater conſequence then plainly appeares. That reciralls of the Law, io Pres 
ambles of Statutcs are binding ; For in this ObjeRion, this recitall is called 9 
Declaration of the Lxw, and Qur Commiſſion laid to be comrary to that Statute, 
and it further implies, That cven in the greateſt and moſt horrid Rebellion 
the SubjeR cannot be compelied out of the County, for the ſuppreſſian thereof, 
But totHis We anſwer, That the difference is apparent, between an AR of 
Parliament declarative, and a recitall in a Preamble: For ſuch an Af (inany 
matter though miſtaken ) being afſented unto by Vs, and Onr two Houſes, is 
equally binding as having equall authority ) with an AR introdyRive of 2 
new Law, Bur the recitall in a Preamble, is no part of the AR ( the Royall 
afſent being onely to that, which is expreſly or tacitely prayed to be en» 
ated 2) Nor can it any wayes ſo much as imply our Opinion - For atherwiſe, 
Kings mult be inforced oftentimes to deny a good Law, for an ill Preamble;

And the truth is: the occafiorr of this AR now urged againſt us, appeares to 
be for the ſervice of arm and the-intention of it ( for ſo much as 15the en= 
aQing part) was to take away all ion concerning the preſſing of the Sub- 
rn paojes for Me LE che ation pA pinvirky And ſocon- 
cerned forreigne ſeryice; and'not home defence-, either againſt Inyafion of E- 
nemies or Rebels. 

And thus far the worke of the Declaration hath been to overthrow Our 
commiſſion by Statutes alleaged co be direRly again ic. There remayns yec 
ſome other ObjeRions drawn from the opinion of former Parliaments,and the 
practice of Our ſelyes and Our Predeceflors, and thoſe not direRtly, but by in- 
ferences. Bur theſe, as wee ſhall ſhew, are ſo far from concluding againſt Our- 

commiſſion, that they rather prove the contrary. 
' Thi firſt of theſe ObjeRions is upon the Starutes of x Zac.c.25-and 21 Jac. 
6.28, of Repeals : And 1s thus, That the Statutgof 4 & 5 Ph.& AM.c.2.havi 
Repealed this commiſſion (for ſo the Declaration ſuppoſeth) They had ſhew 


title care of their own and the SubjeRs Liberty, in the Parliament of 2 Jac. to 


Repeale that Statute thereby to revive the power of this commiſſion 3 which 
would have ſubjeRed the people to far greater bondage :. and from thence in- 
ferret That it is not probable that the Parliament of 1 /ac. would haye Re- 


-praled 4& 5PÞh.& AM. : As likewiſe fromthe Statute of 21 /ac,, (which Re- 
praledzhe Statutes of 13 E.1.and 33 H.$.) You it is not probable, rhat the 
ip | K ol 
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" Parliament of 21 Jae. would have Repealed Loſe Statutes (which in » mode. 
rate manner proportioned the Arms every man was to finde in certainty:) And 
ſuffer an AR (meaning this of 5 H.4.) to continue, which eſtabliſhed a power 
ia the King without limitation, not only to impoſe Arms, but to command the 
perſons of the SubjeRts ar pleaſure. | 

To this We ſay, that both the grounds of this Objetion are mittaken, For 
(as We havealrcady ſhewed) neither is this commilſion Repealed by the AQ 
of 4 & 5 Ph.& A.Nor is thece any ſuch unlimited Power given, or Bond 
by it, as is pretended. And therefore Our Anſwer is , That it is no wi 
that thoſe Parliaments might Repeal 4 & 5 Ph.& Af..2s too hard; and 1; &1, 
& 33 H.8. as of no uſe : and putthe Militia of this Kingdome againe wholly 
under the powers of this co:mmiſsion, (being ſo indifferent berweene both the 
other:) And indeed the ilrtia did after continue under Lievtenants, whohad 
in effect the powers given by this commitsion. 

And now We ſhall return this ObjeRton thus : 

That thoſe Parliaments of 1 ac. and 21 far. would have ſhewed little care 
of the ſafery and defence of the Kingdom to have Repealed thoſe Statutes 
which made proviſion for Arms , if they had thought there were no Lawor 
Power lefr in the King to charge wen with Armes for defence of the King- 
dome , ( as the Declaration afhrmes the Law now to be.) | 
© But whoſoever conſiders chat at thattime , and long before . the power of 
impoſing Arms,was pur in execution by Lievtenants,and Neputy-Lieyrenants, 
by authority of their commiſſions ( which to this purpoſe are the ſame with 
Our commiſſtons of Array) and that this power was not complained of in 
thoſe Parliaments, muſt conclude it more then probable.that thoſe Parliaments 
did.then conceive there was a ſufficient power remayning in the King toime 
poſe Arms. 

'next ObjeRion is from the opinion of the Parliament of 4 and 5 Phi- 
lip and Mary, c.3. That is Our commiſſion had beene authorized by Af 
Parliament, that Statute of Phrand Mary had been to little purpole , whereby 
the penalty of Impriſonment for ten days , or forty ſhillings is impoſed upon 
ſick, as doenot appear at Muſjgrs, being SumToned thereunto, by the Ki 
commiſſioners authorized for that purpoſe , Intimating, asthat the AR of 

& Mary would neyer have been made, if they had then ovnceived, that We had 
power to grant ſuch commiſſrons., | 
Tothis Wee anfwer, That the particular Arms and proportions of Amy, 
were then befure appointed by the State of 4 and 5 Ph, & Aa, cap.2- ur 

der certain penalties upon thoſe who ſhould be defeRtive, and fo a greacpi

of che care ofthe commiſſioners of Array was ſupplyed by the proviſion 
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gegtute; and the commiſſions of Array being not {o proper, but in time ofdan- 

,and of 2 larger extent, then the power of Muftering , a commiſſion of 
Muſter ( which is part of the powery of a commiſſien of Array) would then 
ſerve the ordinary turn : and for every ordinary default, but ara Muſter, in a 
time of no Danger , the puniſhment by 4 and 5 Ph.& Aary cap. 3. was great

= foc returne of this ObjeRion, Wee ſay, (25 Wee ob/erved before) That 
this Statute gives no new power, to grant commiſſons for Muſters, bur ad- 
mics the power to grant ſuch commiſſions to have been in the King before thac 
time. And whereas the Satute of 13 Ed.r.appoints no other Officers but the 
Conflables for view of Arms, it appears by thele Statutes of Ph.& Afary,that 
ce King might appoint His commiſſioners : which he could not, if this power 
of Arms had been wholly grounded upon that Statute, 

That laſt Objection of this nature, 15 grounded upon the common opinion 
or pratice ; And is this. 

That the Commiſſion of Lieytenancy, ſogrieyous to the people, and de- 
clared illegall in Parliament, had not been fo often iflued , and fo much pre 
ſed upon them, if the Commiſſion of Array, not much differing from it in 
power,and not at all lefſe grievous to the SubjeRt, rnight, .by the warrant and 
authority of the Laws of this Realm, have ſupplyed their Room. 

Tothis Our Anſwer is, That it ftands upon two grounds : Fuft , That the 
Commiſſions of Lievrenancy were grievous ; Secondly , That they were ille- 
gall : both which fo far forth ar leaſt as to the powers wherein they did not 
exceed the power of this Commilſion (for the other powers are not now in 
queſtion) are cleerly miſtaken. 

For, as for the grievouſncſle , wee ſay theſe Commiſſions were ſuch as had 
been long uſed in the happieſt times of Our Predeceſſors,and continued to Our 
Time ; And ſuch grievances » as did or might ariſe in the execution of theſe 
Commiſſions, not warranted by them, are no cauſe to'quarrell at the Commiſ- 
bons themſelves, more then at the Commiſſions of Peace , becauſe ſome Juſti= 
ces of Peace have exceeded or abuſed their authority. And howloever , Thoſe 
powers wherein they exceeded not our Commiſſion of Array could not be 
grievous, as we have already ſhewed. | 

And as for the illegality of thoſe powers, We ſhall not, nor will Our peo« 
ple be ſatisfied by bare Votes , that they ce illegall, The fame y 24 
without hearing of Our Councell, and without advifing with the Judges, and 
demanding their opinions (a courſe which was formerly uſed in ——_— 
23 appegss even by this Record of 5 Y.4- among? many.others, but in marrers 
ef Law, which haye of late riſen in Our Houſesof Parliament hath , (for = 
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cauſe We know not, been laid afide.) Burt Wee again ſay, theſe powers in Our 


Commiſſions of Lieytenancies are legall , and if there be any clauſes in ſuch 
Commiſſions whichareillegall, thoſe clauſes could nor at a!l-make the Come 
miſſions void, for ſo much as was legall ; much leſſe rake away Our powerof 
granting new Commiſſions, omitting ſuch clauſcs. 

Burt if We ſhould, for this time, admit the grounds of this Obje&ion, That 
Our Commiſſions of Lieytenancy had beene ſuch as this Declaration would 

ave them, yet it is but a very inconſequent Argument, That choſe Commiſſ. 
ons would not have iſſued ſo often, and been ſo much preſſed, if the Comm. 
fions of Array had been Legall. 

For the Commiſſions of Lievren1ncy con:cincd not onely moſt of the paw= 
ers of the Commiſſion of Array, but in many things exceeded themand were 
iſſuable in times of Peace, whereas Commiſſions of Array conmonty iſſued in 
times of Danger onely , and ſo there was occaſion forthe one Commiſſion, 
when there was non? for the other. 

Buron the contrary, (that Wee may Retort this ObjeStion alfo,) fincethat 
the Commiſſions of Lievtenancy, not much differing from the Cornniſſions of 
'Array in Power, (as the Declaration faith ) and in many things exceeding 
them, have & often iſſued in the Reignes of ſeverall of Our Predeceſſors, and 
wereallowed by the Judges of thoſe times , obeyed withour diſpute, and nxt 
queſtioned in the Parliament of 1 Fac.or 21 ar. nor were theſe powers wherce- 
ir: they agreed with the Commiſion of Array c-mplained'of by the Petition 
ef Right, but rather admitted and allowed, as Wee have already ſhewel k 
may very well be inferred that both the Commiſſions of Lievrenancy and of 
Array, A to thoſe powers at leaſt wherein they agreed) were Legall andfar 
from being any grievance to the SubjeR. 

Thus far we have proceeded in the Examination and cleering of the Obje- 
ions made againſt Our Conuniffions of Array. Lpon all which ObjeRions, 
weſhall further obſerve, that alchough the Declaration denies Our power at 
this day of commanding to Train or Exerciſe ; yet none of thoſe ObjeRions 
touch any thing upon thoſe Powers. So that if all were true which is ObjeS 
ed, yet we ſhould till have power (atleaſt by a diſtinQ Commiſſion) to com- 
mand Our SubjeQs to be Diſciplined, Muftered, Trained and Exerciſed, with 


-fuch Arms as they had in a readineſſe; for that (as wee have ſhewed before) 


theſe arediſtin& fromthe power of Impoſing of Arms , and may be ſeyerally 


-granted or executed. 


And now upun the wholematrer. the ſtate of Our caſe is this, It is Votedby 


: Our Houſes of Parlizment, Fhar Our Kingdom is in imminent danger of de- 
-ſtraRiop from cnemics abroad, and a diſcontented Party. at bome'; _ 
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there is a neceihity to = Ouc people into a poſture of Defence. 

In this caſe, for defence of Our hives and Our Kingdom, We ive awarted 
Our Commiſſjons of Array, thereby giving power to the Commiſſioners (pcr- 
{ons, We hope, beyord exception) to cauſe Our SubjeRs to arm themſelves or, 
if impotent in body, to find Arms for others, according to their abilities , in a 
reaſonabic and moderate proportion, and to mufter and train then at conve- 
nientrimes and places, and afterwards, upon occalion to lead them, where 
there is a neceſſity for the defence of the Kingdom , and che Exputhion, van- 
quiſhing. and Deſtruction of Encamies. 

And We have ſhewed, that the powers of theſe Commilsions, are grounded 
upon the very princtples of Government , and that without them, Wee could 
notdefend, and prote& Our SubjeRts, (as We are bound by Our Oath at Our 
Coronation) That they are warranted by the ancient Common Law, allowee 
by the conflant praRice of former ages eſtabliſhed by the Parliament of 5 H.4e 
(which cauſed a cory of thele Commiſſions to be entred upon the Roll, as a 
Ruleor Preſident for after-rimes)and are not Rpealed, or altered by avy Sta» 
rutes now in force, 

And yet, though this Danger , and the neceſſity of putting the Kingdome- 
into a Poſture of Defence, is thus apceed by both Houſes ; nevertheleſſe , this 
Commiſſion, and all others of like nature , are by their Declaration ſaid to be 
illegall; And it is thereby denied, That We have, at any time,Power to 
Our Subjefs with any manner of Arms (though for the abſolute neceſſary de- 
fence of the Kingdom) or that We cancommand them to be trained or exet=- 
ciſed, much lefſe to be led out of the County, though an Enemy be ready to cn« 
ter, or though Rebels be aually up in Arms. 

How far this opinion is confiſtent with Law,Reafon , or Regall Power, the 
ſafety of Our ſelves, and Our SubjeRs , (upon all this which Wee have faid) 
Weleave to all Our good people ro conſider, | 

And fince Our two Houſes (denying Us this Power) without Us,and againſt 
Our conſent, have made Orders (which they call Ordinances ) for 
Our $ubjeQs to be Armed, Trained, Exerciſed, Muſtered, and conduRed, 
ſend for Our SubjeRs as Delinquenes, and iropriſon them , for re to O= 
bey ſuch Orders; Tt is apparent, That what this Declaration faith againſt Our 
Commyſſion, without f.' panned is true indeed of thoſe Orders, that is, That 

they are contrary to the Law and Cuſtoines of the Realme , deftruRive rotha 
Liberty, and Property of the SubjeRts, and contrary to the Petition of Righe 
(a3 it is expounded in this Declaration.) as alſo againſt other Statutes. * 
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The Kings Majeſties Charge ſent toll the Iudges of 
England, to be publiſhed intheir reſpeQive 
- Circuits, By His Mijeſties ſpeciall

| *Ruſly and wel-beloved, We greet you well. Wee call to mindethar in

Majeſty willleave Delinquents to the duecourſe of Juſtice ; And that nothing 
done or ſpoken in Parliament or by any perſon in purſuance of the Command 


and Dire&tionof both Houſes of Parliament be queſtioned any where but in

And wee, for our parts , ſhall be ready to lay down all thoſe preparations 
which we have been forced to make for our defence.

(whileſt His Majeſtic expeRed the giving up ofthe Town unto Him) and to 
carry away ſuch Arms from thence as His diſcretion thought fit to ſpare out 
of His Majeſtics own Magazine ; The chuſing a Generall by both Houſes of 
Parliament, for the defence of thoſe who have obeyed their Orders and Com» 
mands (be they never ſv extravagant and illegall) Their Declaration, The 
in that 'Caſe, they would live and die with the Earle of Eſſex their Generall (ll 
which were Voted the ſame day with this Petition) And the committing the 
Lord Major of London to Priſon for executing His Majefties Writs andlaws 
full Commands, were but ill Prologues to a Petition which might compoſe 
the miſerable Diſtrations of the Kingdom : Yer His Majeflies paſſhionate/de-

led ro make Provifion both for the defence of himſelfe,and recovery of whats 
ſo violently and injuriouſly taken from hu; And whether theſe injuries & In- 
dignities are.not jul grounds for his Majeſties feares'and appreheſions of fat- 


ther miſchiefe and danger to him. Whence the fears and Jealouſics of the Peti- / 


tioners have proceeded, hath neyer been diſcovered ; The dangers they have: 


brought,upon His SubjeRts axe too evident ; What thoſe ace they haye proven ; 
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ted, no man knows ; Antilenta'l Majeſtie cannot but looke upon that 
Charge, as the boldeſt, and the moſt ſcandalous hath been yer laid upon him, 
That this neceſſary Proviſion made for His own Safety and Defence, is to over-rule 
the Indgement and Advice of His great (ouncell, and by Force to determine the 
Queſtions there depending concerning the Government and Liberty of the King- 
deme. If no other Force had been raiſed to derermine thoſe Queſtions then by 
his Majeſty, this unhappy miſ-underflanding had not been. And his Maje- 
je no longer deſires the Bleffing and Protetion of Almighty God upon 
Hinſelfe and his Poſterity ,then he and They ſhall ſolemnly oblerye the due

And though his 
Towns, . his Ships,his Armes and his Money be gotten and taken from him. he 
hath a good Cauſe left, and the hearts of his people, which, with Gods bleſſing 


he doubts not, will recover all the reſt. Laſtly, if the preſervation ofthe proce» 
; tant Religion, the defence of the Liberty and Law of theKingdom, the Dig-

and miſerable Freland, be equally precious to the petitioners, as they are to ns 
Majefly(who will have no quarrell bur in defence of theſe)there wil be a cheer- 
full = ſpeedy Conſent to what His Majeſtic hath now propoſed and defired.

FI He Houſe of Commons having been informed by Sir Chri/fopher Wray 
rg , one of the Members of that Houſe That a Printed Paper hath 
,® been publiſhed , cntituled,. The Petetron of (aptame Willtam Booth, &C. 
Whercin divers Members of that Houſe have been much ſcandalif{d, and him- 
ſen more particular. by ſeverall Imputations ; which the faid Sir (hrifte- 

Wray, did aver, to be malicious, falſe, and untrue; Therefore the Houſe ta= 
king in'o conſfideraticn, that the ſcope of that Petition concerned perſons in- 
trulled in the Execution'of the Conrnands of the Houſe , did refer the faid Pe- 
tition to a Cormmirctee to examine the truth thereof, who have made the Repe 
untothe ſa1d Houſe, That they have read the Peticion in the preſence of hoſe

Laws and Liberties of the Kingdeme, that any of the Subjects thereof 
ſhould be commanded by the King to attend Him at His pleaſure, but ſuch as 
are bound thereto by ſpeciall ſcrvice ;- And if any Meſſengers or Officers ſhall 
by colour of any command from His _ 5 under His Majeſties 
hand, Arreſt, take, or carry away any of His Majeltics Subjedts to any place 
whatſoever contrary to their wils ; that it is both againſt the Law of the 
Land, the Liberty of the Subjects, and is to the diſturbance of the publique 
_ the Kingdome, And any of His Majeſties SubjeRs ſo Arreſted, may 
whully refufe to obey ſuch Arreſts and Commands. 

And is is farther declared, that whoſoever is imployed by both or either 
Houſe of Parliament, concerning the Ordinance for the 145/:tia, or in advan- 
cing the Propoſitions, for raiſing of Horſe, m_ or Plate, according to the 
inſtrutions of both Houſes, or in furthering the ſubſcriptions for Ire{and, or 
in any other ſervice of both or either Houſe of Parliament, ſhall not depart 
that ſervice, orattend His Majeſty upon any ſummons or commands, figni- 
fied by Letter, Proclamation or otherwiſe, except ſuch Perſons ſhall be com- 

toſuch departure or attendance by Authority of Law. And in fo do- 
ing, both Houſes of Parliament will extend the utmoſt of their Power for 
their indemnity.

| VV Henl direfted that Summons ſhould be ſent out for your meeting here 


| this day, my principall end was, That I might give you thanks for 
the great forwardnefle and expreſſions you have made of your affeRions tome 
>fince I came into this Country, and to afſure you, That as the whole Kingdom 


hath great reaſon to value you exceedingly for it, fo I ſhall be very unſatisfied 


with my ſelfe, till I have found ſome way to fix a mark of favour, and eſtims- 


tion upon this County, and this people, which may tell Poſterity, how good

by our refignation,or any other way,pieces of ſo much advantage to him , and 
wekning to us, uſe would be made of them to our infinite prejudice and ru- 
ing, the intention being (till the ſame,not to relt ſatisfied with having H«//,or 
taking away the ordinance of the A45/3r5a; But to deſtroy the Parliament, and 
be maſters of our religion and liberties,to make us ſlaves, and alter the Govern- 
ment of this Kingdom,and reduce it tothe condition of ſome other countries, 
whichare not governed by Parliaments, and ſo by Laws, but by the willof the 
Prince,or rather of thoſe whoare about him. 

Yet willingly would wegive His Majeſty ſatisfaRtion' in theſe particulars

this wicked attempt, doe joyn» with the -Popiſh and Jcſunticall faRtion 'to- 
put the Kingdome into a combultion and Civill Warre, by leavying forcts' 
againſt the Parliament, and by theſe Forces to alter the Religion, and the 
ancient Government, and lawfull Liberty of the Kingdome, -and to- intro- 
duce Popery and Idolatry, together with an Arbitrary forme of Goyern- 
ment : And in purſuance thereof, have Traiterouſly, and Rebellioully let

relation and conſideration whereof (though Wee take no delight inthe ſh 
neſſe and bitterneſſe of expreſſions) *cis no wonder, if being compelled totake 
notice of Aftions of a high and injurious nature, and to conſider and anſwer 
words impetuoully direRed againſt Majeſty it Selfe, Wee be likewiſe enforced 
to uſe a dialeR rougher and different from what We have uſed to treatin (is 
a weapon We bluſh to find Our Self put to exerciſe.) And Wee call the Al- 
-nighty God to witneſle, that though Wee were extceamly ſenſible of the vio- - 
lent and unjuſtifiable Impoſitions upon Our Royall Office and Authority , of 
the apparent hazard and danger which threarned Our own Perſon, and Safe» 
ty, yet not ſo much the particular conſideration of Our Self, hath e Us 
in the Reſolution We have now taken, as the publick Care of the true Prote- 
Qlant Religion, the preſgrvation of the Law , and the Liberty of the Subje&, 
and the upholding the whole frame and conflitution of this Kingdome, fo ad- 
mirably founded and continued by the bleſſing of God , and the wiſdomeof 

Our Anceſtvurs, to the wonder and envy of all the neighbouring Kingdomes, 
which the fation and ambition of a few diſcontented ſpirits, with their coun- 
terfeir ſhews of Religion, and prerences of Libertie , endeavour to ſhake and | 
rend aſunder, and 3%, ard Our Self and all the SubjeRs of this Kingdom into 
perpetuall ſubje&ion unto their vaſt, unlimited, arbitrary, ſeditious JuriſdiRi- 
on,We ſhall begin Our diſcourſe from the beginning of this Parliament. For of 
theunhap difldlution of the lat (by the miſ-information and advice of ſome 
rerſons.ooked upon now under another charaer,) We ſhall forbear to ſpeak; 
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ſhall ever Prevail with Us, to do what wy think unſutable to the Honour and 
Repucation of a juft Prince, and of a good and a loving Maſter. 

When Wee reſolved to ſirnmon this Parliament ; ( which Wee did; out 
of Our owne earneſt and affetionate defire to beget a good and right. in- 
tellgence berweene Us and Our People , and before the meeting of Our 
Great Councell at Yorke, and uncompelled by any violence , but of 
Oar loye to Peace ) Wee, preſented to Our Selte-/the. unhappy condition 
wherein the State of this Kingdome then flood ,, conſidered thenature of the 
prefſuces (then more freely repreſented unto. Us). which in themſelyes were ' 


grievous to Our good Subjects, and in the conſequences of them might appear 


more terrible z Weetooke a full and cleer profpeX of the inconveniences and 
miſchiefs which had grown by the long intermiſſion of Parliaments, and by de- 
ting roo much from the known Rule of the Law , to an Arbitrary power, 

& upon the whole reſolved (withour. purting any glofſe upon Our own former 
Commands, or endeyouring to make any excuſe for the Ations of Our Mi- 
niſters) that the meaſure of Our juſtice and favour by way of reparation, 
ld far exceed the proportion of the ſufferings, Our good SubjeRs haqun- 
dergone by Us ; which We were confident would beger ſo mutuall an affeci- 
on and confidence between Us, that ſuch afoundation of firm and ſtable hap- 
pineſſe would-immediatly haye been laid for the whole Kingdom, that all me- 
mory of, former grievances would haye been eafily buried , and that this Par- 
liament ſhould ireceive 2 glorious celebration both by King and, People to the 
end of the World. And therefore upon the firſt Conyention on. the third of 
November, We declared Our Reſolution in that point, and then or ſoon after 
defired that whatever miſtaking had ye in the government either of 
Church or State might be removed , and all things reduced to the order of the 
time (the memory whereof is jultly precious to this Nation) of Queene E- 
z4htth, and for any expreſſion of their affeRion to Us in ſupply of Our known 
neceſſities, Wee were ſo far from preſſing , Wee reſolved not to think of it till 
all Out good People ſhould be abundantly farisfied in all neceſſary proviſion 
or their Liberty and Property, and whatever elſe might diſturbe them in their 
eftates or conſciences. How firmly We have kept Our Selfe to this Reſolution

At the beginning of the Parliament We quickly diſcerned by ſome circum- 
ances of their proceedings , that they meant nor to confine or containe them= 
flves within the paths oftheir Predeceſſours ; which Wee imputed to the diſ- 
otder; and impatience , the former ſufferings. of the Kingdome- had begor in 
them, and therefore We-refolved ro take no exceptionsto any particular, but to 
doe Our part in any point of Reformation » afſoone and as often-as any oppor- 

Vuu tunity 
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tunity ſhould be offered unto us, believing thataaſſosn as they ſhould find them 
ſelves reſtored to their old ſecurity, and the matter and ſubſtance of their doubt | 
and fears to be removed,they would cafily and willingly reduce themſelves inty 
cheir good old way, & apply themſelyes to the uſual form of their Predeceflors 
in the courſe of their proceedings. And though we well knew the'Combination 
entred into by ſeverall perſons for an alteration in the Goyernmene of the 
Church, which could not but have an Influence upon the Civill Government of 

. the State too, andobſerved that thoſe men had greateſt intereft and power of 

rſ{wadingof both Houſes, who had entred into ſuch Combination, yet Our 
Reſolution was ſo full for the publike fatisfaRtion of Our people, that Wee be« 
lieved, even thoſe men would either have been converted in their Conſtiences, 
by the cleerneſſe and jufines of Our Ations, or would haye appeared ſounſea- 
ſonable , or been diſcovered fo ſeditious, that their malice and fury would not 
have beene able to ſhave done milſchiefe ; and therefore Wee took no notice 
of the. great labour and'skill the prime Leaders among them had uſed to 
ger men of their fa ion nominated andeleRed to ſerve as members of the houſe 
of Commons, and did uſe to remove others ( whom they knew to be of diffe- 
rent opinions) though they were fairly and legally cleted; wherein there was 
no other meaſure or rule of Juſtice obſerved then fingly with reference to the 
opinions or affeRions of the perſons, witnefſe ( beſides their purting outor 
keeping in Men upon unqueſtionable EleRions , without the leaſt colour or 
ſhadow of Juſtice) their Order,whereby they at one clap expelled a very grea 
number of perſons fairly ele&ted by their Country, upon prerence that they had 
ſome hand, or-their-names uſed in ſome Proje, Monopoly or Patent,without 
charging them wich any.crime, or to this day proceeding againſt them;and ye 
they continue amongſt them Sir Henry Mildmay , Malter Lawrence Whitaleri, 
and others,(whoſe affeRions and opinions they are well pleaſed with) though 
rhe firſt of them is nororiouſly knowne to be the chiefe Promoter of the buf 
neſſe of the gold and'filyer thred (a Commiſſion complained of, viewed, and 
examined, and thereforc his name might have beene eafily raken notice of) and 
rhe other a$'converfant, and as much employed asa Co:nmiſſioner in mattets 
of tharnatureavany man, We ſpeak not this to excuſe Monopolies (the incor» 
veniences of which We are ſenſible of, and (hall for the future preyent) bicw 
ſhewnhe parciality of that FaRtion, and the uſe-they make ofthem to their own

Which they were yet to diſguiſe, till by their Art or Induſtry they had infeRed

weakneſſe that no alteration could produce that happineſle they imagined, and 
(if their natures were capable of ſuch truſts)to take oa of the chief of them {o 
neer Us, that they mighe be witnefſes of Our Actions, and privy to Our coun» 


ſels, that either Ingenuity or Gratitudz might recover them from their deſpe» 
rate Inclinations : Hereupon , becauſe moſt of the grievances of Our People 
were conceived to proceed from the great liberty of Our Councell Board , or 
from ſome orders and dire&ions from them, We admitted to Our Privy Coun- 
eell ſeven ar ejght of thoſe Lords , who were eminently in efleeme with Our 
People, for their reputation of Honour and | — ſome of whom wee knew 
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to bemoſt paſſionately diſ-inclined to the preſent managery of Civill affaires, 
and tothe Government of the Church, and hoped that by a free Communica. 
tion of their Doubts, Opinions and Counſ:ls , they would have received that 
fatisfaRion, that they would have been excellent Inſtruments of a bleſſed Res 
formation and Confirmation in Church and State. | 
_ - Haying begun with this foundation of, confidence in Our Court , by ele&+ 
ing ſuch perſons, Wee madethe fame haſte ro apply particular Remedies to the 
viſible known diſeaſes, reſolving thoſe Remedies ſhould be proportioned tothe 
counſel] and defires of both Houſes; which Wee thought the ſureft wayto 
win at leaſt a major part to the confeflion and acknowledgment of Our Jyftice 
and AﬀeRion. 

The Star-chamber had in the exceſſe of juriſdiction or tediouſneſſe and 
charge of proceedings , or meaſure and ſeverity of puniſhment invaded the 
Laws of the Land, and Liberty of the SubjeR, by the exerciſe of an Atbi 
power; We preſſed not the Reformation of this Court , though ereted or ſer- 
led by AR of Parliament in a wiſe time , but at the inſtanceof both Houſes 
conſented to the abolition of it.

the Libertie of the SubjeR, fo farre to impoſe any ſuch thing upon them, with- 
our conſent of Parliament. Yet ofthis We took no notice, but prefſed fill the 
disbanding ofthe Armies, and interpoſed and quickened them in norhing elſe ; 
which was againe with all carneſtneſſe deſired by the Scors at Neweafte, and 
by their Commiſſioners at London, 

Bur a new fright was now found to ſtartlethe people, and to bring Vs into 
hatred or jealoufie with thein : The generall rumours of Treafons and Conſpi- 
racies began to loſe credit with all .uen,who began to conſider what they' ter. 
more then what others feared;and therefore they had now found out a: Treaſon; 
indeed.even ready to be put in execution upon the whole Kingtom. the repre- 
{cntarive body thereof;a Plot to bring up the whole armie out of the Northerne 
parts to Lodo, A ſtrange Plot indeed, which confidering the conftiturion of 
thartime, no 1man can beleeve Vs guttty of, and though they made great uſe of 
ittothefilling the minds of Our people with fears and apprehenſions; they ſee= 
med not then to charge Vs with any knowledge of, or privitieto it ; what they 
have done fince,all the world knows,notwith{tanding Our many Proteſtations 
in that point. And we cannot but ſay, that by thoſe Examinations of Colonell 
Gormg Sir Facob Aſhley,and Sir John Compers,and M.Percies letter, which is all 
heEvidence We have feen.and by which they ſeem principally to bee guided, 
Wecannot fatisfie our own private confſcience,that there was ever a Reſolution 
of bringing up the Army to Loxdon,and upon the Rricelt examination We can: 
make of that buſineſſe, We can find it to be no other then this. | 

Obſervation being made of the great Tumulrs about Weſtminſter, which ſec- 
med to threaten the ſafery of the Members of both Houſes.at leat of thoſe who 
were known not to agree with the defignes of that Faction, Wee have before 
ſpoken of,xnd the manner of delivering Petitions by multicudes of people atre» 

(or pretended to be ſo) by the hands of many thouſands againſt the known 
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Bill ſent from them, and thereupon a Vote y 61 in the Houſe of Commons,

Rions of ſo many perſons ; it fell into the thoughts of ſome Officers of the Ape 
of known and publick affe ions to their Countrey, that a Petition of 4 
modeſt and a dutifull nature from che whole Army for the compoſing and ſees 
ling all grievances in the Church and State by Law, might for the reaſon of 
it prevaile with the whole Houſe, and comming from ſuch a Body might con. 
firm thoſe, who might be ſhaken withany fears of power or force by the Ty. 
multrs : And with-this Propoſition We being made acquainted, gave Our full 
appcobation to it, raking greatcare that nocircumſtances in the framing ir, or 
delivering it, might be any. blemiſh to the matter of ir. | 
This We call God to witneſle, as We have-done before, was all Wee gaye 
Our conſent unto,or which We beleeve was ever intended to be put in praQtice 
(what attempts other.men made to ſeduce the affeRions of the Army fromUs,is 
knewn.to-many.) If in the managery of this debate any raſh diſcourſes happe- 
ned of bringing up the Army, it is evident whether they were propoſed incar- 
neſt or.no ; they were never entertained, and the whole mater laid afide above 
rwo moneths before any diſcovery, ſo that that danger was never prevented 
the power and wiſdomeof Parliament: And for the Petition it ſelfe which 
bin ſo often preſſed againſt Us,as a ſpeciall Argument of Our Privitie to the: 
bringing up the Army,after we have fo fully and particularly anſwered ev 
particular.circumftance of that Petition figned with C.R. Wee have herewith. 
publiſhed a true Copie of that Petition, that all Oar good ſubjeRs may ſee how 
jJuflly We have been traduced,and judge when Petitions of all natures were-ſo 
frequently and fo willingly received, whether ſuch a Petition might got with: 
modeRy and duty enough have bin preſented unto them: And if in truth that 
deſire of bringing up the Army had bin then believed, when it was firft preten-' 
ded to be diſcovered, which was about the middle of ay, they would ſurely 
have thought it neceſſary to have disbanded that Army ſooner then - Angait,. 
which no preſſing of Ours,nor of Our Scors ſubjeRs could perſwade them to do. 
And Weare ſure Qur Innocence in this matter would ſoone have appeared, if 
the large time to bring this buſineſſe to a Judicialltryall had bin made ufe of; 
iEcontrary to all cuſtome,jit had not bin thought fitco publiſh depoſitions before 
the parties concerned had been heard to make their defence,or witneſſes croſſe- 
examined.though they attended above rwelve-moneths tado it;and if ſome men- 
had not belceved that their generall and violent expreſſions,affirming this to be 
a Plot equall to that of the (Gunpowder treaſon, would ſooner be beleeved,ifit 
were not publickly diſcuſſed. bur lefr to every mans faucieto heighten according- 
to his own inclinatjons;and had not feared that if the whole examinations: ta- 
&en(and nor ſuch onely. as they pleaſed to ſele&) had come to light, it oy

haye appeared by the examination of M. Gorings(purpoſely ſuppreſt)with what 
-"eftion of that mention of bringing up the Army was made, with what eat- 
nefineſſe irwas oppoſed-and with whar ſuddenneſſe it was deſerted, and inany 
extenuarions of, and many other contraditions to what is now publiſhed; 
would have appeared, and this impoffible ftratageme, with which they have ſa' 
much urhes Our SubjeRs, and reproached Vs.could never haye been mad

After allthis readinefſe in Vs to doe whatſoever they deſired of Us, and patis 
encein ſuffering them to do whatever they pleaſed to ils, We gave them warns 
ing that if there were any more good Bills,which they defired might paſſe for 
the benefit of Our SubjeAs,We wiſhed they might be made ready againſt ſuch 
atime,when We reſolved according to Our promiſe to our Scots SubjeRs(with 
which they were well acquainted )to cepaire into Our Kingdom of Scotland, to 
ſettle the unhappy differences there. Upon this We were earneſtly defired by 
both our Houſes of Parliament to defer Our journey thither, as well upon pre- 
tence ofthe danger,if both Armies were not firſt disbanded,as that they had 
many good Laws in readineſle for the ſettling of differences here. We were by 
their intreaty perſwaded to defer Our journey toa day agreed on by them- 
ſelyes,afſuring Our Self that they would think themſelyes obliged againſt thar 
time not onely to disband Our Armies,but ſo to prepare and digeſt the bufineſſe 
ofParliament,that We might haye made a Seſſion before Our going : But that 
Malignant FaQtion was ſo prevalent, that the debate of the Biſhops Bill took up 
moſt of their time, ſo that neither any care was taken for the disbanding the Ar= 
my,nor an __ done that had any reference to the publick benefit,and when 
the time of Our ſtay was expired, and eyen the day come themſelves had ap- 
pointed anew addrefſe was made to Vs for a longer ſtay of 14 daies becauſe 
the Treaty was notconcluded,nor the Armies disbanded, which was the maine 
ground of deferring it before. This ſure (which was the firſt We denied them) 
Wecould not grant, there being that necefſiry with reference to Our promiſe, 
andtothe expe&ation of Our SubjeQs of Scor/ard chat it was not in Our power 
to ſatisfie them,as We informed both Houſes Our Selfe at a conference,and ac- 
cording to that neceſſity We undertook that journey, not doubting but that 
when We ſhould have diſpatched the affairs of that Kingdome, which We ho- 
ped ſpeedily to dozand both Our Houſes of Parliament ſhould have refreſhed 


themſelves in the Viſitation of thoſe,for whom they had ſo well provided by 


Our favour, We ſhould meet again with mutuall confidence one- in another, 
and that it would be Oux:turn then to receive ſuch teſtimonies of that confi- 
dence and affe&ion We gd deſerved. Bur the miſchievous ahd” Indefarigable 
Induſtry of that Malignggy garty, which had before Our going interrupted tha 
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correſpondence, which We deſerved from Our People,had with no lefle inalice 
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royided for our reception at Qur return, In Read of reducing buſineſs tohat 
blew {44 the diſtraRions ofthe Kingdon might be compoſed by the dueobſers 
yation & execution of the, laws, We found things far more out of order thenwe 
lefrthem,& Our good ſubjects more puzled to know their duties : Orders had 
bin made in the houſe of Commmons,and publiſhed in derogation of the book of 
Comon Prayer,and for ſfuſpention of thoſe Laws in force which concerned che 
government ofthe Church;and thou h another Order of the Lords was likwiſfe 
liſhed according to Law, for the due obſeryationofthe Laws eRtabliſhed,and 
eng thoſediſorders,which were every day WT wo, faQtion of 
mean looſe perſons, againſt the divine Service appointed by Law, the houſe of 
Commons took upon them publickly to declare againft that Order, becauſe ic 
was only made with the conſent of t x. Lords, & that nine other Lords did then 
diſſent ' 4+, AA each in truth the ſaid Order was made in a full Houſe in [++ 


wry beforc,and onely ordered then by that difference of number to be _ 
after the houſe of C6:nons had made Gn 2 vcry thin Houſe,and after it had bin 
rezeRed by Vote)chat illegall Order,for ſuch alteration in the Church;and ifin 
fruth it had bin then made,and but by the ods oftwo voices,being in purſuance 
of the Law,all men will chinke it of much more validitie then any Orderofthe 
houſe of Comons againſt the Law, which in truth hath no Auchoritie to make 
anyOrders in buſines of that nature;and therfore the publiſhing thatOrder and 
Declaration of the ninth of September,mult be gonfeſſed by all men,to be fuch a 
breach & violation ofthe Priviledge of the Peers Houſe (beſides the affront of- 
fered to Us, andinjury to Our good SubjeRs,and to the Law by it) that before 
this Parliament was never heard of,and was an apparent evidence that they 
meant the whole managery of the Kingdome,and the Legiſlative power ſhould 
be undertaken by the houſe of Commons, without the conſent either of Us, of 
Our Nobilitie; yer the execution of this Order was with great diligence and & 
nimohitic preſſed upon Our good ſubjeRs,2nd many croubled & impriſoned for 
not ſubmitcing therunto. When they had made this breach upon the Eccleſia» 
ſicall Statethey rook care(under pretence of incouragement of Preaching)to& 
re& LeQures in ſeveral Pariſhes, and to commend ſuch LeRurers as beſt ſuited 
with their defignes,men of no learning, no conſcience, but furious promoters 
the moſt dangerous Innovations which were ever induced into any State,many 
af them havipg taken no Orders, yer rec6:nended by Members of either houſeto 
Pariſhes,ast9 Lewſham in Kent,8& many other places; and when Mechanick pe 
ſons haye bin brought before them for preaching in Churches,and confeſſed the 
lameuthe power oftheſe grand Reformers hath bin (o grear,that they have bet 
dilmilſed wahous punithment,hardly with reprehenfh. All perſons oflearning 
& emunency inPreaching,of ſober 8 vertuons conf&itions & grearExampis 
in,thcis liyes,cyca fuch as. amonglt cheſe men had bin of” vreateſteftimarionull

luffeced fomewhat for them, were PL. ME and ſuch men pritc}pally 

cheriſhed who boldly and ſeditiouſly preached againſt the Government 'of the 

Church ; againſt the Book of Common Prayer, againt Our Kingly Lawfull 
Power,and againſt Our Perfon,many of which were commended to(if not im- 

poſed upon) Pariſhes , firſt I Letters , and earneſt ſolicitations from: 
che prime Leaders of this turbulent FaRion, after by Ordecs, requiring ſuch 

Miniſters as would not accept their recommendation to atrend and ſhew cauſe; 

All Licence was given to thoſe lewd, ſeditious Pamphlets, which deſpifed the 

Government both of Church and State, which laid atiy impurations or ſcones 

ypon Our Perſon, or Office , and which filled the cares of all Our good Sub- 

jeds with Lyes, and monſtrous Diſcourſes , to make them believeall the ill of 
the Government , and Governeurs of Church and State ; Books againdthe 

Book of Common Prayer , and the eſtabliſhed Laws of the Land ſuffered 

without reprechenſion to be dedicated to both Houſes of Parliament ; whatſoe- 

yer the rancour and yenome of any infamous perſon could digeſt , publiſhed 

without controul, and nothing diſcountenanced and reproached bur a dutifull 
regard of Us , and. Our Honour, and a fober eſteeme and application rothe 

Laws of the Kingdom. 

This was the condition wee found at our rzwurne from Scotland , beſides 2 
Arange groundlefſe apprehenſion of danger infuſed generally into the minds of 
Our good SubjeRs, as if ſome notable Deſigne were in hand again the Par- 
lament, againſt the Ciry of London, againſt the whole Kingdome of Eng- 
lwrd. Then fell out an accident, whileſt wee were in Scotland , concerning the 
Marqueſſes of Hamiltonand Argyle : Theſerwo Lords, upon ſome information 
given to them , that their perſons were in danger , upon a ſudden withdrew 
themſelves from the Parliament in Scotland, and for ſome few days remoyed 
oitof Edenbargh. Whatever they had been informed , and whatever they ſu- 
fpeted, and the groundsof both were very fully examined by the Parliament 
there, their perſons being of that quality and eſtimation in that Kingdome, 
that they were ſure of Juſtice: upon the whole, themſelves and the Parliament 
were ſatisfied that the Information firft given to them could not be made good 
to the proof of any defigne to the danger of thoſe Lords, and the examiirations 
efthe whole matter ſerit by Our ire&ion to Our Parliament here. How (if 
all had been true that was imagined) this bufinefſe could ſo highly and nearly 
concern the Peace of this Kingdome', and the preſenrſafety of both Our Hou- 

ſexof Parliatnent. We cannot imagine ; yetupon the firft report of it hete, 
(which was the day before the firſt mecting after the _ without ſlaying 
tO heare the opinion of Our Parliament there; who uſed all diligence in the ex-- 
ymination, or of Our Parliament here, ſuth Arange gloſſes and interpretations - 
\Feremade upon that accident (not withour reflefion upon Us, and Our Ho-- 
= Xxx'3 nour); 
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nour) as if at the ſame time there had 9 ſuch a deſigne to have been executed 
here, as they had fancied to themſelyes that to be , and a ſudden reſolution was 
taken, firſt by the Committee during the receſſe , after by the Houſes to have x 
Guardfor the defence of London , Weſtminſter , and both Our Houſes of Par. 
liament, which muſt needs inake a great impreſſion in the minds of Our good 
SubjeRs, in a time when they were newly from the fears of two Armies, 
to be awaked with the apprehenſion of dangers, of which ſeeing no ground, 
they were to expect no cnd. 

Mactters being thus ſtated,8 all poſſible skill being uſed by that FaRion, and 
their Emiſſaries of the Clergy(who at the ſame time luch clamour was raiſed of 
the unlawfulnes that the Clergy ſhould meddle in temporall Aﬀairs, were their 
chief Agents to derive their ſeditious direRions to the People , and wereallthe 
week attending the doores-of both Houſes to be employed in their errands) to 
infuſe the moſt deſperate fears into the minds ofgall men that could be imagined, 
to be ſure that the memory of former bittecneſſe might not depart, they provide 
for Our entertainment againſt we ſhould come to London, to preſent Us with a 
Remonſtrance (as they called it) of the State of the Kingdome, laying before Us, 
and publiſhing to all the World, all che miſtakes,and all the misfortunes which 
had bapned from Our firſt comming to the Crowne, and before to that houre, 
forgetting the bleſſed condition (notwithſtanding the unhappy mixture) all 


Our SubjeRs had enjoyed in the benefit of Peace and Plenty under Us, to the: 


envy of Chrittendome ; objecting to us the Attions of ſomg, and the thoughts 
of others, and reproching Vs with matters which indeed neyer entred into; 
Our thoughts, nor tv Our knowledge into the thoughts of any other, reviling 
Vs to the People, and complaining to Vs of the Houſe of Peers, (whoſe autho» 
rity, intereſt and priviledge, was then as much (lighted and defſpiled , as Ours 
is ſince) andeafily paſſing over thoſe fingular As of Our Grace paſſed by Vs 
this Parliament, or aſcribing them to their owne wiſdome in the procurement, 
they concluded agaiuſt a Malignant party , and that they had no hope of ſet- 
ling the diſtraRtions of the Kingdome, for want of concurrence with the Houſe 
of Peers; and that concurrence was deſperate by reaſon of the preva 

of the Biſhops, and of the Recuſant Lords , into which number all thoſe 
werecaſt who preſumed to diſſent from any propoſitions made by the Houſe of 
Commons. When this engine was prepared for the people by the prime Lea- 
ders of that deſperate Faftion , it was preſented to the Houſe of Commons 
and the greateſt induſtry and skill uſed that js imaginable, by privare ſolicitatt» 
ons, threats , and promiſes to procure conſent that it might be paſſed by that 
Houſe, and aftec a long debate ( longer then ever was knowne in Parliament, 
til three of the clock in the morning from ten the day before, when very 
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tacked (as was well ſaid) like the verdi®t ofa Raryed Jury ) they carried it by 
leyen yoices, and ſhortly, within very few dayes after Our return (when We 


"had been received with all poſſible expreſſions of joy by Our City of London, 


which was publickly murmured againſt, and the chiefe advancers of that duty 
and affetion diſcountenanced, (as ifthey envied Vs the Loyalty of Our peo- 
ple)and when it was publickly faid in the Houſe of Commons upon ſome dif- 
of a precended breach of the Orders of the Houſe , That their diſciplme 
to be ſevere, for the enemy was in view, that Remonſtrance was preſented to 
Us at Our Court at Hampton Court by ſome Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons with a Petition (contraQiing the ſharp language in the Remonfſtrance in-. 
to lefſe room) amonglt other things, That wee wonld concurre with Our 
ple for depriving the Biſhops of their Vores inthe Parliament (for which | wel 
was then no Bill paſſed both Houſes) and to imploy ſach perſons abour Us as 
Our Parliament might confide in. 'We received this ſtrange Petition and Rran- 
ger Remonſtrance oraciouſly from the hands of the Preſenters , promiſed them 
2n Anſwer, and in the mean time deſired that the Remonſtrance might not be 
publiſhed ro the people, the thing ir ſelfe and the printing any thing of the like 
nature being never heard of by the dire&ion of the Houſe of Commons till 
this Parliament; it being the firſt appeal tothe people, and of a dangerous con- 
to Parliaments themſelves : But ( as in other things neither Our de- 
fires or Commands have been confidered) without giving Us leiſure ts anſwer 
either the one or the other , ſpeciall direction is given for the printing thatRe- 
monſtrance, and equall care taken for the publiſhing it in all places and parts of 
the Kingdom. . | 
Having taken this care for the ſhaking and perplexingthe minds of allmen, 
the next work was to get ſuch a power into their hands as might governe and 
diſpoſeof thoſe affeftions. To this purpoſe they had from the beginning of the 
Parliament (by reaſon of ſome complaints againſt the immoderate exerciſe of 
the Authority of the Lievtenants and their Deputies, in raiſing Coat-and Con-" 
du& money and ſome exceſſes in them ) ſeverall debates in the'dimination of 
the Office it ſelf, bur till grounded upon the illegall preſſures uſed by then, and 
upon fome words in the Commiſſion it ſelfe , which ( rhougtrof longuſage in 
yery happy days) were conceived not fgreeable to the Law ; bur they were ſo 
farfrom ſuppoſing the Office it ſelf or the Commiſſion to be iHlegall ; that both 
Houſes of Parliament had recommended two Lords to Us , - and defired Our 
Commiſſion to make them Lords Lievtenanrs of Torkeſhirreand Dorſerſhire;” the 
enely end ſeeming then to be that good and approved men ſhould be in theſe 
nuployments and truſts : Bur at laſt they reſolved _ the Office it ſelf,” and 
would think of ſome other way to providefor the ſafety of the Kingdome in 
that point.. And in this they had.a double. end.z Firſt , to fright all rg 
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(s 
(Menibers of both Houſes who had += ANNE Deputy Lievtenany 
to.comply wich them in their Votes , leſt they ſhould becalled in queſtionſgr 
the execution of thoſe Offices (a ſtratagem they had found to engage per» 
ſons to theic opinions, as Sheriffs for the colleing Ship-money, and all other 
perſons, who in truth were or might be made obnoxious to their power) then, 
that by unſetling that whole bufineſſe of the Aſrliria throughout the Kingdom, 
they night the wore cably bring in their owne power of governing it as 
have ſince endeavoured to do ; and thereupon they preſumed to bring in fucha 
Bill into the Houſe of Commons to place a Generall at Land, and an Adminall 
at Sea by AR of Parliament , with ſuch Power and Authoriy over the lives 
and fortunes of all Our SubjeRs as ſhould be lyable to no controul , nor to be 
queſtioned by any ſuper-1ntendent hand , with a pre-pardon for whatſoever 
they ſhould doe under colour of thoſe Offices ; either of which Officers ſhould 
have bin a much greater man then Our Self, and commanded in Our Ki 
above Us. The matter of which Bill, to ſhew their deſigne, is fincedi 1- 
to their new Generals Commifſion.and the pretended Ordinance to the Barl of 
Warwick, And all this was then pretended to be a matter of abſolute neceſſiry'for 
the preſervation of Us and Our Kingdome ; bur at that time it could procuret's 
other credit then to be ſuffered to reſt in the Houſe, as an evidence of the hiber+ 
ty might be uſed in the preferring of Bils. They had by this time, takenall the 
licence at their private Cabals ro underyalue and vilifie Our perſon and : 
and in publick to = way and countenance to any ſcandals upon Us: -Lerrers 
from.the Major of Plimonth , that the Rebels in Jreland call themſelves the 
Queens Army, and pretend the Kings Authority for what they do; and ſtoreof 
ſuch yo war 4 upon ſuch evidence is every week printed in the Journals of the 
Houf, which without doubr muſt be of great Authority with Our people,who 
muftconceive ſuch Informations to be not onely fully and cleerly proved, but 
to be accepted and publiſhed upon very weighty Reaſons, above the confidera- 
tion of Our Honour and Safety. 

And now they were to examine what notable credit their RemonArance, and 
their other generall Infuſions had got with the people , and how ready they 
would be upon occafions to venture themſelyes at their direRion : They had 
madethemflyes ſo terrible in the Houſe of Commons , that by their threats; 
and their promiſes of places and preferments to ſeyerall men , and by the ab- 
ſence of many, they had gotten & major part, bur in the Houſe of Lords their 
power was not the ſame ; that mult be wrought another way ; yet there they 
had:uſed all meancs to preyaile upon the hopes and feares of ſuch who they 
thought might that way be dealt with , witnefſe among many other hips 
the ſame nature, that inſolent ſpeech of M. Pim to the Earl of Dover, The if 
he looked for any perferment, he muſt comply with them in their ways , and not hope 
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Shortly after their comming together upon the recelſe; a new Bill was prefer= 


| red in the Houſe of Connmons, for the taking away the Votes of Biſhops out of 


the Houſe of Peers, which being once rejected before , —_ not by the courſe 
and Order of Parliament to have bin admired againe the ſame Seſſion : but 
that was cafily over-ruled , and inthe Houſe of Commons it did paſſe, many 
good men the more willingly concurting therein , upon hope that that Bill be- 
ing once conſented to che fury of that FaRtion which with fo great violence 
abſolute deflruQion of the Ecclefiaſticall Goyernment, would be a- 
—_— that the rage being diſcerned » they would loſe that ſttength which 
them, But the Lords quickly found that the Ring-leaders of that 
ion had not ingenuity enough to be cotupounded with, and therefore with 
them it was not like to finde fo cake a paſſage. Now their reſort was to the 
people, whom upon ſeyerall occaſions they had trained down to Weſtminſter in 
mulcitudes with ſwords and clubs, and had often ſent for them when any 
hate was like tobe carried againſt themrin either Houſe, the particulars 
whereof We are ready to prove. | 
Every man will conceive, We were in a great ſtrait to find Our Self ſo much 
inted of that return, the conſciouſneſſe of Our own merit, and the many 
profeſſions made by both Houſes, bid Vs to expe: We ſaw the Laws 
abſolutely trampled under feet, and a elaid to ruine the Government of 
de Kingdom,and to defirey V's and Our Poſterity : Wee ſaw this defigne car- 
riedby a few men, whoſe hatred and malice to Our perſon We found implaca* 
ble, and their contempt of Vs and Our Authority ſo viſible and notorious, that 
they forboxe not to expreſle it in their mention of Us in all Companies: Wee 
fawtheir Power and Incereſt to be ſo great, that they were able to: miſ-Jead 
nany honeſt men, and to countenance their Actions madelunder the name 
o both es of Parliament : Wee were relolved that nothing they ſhould 
doe within thoſe wals ſhould provoke Us , till time and the experience good 
men ſhould have of them ſhould diſcover their purpoſes ; banks Wee ap» 
ed Our Self onely tothe Law, hoping that the infolence and licentiouſneſſe 
the people might by Ouc help be curbed by that Rule, The Tumults grew {o 
avtocious and ſo dangerous , tha they threarned and aſſaulted the Members of 
bath Houſes, whereupon the Houſe of Pecres (which it ſeemes the Lords 
ſear at the paſſing of one of their late Declaragions , whereinthey - 
kaying beenany Tumnlts, had forgot) at a conference wich the Houſe of Com- 
mans twice very carpeflly deficed that they would for the dignity of Parlia» 
ments joyri with them in a Declaration for the ſuppreſſing ſuch Tumults ; ' bur 
te prevalency of that FaRtion was ſo great , that though complaint wasmade 
by Members n the Houſe of Commons , that they had bin affeauked andevill 
vcated by chole-people eyen-ar the doore.of thit Houſe, aafteatlof joyning 
Yyy | Wi 
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with the Lords for the ſuppreſſing or puniſhing them , ſeverall ſpeeches were 
made in juſtification of them, and commending their Aﬀetions, ſaying, The 
muſt not diſcourage therr friends , this ns time they muſt make uſe of all they 
friends : and M. Pim ſaying, God forbid; that the Houſe of Commons ſhould pro- 
ceed in any way to diſhearten people to-obtain their juſt deſires in ſuch a way : which 
he had good reaſon to-ſay,himſelfand thoſe other perſons whom we afterwatds 
accuſed of high Treaſen, having by great ſolicitation & encouragement cauſed 
thoſe multitudes to come downe in that manner. The Lords having in Vaine 
tried this way; appoint(uponthe advice of the Judges) that a Writ be direed. 
tothe Sheriffand Juſtices upon divers Statures ( which ifſued accordingly) to 
ſuppreſſe and:hinder all tumultuous reſort; in obedience ro which whe ices 
and other Miniſters,appoittthe Conſtables to attend about Wetnrinſter to hin- 
der charunlawfull conflux of people. This was no ſooner done , but the Con- 
ſtables and Juſtices of the Peace were ſent for by the Houſe of Commons, the 
ſetting ſuch a watch voted to be a Breach of Priviledge , and before any conk- 
rence with the Lords , by whoſe dire&tion that Legall Writ ifſued out', the 
Watch diſcharged , and one of the Juſtices , for doing his dutie according to 
that Writ, ſent to the' Tower. | 
About the fame time there was a tumultuous Aﬀembly of Browniſts , Am-. 
baptiſts, and other Series called together by the ſound'of' a Bell into/ place 
in Southwark, where the Arms and Magazine for that Borough wetekept,the 
Conflable knowing ſuch meetings to- be unlawfull , and the conſequences of 
them (eſpecially in ſuch places) to-be very dangerous, came amongſt them, hee 
was no ſooner come, but he was reproached with words, beaten , and dragged 
in a very barbarous marner', inſfomuch. as hee had hardly eſcaped frotn 
with his-life-: complaint was made by him to —_ ices, and oath made 
of the truth of that complaint, whereupon a Writ was-ſent to the Sheriff wins 
anell a Jury according to the Law for the examinatiorr , and finding of this 
iots- Phis was complained of tooz andthe meeting (in how-tumakuous and 
diſorderly a-manner ſoever) pretended to be onely for-the drawing of a Petiti- 
on agamſt Biſhops, and that the Conſtable was a friend'to Biſhops, and cam?

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all this care taken to remoye all thoſe 3 aces the Law had putin the way to 
ſuch Tumults, all people tooke upon them to vifit Our Parliament in ſuch 
manner as they thought fir, and thereupon great multitudes of mutinous people 
every day reſorted to WeFminſter, threatned to pull down the lodgings where 
divers of the Biſhops lay , aſſaulted ſome in their Coaches,chaſed others with 
Boats by water laid violent hands on the Archbiſh. of Tork in his paſſing to the 
Houſe;& had he not bin reſcued by force, ir is probable they had murdered him; 
crying through the fireets, We/fminſter Hall, and berween the two Houſes, No 
Biſhops, no Biſhops, no Popiſh Lords , and miſuſed the ſeverall Members of ci- 
ther Houſe, who, they were informed, fayoured not their deſperate and fediri- 
ous ends, proclaiming the names of ſeverall of the Peers, as evill and rotten * 
hearted Lords , attempting the defacing the Abbey at Weſfmmſter with great 
"violence , and in their returne from thence made a ſtand before Our Gate at 
Whitehall, ſaid, they would have no more Porters Lodge, but would ſpeake with the 
King when they pleaſed, and uſed ſuch deſperate rebellious diſcourſe, that Wee 
had great reaſon to believe Our own Perſon » Our Royall Conſort , and Our 
Children to be in evident danger of violence ; and therefore were compelled at 
Our great Charge to entertain a Guard for ſecuring Us from that danger : and 
. this danger is fo (lighted, that Wee are told in the laſt Declaration, after 
ec haye ſo often urged it, That it is a ſuggeſtion as falſe as the Father of lies 
£89 invent . 

Theſe licentious and uapuniſhed Tumutts gave occaſion tothe Biſhops (who 
could not xepair to the Houſe without danger of their lives ) to make that their 
Proteſtation, for the which they were forth-with accuſed of high Treaſon by 
the Houſe of Commons, and committed to the Tower by the Houſe of Peers, 
Where they Continued for the ſpace of foure Moneths at the leaſt. That ſmall 
Guard we had taken for Our neceſſary fafery , and the reſort of ſome Officers 
(whoanended both Our Houſes of Parliament for money due to them by A& 
of Parliament, and upon the publick faith) to Our Court for Our defence a- 
Saint thoſe Tumults, was objeRed againſt Vs , and diverscounterfeit Letters 
were written, and ſenſelefſe fears infuſed into the Citizens of London, that We 
had a Deſigne of Actuall violence upon that City , and thereupon they were 
drawn into Arms, and put upon their Guard againſt Vs ; ſo that there was not 
ys proviſion made for the ſuppreſfing of Tumults , but "that proviſion 
the Law had made againſt them diſcountenanced and taken away ,. and Wee 
Our Self cenſured for raking ſo much firenpth about Vs, as might for ſome 
tie oppoſe ſuch force as was like to be to Our owne Gates. What 

ſhould Wee doe > Wee very well knew the Contriyers of all theſe Miſs 
chiefs , who had by their exceeding Induſtry and Malice wr this

in the Common people, ſuch a dimp of te in the City, and fo horrid a <n. 
fuſion in the Church, and all this to fatisfie their own private ends, and Ambi.

have,bin done for Us, and what other undertakings were ( even to have ſaved 
the life of the Earle of Strafford) if We would confer ſuch Offices upon them, 
We were ſure We could make ſuch particular proofs againſt them ofa ſolemne 
Combination entred into by them for altering the Government of the Church 
and State; of their defigning Offices to themſelves and other men ; of therrfali. 
citing and drawing down the Tumults to#eftminſter ; and of their bidding the 
people in the height oftheir rage and fury to go to Whitebatt, of their komiu)l 
and odious mention of Our Perſon, and their Deſigne of getting Our Sotithe 
Prince intotheir hands; of their treating with forreign Power to aſſift them, if 
they ſhould fail in their enterprizes : Yer Wee ſaw too that their Intereſt and 
Reputation was fo great with many of both Houſes of Parl1ament,their Power 
fo abſolute with a 1nultcude of Browniſts , Anabaptifts , and other SeFaries 
about Londen, who were ready to appeare in a body at their Command, that ic 
would be a hard matter to proceed apainfl them.

no proceedings, but ſuch as were moſt agreeable to the Law ofthe Land, and 
the Priviledge of Parliament. this Demeanour of Ours We thought would 
havegiven ſatisfaRtion to all Our loying SubjeRts, that if in truth We hader- 
red in the form of Our proceedings, yer Ouc intentions were full of Juſtice and 
regard-to the generall Law of the Land, from which We ſhall nevec willng- 
ly ſwerve.

to Our Cirp of London with a Petition fo framed, altered, and ſigned as4* 
foreſaid, that Petition hath been ſuppreſſed, and a new oneready drawn hath 


' been put intotheir hands, after their comming to Town, (inſomuch as ous 
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thecompaty have known whart they —_ for) and hath bin by them pre- 
ſented to one or both Our Houſes of Parliament, as that of Bedfordſhire and 
Buckinghamſhire, witneſſe :hoſe Petitions; and among the refi that of Hart- 

ze, which took notice of matters agreed on, or diſſented from the night 
before. the delivery, which was hardly time enough -to get ſo many thouſand 
hands, and to travel to London in that Errand. The: accuſed Members, to ſhew 
how much they were aboye Vs, and: the. reach of the. Law, march with a 
Guard of Armed men to the place where the Cominirtee ſat,fit with them, and 
goyern thoſe Counſels.

And this way they found out to 
draw that County to affront Us, and ſent multitudes of mean people, ufder 
pretence of petitioning Us, to ſhew Ls how unſecure Our Reſidence was like 
to be there too, and ſo in a ſhort time compelled Us, Our Royall Conſort, and 
Our Children ro remove to Our Cattle ar Windſor. They procred then by a 
coſe Committee ( a thing ſcarce heard of til} this Parliament, 2nd of dange- 
rous Conſequence to the tame and reputation of all men ) to examine ſuch 
mean, unknown perſons as they had by threats and promiſes ſolicited to that 
papoſe, concerning the Circumſtances of Our comming rothe 'Honſe, exhibi- 
ting bold and malicious Interrogatories and Queſtions concerning Our Selfe, 
adupon ſuch wild Informations of deſperate Perſons. contrary to the known. 
wth, an concealing other examinations which they had taken, and by which 


ttecontrary to what they would have\he People belecve wil! have appea=. .- 
ed, particularly that very full examination of Captain 4/Mey, wherein Or.” 
and peremptory Commands againlt all manner of violence (thovgh 
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provoked ) are ſufficientlymaniſeſted ; they procured an Infamous Declarati. 
on to be publiſhed by the Houſe of Commons ( for the Houſe of Peeres could 
not be yet prevailed withto joyn in thole extravagancies) on the ſeventeench 
of Fannary, mentioning Our comming to the Houſe, and fone rude expreſſions 
of ſome Perſons (who if there were any ſuch Perſons there, VVe are moſt con- 
fident they were not of Our Train ) and would inferre from ſome mens cal- 
ling for the Word at Our comming out of the Houſe ( which is a form uſed in 
Our Court; that thoſe of Our Train who are before may know when and 
whither they are to go) that We had a purpole to have fallen upon the Houſe 
of Commons, and to have cu all their throats, and do therefore Declare, That 
Our comming to the Houſe was a trayterous defigne againſt the King and 
Parliament ; That Our Proclamation, iſſued out for the Apprehenſion of them, 
was falſe, ſcandalous, and illegall ; That it was lawfull for all men to harbour 
them,and that whoſoever did {o,ſhould be under the ProteRion and Priyiledge 
of Parliament, with many other expreſſions of, and alperfions upon Us, which 
they hoped would render Lts odious ro Our good Subjefts, and force Us for 
Our Safety to ſubmit to ſuch unreaſonable Propoſitions which among them- 
felyes they had provided to be offered to Us, or provoke Us to ſuch Aions as 
might give them ſome advantage. To keep the Prople it a continualt Alarm 
and apprehenſion of danger, few dayes-paſfed withour ſome pretended Diſco- 
very, by S*.Watter Earle, or other quick-fighted men, of ſome Treafon or Plot 
againſt the Parliaznent, the Cicie.or the Kingdome ; and upon every light and 
impoſſible information, many of Our SubjeRs ſent for out of ſeycrall Coun- 
ties, who afcer chargeable Attendance were diſmiſſed without any reparation 
or reprehenfion. One day the Towec of London is in danger to be taken, and 
Information given thatgreat multitudes, at leaſt a hundred; had chat day re 
ſorted to vific a Prieſt, then a priſoner there by order ofthe: Lords, and that at 
t he time of the information above 5o or threeſcare were then there,& a Warder 
diſpatched of purpoſe-to give that notice : upontenquiry,but foure Perſons Were 
then found to be there, and buteight all that day, who had viſited: that Priett. 
Another day a Taylour in a dutch; inthe open fields, over-heares two: paſſen» 
gersto plot the death of M.Pim, and of many other Members of both Houles. 
Then libellous Letters found in the treets withour names C probably concrived 
by themſelves, and by their power publiſhed, printed, and entred in their Jour- 
nalls) and intimations given of the Papiſts training under ground, and of no- 
table proviſion of Ammunition in Houſes, where, upon-examination, a lingie 
Sword, and a Bow and Arrows are found. A defigne of the Inhabitants of 
Covent-garden to murther the Citie of London , News from France,Jtaly, tos 


and Denmarke, of Armics ready to come for Engl/ard, with infinite ſuch ridi 
3: bus Diſcourſes, which are not onely faffered and direRed: to be printed; but 
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ſuch countenance and credit given to them, that thereupon Guards mufi bee 
doubled » corre{pondencies and letters interru and broken open, eyen 
of and to forreigne Miniſters of State and Embaſladours, to the ſcandall, of the 
Nation, and _ the Laws of Society and ciyill Converſation ; a Commir- 
tee appoinced Information, where liberty hath been taken, without any ac- 
culation or complaint extant, to examine the diſcourſes paſſed at meales and 
enterrainments, what words ſuch a man ſpoke,and ſuch other monſtrous things, 
asin a ſhort time will render life it ſelfe unpleaſant, and make every Room aud 
every Table a bait to betray men, and to bring them to ruine and deſtruRtion ; 
infornuch as perſons have been ſent and employed by Members of that Com- 
mittee, on purpoſe to the tables of Perſons of Honour and Qualitie, to inquire, 
obſerve, and informe what language and freedome was there uſed, whilt theſe 
Worthy accuſed Members wm the libertie to themſelves in all their private 
meetings, _ their lerrers, to depraye and ſlander Our Perſon, to contrive 
thealrecation of the Government of the Church and Stare, to treat with: for- 
reign Power to affiſt them as ſoon as their Deſignes ſhould be ripe, to labour 
by promiſes and threats to bring the ſeverall Members of either Houſe te their 
nion, and to raiſe ſcandalls upon, and to plot danger and ruine for thoſe 
who were of another opinion. 
And having now by theſe As diſquieted and diſtraRed the People abroad, 
and made them fitto receive any impreſſions from then, they proceed to work 
the Members of both Houſes with infinite Induſtry and Applications, 
they might be able to get the reputation of conſent from them, to en- 
courage and ſer the People awork, if VVe refuſed to conſent with them. They 
had removed as many Members from them of a contrary _ as they 
could and had uſed all means to get men who would bee diſpoſed by them 
Mto their roomes. IF they found any ſuch Lord, who had not a name 
intheir Liſt of the good Lords, were like to have any influence upon a place 
where an Ele&tion was to be, preſently an Order was conceived and publi- 
ſhed that no Letters from any Nobleman ought to be ywritcen in ſuch caſes, and 
if written to be negJe ed ; but would by no means conſent that this Order 
ſhouſd conclude thoſe of the Houſe of Commons, leſt M. Pym, or any of thoſe 
bleſſed Members might not write in the behalf of the Common-wealth, for 2 
Worthy Gentleman, Ifany Eleftions were queſtioned, whereby they were like 
to loſe a man at their diſpoſall,ſuch bufineſſes an1 queſtions were of too private 
anatureto interrupt their proceedings ; ſo neither the EleHion of Newcafle, 


| Wawick, Windſor,and very many other places, for whom Perſons ſerve withour 


and againſt the conſent of the Burroughs for whom they have got themſdlyes 
terurned of admitted, can be heard or conſidered. If the Eletion of any. ſuch *

fly foever cleRed) whoſe op nions are not ſuitable, nor their diſpoſitions 
ak and guilty enough to be w ro-ght upon : Their next Conqueſt muſt be of 
thoſe whom they could under any generall Votre conclude to be obnoxious ts | 
the juſtice (and ſo co be within the mercy) of the Parliament ; to this purpoſe | 
their cerrible Votes (which they keep as Rods over them, having neyet Pro- 
ceeded againſt 'any) againſt all thoſe Lords who hadconcurred in fuch an Or- 
der at the Councel Table, or ſich 2 Cenſure in the Starre Chamber , againt

diſſervice they had done Vs, and therefore that there was no way to ſafery for 
themfelves; but by weakning Vs, and putting themſelves into ſuch a condition 
as it ſhould not be in Ous Power to ſupprefſe them : To thoſe who had pub- 
lick thoughts about them, and deſired the eſtaliſhment of right equally be- 
eween Vs and Our SubjeRs, and thought that right and favour they had obtat- 
ned from Us this Parliament could never be enjoyed by them with that Lufire 
and Securitie, if the power from which they received it were oppreſſed, orr&- 
dred of lefle veneration, w- ſeemed abundantly ſatisfied with thoſe Afts We 
had paſſed, that they had no further aim then to enjoy thoſe, but that 
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y had upon Our unwilling paſſing 199) Ads (which all the Warld knows 
* an untruth moſ{ maliciouſly framed) great reaſon to fear Wee meant'not 
tobſerye them, when in truth Wee had by the Bill forthe Trienniall Parlia- 
ment put Our Self, and Our Polterity (which We were willing to doe) out of 
poſſibiliry of deſtroying or nct obſerving thoſe good Laws : Tothole who 
were defirous to give that latisfaion to weake Conſciences , that they might 
beeaſed of unneceſſary Ceremonies , yer were ſcandalized at the cnn and 
odioux licence which the Rabble of Brownifts, Anabapotiſts , and other Secta« 
rles twokto themſelyesof deſpifing and reviling the Book of Common Prayer, 
of ſuffering Mechanick ignorant tellows to undertake publickly,cven in Churs 
ches, to preach and expound the Scripture , they ſeemed no leffe to be diſquie- 
ted at that diſorder, bur alledge that all ceconciliation and union was to be em- 
braced, and purſued againſt the common Enemy, the Papiſt (from whom the 
danger was principally to be feared) and when a pe:feRt victory was obtained 
2gainſt them, they ſhould cafly bring the other poore, harmleſſe Creatures ta 
Conformity : Thoſe who out of lazineſſe, and vulgar ſpiritednefſe were apt to 


' comply with that Part, which was at lalt likely to prevail,. they-informed and 


confidently that they had thoſe about Vs, who would ar laft-pertyrade 
Vstoyield to all they demanded , and that all Places and Preferments ſſadld 
attend their dircions, and be diſpoſed by them, and that all ſuch whe oppe- 
ſed them, ſhould be incvirably deſtroyed : Thote whom nenther their skill yor 
mportunity, their threats nor their promiſes could preyaile -withco-complytin 
their bad wayes. they proſcribed as a: Malignant Party; and having catd lt che 
aſperfions upon them folly and madnefle could deviſe, expoſed rhem to be torn 
in pieces by the People. And having thus diſpoſed theme] ves , and perpleyed 
the People, they proceed to laying that foundation of Greatneſſe and power'tg 
inning contrived.and as.if allche Pillargarpod 

Which the Peace, and Happineſle , and Bing of rhis Kingdome was founged; 
were now ſhaken by the attempt againſt chole fix innocent Perſons,andthat af} 
Our power was therefore to be transferred into other hands , they cauſe the 
matter of the Bill formerly exhibited in Oftober beforc , to be agaih gvived 3 
and now all the Forts, and Caftles of the Kingdoms , . and the whole Afilitia 
muft bee put into Tuch han4s', as they might con''de in, A Garrifon 
muſt be put into Our Town of Hull, and Sir ov Horham appointed Gover= 
nour of it, ro whom the Majcr of Yorke is ordered to diſpole twothonſand 
Pounds outof the Pole-money , which was to pay the Arrears due te thar 
County for Billet, and the great debt ro Our Subjects of Scotland : And when 
the Major and principall Aldermen of Hall refuſe to receive that (arrifen, 
and urge the Petition of Right , that they may not be forced to billet thoſe 
$ , they are fenr.for tothe Houſeof Commons , 'and there kepr in 


# tedious ay! chargeable Attendance , till the Garriſon be taken in, 
_ Liz 3 9 bc= 
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being ſent for tono other purpoſe. Our own Magazine muſt be ma 
anddiſpoſed by their diſcretion. The Tower of London mult be put into thei 
hands, and a Perſon againſt whom malice it ſ{clt could net finde the leaſt accy- 
$ir 10þna ſation muſt be removed, for no other reaſon , but becauſe Wee had a 
Eyron. good opinion of him. 

They who are the ſtrieft in the cenſure of Us, and of Our eafineſſe , will 
find upon this State of things, that We had enough to doe , and that there was 
much difficulty to reſolve. Wee will never deny that Our extream tenderneſſe 
of the Peace of the Kingdom,and Our great grief of heart to ſee Our good Subs 
jeRs miſ-led in their duty and affeRion , begar more of Our Compaſſion and 
Pity then of Our Anger and Indignation , ſo that wee were more awake tothe 
fenke of the calamity and miſery which in all probabiliry was like to befall 
them, then of Our own Honour and Dignity, and therefore without ex 
the leaſt reſentment of all the ſcorns and injuries put upon Us, and to ſhew how 
much Our Soul was poſſeſſed with the care of Our People, We ſent a Meſſage 
to both Our Houſes of Parliament from Wwdſor, on the twentieth of Janary, 
deſiring them, for the compoſing the miſerable DitraRions of the Kingdome, 
to enter ſpeedily into a ſerious Conſideration of all particulars , as well thoſe 
which might concern their — their Liberty and their Property ; the 
ſecuring the true Religion, and the ſetling of Ceremonies, as thoſe of Our juſt 
Regall Authority and Revenue, that ſo both We and they might make a cleere 
J nt of them, and We might make it appear how far V Ve were from gj- 
ying grounds for thoſe Fears and Jealouſics , by exceeding the examples of the 
molt indulgent Princes in Our Ats of Grace and Fayour to Our People. No 
body will blame Us, if VVee expedted ar leaft ſuch an Anſwer as might bring 
Us and Our Houſes of Parliament to an iſſue, that VVe might temperatly de» 
bate what was to be done: But they who well knew the nature of their owe 
Demands, and what they meant to inſiſt upon, would by no means thar things 
ſhould be brought into ſo little roome , or diſcover the particulars of their des 
fires, till they ſaw what ſtrength they were like to have to ſecond thoſe deſires: 
Therefoze a new Adjournment 1s made to Grocers Hall, to conſult of Evils 
and Remedies, feyerall Petitions framed and contrived by theſe Perſons theme 
ſelves, are ſent into the ſeverall Counties, and Multitudes of People reſorteve- 

day to both Houſes with Petitions , avowing the Fears and Jealouſies thele 
men had infuſed into them, and defiring to have the Kingdome put into a po- 
Rure of defence, and declaring their Rour Reſolutions to mayntaine the Priyis. 
_ of Parliament. | 

n this triumph, "they vouchſafe to petition Vs to proceed againſt the Mem- 
bers accuſed, or elſe that they might be publickly quit. V Vee were refolyedto 
give chem go tore adyantage upon bceach of Priyiledge, and therefore deſired 
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to be informed which way VVe were to proceed,and whether VVe might pre- 
fer Indicments againſt them at the Common Law : We were anſwered , That 
no proceeding ſhould be again't them withour conſent of chat Houſe of whict 

were Members , and therefore V Vee were deſired within three days-ro in- 
forme both Houſes what proof VVee had again? them , or elſe they ſhould be 
cleered; and they had before cauſed their falle, ſcandalous Declaration of the 
fourteenth of Fa»wary of Our comming to the Houſe , to bee new prin- 
ted, together with the Proteſtation ,' and to be ſent oyer the whole King- 
dome by the Knights , and Burgeſles , as if by the one they were ob 
liged to defend the other. In this Caſe no man will believe Wee had rea- 
ſon to bring in Our proofs againſt theſe men , and to publiſh Our Evi- 
dence > when V Vee were told, /t was in the power of the Ma,or part to chaſe 
whether they ſhould be tryedor no ; and VVee might cafily ſee, and all the world 
will judge by the proceedings then, and their publick expreſſions ſince, whether 
if VVe had proved a Conſpiracy amongſt them to have taken away Our life, 

would not have found fone diſtin&ion between Our Perton and Our Of- 


fe which ſhou!d have preſerved theſe perſons from the hand and courſe of 


Juſtice. And to what other end ſhould that doArine be publiſhed with ſo much 

paſſion, That 1m Caſe of Treaſon We might nat proceed againſt any Member but by 

conſent of the Houſe, (ſo contrary to Cuſtome Law, and Reaſon) bur to ler all 
men know it ſhould not be in Our power to queſtion them for any thing they 

ſhould do again Vs, let the Law be never fo cleer in the point. Vpon all thete 
conſiderations, rather then to walt tine in the diſpute , when they are reſolve 
to be their own Judges too, V Ve ſent them word by Our Anſwer to their Pe- 
tition of the ſecond of February, That Wee found V Vee had good cauſe tode- 
ſn any proſecution of thoſe Members, and further offered co grant ſuch a free 

and a generall pardon to all Our loving SubjeRs, as ſhould be thoghr fir by 

the advice of both Houſes which VVee thought to be the belt way to compole 

all Fears and Jealouſies of what kind loever. Bur the b.finefſe of theſe men 

could nor be done that way ; a generall Pardon would never have ſet'ed the 
Militia.& diſpoiſcſſed Vs of thole Rights and that Power, without which they 
could not compaſſe theic Defignes. They now reſort to their old refuge , the 
common people of the Cy and Suburbs, and whatever they defired, theſe mien 
muſt aske for the ſatisfaRion of the Fears and Jealoufies of the City. The City 
had bin deſired to lend xocooo pounds for the relief of Jrelznd , and their An« 
fiver is drawn up to their hands of their inability to lend, and ſuch reaſons gi- 
yen as might advance what had bin upon generall diſcourſes negleRed. The 
ten thouſand men proffered by the Scots for Ireland were not accepted ; a Bill 
having beene offered Vs for prefſing » and in ita clauſe (not neceſſary to 
thepreſene , and therefore purpoſely as VVee conceive putin , in hope VVee 
would:

would upon that refuſe ir) declaring Usto haye no power to preſſe (a power 


conſtantly pra.Riced by Our Anceſtors, and eyen in the bleſſed rimes of Queen 
Eliſabeth ) and Our. pauſe upon ic. was urged as a Defigne to loſe that King- 
dom, although Wee had offered to raiſe ten thouſand Voluntiers for tharpur- 
pole, if they would pay chem; The not ſecuring of the Cinque-ports , though 
the cuſflody ofthem was in a Noble Perſon , againſt whom the lealt exception 
could not be made , and the not ſerling the Kingdom in a poſture of Defence, 
The nor removing Sir /oh» Byron from being Lievtenant ofthe Tower, \where- 
by through diſtruſt they were forced to forbeare the bringing in'of Bulliontg 
the Mine (when *tis notoriouſly known there was more Bullion brought int 
Our Mint in the time that Gentleman was Lievtenant, then in the ſamequan» 
tity of time m any mans remembrance.) The Votes of the Biſhops and the Po- 
piſh Loxds in the Houſe of Peers, and all other things which were then in De- 
hgne.and had in vain bin attempted by them , bz the refuſall of the Houſe of 
Peers feverall ti-nes to joyne with them, were now urged as principall Reaſons 
by this Petition of Loudon , why they could not lend a hundred thouſand 
pounds to /reland , and were preſſed by ſeverall other Petitions contrived by 
them, and preſented to both Houſes, or to the Houſe of Commons. And the 
Petitions are carried up to the Lords by M. Pim , who takes upon him tore- 
proach them for not concurring with the Houſe of Commons , and impudently 
lays that ſcandall upon Us , That Wee had ſuffered many to paſſe by Our 
owne iminediate Warrant , who were ſince Commanders in the head of 
the Rebeis : a falſe and abominable ſcandall , raifed by his owne malice 
to draw Our good SubjeRs again(t Us, without the leaſt colour or ſhadow 


of truth, as appears by thoſe Anſwers they have publiſhed to Our — 1 


that point, wherein there is not the leaſt evidence of any ſuch Warrant g 


by Us, Though M. Pin be fo great a Perſon, that We can have no reparation. 
againft him for that Calumny, but had Credit enough wich the Houſe of Cons 


mons to perſwade them. to charge themſelyes unjuſtly to excuſe him,and to rake 


wpon them that he had ſaid nothing in that Speech but by their direKions, all. 


this had not that quick operation with the Lords , with whom, ( though 

had committed 1 2 Biſhops forTreaſon,a thing themſelves bluſh ar,& the popi 
Lords had abſented themlelyes) they could not preyaile to Joyne in matters io 
unreaſonable in themſelves , and diſhonourable to Us ; therefore the Houſe of 
Commons by themſelves petition Us , thank Us for Our Meſſage of the twens 
ticth of Ta»zary, though they have fince declared itto be a breach of Priviledge, 


reſolving to take it into ſerious and ſpeedy Confideration; onely defire for their 


ſecurity, That We will put the Tower of London and all the Forts of the Kings 
dom. and the whole Afikria into ſuch hands as ſhould be recounnended unto 
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Us by them, (for the Houſe of Peers had refuſed to joyn with them,and lo wet. 
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upon the matter petitioned again}, and left out in the power of recommenda- 
tion.) Sure this was the ſtrangeſ} Perition chat till that time had eyer been pre« 
ſented by the Houſe of Commons to thejr King , yet Wee returned a gracious 
Anſwer, That if any particular ſhould be preſented to Vs , whereby it might 
e that the Lieytenant of the Tower -was unfit for the truſt VVee had 
committed to him,V Ve would immediatly remove him;orherwiſe we were ob- 
goed in Honour & Juſtice not to put ſuch a diſgrace/upon him.Foy the Forts & 
Caftlesthat V Ve were reſolved they ſhould be always in ſuch hands,and onely 
ſuch as our Parljatnent ſhould have cauſe to confide in;that We would have the 
Nomination of them"Our Self, but that they ſhould be always lefi(ifany thing 
were objeed againſt them)to the V Viſdom and Juſtice ofthe Parliament. For

e importuncd ro ſer their hands again the Lievtenant of the Tower, 
duſt not bring 1in.any Bullion to the Mint for want of confidence, 


. when they never brought in any in their lives; and. being asked how they 
 cauld fx their hands to ſuch a Certificate ( when it was knowne that never 


L ar Quantity was brought in then at thattime) anſwered, That they were 
directed by Parliament men todoe fo, or elſe they could not compaſſetheir 


 ends:: and haying gotten multitudes of people of ſeverall Counties, or ſuch as

fired to joyne with che Houſe zf Commons , and co fit and Vote as one entire 


body, profeſſing chat unlelle ſome ſpeedy remedy were raken for the remoyal! 


of all ſuch obfruKtions , as hindred che happy progreſle of their great endea- 
yours, the Petitioners ſhould not reſt in quietneſle , bur ſhould be enforced 
to lay hold on the next remedy which was at hand , to remove the diſturbers 
of their peace, and(want _ neceſſity breaking the!bounds of modeſty ) not to 
leave any means unaſſayed for their Relief; adding » that the cry of the poor 
and needy was , That fach perſons who were the obſtacles of their peace, and 
hinderers of the happy proccedings of this Parlianent , might be forth-with 
publickly declared, whoſe Remoyall they conceived would put a period to thoſe 
DiſtraRiong, after it had bin ſaid in the Houſe of Peers , That whoever would 
not conſent to the Propoſition made by the Houſe of Commons, concerning the Forts, 
Caſtles, andthe Militia (when it was reje&ed by a Major part twice) was as 
Enemy to the Common-wealth. This Petition was brought up to the Houſe of 
Lord, by the Houſe of Commons, at a Qonference , ._ after , the ſame day, 
Maſter Hollzs (a perſon formecly accuſed by Vs of High Treaſon, and a molt 
malicious Promoter and Contriver of thoſe Petitions and Tumults) prefled the 
I ords, at the Bar, to joyne with the Houſe of Commons in their defire about 
the Xilitia, and further (with many other Expreſſions of like nature ) deſired 
in words to this effe&t , That (rf that deſire of the Houſe of (ommons were wt 
aſſented to ) thoſe Lords, who were willng to concur would find ſome meanetto mat 
themſelves knowne that it mught be knowne who were againſt them, and they 
makeet known to them who ſent them. Vpon which Petition , fo ſtr 
med, counſelled, and ſeconded, ſogreat a number of the Lords departed, that 
that Vore paſſed (which they had fo often before denied) in Order tothe Or- 
dinance concerning the Ailitia, and fince that time , they have been able to 
carry any thing ; and upon the matter, the Reſolution of the Houſe of Com- 
mons hath been wholly guided by thoſe perſons who had given fo plain Ev 
dence that they had the Multitude at their Command , and hath wholly gui- 
ded that of the Houſe of Peers , who wich {little debate or diſpute, havefot 
the moſt part ſubmitted to whatſoever hath bin brought to them. Shortly after 
they paſſed their Ordinance with ſuch a preamble , as highly concerned Vsin 
Honour and J-\ſticeto proteſt againſt ; wholly excluding V's ( in whom that 
whole power abſolutely was and is) from any power or wry num in the M 


litia, the Arms and firength of the Kingdom, and thar, for as Tong as they plex 
{'d : And as if the matter were not worth the conſidering ,. or that there ought 
to be no other meaſure to guide Vs in point of judgement , ot underſtanding 
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but their Votes , it was ill caken thar = did not immediatcly returti Our An« 
ſwer, but took ſome time to conſider it, and We were again with great paſſon 
and impatience preſſed to give Our Anſwer, they being pleaſed to tell Vs,They 
could not but interpret the delay to be in a degree a demiall : And in the meane time 
to give Vs an inſtance how modeſtly they were like to uſe ſuch power , when 
We ſhould commit it to them, they preſumed of themſelves (knowing We had 
appointed Our Son the Prince to meet Vs at Greenwich in Our Returne from 
Dover)to inhibit his meeting Vs there, and to endeavour to get him into their 
cuſtody. All theſe things conſidered , and the Inſolence , and Injuſtice of the 
Ordinance, We might very well have rejeRed that Propofiticn with a flat de- 
niall, and ju indignation, but we eaſily perceived that Our good people were 
miſ-led by the Cunning and Malice of thoſe Bontefers , and thought it alwayes 
2 compliance worthy a Prince to take all poſſible pains to undeccive ſuch who 
areled into miſtakings, and therefore We returned to their Propoſition for the 
Ordinance a gracious Anſwer & Animadyerſion,nade it evident to them, that 
the preamble was in it ſelfe untrue, and againſt Our Honour to conſent to, and 
expreſſed Our cleere intention in Our going to Our Houſe of Commons ; We 
allowed all thoſe perſons recommended to Vs ( except onely in Corporations, 
to whom a Right was formerly gcanted by Charter , not confiflent with this 
Ordinance) and offered to grant ſuch Commiſſions to them , as had very long 
ad happily bin uſed in this Kingdome , and which wee had this very Parlia- 
ment granted co two Lords , at the inflance and intreaty of both Houſes. If 
that power ſhould not be thought enough, VVe offered to grant any ſhould be 
firl veſled in Vs, and ſo VVe be enabled to grant ; but defired that the whole 
might be digeſted into an AR of Parliament, whereby Our good SubjeAs 

ight know, what they were to doe , and what they were to ſuffer, that there

Buras if all the ARts paſſed by Vs , ( amongſt which thar for the taking away 
the Votes of the Biſhops out of the Houſe of Peers was the laſt) were of no 
other yalue , but as inftances that VVee would neyer* deny them any thin 
they immediately in great tury addrefſe themſelves to Vs with a new Hi 
Pettion ( as they called it , but was indeed a threatning) and told Vs plain- 
14 That if Wee would not then (in that inſtant) give Our Rojall aſſent to 

r Ordnance , they were reſolved to diſpoſe of the Militia by the eAuthority of 
bb Houſes without Vs, adviſed Vs to ſtay about London, to put away evill Coun- 


fellows and to let Orr Son the Prince be and continue at $. James's, or ſome other 
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| of Our Houſes neer about London , that the Pealouſies and Feares of Our 
People might be prevented. VVee muſt appeale to all the world, whether con. 
fidering what had been done in publick, and faid in private, V Ve had no cauſe 
of Jealoufie, and whether having ſuch evidence of the malice, guilt and porver 
of thoſe accuſed Members , who had deſigned to have taken the Prince Or 
Son from Vs by force, it was not high time to remove a little further from that 
Torrent which might have overwhelmed Us, and made themas well , and by 
the ame Rule, Maſters of Oar Perſon, as of Our Ailitia. This cartied 
Us firſt from Theobalds ro Newmarket , and whoſoever reads the Declaration 
ſent Us thicher, the ſtrange language given Vs, and ſcandals laid npon 
Vs in that Declaration, will not wonder, that We made all the haſte wecogld 
from thence to York. 

What hath hapned fince Our comming hither , both in Words and A&i- 
ons , is too Notorious to all the parts of Chriſtendome , who , with 
wonder and delight, are amazed to ſee the Wiſdome, Courage, AﬀeSion, 
and Loyalty of the Engliſh Nation appeare fo farre ſhrunk , and confound- 
ed by the Malice , Cunning and Induſtry of Perſons , contemprible in 
number , inconſiderable in Fortune and Reputation , united onely by 
Guile and Conſpiracie againſt Vs. A licence eyen to Treaſon is adrmit- 
red- (that is, not puniſhed ) in Pulpits, end Perſons ignorant in;jLear- 
ing and Vnderflanding , turbulent and ſeditious in diſpofition', feinda- 
lous in life , and unconformable, in Opinion to the Laws of the Land, 
are by theſe men their Recommendation and Authority , impoſed upon 
Pariſhes to infet 2nd poyſon the mindes of Our People. Our Townes, 
Our Goods, Our Money are taken from Vs , and to make the ſcorne 
compleat , care is taken to perfwade Vs that Weare not injured , bur chigtf 
is done for Our good. Opinions and Reſolutions are impoſed upon Why 
Votes, and Declarations, that We intend to levy War.and then Arms taker up 
to deſtroy Vs; Rebellions. and Treafons contrived;fomented,and ated againf 
Vs, and then ceproches caft on Vs, and war raiſed againſt Vs, becauſe Weeare 
difplealed.. Wee ſend Our Command to Our Keeper of Our Great Sealeof 
England , to adjourn the Terme from Londen to Yorke, a thing as much in 
Our power, as in what Roomof Our Hauſe Wee will lodge or eate; this 
isftraight Voted to be illeyall , and Our Keeper of Our Own Seal peremp- 
torily forbid to doe his di-ty , ro ſeale a Writ or Proclaination to that pur- 
poſe : And when in obedience to Our expreſſe Command He comes to wait of

There can be no new thing 
faid in this Argument We muſt referre Our good Subje&s to Our ſeverall 
Anſwers, Declarations and Proclamations in that point ; onely it will be 
worth their conſidering, that this extraordinary, unheard of.extravagant Pow- 
er was aſſumed in caſe of peremptory neceſſirie, for the prevention of imminent

rience,realon, and wnderſtanding be captivated by words, and aſſumptions 
contradiAory to all Principles? What one thing have We denied,that with re- 


ference to the publick peace and happinefſe was to be bought with the lofſe of 


of the meauelt SubjcR ? and yet into whara Sea of bloud is the rage andfu 
oftheſe men launching out, to wrell that from Vs, which We are bound (if 
xe had a thouſand lives to loſe in the contention) to defend ? nay what one 
thing is there that makes life precious tro good men, which We do not defend, 
andtheſe mien oppoſe, and would evidently deflroy ? What grievance or preſ= 
lure have Our People complained of, and been eaſed by Vs, which is not now 
brought upon them in an unlimited degree ? Is the true Reformed Proteſtant 
Religion, ſealed by the bloud of ſo many Revecend Martyrs, and eſtabliſhed 
the wiſedome and pictie of former bleſſed Parliaments, dear to them > We 
mult appeal to all the world (being called upon by the reproches of theſe men) 
whether Our own praftice (the beſt evidence of Religion) and all the aff» 
tance and offers We can give, have been _ to the Advancement of that 
Religion : and what can be more done by Vsto fatisfie and ſecure Our people 
inthat point ? On che other fide; let all Our good SubjeRs confider and weigh 
what pregnant Arguments they have to fear Innovation in Religion, if theſe 
te perſons prevail ; when the principall men, to whoſe care and TIn- 
they have committed the managery of that part, refuſe Communion 
withthe Church of Exgland, as much as the Papiſts do, and have not onely, 
with that freedome they. think fit to uſe, reproched the Book of Com- 
59+ mon Prayer, and the Government of the Church in their ſpceches, but 
have publiſhed thoſe ſpeeches in the view of all men in print, that the world 
might ſee by what meaſure and rule the Reformation they fo much talk of, is 
todemade ; when ſuch Petitions have been contrived by them, and accepted 
vithpublick thanks, which revile the Book of Common Prayer, calling it a 
Maſſe-book, in ſcorn and contempt of the Law, whileſt other Petitions for the 
Government eſtabliſhed by Law have becn rejeted, diſcoynzenanced, and the 
Petitioners puniſhed ; and when two Armies were kepe ia the Bowels of the 
Kingdome ten weeks, at the charge of foureſcore thouſind pounds a moneth, 
bt the Countenance of a Bill to eradicate Epiſcopacie, root and branch : when 
kh licence is given to Brownilts, An Sectarics, and whileſt Coach»

attempt of force, according to Our promiſe, Sir John Hotham (illyed outin 
the night, and murdered the perſons of his fellow-ſabjeRs, and ever fince in 
this quarrell they labour ro encreaſe their Army, (the very levie of which is 
Treaſon) and arc ready to march with it againſt Us, Let all the world judge, 
who are the lovers of Peace. Laſtly, is the Conſtitution of the Kingdome to 
be preſerved, and Monarchy it ſelf upheld ? can any thing be more evident

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Pulpic ſometimes made a Bar to plead a eP the Liberty and Property of the 
gubjeR, and are they not more confounded to ſee it fo generally made a Scaf- 
fold co incite the people to Rebellion and Sedition againſt Vs? Have Our peo- 
ſuffered under and bin opprefled by the exerciſe of an Arbitrary power, and 
out of a ſenſe of thoſe lufferings have VVee conſented to take away the Srar- 
chamber, the H1gh (ommiſſion-Coprts, to regulate the Connee!-Table, and to ap- 
ply any Remedies have bin propoſed to Vs for that diſeaſe? And have nor theſe 
men doubled thoſe preſſures , in the 1atitude and unlimirednefle of their pi 0> 
ceading. in their Orders for the obſervation of the Law as they pretend , and 
their puniſhing men for not obeying thoſe Orders in a way and degree the Law 
doth not preſcribe; in their ſending for Our good SubjeRs upon generall Infor- 
mations without proof, and for offences which the Law takes no notice of; in 
declaring men Enemies to the Common-wealth,fining and impriſoning them, 
for doing or not doing that, which no known Law enjoyns or condemnes ? 
Were the Purſuivants of the Counc. /-T able, the delay and attendance there, or 
at the High-Commiſſion- Court , the Judgements and Decrees of the Star- 
Chanber, more grievous, grievous to more perſons, more chargeable, more in- 
tolerable, then the Serjeants and Officers fees, the atteadance upon the Houſes, 
and upon Comritrees, or then the Votes and Judgements which have lately 
aſſed in one or both Houſes ? Let all the Decrees, Sentences and Judgements 
of the High- Commiſſion-Coxrt and Star-Chamber be examined, and any found 
ſo unjuſt, ſoillegall, as the proceedings againſt che Gentlemen of Ker, for pre- 
ring and preſencing a Petition agreeable in forme and matter to all the Rules 
of Law and Juſtice, by which men are to be informed to ask any thing; as the 
judgement againſt M.Bynion, thathe ſhould be d1,franchiſed, be uncapable of 
ever bearing Office in the Common-weale, impriſoned in the Coal of Colches 
fter for the ſpace of two yeeres , and to pay 3000 pound fine, nothing being 
Charged and proved againſt him that any Law or Reaſon could tell him that he 
was nat to do: though the ſentences in the other Courts were in ſine Caſes too 
ſevere, and exceeded rhe meaſure of the offence, there was (till an offence, ſome- 
What done that in truth was a crime ; but here Declarations, Votes; and Judg- 
ments paſſe upon Our people, for matters nor ſuſpeted ro be crimes till they are 
or » And have ſuch proceedings ever beene before ,this Parliament ? IF 
onopolics have been granted, to the prejudice of Our people , the Calamiry 
will not be lefſe, if it be exerciſed by a good Lord, by a Bill, then it was before 
dy a Patent. And yet the Earl of Warwick thinks fit to require the Letter-office 
to be confirmed to him for three lives , at the fame time thar tis complained of 
282 Monopoly, and withour the alteration of any circumſtance, for the caſe 
of the Subje& ; and this with ſo much greedineſſe and authoritie, that whi- 
lt it was complained of as a Monopoly, he procured an Aſſionement to: bee 
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made of it to him from the perſon — of , after hee had by his intere 
ſRopped the proceedings of the Committee for the ſpace of five moneths , before 
that Aſſignment made to him, upon pretence that he was concerned in it , and 
defired to be heard : of ſuch Sovereigne Power was his name, as if it could be 
no longer a grievance to Our People , if it might prove an advantage to him, 
A preſident very likely to be followed in many Monopolies, if they may be af- 
Fgned to principall Members, or their friends, witneſle the connivence now gi. 
ven to Sic John Meldrum for his Lights , fince his undertaking their ſervice at 
Hull, Have partiality and corruption in Judges obflruRed the courſe of Ju- 
Rice? Was == ever ſuch partiality and corruption , when their fellow-mem- 
bers of either Houſe are by them importuned and folicited for their Votes in 
Cauſes before them, and no other meaſure or rule to the Julliceof that Faion 
then the opinions of the perſons contending ? What ſummes of money hayebin 
given to, and what contracts have bin made with ſome Meiubers of either 
Houſe who are of this powerfull Faction We complain of , for preſerving this 
man from being queſtioned , and promoting an Accuſation againſt that man, 
for managing ſuch a cauſe , and procuring ſuch an Order, Wee are very well 
able to give particular information ; which We ſhall willingly do, when there 
may be ſuch a ſober and ſecure debate as becomes the dignity and freedome of 
Parliament, and the witneſſes, now within their reach, may neither be awed, 
nor tainpercd with, before Triall; for how little care there is taken for diſco- 
ycries of this nature, appears by chat which (upon a complaint of a ſlander a- 
gainſt M. Pim) was juſtified, and the Authour averred againſt him, for taking 
thirty pound Bribe to preſerve a Papiſt from Legall proſecution., which hath 
bin ſo long ſuffered to ſleep at a Committee. bps 

Our caſe is rruly ſtated, ſo truly , that there is ſcarce any particular urged or 
alledged by Us which is not knowne to many , and the moſt to all men : 
muſt Our Condition be now irreparable ? Are the injuries committed agai 
Us and the Law juſtifiable > And muſt Wee be cenſured for ufing all poſſible 
means to be freed from them, or to be repaired for them, becauſe they ſeemeto 
carry the conſent and authority of both Our Houſes of Parliament ? Thereis 
not a particular of which We complain , that found not eminent oppoſition in 
both Houſes, and yet for the moſt part not above a Moity of eicher Houſe pre- 
ſeat. The Order of the ninth of September (an Order to ſuſpend the execution 
of Laws in force) paſſed, when there were not above eighty Cemmoners (of

The Declaration againſt Us ſent ro Newmarket was carried but by one 
Voice in the Houſe of Peers , and by a ſmall namber in the Houſe of Com- 
mons : The juſtifying 'Sir Jobs Hotham in his AR of High Treaſon , was 
oppoſed by many perions of great worth , though neither Houſe had half irs 
number : And We are yery far from cenſuring'all thoſe perions who concurred 
intheſe or any other particulars ; 'We believe very many of them Rood not in 
ſocleer a light to diſcern the guilt, malice, ambition , or ſubtilty of their Sedu- 
cers; but if in truth there were a conſent intirely in both Houſes of Parliamenc 
(as Wee are moſt aſſured there will never bee ) to alter the whole frame 
of Government , muft wee ſubmir to thoſe Reſolutions , and muſt nor 
Our Subjets helpe and affiſt Us in the defence of Lawes and Govern- 
ment eſtabliſhed , becauſe they doe nor like them 2 Did Wee intend when 
We called them to that great Councell, or did Our SubjeRs intend when they 
ſent them thither in their behalfes, that they ſhould alter the whole frame of 
Government , according to their own fancies and ambition; and puſſeſſe thoſe 
laces during their lives ? V Vhat Our opinion and reſulution is concerning; 
awe, Wee havefully expreſſed in Our Declarations ; V Vee have fiid 
and will ill fay, they are fo cf{entiall a part of the Conſtitution of this King-: 


; dome, that We can atraine to no happineſſe without them , nor will V Vee ever 


make the leaſt attempt (in Our thought) againſt them. VVee well know thar 
Our Selfe and Our two Houſes make up the Parliament , and that VVee are 
like Hippocrates Twins, VVe muſt laugh and cry, live and die together.thatno- 
man can be a friend to the one, and an enemy to the other; the injuſtice, injury, 
and violence offered to Parliaments 1s that which We principally complain of: 
And we again afſure all Our good SubjeRs in the preſence of Almighty God, 
that all the, Acts paſſed by Us this Parliament ſhall be equally obſerved by Vs, 
25 wee deſire thoſe to bee which doc moſt concerne Our Rights, Our Quar- 
rell is not againſt the Parliatnenr but againſt particular men , who firſt 
madethe wounds , and will not now ſuffer them to be healed , but make 
them deeper , and wider , by contriving » foſtering, and fomenting mi- 
ſtakes and jealoufies berwixt: body and head , Us and Our two Houſes of 
Parliament , whom Wee name , and are ready to prove them guilty of High

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Maſter Hampden, Sir Arthur Haſte oe Matte Strode , Maſter Martin , Sir 
Henry Ludlow, Alderman Pennington , and Capraine Venne may be delivered 
into the hands of Juſtice, to be tryed by their Peers , according to the knowne 
Lawesof the Land; If Wee doe not prove them guilty of High Treaſon, 
they will be acquitted , and their Innocence will juſtly triumph over Ut, 
Againſ the Earle of Warwick, the Earle'of Eſſex , Earle of Stamford, Logd 
Brook ,Sir [ohn Hotham,Scrjeant Major Generall Skeppon, and thoſe who ſhall 
hence-forth exerciſe the Militia by vertue of the Ordinance, We ſhall cauſe In- 
di&ments tobe drawn of High Treaſon _ the Statute of the 25 yeerof King 
Edward the Third ; Let them ſubmit to their Triall appointed by Law, and 
plead their Ordinances ; if they ſhall be acquitted , Wee have done. And 
that all Our loving SubjeRs may know , that in eruth nothing bur the Pre- 
ſervation of the true Proteſtant Religion , invaded by Browniſme , Anz- 
baptiſime, and Libertiniſme, the fafery of Our Peron thceatned and conſpired 
againſt by Rebellion and Treaſon , the Law ofthe Land , and Liberty of the 
Subje& oppreſſed and almoſt deſtroyed by an uſurped , unliinited , Arbitrary 
power, and the Freedome, Priviledge and "_—_ of Parliament awed and 
inſulted upon by Force and Tumults, could make Us put off Our long-lov'd 
Robe of Peace, and take up defenſive Armes. Wee once more offer a free 
and a gracious pardon to all Our loving Subjets who ſhall defire the ſame 
(except the ay 20a before named) and ſhall be as glad with ſafety and ho- 
nour to lay downe theſe Armes , as of the greateſt bleſſing Wee are capable of 
in this World. Bur if to juſtifie theſe Ations and theſe Perſons , Our Sub- 
jets ſhall think fit to engage themſelyes in a War againſt Us , Wee muſt not 
looke upon it as an AR of Our Parliament, but as a Rebellion againſt Us and 
the Law in the behalfe of theſe men , and ſhall proceed for the ſuppreſſing it 
With the ſame Conſcience and Courage, as Wee would meer an Army of 
Rebels, who endeayour to deſtroy both King and People , and 
Wee will never doubt to finde honeſt men 
enow of Our minds.

Bur that which begets the trouble and diſquier 
of our loyall heacts at this preſent , is, That wee heare thoſe ill-affeQed 
rſons are backed in their violence by the Multitude , and the power of 
raifing Tumulcs , that thouſands Rlocke at their call , and beſer the Parlia- 
ment (and Whitehall it felfe) not onely to the prejudice of that freedoe 
which is neceſſary to great Counſels and Judicatories , bur poſſibly to ſome 
perſonall danger of your Sacred Majefly and Peers. The vaſt conſequenceof 
theſe perſons —_— and of the licentiouſneſſe of thoſe multitudes that 
follow them conſidered, in moſt deep care and zealous affeRion for the ak 
ty of your Sacred Majeſty and the Parliament, our humble Petition is, Thatin 
your Wiſdoms, you would be pleaſed to remove ſuch Dangers , by puniſh- 
ing the Ring-leaders of theſe Tumults , that your Majeſty , and the Patlia- 
ment may be ſecured from ſuch inſolencies hereafter : For the ſuppreſſing of 
which, in all hunulity we offer our ſelves to wait upon you (if you pleaſe) ho- 
ping wee ſhall appeare as conſiderable inthe way of Defence to our gracious 
Sovereigne, the Parliament, our Religion , and the eſtabliſhed Lawes of the 
Kingdom , as what number ſoeyer ſhall audacioufly prefume to violate them. 
So Pal we by the wiſdom of your Majeſty, and the Parliament, not onely be 
yindicated from precedent Innovations , but be ſecured from the future , that 
axe threatned, and likely to produce more dangerous &ffeRts then the former.

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The Anſwer of the Houſe of Commons to Hi; 
Majefties Meſſage. 


He Houſe of Commons having received a Meſſage from His Majeſty of 
Jo thirtreenth of dog lafl, whereby they are required to retraRt an Ote 
der made by them for the borrowing of one hundred thouſand pounds of the 
Adventurers Mony for Ireland, ſuppoſing that Order very prejudicialltothe af 
Firs of Irelord, and contraryto-an AR of Parliament made this preſent Seſſi- 
en; Doin the firſt place declare , That theſe direRions given by His Majeſty 
for the retraQing of this- Order, is an high breach of Ptiviledge of Parliament. 
And that they cannot without a deep ſence of forrow, call to mind how Popiſh 
and Prelaticall Counſels did fo far prevail with His Majelly, that two Armies 
were brought within the bowels of this Kingdome, and two Proteſtant Nat» 
ons ready to welter in each others bloud ; That when both thoſe Armies had 
been a longtime defrayed at the charge of the poor Conumons of England, and 
atlength by Gods bleſſing upon the endeyours of the Parliament quietly dif- 
banded, the fame wicked Counſels (prevented of that defigne) did ſoone alter 
gaiſe this bloudy and barbarous Rebellion in 1reland: The ſuppreſſing whereof 
(Gr the better colour) was recommended to the care of the Parliament ; who, 
eutof a fellow- feeling of the unſpeakable miſcries of their Proteſtane oy 
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there (not = _—_ = horrid Plot, ks apparaut)did cheerfully under- 
take that great work, and do really intend and indevour to ſettle the Proteſtane 
Religion, and a permanent Peace in that Realm, tothe glory of God , and the 

honour and profit of His Majeſty and ſecurity of His three Kingdoms : 
But how they have been diſcouraged, retarded, and diverted in and from this 
piousand glorious worke, by thoſe Traiterous Counſels about His Majeſty, 
will appear by many particulars, fome whereof they ſhall upon this juſt oc- 
cakon call to remembrance. 

That when the Lords and Commons had upon the firſi breaking out of the 
Rebellion, immediatly provided and ſent over twenty thouſand pounds , and 
ingaged themſelves and the whole Kingdome for the reducing of the Rebels : 
Yet His Majeſty after His return from Scorland to London , was not either 

by Word or Meſſage to take notice of it, untill afcer ſome in the Houſe 
of Commons had truly obſerved how forward thoſe miſchievous-Counſellours 
were to incite His Majeſty againſt His Proteſtant SubjeRts of Scorl/awd & how 
flow to reſent the proceeding of His Papiſt Traitours in Ireland, 

That although the Rebels. had moſt impudently Ryled themſelves, The 
Uueens Army ; and profeſt that the cauſe of their riſing was , to mayntaine 
the Kings Prerogative, and the Queens Religion , againſt the Puritan Parlia- 
ment of E»g/and ; And that thereupon both Houſes of Parliament did humbly 
and earneſtly adyice His MajeRy to wipe away this dangerous ſcandall', by 
proclaiming them Rebels and Traitours to His Majelty , and the Crowne of 
Exgland, which then would have mated and weakned the Confpiratours: inthe 
beginning ; and have incouraged both the Parliaments here, and good people 
there, the more _—_— to have oppoſed their proceedings : Yer: ſuch was: 
the power of thoſe Counſels, that no Proclamation was fer furth to that pur- 
poſe, till almof{ three Moneths after the breaking out of this Rebellion , and' 
then command given, that but forty ſhould be Printed, nor they publiſhed cill- 
further direiuns ſhould be given by His Majeſty. 

That after both Houſes of Parliament had found out a probable way to re- 
duce:the Kingdome of Jreland, by the Adventure of private men; without any” 
charge tothe SubjeR in generall , and* which they are very confident would 
have brought in a Million of Money (had his Majeſty continued' in or neere: 
—_ thoſe malicious Whiſperers, that durſt not hinder the pafſing' of the 
Bill, which was fo ſpecious in it ſelf, and fo generally approved : Yet have by 
pratice, by drawing His Majeſty from His Parliament, by keeping Him art 
this diſtance, and adviſing Him to make war upon His people , fo intimidated 
and diſcouraged the Adyenturers and others that would have adventured, :hat 

they have rendred that good Bill ina manner ineffeAuall. | 
Thatthe Parliament and Adyenturers had long fince deſigned five _ 
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foot, and five hundred horſe -for the et of Manſter , to be ſent as a Bri. 
Sade, under thecommand of the Lord #harton, had made choice and lifted all 
the Commanders , and prepared Money ,. Armes, and other Proviſion for that 
Expedition, and all to bee at the charge of the Adventurers : And when 
nothing was wanting but a Commiſſion to the Lord Wharton , to enable 
him for that ſervice, ſuck was the power of thoſe Counſels, that no Come 
miſſion could bee obtained from His Majeſty ; by reaſon whereof Lym. 
rick was wholly loft , and the Province ſunſter is now in very great 
diſtreſle, 
That when divers pious and well affeted perſons had prepared twelve 
Ships, and Gx Pinnaces , with a thouſand or more Land-forces , at their own 
charge, by way of Adventure for the ſervice of Ireland, and defired nothi 
but a Commiſſion from His Majeſty to enable them thereunto , that Commiſ- 
fon, after twice ſending to Torke for the fame, and the Ships lying ready to 
ſer ſail for three weeks together , at the charge of neer three hundred pound a 
day, was likewiſe denied; and thoſe Adventurers (rather then to loſe their Ex- 
pedition) were conſtrained to go by vertue of an Ordinance of both houſes 
Parliament. 4] 

That although the Lords Juſtices of Ireland have three moncths fince ear» 
neſtly deſired to have two Peeces of Battery ſent over , as very neceſſary for 
that ſervice , yet ſuch commands are given to the Officers of the Tower, 

that none of His Majeſties Ordnance muſt be ſent to fave his Majeſties 
Kingdom. 

That although whilſt the Earle of LeiceFter Aayed here in the Service of the 
Parliament, and in providing for his long-expeRed Voyage into Ireland , a 
Meſſage was ſent to the Parliament from his Majeſty to haflen him away, 
and Letters were written to the ſaid Earle from his Majeſty , that hee hould 
make no ſtay at Yorke for his diſpatch, but that his InflruQions ſhould be rea- 
dy for him agaivft he came : And although it is notoriouſly knowne, That the 
Afﬀairs of Irelarddo exceedingly ſuffer by wanting the perſonall affiſtanceof 
a Commander in chief , to give both life and motion to the Army there ; yet 
the aid Earle hath been Rayed with his Majefly in the North a moneth and 
more,and as yet can get no diſpatch. 

That notwithſtanding the bleeding condition of Hrelarnd, yer divers Com- 
manders and Officers in pay , and in actuall employment there againſt the Re- 
bels, have been called away from that important Service, by the expreſſe com- 

mand of his Majeſty, as (Þarles Flozd Engineer and Quarter-maſter General 
of the Army in /relard, and divers others, 

That Captain Green Comptroller of the Artillery , a man in pay, and prity 
cipally employed and truſted here by the Lord Licyrenant of Ireland , = 
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he providing and ordering the Lee Artillery which was to be ſent 
to Dublin , and who had received great Summes of Money for that pur- 
, was commanded from that employment and truſt, to ſerve his Majeſty 
inthis moſt unnaturall War againſt his loyall and beſt-affeRed people, 

That the Parliment having made great proviſion of clothes for the poore 
Souldiers in /relard for their preſent ſuccour, and ſending fix hundred ſuirs, 
pant thereof towards Cheſter the laſt Weeke , the man that undertooke the 
carriage of them , one William Whitaker by name , was affaulted by His 
Majelties Cavaliers , then lying about Coventry , who tooke away theſe (ix 
hundred ſuits of clothes , and the Waggon and horſes of the pooxe man, 
akhough they were told that the fix hundred ſuits of (clothes were for the 
Souldiers in Ireland; and notwithſtanding the poore Carryer was five times 
with the Earle of Northampton, to beg a Releaſe of his Waggon. 

That three hundred ſuits of clothes, with a Chyrurgions Cheſt of Medie 
caments , being likewiſe ſent for /reland by one Richard Owefield , who was 
employed by the Parliament tocarry them to Cheſter, a Troop of His Ma- 
jeflies Cavaliers, under command of one Captaine Aſiddletron, met with 
themupon the Road , and tooke away the clothes, and Chyrurgions Cheſt, 
together with the poore Carryers horſes and Waggon , for His Majeſties pre- 
tended ſervice here. 

That a great number of Draught-horſes prepared by the Parliament for the 
Artillery and Baggage of the Jriſþ Army, were ſent to Cheſter for that purpoſe, 
and being there, attending a Paſſage, arenow required by his Majeſty, for his 
ſaid _ ſervice in England.

That Captain Kerlebythe Admirall , and Sir Henry Stradling the Vice-ad- 
mirall ofthe Ships which were direly to lye upon the Coalt of Ireland to an- 
noy the Rebels, and to prevent the bringing to them Ammunition and Reliefe 
from Forreign parts, are both called away frem that employment by his Ma-

Butleft the Houſe of Commons might ſeemeto ex- 
cuſe the making of this Order by a way of Recrimination , They , for ſatiſ- 
faction to the World , doe proteſt before Almighty God ( the ſearcher of all 
hearts.)

to recite it in hec verba; and in ſtead of retrafting the Order , to repay the

ham, che preſent ſtate of the Northern parts,and the growing miſchiets,and mi» 
ſeries like toover-whelm the wholeKingdom,by the great opprefſions exerciſed 
upon his Majeſties SubjeRs, there, and other unlawfuli and dangecous coun- 
cels, and proceedings of thoſe, who under pretence of his Majeflies Service, 
are laying:the foundation ofan Arbitrarie and Tyrannicall Goveramen, or 
rather confufion-and: diſſolution, not only in thoſe parts, bur in che whole

A fourth, that notwithſtandirg all the yowes and proteſtations tq governe 
by Law, which have beene diſperled thoroughout the Kingdome to blind and 
deceive the people, The moſt miſchievous principles of tyranny are practiſed 
thatever were invented, that is todifarme the middle fort of people, who are

Tuhibiting the importation of Currans. 


Currans into this Kingdom (it being a Commodity of little or 
no uſe at all, but a meer ſuperfluity, and may well be ſpared) 
is\ matter of great concernment, not only to the Merchant, but to this 
Nation, inregard the ſaid Commodity cannot be had in the parts beyond 
the Seas, where the ſame are bought, without ready money, an hundred 
thonſand pound per anxwm at leaſt, being beſtowed in Currans, which other- 
wiſe would be brought into this Kingdom, is wholly diverted ; whereas 
formerly (till of later years) the ſaid Currans were bought for Commodities 
of this Kingdom, exported hence of ſmall value, beſides the great advan- 
tage which 1s yearly made upon the Merchant (where the ſaid Currans are 
laden) to their exceeding prejudice by the high and exceſſive Rates and 
Taxes which are there impoſed upen the ſaid Commodity. 

For the prevention of the like miſchief for time tocome, The Lords 
and Commons in this preſent Parliament afſembled, at the inſtance and 
defire of the Merchants of this Kingdom, and by and with their conſent, 
doorder, ordain, and declare, That from and after the laſt day of Seprember, 
which ſhall be in the year of our Lord God 1642, That no Currans be im 
ported into the Kingdom of Exgland, or Dominion of Wales, by any 
Merchants ſtrangers, Bens or others by way of Merchandize or other= 
wiſe, from any parts beyond the Seas ; But the importation thereof from

; He Lords and Commons having lately ſent Sir Thom Barringees, 
; and Maſter Gry»ſtone, into the County of Eſſex, for the appeaſing 

and quicting of divers Aſſemblies of people gathered together in 
great Bodics, who had much damnificd the houſes , and taken the goods of 
divers perſons without Law or other Authority : And having recaveda re 
port from Sir Thomas Barrington, being returned, That the people upon the 
firſt knowledge given them that the Parliament required they ſhould for. 
bear the ſearching of any houſes for Arms and Ammunition, or the taking 
goods out of any Houſe otherwiſe then is or ſhall be direed by the Parlia- 
ment, or without the aſſiſtance of ſome of thoſe Perſons who are by both 
Houſcs of Parliament declared that they ought to be preſent ; The people 
did thereupon preſcatly yecld obedience and withdrew tham(elves in a 
peaceable manner, and as thty were required, did make reſtitution of Plate, 
Money, and many other goods by them taken from ſuch as were pretended 
Popiſh Recuſants, and other malignant Perſons, and that they had expreſſed 
great zeal and forwardneſſe to comply with the direions of Parliament 
for the future. 

The Lords and Commons do declare, That they reſcent the aforeſaid ex. 
preſſions of the people, and their ready obedience, as a teſtimony of that 
dutifull affetion which they bear to the Parliament, and to the preſent 
ſervice of the Kingdom, and do hereby order and declare, That all perſons 
whoſoever, that have taken either Money, Plate, or any other Goods out of 
the Houſe or Houſcs, or from the perſons of any whoſoever, without the 
ſpeciall command or order of both, or either Houſe of Parliament, ſhall 
forthwith reſtore the ſame tothe parties, from whom they were taken, or 
otherwiſe be procecded againſt, as the Lords and Commons ſhall further 
dire&, upon complaint made, And as toth Honfes of Parliament have 
been, and will be every carefull to preſerve the peace of the Kingdom, by

both to Kirk and State, 


FT He Generall Aſſembly of the Kirk of Scotland having received 4 
& Declaration ſent unto them by the Commiſſioners of this Kingdoni 
now at Zo2dsn, from the Honourable Houſes of the Parliament ef 
England, Expreſling their care to prevent the effufion of Chriſtian Bloud 
in that Kingdom, and their aff-Ctions to Reformation both in Kirk and 
State : And having taken the ſame to ſuch conſideration, as the Importance 
of ſo weighty matters, and the high cſtimation they have of fo wiſe and 
honourable a meeting as 1s the Parliament of E»gland did require, Have, 
with Univerſall Conſent, refolved upon this following Anſiver : 
I. That froin the recent ſenſe of the goodneſſe of God in their owl 
late deliverance, and from their earneſt defire of all happyneſſe to our 
Native King, and that Kingdom, They bleſſe the Lord for preſerving 
them in-the midſt of ſo many unhappy Diviſions 2nd Troubles, from 
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; bloody Intftine Warre, which is Bi God the oreatelt judgement ; 
1nd to ſuch a Nation, the Compend of all Calamities. They alſo give 
God thanks for their former and preſent defires of a Reformation, 
eſpecially of Rn11G1 ow, which is the glory and ſtrength of a 
Kinxdom, and bringeth with it all Temporall bleflings of Proſperityand 
Peace, 
[1 That the hearts of all the Members of this Aſſembly , and of all 
the wdl-afeted within this Kingdom are exceedingly grieved , and 
made heavy , That in fo long a time, againſt the profeſſions both of 
King and Parliament, and contrary to the joynt defires and prayers of 
the godly in both Kingdoms, to whom it 1s more dear and precious 
then what is deareſt to them in the world, The Reformation of 
Religion hath moved fo lowly , and ſuffcred ſo great interruption. 
They cenfider , That not onely Prelates, formall Profeſſors, prophane 
and worldly men , and all that are popiſhly afteRed, are bad Coun- 
felors and Workers, and do abuſe their power, and bend all their 
and policies againſt the Work of God, but the god of this 
world alſo , with Princjpalities and Powers, the Rulers of the dark- 
acſe of this world, and Spirituall wickedneſſe in high places , are 
working with all their force. and fraud in the fame oppoſition, not 
without hope of ſucceſſe ; they having prevailed ſo far from the be- 
inning, That in the times of the beſt Kings of «44h of old, and the 
molt part of the Reformed Kirks of late, a thorow and perte& Re- 
formation of Religion hath been a Work full of difficulties : Yet:do 
they conceive, That as it ought firſt of all to be intended , ſo ſhould it 
be above all other things , with confidence in God, who is greater 
then the world, and he who is in the world moſt ſeriouſly endeavoured. 
And that when the Supreme Provid:nce giveth opportunity of the ac- 
eepted time and day of Salvation, no other work can proſper in the 
hands of his ſervants, if it be not ap;rehended,, and with all reverence 
and faithfulnefe improved.

In like manner the Honourable Houſes Y Parliament , as they have many 
times before witneſſed their zeal, ſo new allo in their Declaration fent to the 
Aſſembly, which not only ſheweth the conſtancy of their zeal,but their great 
ief that the work hath been interrupted by a malignant party of Papiſty 
and evill-aftected perſons, eſpecially of the corrupt and diſſslute Clerey, by 
the incitement and inftigation of Biſhops and ethers.

def and firm Union of the two Churches and Nations of England and 


Scorl.nd, in preſerving aid maintaining the truth and purity of the Refor- 
med Religion, not oncly againſt Popery, . tut againft all other ſuperſtitious 
«ts 2nd Innovations whatſoever; have thereupon reſumed into our con- 
hide ation and care, the matters concerning the Reformation of Churche. 
Governvent and Diſcipline, which we have often had in conſultation and 
debate ſince the bcginoing of this Parliament ; and ever made it our chicfeſt 
4m, though we have been frequently interrupted, and powerfully oppoſed 
Uthe-proſecution and accompliſhment of it. 


And: 
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And however we continue (till , eh ſtorm and confli, finding final] 
abatement of difficulty, and much encreaſe of malignity and perverſeneſe 
in the oppoſition wherewith this great and neceſſary work of Reformation 
is encountred ; Yet we heartily thank God, and rejoyce with our Brethren 
of Scetlans, for that Peace, Liberty, and preſervation which God hath i 
forded them, taking it as a pledge and earneſt of the like mercy intended ty 
us in his good time, and hoping that he will net only free us from the moſt 
frievous and d (truQive miſeries and calamities of a Civill War, butgraci- 
ouſly perte& our deſignes and endeavours of a full Reformation in all mzt- 
ters appertaining tu Religion , which as it is the greateſt Honour and Ser. 
vice which God receives from his people, ſo we acknowledge with our 
Brethren, That it is the ſureſt foundation of glory, Rrength,and happineſle, 
Which he beſtows upon any Nation. 

The manifold o:\tructions and impediments which we have met with 
in ſecking this great bleſſing, do give to us and all Gods people , great cauſe 
of grief, and works in us an earncdlt longing for the remoyall of them. yet 
knowing that all the wonderfull works of God in this kinde have been 
brought to perfetion, through many oppoſitions, and ſeeming impoſſibili- 
ties,that ſo the conclufien might be mere glorious to his divine Majdty,and 
comfortable to his children. We cannot but in humility and ſubmiſſion 
expett the like ifſue of our wreſtling and ſtriving with that fierce and pe- 
remptory oppoſition which hath been framed and ated againſt us by the 
ſubtill and buſie engines of Satan , the moſt peſtilent incendiaries among 
us, the Jc{uites from abroad ; a virulent and diſcontented party at home, 
conſiſting of the Prelaticall Clergy , Atheifticall projeRors againſt Relig; 
on, profane and ſenſuall ſelf-loyers, heightned and enflamed againſt us with 
a ſpirit of malignity beyond the example of former times, wherein we 
have had manifold occafions to diſcern both our own weakneſle and imper- 
fections, and the divine mcrcy and goodneſſe, and to hope that God having 
upheld us ſo long beyond our own ſtrength and merit, will bring us thorow 
at laſt, to the full accompliſhment of his own praiſe, and of the joy of thus 
and other Churches. 

We acknowledge it an a of love tous, and of wiſdom for the good of 
both Churches, for which we are thanktull both toGod and them, that our 
brethren of Scor/and have beſtowed their ſerious thoughts and earneſt deſires 
for Unity of Religion ; That in a His Majeſties Dominions there might be 
one Contcſſion of Faith, one Direory of Worſhip , one publike Cate 
chiſin,.and one Form of Church-Government. And although it will hard 
ly te obtajned punRually and cxaRtly, unleſſe ſome way might be found for 
a niltuall communication,and conjunRion of counſell & debate in a

that one forme 1 yet both intending the > £4 end, proceeding by the fame rule 


of Gods Word, and guided by the tame Spirit, we hope by Gods affifance to 
be ſo directed, that we may caſt out whatſoever is offenfive to God, or juſtly 
difpleaſing to any Neighbour Church, and fo far agree with our Brethren of 
Saland, and other reformed Churches, in all ſubftantiall parts of DoRrine, 
Worſhip and Diſcipline, that both we and they may injoy thoſe advantages 
andconveniences which are mentioned by them in this theic anſwersg the more 
ficict union of both Kingdomes, more 1afe, cafie, and comfortable Govern- 
mentof his Majeſtic, and both co himſelfe and people more free Communion 
inall holy exerciſes and duties of worſhip, more conftant ſecurity of Religion, 
againſt the bloody praQtices of Papifls and deccirfull errors of other Series, 
and more profitable uſe of the Miniſtry, for the compaſſing and attaining 
whereof, we intend to uſe the labour and advice of an Afſembly of godly, lear- 
ned Divines, for the convcening of whom, a Bill hath already paſt both Hou- 
ſes, which had taken effeR long lince, if we could have ob.ained his Majetties 
Royall conſent thereunto. All which conſidered, we acknowledge the faith- 
fulland affetionate expreſſions of our Brethren, in wiſhing and defiring thus 
great advantage for us , doth ful:y deſerve thoſe thankes which wee have for- 
merly expreſſed, and no whittand in need of that Apology which they are 
pleaſed ro make. 
; The maine cauſe which hitherto hath deprived us of theſe, and other great 
advantages, which we might have by a more cloſe Union with the Church of 
Seatland, and other reformed Churches, is the government by Biſhops, which 
to ſtrengthen it ſelfe hath produced many other differences in Diſcipline and 
Ceremonies betwixt them and us, and is apt ro worke in the minds of thoſe 
who arethe approvers and defenders of it, ſuch a diſefleeme of, and W- 
on whoſe Churches. as makes us deſperate of that moſt beneficiall and defi- 
rable conjua10n with then, untill chis great impediment be removed : where- 
upon we have entred into a ſerious confideration, what good we have received 
from this government by Biſhops, which may countervaile ſuch a lofle and in- 
convenience, and we arc fo farre from apprehending any fatisfa&tion herein, 
that we plainly perceive it a cauſe of many other calamirics, dangers, and in- 
toller1ble burdens; being a diſhonour to Gud, by arrogating to themſelves a 
preheminence and power which he hath not given them, by prophaning the 
puritie of his ordinances, with the nuxture of their own injunCtions, by w' 
landing the frequent and powerfull Preaching of the Goſpell, thar & their 
uſurped authoritic might receive more eaſic ad:nitrance into the ignorant and 
miſguided'conſciences of men, by corrupting the Miniftrie with Pride, Arnbi- 
ton, Coverouſnefſe, Idlenefſe and Luxuric, by ſuppreſſing the ſpiricuall power 
and efficacic of Religion, and turning ir into formalicy and Pompe, by incli- 
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ving to Popery, the principles therevt being ſutab!e to this government, and 
contrary to thoſe principles which were the firſt grounds of Reformation, We 
likewiſe find it molt pernicious to thecivill ate and Common-wealth in that 
the Biſhops have ever been active to infuſe into our Kings ſuch Tenents and 
poſitions, as are contrary to the fundamentall lawes of the Kingdome, and apt 
to introduce Tyranny, and an arbitrary power over the lives, liberties, and 

propriety of the ſubject : and char they have been forward to incite the Ki 
againſt his people, anc! by force of armes to conſtraine them to ſubmir%toſuch 
an arbitrary governinent, and by unlawfull contribution of money to al 
his Majeſty in making warre upon his Subjects, whereof there are many evi- 
dences both in thoſe preparations which not long ſince were made to inyade 
Scotland, and in the warre now raiſed againſt the Parliament, and Kingdome 
of England, and yet they have ſhowne themſelves ſo ambitious of Soyeraignty, 
that they forbearc no: to maintaine in Sermons, and Printed Bookes, that the 
Kings Scepter ought to ſubmit to {aro Rod,and the Mitre to be aboye the 
Sword, which. argues in them an Antichriſttan ſpirit to exalt themſelves a- 
bove all that is called God and a defigne(when they have brought the. King- 
dom to be diſpoſed at his pleaſure)to ſubjeR his Majeſty to their own arbitrary 
cenſures,that themſelves may triumph in the bondage both of King and people. 
Upon all which and many other ccaſons we doe declare,that this goycrnment 


by Archbiſhops, Biſhops , their Chancellours, and Commiſſaries , Deanes: 


and Chapters, Archdeacons, and other Eccleſfiaſticall Officers depending upon 


the Hierarchy, is evill and juſtly offenfive and burdenſome to the Kingdome, 


a great impediment to Reformation and growth of Religion, very prejudiciall 
to the Aate and government of this Kingdome : and that we are reſolved that 
the ſame ſhall be taken away. And according toour former Declaration ofthe 
ſeventh of February, our purpoſe is to conſult with godly and learned Diyines 
that we may not onely remove this, bur ſettle ſuch a government, as may bee 
moſt agreeable ro Gods holy Word, moſt apt to procure and conſerve the peace 
of the Church at home, and happy union with the Church of Scotland, and 
other reformed Churches abroad, and to eſtabliſh the ſame by a law which 
we intend to frame for that purpoſe to be preſented to his Majelty for his - 
all afſent. And in the meane time humbly to beſeech his Majeſty that a Bill 
che Aſſembly may be paſſed in time convenient for the meeting to bee by the 
fifth of November next, the miſerable cflate of the Church and Kingdome not 
being able to endure any longer delay. 

This being the reſolution of both Houſes of Parliament, we doe defire our 
Brethren of Scotland to concurre with us in petitioning his Majeſty, that his 
Royall authority may be applyed tothe conſervationof a firme unity betweette 


the two Kingdomes, and that they likewiſe will think good to ſend to the ſame

out Law, or other Authority : And having received a Report from Sir Thomas 
Barrington, being returned, That the people upon the firt knowledge given 
them, that the Parliament required the ſhould forbear che ſearching of any 
houſes for Arms or Ammunition, or the tak ng goods out of any houſe, other- 
wiſe then is or ſhall be directed by the Parliament, or without the aſſiſtance 
of ſome of thoſe Perſons, who are by both Houſes of Parliament declared. that 
they ought to be preſent. The people did hereupon ſpecdily yicld obedience, and 
with-drew themſelves in a peaceable manner, and as they were required did 
make reſtitution of Plate, Money, and many other goods, by them taken from 
fuch as were pretended to be Popiſh Recuſants, and other Malignant perſons, 
" | #*dthatthey had expreſſed great Zeal and forwacdueſſe to comply with the 
; | dirctions of the Parliament for the future. 
TheLords and Commons do therefore Declare, that they reſent the afore- 
lid expreſſions of the People, and their ready obcdicnce as a teftimonie of 
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that durifull affeion which they beare to 'M Parliament, and to the preſent 
ſervice ofthe Kingdom ; And do heceby Order and Declare, That all perſon; 
whoſoever, that have taken either Money, P. ate, or any other goods, out of 
the houſe, or houſes, or from the perſons of any whoſoever. withour the (ye. 
6iall Command or Order of both, or cither Houſe of Parliament, Shall forth.

V Hereas Sir John Biron Knight, upon the 28 of Auguſt lal with di: 

vers T roopes of Hocie in a Trayterous and warlike manner, id 
mateh into the Tounty of Northampton, with an intention to kill, rob, and 
opt his:Majeſties Subjects in that and other C8unties, to the great tertgr 
and afrightment of the Inhabitants of thoſe parts ; whereupon divers of Hig 
Majeſtiesloyall and well affeed SubjeRs of the {aid County, according o 
thcir duty did afſemble themſelves together, and purſue the ſaid T1ayrouts, and

[| Am willing to take all occaſions to viſit all my good Subjets , in which 

; number I have cauſe toreckon you of theſe two Countics, and having lately 
had a good expreſſion of your loyalty and affetions to mee by thoſe Levies 
which at your charge have been {ent me from your pares ( which forwardnelle 
of yours, 7 hall always remember to your advantage ) and to let you know 
how I have bin dealc with by a powerfull malignant party in this Kingdome, 
whoſe Deſignes are no leſfe then to deſtroy my Perſon and Crowne , the Laws 
of the Land.& the preſent Government both of Church and State, The Leaders 
of theſe men by their ſubtiky and cunning praRices have (o prevailed upon the 
meaner fort of people about Loxdon,that my have called them up into frequent 
and dangerous Tumults, and thereby have chaſed from thence my ſelf, and the

MY LORD, 


ſhe, I have written thrice to the Commiſſioners for the Aﬀairsof Ire- 
lard, fince my comming from Zondon , to give them account of m mos 
Court, & thatT i alſo written ſeverall Letters to ſome particular friends in 
hope that thereby the truth might be known& my ſelf rightly underſtood: Yet 
becauſe thoſe Letters peradyenture may have miſcarried,and leſt I ſhould incur 
the cenſure ofthe Parlament for negligence or ſlacknes in that ſeryicezto which 
T have bin deſigned, I will eculy and as briefly as I can relate to your Lordſhip 
how Ihave waves! iy ſelf; And if your Lordſhip pleaſe, you may communt- 
cate itthe Houſe of Peers,as in your judgment and favour tome you (hall think 
fit;andT hope it will appear,that as T have bin very impatient of this delay.ſo1 
have not wanted diligence in the ſolicitation of my diſpatch. : 

When T caine to York,,I rold the King that I was come thither to receive His 
Majefties commandements and inſtruRions for that imployment,which he had

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Jone mee the honour to confer —— and I did humbly beſcech him thatT 
might not be (ta ed at Court; becauſe the Parliament did defire my ſpeedy re- 
pait into Jrelard, and that his ſervice, as I conceived did require it, at leaſt thar 
ſome governour ( if I were not thought worthy of ir) ſhould be preſently ſenc 
inco that Kingdom. The King told me that he would chink of it,butI muſt con- 
feſſe I did not find His Majelty fo ready to diſpatch mee as I hoped and expe- 
Ated ; From that time I did nor fail to beſeech His Majeſty to ſend mee away 
upon every opportunity that I had of ſpeaking to him, and I think there paſſed 
rot a day that I did not defire the Secretaries of State and ſome other perſony 
about the King to put His Majeſty in mind of me, and to haſten my diſmiſſion; 
And divers times I made it my Petition to the King that he would diſpatch ue, 
or, declare His intention chat he would not ler mee go at all ; the King faid ny 
inftcutions ſhould be drawn, and that hee would give order to Mr. Secretary 
Nicholas todo it as ſpeedily as he could; in expeRation whereof, I Rayed abour 
three weeks, till the King came from Yorke, when His Majeſty appointed me to 
follow him to Nottingham , and there I ſhould have my expeditions, I

perpetually ſolliciting to be diſpatched , and beſeeching His Majefly that I 
mighteither go to iny employment , or have His leave to retire my ſelfe to my 
own houſe and private condition ; That if he were unwilling to truſt me in an 
imployinent of ſo great importance, Idid beſeech him that I might be ao bur- 
then to his thoughts ; And that he would be ſo gracious as to let mee know his

fultthatT was ſo long abſent from that charge which I had undertaken. Tr is 
to no Pagote to tell yau every _ » but this I proteſt to your Lordſhip, 
That ifit had bin to fave the lives of all my friends, and of my ſelf, I could not 
have done more to procure my diſpatch ; Neverthelefſe I have not been ableto 
adyanceit one ſtep » nor have I ſeene any token ro make mee hope to have ir 
quickly till this morning, when Maſter Secretary Nicholas gave mea draught 
ofmy inftruQtions to peruſe , and ſoI hope that betweene this and: I

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doe ſo. The King dong informed at York by ſome officious perſons that there 
were certain draught Horſes provided to be fent into relax, His Majelty told 
me that he mu'l needs havethem for his own uſe, I did hu:ably beſeech him nor 
to take them away from his own ſervice in {reland,for which x ey were bought, 
and in which they were to be imployed,and beſides what I {aid my ſelf I made 
means by others to ſave the Horſes, foas I heard no more of it, till I came hi. 
ther, but then His Majeſty told me agiin that he muſt needs have thoſe Hor- 
ſes, and would have me ſend for them, I cepreſented to His Majeſty the incon- 
fiderablenefſe of thoſe &ew Horſes , and that the Parliament might take ic very 
ill in regard that the Horfes were bought with their money for the ſervice of 
the poor Kingdom of Jreland, therefore I did beſeech him not totake them, or 
howſvever that he would ſecure me from being an inflrument in that which 
conceived would much hurt his Aﬀairs, and that I being trufted by the Parlia- 
ment , could neither do it my ſelfe, nor conſent that any other ſhould doethat 
which was a breach of truſt , and a greatdifſervice even to His Majeſly Him- 
felfe.

Anſwer, adding this alfo that I could,not do itzand be an honeſt man to his fer« - 


vice, though it be true that the King ſaid he would reſtore the Horſes or pay 
for them : But for all this, It pleaſed His Majeſty to imploy one &rringren that 
ſerved mee , and gave him a VVarrant to fetch the Horſes Errington told 
me of it, I forbad him as far as I could to do it , and told him that if he did it, 
he muſt not look to have any thing more to do with mee for ever., and furthes 
that Fmade no doubt but the Farliament would hang. him for Realing th 
Horſes, This and more Ifaid ty Zrrington in the preſence of James Battieremny 
Secretary who will witneſſe it.

WE the Lords and Commons in Parliament afſembled, taking into ſerious 
conlideration. the meancs of compoling the great diltempers and com- 
butions begua in this Kingdome, whuch threaten the deltrution and ruineof 
it, und of all 0: ber Proteſtant Princes and States ; have thought good to wake 
this Declaration to the hugh and mighty Lords, the States of the United Pro- 
vices, That we underttand by a Letter of the Lord Digby, a perſon fled out of 
this Kingdom for high Treaſon : That as he often endevoured by his wicked 
and malicious counſcls to make diviſion between his Majeſty and the Parlia- 
ment,and hath becn in great part the cauſe of that miſerable and unnatural war 
which is made againſt us by his Majeſty, fo he hath laboured by all meanes in 
the Unized Provinces to provide ArmsS,powder, and Ammunition for the fo- 
menting of that war, and making it more dangerous to this Kingdom ; And 
for this _ did addreſſe himſclfe tothe Prince of Ora»ge, by whoſe coun- 
tenance and help ( as we are informed by the Lord Dighyes own Letters) hee 
hath mafe proviſion of great quantities of Ordinance, Powder, Armes, and

Or that they will forget that our troubles and dangers ifſue from the 
ſame fountaine with their owne, and that thoſe who are ſet a worketo under. 
mine Religionand Liberty inthe Kingdom are the ſame, which by open force 
did feek to bereave them of both, 

It cannot be unknowne to that wiſe State, that it is the Jeſuiticall faRion 
here,that hath corrupted the Counſ:ls of our King, the coniciences of agrext 
part of our Clergie, which hath plotted ſo many miſchievous Defignes, to 
deſtroy the Parliament , and (till endevoureth to divide Ireland from this 
Kingdome, by a moſt wicked and cruell Rebellion there, and to dividethe 
King from his Parliament and people here, and by falſe flanders, and impnts- 
tions of things never done nor intended by us, hath incenfed his Majelty, io

And in fatisfying theſe our reaſonable and neceſlary defires,they ſhall there-

| & $ We muſt wholly attribute the preſervation of Us and Our Chil- 
} dren jn the late bloody Battle with the Rebels, to the mercy and 
| goodneſſe of Almighty God, who belt knowing the Jultice of Our 
' Cauſe, and the uprightneſle of Our heart to his ſervice, and to the good 
"and welfare of Our People, would not ſuffer Us and the whole Kingdom 
to bemade a prey to thoſe deſperate perſons, ſo We hold it Our duty ſtill 
to uſe all pofſible means to remove that jealouſie, and miſunderſtanding 
from Our good Subjets , which by the induſtry and ſubtilty of that ma- 
lienaut pa:ty ( which hath brought this muſchicf and confuſion upon the 
Kingdom ) hath been infuſed into them, and to that purpoſe ( though 
even thoſe ſcandalls are ſufficiently anſwered by many of Our Declarations 
and Meſſages , and by Our late Proteſtation made inthe Head of Our Ar- 
my, which We ſhall alwayes by the help of God ſtedfaſtly and folemuly 
otferve ) We ſhall take notice ef thoſe ſubtill Tnſinuatio;.s by which at 
thispretent (according to that obſervation We can make, and information 
Wecan receive ) they endeavour to poyſon the hearts, and corrupt the Al- 
legiance of ſuch of Our good Subjects who cannot fo cleerly diſcern their 
malice and impoſtures. Firlt, by urging and preſling that falſe ground- 
leſeimputation of Our favouring Popery , and Our employing many of 
that R-ligion row in Our Army..

. thatRdigion, the private gun and undertakings they have madeto 
them, That if they would allift them againſt Us, all the Laws made in thir 
prejudice? ſhould berepealed ; yet acither the weaknefſe of Our own condi- 
tion, nor the other Arts uſed againſt Us , could prevail with us to invite 
thoſe of that Religion to come to Our ſuccour, or to recall Our Procluns- 
which forbade them to doſo. And Weare confident ( though We know 
of ſome few whoſe eminent abilities in command and condu&, and mg.

on is in the Army of theRebdlls, then in Our own. And Wedo 
Our good Subjcts, though We ſhall alwayes remember the particular ſit- 
vices which particular men have or ſhall in this exigent ef Ours perform 
to Us, with that grace and bounty which becomes a juſt Prince, yet We 
ſhall be ſo far from ever giving the leaſt countenance or encouragement to

re 23 of Oftcber, Andfinding the ſame to be Full of ſcandalls and inveftivs 
agaiſt the Parliament, without any ground or colour of truth to ſupport 
them ; Thought it our duty, as wcll for the diſcovery of the falſhood ther 
of, 26 of the malice and ſubtilties of the Contrivers ef thoſe ſcandalls,who. 
to our unſpeakable ſorrows, have gained ſo much power with His Maz.ſty,

jeſties Raign, will 6nde the prerences of thoſe nniult and illegall Difſoluti- 
ons, to be grounded upon the exceprions againſt ſome particular Members, 
mader the name of a few faftious and ſedicious p2rſons : So thar the aſperling 
apd wounding of the Parliament thorow the fides of a few Mcmbers, is no

And for the fatisfh&ion: of all indifferent men , that this War is raiſed 
againſt cheParliament, we ſhall refer them ro former Declarations iſſued out 
in his Maicſtics Name, being ſo many Inve&ives, and groundlefſe Acculs 
rions , not againſt, particalar Members onely, but againft the Votes and 
Proceedings of both Honlcs, and in plain tearms, declaring and publiſhing 

th Houtes guilty of high Treaſon; a Charge nor to be prefidenced by any 

rmer times, or in truth that Councell cannot be capable of.) And tht 
the Earl of Eſſix, Generall of rhe Forces raiſed for the-defence of- the King, 
Parliament, and Kingdoms, is a Traytor ; arid that all thoſe that aydand afhſt 
him, thereby comprehending both Houſes of Parliament , by whoſe Com- 
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Weak | Treaſon : Notwithſtanding all which, the Contrivers of that Declaration- 
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an have the face to te:m ir, Agrozmdleſſe Accuſatian to affirm, That the Army 
riſed by his Maieſty, is raiſed againtt the Parliament, orto take away the 
miledges thereof, 

Burit the truth were, as that Declaration ſeems to imply, That this 
Amy iz raiſed ro force ſome particular Members of this Parliament to bz 
delivered up, yet upon that Ground would ir follow, That the ſameis levied 

inſt the Parliament : For ic cannot be denyed by any ingenious man, bur. 
that che Parliament, by their inherent Rights and Priviledges,hach tlie power. 
ro judge and puniſh their own Members : And we have otren declared to his 
Maieſty a1d the world , Thac we were alwayes reaily to receive any evidence 
oracculation againſt any of them, and ro judge and puniſh them according 
ttheir demerits ; yer hicherro no Evidence produced, no Acculcr apperring 2. 
And yet notwithſtanding to raiſe an Army to compell th: Parliament 10 
expoſe theſe Members to the fury of thoſe wicked Councellors, thar thirſt 
after nothing more, then the ruine of them and the Common-wealth : Whar 
an be more evident, then that che ſame is levied againſt the Parliament; for 
didthey prevail in this, then by chedame reaſon. mighe they dzmand twenty. 
more; and conſequently,never ret fatistied, untill their malice and tyranny 
dd devour all thoſe Mcmbers they found crofle and oppolite ro their lewd. 
and wicked Deſigns. 

Touching the priviledges of Parliament, which the Contrivers of that 
Declaration (in his Maicſties Name ) ſeem to be fo tender of, and to profelſe 
al Conformity unto, and ro deny this Army to be raiſed in any degree to 
violare, we ſhall appeal to the Judgemert of. any indifferent man that will 
take a ſhort view-of their proceedings, how lictle truth is containedin-this - 
their Aſſertion. 
| The Parliament isto be.confidered in three ſeverall reſpeRs: firſt , As 
tha Councell, roadviſe : ſecondly, As it is a Court, to iudge : thirdly, As 
its the Body Repreſentative of the whole Kingdom, to make, repeal, or 
ater Laws. And whether the Parliament hath enioyed irs priviledges.ia any 
of theſe reſpeRs, ler any that hath his eyes open judge. 

For the firſt , we dare appeal.even tothe conſciences of the Contrivers 
themſelves, Wherher the Parliament, for the moſt part of the time they have 
ſite, hath ben conſulced with in any matter concerning the Church or Stare, 
of what narure or conſequence ſoever z nay , Whether matters of highett 
Importance have not been agitated and determined, not only withour, bur 
even contrary to their Advice ; and, Whether private and unknown Coun. 

fells, deftruRive both to Church and Stare, have nor been hearkned unto, 
approved, and followed, when the faichfall and wholeſome Advice of thar 
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"preateſt Councell hath b2en corned nad Fs and yet none can deny; 
but it is one of the principall ends why a Parliament is called ro conſult ef 
the great Aﬀair;zof the Church and State : And what miſravle eff:Rs, and 
{:d ev2ntsthis neglet of thar great Councel!, and preferring of unknown 
and private counlells before it, hath produced, ler che preſent DiltraRion 
of this King lom b-ar wicneſle, 

Concerning rhe ſecond, rhir is, The Judicature of the Parliament, norto 
in{1!t upon the private praQices, eve from th: firſt ficring thereof, to ins 
rerrupt our legal] proceedings againſt D-linquents, ta the ſecrer conveying 
th:m b:yond the Szas, by imm-diare Warrancs procured from his Majeſty, 
as in the Caſe's of Scecrerary Windebank, the Lord Finch, the Lord Digh, 
M. Percy, M. Germy”, andothers accu(-d in Paritament of high Treaſon; we 
{hall mention onely wh:r hath bzen done ch:r:in by publike Aﬀtions, and 
of rth2m, recite ſome fzw particulars n'ro-i9+-f1; ki:own re the Kihgdom; As 
firſt the reſcuing of Beckwith, a profefſ:d Pipi't, by che Cavaliers, fromour 
meſſenger art York, being ſenr for to anfiver a norab!e Delinquency agaioſt 
the Parliam:nt ;_ and by his Miic#ti-sown pzrfonall n—_ diſcharged, 
though the mefſ:znger informed his MaicRty of his Warrant from the Parlia 
ment to apprehend hiay , and the violence done him by the Cavaliers, The 
abuſing, beating, and (coffing of divers o:her 9ur meTeagers ar York, being 
ſent chither by che Parliament for Dzlinquenrs , and forced by the Cavaliers 

to recurn back well beaten, withour rheie priſoners : His Maicſties exprelſe 
Commands ſent to ſeverall Sheriffs of this Kingdom, and co diyzrs others, 
not to obey any M-ſN:nger or Comman 1 of þ ::h or eicher H uſes of Parlia 
meat, and ro refit them; His Maieſtizs enioyning the Members of bath 
Houſ's to reſide wich him, wh-reas by the lega!l and reſp:R'ive Summonsol 
both Houſes whereof they were Membzrz, thy w:re commanded to repair 
ro the Parliam-nt, and which they were bound, by che Darcy of their plic:s 
* andcalling, and theknuwn Laws of the Land, to obzy : Th: rating awa 
the Great S:al, whereby rhe execnrion of Jultic2, which is:h2 ſoul and lifkeof 
all Laws, is much interrupted ; an a& n»cto be parallell'd by rhe example 
of any former times, and ſich { were ic done to the meaneſt Court of the 
Kingdom ) could not b: juſtified, there being no Court without a Sealbe- 
longing to ir, 

The making the Kings Curt by che force and pawer of th: Kings Army, 
the anuary and refuge of all forts of Delinquents againſt th: Parliament 
and Kingdom, and proteting and defending rhem from the iuſtice thereof: 
His Mieſties receiving into His grace and favour, and by forc: and violence 
prot:&ingrhemfrom the Juſtice of rhe Parliament, ſach as ſtand impeached 
of high Treaſon, and fo farre convinced of their own guilt, Thar they __ 
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#0 ſtand to their Tryall, but fled out of the Realm to avoid the ſame; and 
irenow returned, and in molt eminent credit and eſteem with His Majeſty, 
and bear places of great truſt in the Army , and ſtand in defiance of th2 
Paliament, and the Authority thereof ; as namely, The Lord Dighy, Mr. 
Bey Percy, Maſter Daniel On:al , and Captain Legg, all impeached of 

ohTreaſon, Maſter 7/i1zor , and Maſter Aſdburnbam, impeached of mil- 
priſionof Treaſon ; and all thoſe Impeachments before any Army raiſed by 
the Parhament. 

Touching the third particular of making and altering Laws, we ſhall 
need to fay little of that, it being well known to the Kingdom, that divers 
Bills highly importing the peace and proſperity of the Church and Com- 
mon-wealth have paſt doth Houſes, and been preſented to His Majdty for 
His Royall Aﬀent, and all denyed ; and Declarations have been made and 
publiſhed in Hs Majelties Name, That He would not paſe any Bill of what 
Importance or Conſcquence ſoever (the buſinefſe of 7-eland excepted } be- 
fore certain Demands of His Ma'cdty in thoſe Declarations mentioned , 
which the Parliament could not in Honour or uſtice aſſet unto, were 
granted. A Declaration, (weare coatident) that cannot findea pretideiit 
to warrant it inany Kings time. 

Byall which it 16 apparent how our Priviledges have been torn from us 
by peece-meals from time totime. And we might mentioa many paiſſg:s, 
whereby they were endeavoured to be pulled up by the Root, and totaily 
ſubverted. As the attempt to bring up the late Ariny from the North to 
force Conditions upon th. Parliament ; The Petition and Protcſtation of 
the Biſhops, to Invalide all the As and Proceedings thereof. His Majeſtics 
Letters and Commands to the Members of both Houſes (which found ob 
Cience in a great many ) to attend Him at York; and fo by depriving the 
Parliament of their Members, deſtroy the whole Body. But we ſhall r«{t 
ſatisfied with what is already ſaid, which is enough to prove the vanity of 
theContrivers, to feed themſelves with hope of bclicf, That the Priviledges 
of Parliament are not violated, but intended to be preſerved with all due 
obſcrvance. 

Concerning the Allegations, That the. Army raiſed by the Parliament is 
tomurther aad depoſe thz King ; We hoped the Coatrivers of that Decla- 
ration, or any that profcfſed but the name of a Chriſtian, could not have fo 
little charity as to raiſe ſuch a ſcandall, eſpecially whzn they mult needs 
know the Proteſtation taken by every Member of botk. Houſes, whereby 
they promiſe in the preſence of Almighty God , todef:nd His Majeſties 
Perſ.n. The Promiſe and Proteſtation made by the Members of to:h Houſes 
upon the nomination of the Earl of Ex to be Generall, and tolive _ 
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dye with kim, wherein 15 expreſſed, That this Army was raiſed for thei 
f-nce of the Kings Perſon. 

Our often, ea: neſt, and moſt humble addreſſes to His Majeſty to leave thy 
&fperate and dangerous Army wherewith He 1s now encompaſſed, raiſe 
and vp held tothe hazard of His Own, and the Kingdoms ruine ; And to 
-comein Perſon to His Parliament, where he ſhould be ſure to remain in 
Honour and Safety. And our humble Petition direfted to be preſentedto 
Him by the hands of the Earl of Eſſex,beforeany blow given,to removeHis 
Rovyall Perſon from that Army, a requeſt inconſiſtent with any purpoſeto 
offer the leaſt violence to His Perſon, which hath and ever ſhall be dexr 
vinto ue, 

It was well known we raifed not any Forces untill a conſiderable tody 
of an Army was raiſed againlt the Parliament to deſtroy us, our Liberties 
and Religion, which being ſecured unto us, and the Army raiſed agairlt us 
disbanded, weſhall bercady and willing to disvand, and do moſt earndtly 
deſire 1t, 

And concerning the impration laid to our charge of our raiſing this 
Army to alter the Frame of Government , and &tabliſhed Laws of the 
Land, we ſhall nced to give it no other Anſwer then this, That if toraik 
«2 Army in our own juſt defence, when another ts marching towards us 
to deſtroy us and our Law's, be toalter the Frame of Government, then1s 
that Army raiſed for that purpoſe, othcrwile it is for our own, and otit 
Laws neceflary preſervation. 

And whercas the Contrivers of that Declaration, urge it as a neceſſary 
Conſequence, That becauſe the Kings Perſon was in dangerin the late 
Battcll of the three and twenty of Otober, Therefore the Army raiſed by 
the Parliament, and that gave Battell to the other Army, was not raiſed 
for the defence of the Kings Perſon, but of purpoſe to deſtroy him : We 
conffle we underſtand not the Logick thereof, no more then if the Kings 
P.r{onthould be chaſed, apprehended and poſſeſſed by Theeves and Robbers, 
and the Kings good Subjects ſhould raiſe an Army to purſue thoſe Roodet3, 
a:2d by Battcll diſpoſſeſſe them of Him, and reſcue Hun from their Powe 
and Tryanny;That therefore this wasan Army raiſed to murder and def:roy 
the King, 

And we cannot but wonder, That weare ſtill charged with that ſcandall 
(6 often anſwered) That the g:catdt part of our Members are driven away 
by violence, when inſtance cannot be made of any one in particular, 
that it 1s well known, That many of them, if not moſt of them that ab- 
f.nt themſelves, have been by expretſe Letters from His Majeſty,commanded 
£5 repair to Him. to Zork: And contrary tothe cxpreſſe Summons of either 
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fouſe required to continue there , = _— of them have ſince been Prin- 
cipalls and Inciters of this War againſt the Parliament and Kingdom. | 

Concerning the Book of Common-Prayer, ſuggeſted by that Declaration 

tobercjeted ; we have by ſeverall Declarations ckared our {:lves of that 
charge, That we never rejected it, That we intend to take nothing out of it, 
but what ſhall be evill, and juſtly offenſive, or at leaſt but unneceſſary and 
burthenſome ; and for that purpoſe to require the Advice of a religtous, 
learned, and Orthodox Aſſembly of Minifters. 

Touching the Aſperſion of our giving no countenance to any, but to 
Browniſts and Anabaptiſts , we would have been very glad to know who, 
and what kinde of perſons the Contrivers 'of that Declaration intend by 
Browniſts and Anabaptiſts ; for now all ſuch as will not ſu>mit to thoſe 
unwarranted Ceremonies, and Popiſh Innovations lately introduced in the 
Church by the Prelaticall party ; uch as in truth and ſincerity of heart make 
conſcience of their wayes ; ſuch as will not by blaſphemous oaths prophane 
Gods Name, and contemn the Lords Day ; and ſuch as look after, and heat- 
tily wiſh a perfe& and thorow Reformation in the Church, are by that ma- 
lignant and popiſh party comprehended under the name of Brownilts and 
Anbaptiſts : And if by Browniſts and Anabaptiſts they intend ſuch per- 
ſons, we Em the countenancing of. them : But if by that name 
andftile they mean ſuch who are tru:ly fo, according to the reall and proper 
ſonification of the expreſſion, we do affirm it to be a falſe groundleſſe 1m- 
putation ; And had not His Majeſty (ſeduced thereunto by that Popiſh and 
Prelaticall FaRtion)denyed His conſent to the Bill for the Aſſembly ſo often 
by both Houfes preſented unto Him , we had long fince manifeſted to the 
world, by a well-ſetled Reformation , our utter diſlike of Browniſin and 
Anabaptiſm. But we very well know itis one of the ſtratagems of that 
Prelatical party,to enterrupt us of the means to ſettle Church-(overnment, 
that by the delay thereof, they may ſtir up fations and diviſions amongſt 
ttepcople ( who having not the rule beforethem , are apt torun ſeverall 
wayes, and fo 1umpute the errours and indiſcreet carriage of few perſons, 
unto the Parliament : But God in his good time will uamask their plots, 
and confound their devices. 

The Contrivers of that Declaration ſuzgeſt an endeavour by us to raiſe

trample and jnfvlt over othcrs : yet weare affured , That there are of the | ® 
Gentry many worthy and true-hearted Patriots, who are ready to lay down || ® 
their lives and fortunes ( and of late have given ample teſtimony thereof ) 
for maintenance of their Laws,Liberties,and Religion ; and with them,and ſa 
others of thcir reſolution, we ſhall be ready tolive and die, la 


» And though we mult own it as our duty to uſe our beſt endeavours, That c 
the meaneſt of the Commonalty may enjoy their own Birth-rights , Free- \ 
dom, and liberty of the Laws of the Land, being equally intituled thereur- r 
untv with the greateſt SubjeR , yet we hope this is far from any purpoſe to c

And that the Commiſſion of Array doth take away the eſtates of the } ,

W- the Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament aflembled,do 
in the preſence of Almighty God,for the ſatisfattion of our conſci- 
aces,and the diſcharge of that great truſt which lies upon us,make thisPro- 
(ation and Declaration to this; Kingdom and Nation , and to the whole 
world, That no p: ivate paſſion or reſpe&, no evill intention to His Maje- 
liesperſon,no*defign to the prejudice of His juſt honour and Authority,en- 
us to raiſe Forces, and take up Arms againſt the authors of this War, 
Maerewith the Kingdom js now enflamed.80o © And 
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And we have alwayes deſired from our hearts and ſouls, manifeſted inoys 
ations and proceedings, and in {everall humble Petitions and Remonſiran. 
ccs to His Majclty, profeſled our loyalty and obedience to His Crown, rex 
dineſſe and reſolution to defend His Perſon, and ſupport His eſtate with our 
lives and fortunes to the uttermoſt of our power. 

That we have been willing to paſſe by,not only thoſe injuries,ignominig, 
flanders, and falſe accnfations, wherewith we have been privatcly oppreſſed 
and gricyed, but likewiſe many publike incroachments , and high uſurpati- 
ons, to the prejudice of Religion and Liberty, divers bloody, trayterous and 
crucll praiſes and defigns,for the utter ruine and deſtruQion of the Church 
and State, ſo as we might for the time to come have been ſecured from that 
wicked and malignant party , thoſe pernicious and Trayterous Counſcls, 
who have been the authors and fomentors of the former miſchicts,and pre 
ſent calamitics which have and ſtill do diſtemper this Church and State, | 

That for the ſame purpoſe, and for the avoiding of blood, we dire the 
Earl of Eſſex Lord Generall, by him{{lf or others, in ſome ſafe and hono- 
rable way, to cauſe to be delivered ant hawole Petition, wherein we do ddire 
nothing from His Maj.ſty, but that He w ould return in peace to His Parlia- 
ment, and by their faithfull counſ.ll and advice, compole the diſteinper,and

defired to Treat with Vs by Petition, they might not as well have ſent it to Vs, 

as they have done {ince, their InflruQions totheir Ambaſſadours into Ireland, 
and their new Bill for rooting our Epiſcopacy , and — new forme of 
Church-government, let all the World judge.

VVee have before in Ou 
Declaratiofis (ſufficient to ſatisfie any honeſt man,) declared Our opinion and 
Reſolution concerning forreigne Force , and V Ve had never greater cauſe to be 
confident of ſecurity in Our own SubjeRs, and therefore cannot believe fo vile 
a ſcandall can make any imprefljon in ſober men. Ler a liſt of the Nobility and 
Gentry about Vs, and in Our Service be viewed , and will they not be found 
the mo zealous in the Proteſtatt Religion , the moſt eminent in reputation, 
of the greateſt fortunes , and the greateſt fame , the: moſt-publicke Lovers of 
their Country , and moſt carne aſſertors of the Liberty of the SubjeR , that 
this Kingdome hath ?

man ought ro make his own. By their declaring all perſons to be out ofthe 
prote&ion of Parliament (and ſo'expoling them to the fury of their Souldiers) 
who will not affiſt this Rebellion againſt Vs, their anointed King, by the daily 
out-rages committed in Torkeſhire , when contrary to the deſire and agreemey 
of that County (ſigned under the hands of both parties)they will not ſuffer the 
Peaceto be kepr, bur chat the Diſtrations and Confuſion may be uniyerſall 
over the whole Kingdome, dire their Governiour of Hi! ro make war 
Our good SubjeRts in that County, and ſo continue the robbing and plundring 
the Houſes of all ſuch who concur not with them ia this Rebellion. Laftly, by 
the barbarous, facrilegious Inhumanity exerciſed by their Souldiers in Chur- 
ches, as in Canterbury, Worceſter, Oxford » and other places, where they com- 
mitted ſuch un-heard of Our-rages , as Jews , and Atheiſts , never practiſed 
before. God in hisgood time will make them examples of his vengeance, 

We never did, norever ſhall deſire to ſecure the Authours and Inftruments 
of any miſchiefs to the Kingdom fromthe Juſtice of Parliament, We defireall 
ſuch perſons may be ſpeedily brought to condigne puniſhment by rhar Rule 
which is, or ought to be, the Rule of all puniſhment , the known Law 
of the Land : If there have ſeemed to be any interruptionin proceedings of this 
nature, it muſt be remembred, how long perſons have been kept under generall 
Accuſations, without triall, though earneſtly deſired , that the Members who 
were properly to judge fuch Accuſations have 7 violence bin driven thence,or 
could not with honour and fafety be preſent at ſuch debates,that notorious De- 
linquents by the knowne Laws were protected againſt Us from the Juſtice of 
the Kingdom,and ſuch called Delinquents, who committing no Offence = 
any known Law were fo voted only for doing their Duties to Us , and then 
thece will be no cauſe i 0 found againſt Us. 

And for the Priviledges of Parliament We have faid ſo much atid upon ſuch 
Reaſons , (which have never bin anſwered but by bare poſitive Aſſertions) in 
Our ſeverall Declarations, that We may well, and do fill uſe the ſame expre(- 
fion, That We deſire God may fo deal with Us and Our Poſterity, as We de- 
fire the preſervation of the juſt Rights of Parliament ; The violation whereofin 
truth by theſe defperate perſons is fo cleerly known to all men who undertand 
the Priviledges of Parliament , that their rage and malice hath not bin greater 
to Our and Government then to the Liberty, Priviledge , and very be- 
ing of Parliaments, witnefſe their putting in-putring out, and ſuſpending what 
perfons they pleaſe, as they like or diſlike thar opinions, their bringing downe 
the Tumults to aſſault the Members, and awe the Parliamen, their poltiag and

oſecuting ſuch Members of either Houſe as concurred nat with them in theic 
Defignes, and fo driving them from thence for the ſafety of their lives, their de- 
wing Us » againſt the knowne , eſtabliſhed Law, and the Conſtitution of the 
nedom, to have a negative voice , without which no Parliament can conſiſt, 
teir making cloſe Committees , from whence the Members of the Houſes are 
axenpted, againlt the Liberty of Parliament, and laſtly, reſolving both Hou- 
&sinto a cloſe Committee, of ſeventeen perſons who undertake and direR all 
hepreſevt Outrages, and the managery ofthis Rebellion againſt Us, in the ab- 
fence of four parts of five of both Houſes, and without the privity of thoſe who 
faythere , which is not only contrary bur deſtructive to Parliaments them» 
ſelves. By theſe grofſe , unheard of Invaſions and breaches of the Priviledges 
of Parliament, (and without them they could not have done the other) They 
made way for their attempts upon the Law of the Land ,& the introduction of 
that unlimited, Arbitrary power which they hae fince exerciſed to the intole- 
rable damage and confuſion of the whole Kingdome, And We afſure Our good 
SubjeRs, the vindication of theſe juſt Liberties and Priviledges of Parliament, 
tus violated by theſe men , is nor lefſe the Argument of Our preſent quarrell 
andundertaking, then Our own Honour, Inteceſt, and Safety, thoſe being nv 
myo ſecurely to be preſerved , as by preſerving Parliaments and their juli 
Friviledoes. Neither is there any Proteſtation to Our knowledge publiſhed in 
Qur name of Our tenderneſle of the miſcries of /reland , and Our Reſolution to 
mayntain the Proteſtant Religion, and Laws of this Kingdom, that is nut the 
Mroeftation of Our Soule, and manifeſted in all Our Afions, and Wee hope 
tatfalſe Scandall, That divers of the Iriſh Traitours and Rebels, the knowne 
fayourers of them, and Agents for them are admitted ro Our preſence with fa- 
your and imployed in Our ſervice, will gain nocredit with good men, who re- 
meniber well the notorious imputation ſo confidently and groundlefly hereto- 


forecaſt 6n Us by Maſter 72s, of which as there could never be the leaſt proof, 


bWecould never receive any ſatisfaction for that high injury , which might: 
have bin a warning to them to have publiſhed no more ſuch untruchs., if they 
knot found that truth-and their Ends cannot meet together. | 
For the Horſes taken for Our Service , which were provided for the ſervice- 
of Ireland, 'tis true, Wee- were compelled for the bringing Our owne Wag-- 
- from (eſter for the carriage of Our Munition to make uſe of them, being” 
in number and of ſmall value , after they were certified to be of no uſe for 
theſervice, for which they were provided.. And: for theClothes, pon enquiry, 
Wefinde that ſome few were taken by Our Souldiers (but without any Order 
from Us) going to {ovextr), and as was probably believed for the xelicfof thac 


place, then in a Kuall Rebellion again. Us, but how.far We have been,and aze- 


rom diverting any of thoſe proyiſions-made forthe relief of that pogreKing--

dome (the thought of whoſe miſerable condition makes Our heart bleed tay 
| appear by Our exprefſe Command given for the ſpeedy tranſportation of three 
thouſand ſuits of Clothes which Wee found provided at Cheſter, but n 
to be ſent, and which no neceſſity of our own Army here could prevail with 1 
to ſeize. And how bold ſoever the reproches of that kind have bin upon Us, 
are confident malice ir ſelfe cannot lay the leaft probable imputation upon ly, 
for thenegle& of Our duty towards that Kingdoine. What one thing in Ou 
power haye We negleRted or omitted, which might contribute to the aſkſtanc 
or eaſe of Our poore Proteſtant SubjeRs there ? We firſt recommended the cal 
of that buſinefle to both Our Houſes of Parliament. Wee conſented to all Pro- 
poſitions made on the behalf, offered to raiſe ten thouſand Volunciers, (whch if 
chen accepted had ſhortned that wock ) offered to venture O.r own perſon in 
the ſervice, what interpretation that offer of Ours found , is known to all the 
world : Wee parted wich Our intereſt in the L and of tie Rebels, to encourage 
ſuch who wece willing to adventure in that buſines,& when Mony is raiſed by 
| Our conſent foc that ſole purpoſe, they have at once ſeized on a hundred thou- 
fand pound particularly appointed by AR of Parliament for the reliefof Ireland,

this unnatural civill War at home. They have leavied men and entertained 
Cornmanders for that fervice,and then compelled them to joyn in this Rebelli- 
on, and to march againſt Us, and though they have complained of Our keeping 
the Lievtenant of /re/ard ſome weeks with Us , (when intruth it was a ſeaſon 
of extraordinary buſineſſe, ) after wee had in yain for many moneths preſſed 
his diſpatch, yer themſelves now detain him, when his going is for 
the preſervation of that Kingdom, And no doubt theſe 1nen (and theſe alone)by 
degerting this miſerable diſtraRion of England. are guilty before God and Man 
of all the inſupportable calamities that Our Kingdom of /relavd endures. Let 
al' the World judge where the deſire of Peace is, and upon whoſe account the 
bloud and confuſion which hath bin ſhed and muſt follow, ſhall he caft , And 
whether the ſeverall Proclamations aad Declarations publiſhed by Us , haye 
not bin extorted from Us, by ſuch un-heard of infolencies and injuries , which 
no former times ever produced, neither can any ſober man wonder, when Wee 
| are publickly reproached, traduced, and reviled ro Qur people(a practice never

poſe an Army raiſed and marching againſt Vs, that Wee praclaime the Gene» F | 
call of that Army and ſuch who ſhall! affiſt him: in leavying a War againſt Vs, F | 
| to 
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be traitours, 2nd have ſer up Our Royall Standard, and required all Our 
Subje&s to come to Our defence, And yet both in that Proclamation 
*nd in all Our Declarations We have never accuſed Our Parliament, bur fuch 
& ious, ſeditious Members of both Houſes whom We have nanied, and whom 
we ate ready to prove according to the Rules of the known Law to be guilty 
of high Treaſon. Wee well know, and all the Kingdome knows that of neere 
fyehundred Members, which the Houſe of Commons contains, there remayns 
not now there a hundred , neither hath above ſuch a number conſented almoſt 
to any thing of which We have ever complained , the reſt have cicher bin dri- 
yenaway by Tumulrs and Threats of the perſons whom We have accuſed, or 
out of conſcience withdrawn themſelves from their deſperate conſultations, 
and of about a hundred Peeres of tl.e Realme , there are nut above fifteene or 
fxteen who concur in theſe miſerable Reſolutions , which difturbethe publick 
peace, many of which being of deſperate fortunes, haveno other ſupport . then 
the Commands now given them to make War upon Vs , and now theſe men 
muſt fir upon the Lives and Fortunes of all the Nobility, Gentry , and Com- 
mons of England, and becauſe We will not put Our Self into the hands, Go- 
yernument , anddiſpofall of them , all Our good Subjecdts are inviced and en- 
couraged to Rebell again Vs , yet Wee have bcen, and are ſtill far from accu- 
fing all that ſmall number of both Houſes who are yetlefr rogether , Wee be- 
lieve many of them are miſled by the —_— and malice, and frighted by the 
power of thoſe men whom We have acculed, againſt every one of whom We 
have Evidence of matter of faRt* chat the known Law of the Land determines 
tobe high Treaſcn. 

And naw that all Our good _— may ſee how defirous theſe men and 
their Adherents are to prevent the effuſion of bloud , and the laſting miſeries 
ofz Civill VVar, they will make themſelves ſo conſiderable , that except Y Ve 
will recall Our Proclamations and Declaratiuns whereby particular men na- 
med for particular Actions (which the Law hath defined to be Treaſan) are fo 
xccuſed, and others warned from involving themſelves in their guile, & except 
Ve will take down Our Standard rhat Our good SubjeRts may not repaire to 
Vsfor Our defence, when ſo many Armies are raiſed againſt Vs in ſeverall pares 
of the Kingdom , and ready to deſtroy Vs, and ſuch of Our goodſSubjets, 
who dare continue loyall to Vs, and except VVe will return to Lo +» from 
whence with violence VVe have bin driven, VVe muſt not be treated with, or 
receive any Anſwer to ſo gracious a Meſſage. | 

It can no longer be doubted by any man,who bath not wilfully forfaken his 
underſtanding, thar it is no more a quarcell undertaken by the Parliament, bur 
contrived and fomented by the perſons VVe have named , and now continued 
dely incheir defence, to whoſe Ambition, —_— = and Malice, —_—_

tormed Proteſtant Religion, the juſt Rok Honour, Safety , and life of Vs ad 
Our Pofterity,the Law of the Land, which hath ſolong preſerved this Nation 
happy,the Liberty of the Subje& efabliſhed by that Law,& the glorious frame 
and conſtitution of this Kingdom muſt be ſacrificed. But as Wee have hither 
left no Action unperformed, which in Honour, Juice, and Conſcience Vee 
were obliged to doe , or in Chriſtian Policy and Prudence VVee could con. 
ceive unght prebably prevent theſe Calatnities, ſo we thank God he hath given 
Vs a full Courage and Reſolution to run the utmoſt hazard of Our life for the 
ſuppreſſion of this horrible Rebellion, in the which no diſproportion of Power, 
Armes, or Money ſhall diſcourage Vs ; And we hope that all Our good Sub. 
jets beſides, by the common duty of Allegiance , will be Rirred up for their 

own ſakes, for the preſervation of the bleſſed Proteſtant Religion , and for the 

upholding this whole admirable frame of Covernment which being diffolved, 

all their private and particular Rights and Intereſt muſt be immediately gon- 
founded, to bring in thetr urmoſt power and aſſilance unto Vs in this deſpe- 

rateexigent. And we do declare that whoſoever ſhall loſe his life in this Ser- 

vice for Our defence, the VVardſhip of his Heire ſhall be granted by Vs with« 
out Rent or Fine to his own uſe, and wee ſhall hold Our Selfe obliged to take 
all poſſible care for the ſupport, relief, and prote&ion of all their V Vives and 
Children, who ſhall have the hard fortune todie in this Service.

med both Houſes ? And if both Houſes ſhall at the pleaſure of the Prince be 
ralled and accounted a FaRion. Bur this Malignant Fattion the two Honſes of 
Parliament have, and alwayes had a deſigne to alter the whole frame of Govern 
ment both of Church and State. How doth that appeare, and out of what evi- 
dence doth it ariſe ? 4 ful narration of that ſhall be made hereafter : What ju- 
Rice,what conſcience is there in that, to defame in ſo high a degree (as a higher 
cannot be imagined ) not private perſons, but a Parliament throughout the 
whole Kingdome, upon a narration to be made hereafter which they hope will 
be ſatisfatory? And when ſhall this narration bee made? when they have 
force enough to make men ſee cauſe to judge it ſatisfaRory ; Or if that ww 
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hey may happily ſee as good cauſe ro 2 linquiſh the accuſation as they firſt 
aw cauſe, (which no man elſe ſaw or beleeved) for to make it,and by this time 
(wedoubr not) but every man doth plainly diſcerne through the mask and vi- 
nard of their hypocrifie, what their defigne is, to ſubje& both King,Parliamenr 
and Kingdome, to their needy,avaritious and ambitious ſpirits,and to the v1o- 
kent Laws, Marſhal Law of governing the people by guard,and by the ſouldiers. 
The contrivers and penners of that Declaration will nceds make the world be- 
leeve,(for they Care not what they afhrme, knowing that their Declarations are, 
and will be ſpread with more diligence then the anſwers of the Parliament are) 
(that we have ſpent onr time ſince the receſſe only 1m Declarations, Remon#trances, 
aud Invettives apainſt his Majeity and his government,or in preparing matter for 
them) was the Bill for taking the Biſhops votes out of the Lords Houſe (fo 
much deſired by the whole Kingdome, and ſo much for the good thereof) were 
the ſeverall Bills for the defence of the Seas nothing but Declarations and In- 
veives againſt the King and his Government ? have the preparations of the 
Bills again ſcandalous Miniſters, for thetaking away of pluralities, againfl. 
Innovations and Superſtitions in Religion,for the calling of an Afſembly of Di- 
vinesfor the better ſerling of the matters in Religion(moſt of which have pal- 
ſed boch Houſes, and want nothing but the Royall aſſent) been onely prepara- 
tions for matter of Declaration and inyeRives againſt his Majeſty and his go- 
rernment? have the many Bills for the ſupplies and reliefe of- /rel/and ; have all 
our endeavours for the redemption of ourReligion,and Nation out ofthe bloo- 
dy hands of the Popiſh Rebels in that Kingdome (which God hath been plea- 
ſed to honour with good ſuccefle, and the current whereuf+is ſo much endea- 
youred to bez interrupred by the malignant ſpirit of diviſion among us) been. 
only Declarations and inveRives againſt the King and his government ? are 
thepreparations for moneys and other neceſſaries for Fre/and both heretofore, 
and at this preſent (wherein never any Parliament tooke that paines,and enga- 
1s owne particular perſons and eſtates at any time,or in any caſc as this- 
arliament hath done,and without which the rebels in [re/ard might have bin. 


our Maſters there, and our mates in this Kingdome ) are all theſe prepara-- 


tions only preparations of matter for Declarations and inveRtives ”_ his. ; 


Majeſtie and his government ? Wee might have expeRtcd ſuch a con-:

{aration publiſhed in his Majeſties name. And if his Majeſtie did not. 


invite us to. any expence of tine. in- Declarations, by beginaing Argumienss: 
ef that nature, yer-the evill Councellours about his Majeſtic , and their. 


wicked infiruments diſperſed throughout the -whole Kingdome , infor- -- 


&d us to prepare Antidotes againſt the poyſon - which they had infuſed in- 
© the people ' again{t ' the. Parliament : and the- proceedings thereof, 
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and for the printing and publiſhing of our Declarations , Votes and Petitions, 
allthis doth not make up an Evidence of an Appeal to the people: cannot we 
publiſh our proceedings for the fatisfaftion of them by whom and for whon 
we are trufled, in thoſe things wherein they are ſo inuch concerned,and where. 
of they have of late bin ſo much and ſo maliciouſly miſ informed , but it mu 
end an Appeale unto thei as Judges ? Doe they not rather Appcale unt 
them as Judges, who decline the higheſt Court of Judicature within this King. 
dome, and having recourſe to the people , arraigne and condemne before them 
the judginents and Reſolutions of that Court from whence there can be no A 
peal bue by diſſolving of the whole fraine and conſtitution of the Civill policy 
and government of this Kingdome into the originall Law of nature? in which 
narurall capacity (ſince it mult be ſo) in Gods Name, let the people judge eye- 
ry man within his own breaſt of the perſons that they have truſted, and ofthe 
perſons that they have not truſted, which are thofe of the counterfeit imagina- 
ry great Counſell of Peers at Torke , together with their guard of Cavaliers, 
and let them conſider with themſelves whecher they have ſo much cauſe to mis 
ruſt the great Councell of the Kingdom , which they never yer knew to have 
brought in, or to haye endeayoured to bring in an Arbitrary Governinent, bu 
often to have bin the remedy thereof, or a few evill Countellours about his Mas 
jeſty whom by frequent and late experience there,'have known to have endez- 
vourcd it, and alfo to have done it. 

We call God to witncſle, that though our quarrel! be againſt the Malignant 
parry for his Majefties ſake, yer not in that ſence as is here affirmed , but out of 
our loyalty and _— affeion to his Majeſty , and our Expreſſions againſt 
that party is, to give his Majeſty 2 lively ſence of the damage, danger, and dil- 
honour that his Majeſty ſuſtaineth by their counſels and ſuggeſtions. But there 
7s 110 malt ty about his Maieſty » we name them not , wee prove them not to 
be evill (or ſellowrs. And how do the framers of that Declaration prove, or by 
whartof our proccedings is it evident ? That by the malignant party wee mtend 
all the members of both Houſes who agree not with ms tn opinion, and all the perſon 
of the Kingdom who like net of owr Attions.By what Declaration or vote ofcither, 
or both' Houſes was thatdiftinRtion made of good and bad Lords , or by what 
allowance or countenance of both or either Houſe were any proſeribed and ther 
mes liſted and read in Twmults > Although it is poſſible that ſome Members 
of one or both Houſes, may diſcover Juch a conſtanc Bias from publick intere{- 
ſes to their private ends, that they may hearc ill abroad for it, which the Houſes 
of Parliament cannot helpe , nor are bound to hinder. As for thoſe perſons 
whoſe tranſcendem vertues ({o largely here deſcribed ) brought ther to his Me 
jeſties knowledge and fauenr, a5 we mult profeſſe that the ewo Houſes of Parlu» 
ment (which are the Eycs of the body politick of his Kingdom) cannot diſeern 
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many ſuch in fayour with&is Vee. 5% are ſure nothing that eyer wee 
have ſaid or done, can give ay ground for any man to colle& that we intend» 
edto brand any perſons with the name of Malignants for ſuch counſels and a+ 
&ions as thoſe ; but if ay mans conſcience hath brought that home to hinſelfe 
which our Declaration did not, who formerly might ſeeme forward for Reli- 
gion and publick interefſes, and ſince hath been an inſtrument in diviſion be» 
teen his Majeſty and his great Counſell the Parliament ; We ſhall not think 
he is|eſſe Malignant or more worthy of his Majeſties knowledge and favour 
becauſe he is an Apoſtate 3 bmt the comnſels ſhall rry the Connſcllonrs , that is the 
Tryall we put them upon. Jt is ſaid, That it is no ill counſell for the King to 
withdraw himſelf /o far, and ſo long froms the Parliament ; becauſe at London, He 
ond mary whoſe affetlions were emunent towards him, were in danger every day to be 
torn in pieces, and at Y ork, his Maieſby , and all ſuch as will there put themſelves 
wider w protettion, may live ſecurely, and thay throwgh the affettion and loyalty of 
that ople. 

The <a. M of Tumults ſo,often uroed, 'and ſo often anſwered by us hath 
ſerved for many ends, and moſt of them tending to the diſſolution of this Par- 
lament. But what was the danger his Majeſty was in , and thoſe whoſe affe- 
ions were eminent to hum ? to betorn in pieces : and how have all they (ca- 
ped that Rayed here till ſome few dayes ſince, and thoſe that Ray here till, and 
yet would be very ill pleaſed if it ſhould be thought their affeions were nor 
eminent towards his Majeſty ? Ir is ſaid , That his Majeſty and thoſe that were 
belt affetted to him were in danger of being torn in pieces , but they by whom ir is 
ſuppoſed it ſhould be done were in truth torn in pieces, and mangled in 2 
molt cruell and barbarous way by a company of Souldiers and other rude 
perſons, who were harboured in his Majeſties own houſe, and that a& of theirs 
connived if not countenanced by his Majeſty hiufelfe, when complaint was 
mede thereof unto him. 

And now it appears cleerly who were the Authours and occaſions of thoſe 
Tumulrs and Diſorders (never in the leaſt degree countenanced or connived at 
by both or either Houſes of Parliament) whatſoever is moſt untruly ſpread as 
broad to the contrary; they were the Souldiers , and other ill-affeRted perſons 
jpynng with them who ſtirred them up heres{ where fince their departure all 
5quiet) and have raiſed them ſince at Torke , where the Gentlemen and Inhas» 
ditants of ſeverall Counties addreſſing themſelves to his Majeſty in an hum- 
ble way of Perition have bin affronted and aſſaulted , and the Meſſengers from 
the Parliament abuſed & beaten. In a word. ſhal the coming down of a com= 
pany of Boyes and Prentiſes,two or three times in the vr Any and making 


great noyſe againfl Biſhops (for which they were well beaten ) be eſtee ned a 
juſt and a perpetuall ground for jhis /Majeſty and other Menbers 'of Parlia= 
20 abſent  chemſelyes from the Parliament ? ſhall not the preſence; 
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quiet facc of this City, ſhall not the frequent Proteſtations of both Houſes of 
Parliament for his Majefties ſecurity to the uttermoſt power that the Law can 
give to them, or they unto the Law ? ſhall nor the forwardneſſe of both Hou 
m appointing a Committee for his MajeRies fatisfaRion to inquire into all diſ- 
orders of that kind, and to heare what the Kings Counſell would inform cone 
cerning them (who anſwered they had as yet nothing to inform) be ſufficien 
to take away that pretence of danger to his Majelſties pecſon which no man ca 
believe that will be faithfull co himſelf > But that weemay take off the Vizard 
and cleerly diſcover the true intent of his Majeſties abode at Yorke (which is 
plainly cnough expreſſed in this very place) it his Majeſty be not fo well fatifs 
fied with the City of London, is there never a County ncer the Parliament, in 
whoſe Loyalty and AﬀeCtion his Majefly may relt ſecure ? Was his Majeſty 
in danger to be torne in picces when he was at Hampton Court ? was his Ma- 
jelly in danger whilſt hee was in Kent ? was his Majeſty in danger when hee 
was at Theobalds , or at Newmarket ? It Yorke be fo ſecure a place for his Ma- 
jefties perſon , and thatthrough the affeStion and loyalty of that good people 
(as we doubt not but that ir is ſecure enough wirhout a guard) what need is 
there of ſuch an extraordinary guard of horſe and foot? The truth is that guard, 
and all the forces that arc preparing to be added to it, and that place is to ſhelter 
all Delinquents who may come and put themſelves under his Majeſties prote- 
ion there, and ſo be kept from the Juflice of the highelt Court , and ferveto 
make up the number of thoſe thar muſt help by force to trample under-footall 
thepower and priviledges of the High Court of Parliament, in their Summons 
and Proceſſes, and make void their Orders grounded on the fundamentall 
Laws of the Land, and neceſſary for the peace and preſervation thereof: and 
therefore as we ſaid, ſo we will ſay ill , that they which counſell his Majeſty 
to be at this diſtance in place from his Parliament,which can be to no other end, 
but the better to foment and increaſe the ditance of affetion between themre

Wee fay 
we could wiſh, that all ſuch as have counſelled his Majeſty to fo frequent, ſoe- 
vident, fo high breaches of priviledges of Parliament , could truly fay they had 
never harboured a thought again({ the juſt freedom and priviledge of Patlia- 
ment, and we pray God to forgive thein for it. 

For that concerning our inclination to be Slaves, it is affirmed, That his Ma- 
ieſty ſaid nothing which might e19ply any ſuch inclination in us : but ſure , what &> 
ver beour inclination, ſlavery would be our conditien, if we ſhould go about 
to overthrow the Laws of che Land,and the propriety of every mans cſtate, and 
the liberty of his perſon. For therein we mult needs be as much Patiencs as A- 
gents, and muſt every one in his turn ſuffer our ſelyes, whatever we ſhould im- 
poſe upon others ; as in nothing we have laid upon others , ;we have ever refu- 
ſed codo or ſuffer our ſelves, and that in a high proportion. But there's a Rrong 
and vehement prefiumprion , That we affe& to be Tyrants ; and what isthat? 
Becauſe we will not admit no rule to govern by, but our own wils : and what 
preſumption either Rrong or weak; is there for that ? Certainly, the pony 
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tion Is _ and more vehement , that they will admit no other rule to 

vern by, but their own wils ; that will not admit che Rule to be theic Guide 
in any other ſenſe then they them(dlves pleaſe ro underſtand 1,agamt the judg- 
ment of the competent Judges thereof, which is the High Court of Parliament. 
And as the miſery of Athens was at the higheſt , when it ſuffered under thirty 
Tyrants ; ſo will the miſery of England bearthe higheſt, when it ſhall be at 
the deyotion of three hundred Cavaliers, and protected againſt the Pacliamenr 

wee ſhall never refuſe to acknowledge the Acts of Grace and favour recei- 
vedfrom his Majeſty, when there is occaficn fo to do : but wee muſt confeſle, 
we did not think that the ſeaſon nor the place to doe it in , when wee were to 
Vindicate both Houſes of Parliament from a horrid and cauſleſſe i:!mputation 
ofcountenancing Treaſon by an Order of Parliament , by whoſe Advice and 
meanes it is well known thoſe Acts were all obtained and procured. 

And for the inſolencies and injuries wherewith we are charged : If the De- 
fone of bringing up the Army to awe the Parliament , carried on in ſeyerall 
ways, and more then once repeated (for which, there are not onely bare Votes, 
but Depoſitions upon Oath :) if che accuſation of the Members of Parhanent 
without Witneſle, and without any Cauſe ſhown to this day: If that unpa« 
ralleld A& of his Majeſtics comming tothe Huuſe of Commons, to take away 
te Members thereof by violence out of that Houſe , which ſhould be as free 
from Apprehenfions of Force, as from Imputations of FaQion; If vile Slanders 
and horrid Crimes, charged upon both Houſes of Parliament , rogether with 
theunpreſidented breaches of priviledge of Parliament (before ſpecified) tend- 
ing to the deſtruRion of the very being of Parliaments, have bin things done 
tousthis Parliament. And if we did put it in iſſue, whether any ſuch thing had 
bin done by any of his Majeſties Predecefſours as had bin done ( wee did not 
ay by his Majefy)to us this Parliament, and that no ſuch thing nor any thing 
neer it, hath bin alleaged; where is the Injuries? where is the Infolencies? Bur 
molt injuriouſly,moſt malicioufly it is affirmed by the Contrivers of this An- 
ſwer, That we told the King, that we might without want of modeſty and duty de- 
foe him, Did we ſo much as once name that word , the ſignification whereof 
we profeſſed, that we did not ſuffer ſo much as to enter into our thoughts ? Did 
welay, that with duty and modeſty we might depoſe the King, becauſe we ſaid 
we never ſuffercd ir to enter into our thoughts?Ocr do not they rather ſay ir,that 


will needs make Preſidents to be Rules and Patterns? Sur-,'when we (aid, That . 


ſome Preſidents were ſuth, as that they oright not to be Rules for us to follow, wee 
might by any ingenious Reader, with much more probabilicy, binthovghr to 
have intended thoſe of depoling Kings , then to have aid , that with duty and 
modeſty Kings might be depoſed ; becauſe we affirmed that we had not ſuffered 
h things to cargr into our thoughts. Whoſvever reads that Clauſe of our De- 
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claration , will fee cleerly, that our Diſcourſe tendeth to this onely , Thaty 
there yvas little Reaſon to binde us up to Preſidents , becauſe ſome were nat 
good , andall might fall ſhortof the preſent caſe and occaſion ; fo' there wa; 
little Reaſon, if we ſhould make all Preſidents parrernes to upbraid us, asim- 
pudent and diſloyall, in compariſon of former Parliaments,when all the worl 
knoweth they had done more then we would ſuffer our ſelves to entertain int 
; our thoughts. 

And now we leave it to eyery man to judge, with what candor our words

and Atjons are repreſented to the view of his Majeſty and of the Kingdome, 
and whether, in ſtead of anſwering of our Reaſons , ithath not bin the princi- 
pall ayme of the Contrivers of that , and other late Declarations , by any 
means' (how unjuſt , how untrue ſoever ) to render the Parliament odioug 
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to ſimple people, vyho they hope will never examine the truth and grounds of 
whar is ſaid, and to-whom they carſe cheir Declarations to be read b carefully 
in the Churches. 

And although they would perſwade his Majeſty , That there is little confi- 
dence to be placed in our modeſly and duty ; yer, as God is yvitneſſe of our 
thoughts, fo ſhall our Attions vvirneſſe to all the World , that to the honour 
of our Religion, and of thoſe that are moſt zealous in it ( fomuch frucken at 
by the Contcivers ofthat Declaration under odious names ) vve ſhall ſuffer 
more from and for our Sovereigne , then vyce hope God vvill ever permit the 

malice of vvicked Counſellours to put us to, and though the happineſſe of this 
| and all Kingdoms, dependeth chiefly upon God, yer vvee acknoyvledge thatir 
| 
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doth ſo mainly depend upon his Majeſty and the Royall branches of that Root, 

That as vve have re, ſo vve ſhall hereafter efteeme no hazard too great 

no reproch too vile, bur that vve ſhall vvillingly goe through the one, and un- 
| dcrgo the other. That *vve and the vvhole Kingdome may enjoy that happis 
| nefle, vvhich we cannot in an ordinary way of providence expcR from any o- 
| ther Fountaine or Streams, then thoſe from whence (were the poyſon of evill 

Counfels once removed from about them) we doubt not, but we and the whole 
Kingdom ſhould be ſatisfied moſt abundantly. 

We doe {lill acknowledge, that ir were a very great crime in us, if we had or 
| ſhould do any thing whereby the Title and Intereſt of all the Subjects rotheir 
| Lands were deſtroyed. But doe we deſtroy his Majeſties , or any mans propric- 
| ty, becauſe we ſay the Parliament may difpoſe of ſich things wherein they 
: 


have a right ( _ of propriety) in ſuch a way as the Kingdome may nor be 
y ? |

But we call our ſelves the Parliament. And did not our Anceſtours doe ſo in 
; all rimes, ſince there were Parliaments 2 But we challenge that power without 
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Maiefties conſent : And did we not ſeek his Majeſtics conſent ? Tf his Meh; 
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kduced by wicked Counſell, will 97 hearken to us in thoſe things that are 

, forthe preſervation ofthe Peace and fatery of the Kingdom, ſhall 
wee and and looke on, whilſt the Kingdom runs to evident ruine and deſtru- 
&ion ? But wee arrogate to our ſelves alone the judgment of this danger, this ne- 
reſſuys this common good of the Kingdome, and thereby unſettle the ſecuritie of all 
men: Eſtates and expoſe them to an Arbitrary power of our own ; And do not they 
doe the like and worſe, that attribute the ſole judgement ofthis danger, this 
neceſſity, to themſelves (who are no Judges ar ll) again! the judgement of the 
Repreſentative Body of the whole kingdom, or ar leaſt to his Majeſty alone, 
whoout of his Courts is not Judge of the leaſt damage, or treſpaſſe done ts 
che leaſt of his SubjeRs ? 

There muſt be a Judge of that Queſtion wherein the ſafety of the Kingdom 
depends (for it muſt nor lyc undererimined) If then there benor an agreement 
berween his Majeſtie and his Parliament, cither his Majcſtie mult be the Judge 

inſt his Parliament, or the Parliament without his Majeſtie ; If his Majeſtic 
againſt his Parliament, why not as well of the neceſſity in the Queſtion of ma- 
king a Law without and againſt their conſent, as of denying a Law again(t 
their defire and Advice? The Judge of the neceſſity in either cat by like reaſon 
is Judge in both ; Behides, it his Majeſtie in this differcnce ofopinions ſhould 
be judge, hee ſhould be Judge in his own caſe, bur the Parliament ſhould be 
Judges berween his Majeſtic and the Kingdom, as they are in many, if not in 
allcaſes. And ifhis Majeſty ſhould be Judge he f1.041d be Judge out of his 
Courts and againſt his higheſt Court, which he never is, but the Parliament 
ſhould onely judge without his Majeſtics perſonal conſcat, which is a Court of 
Judicature, it always doth, and all other Courts as well as it, if the King be for 
the Kingdom, and not the Kingdom for the King. And if the-Kingdom beft 
knows what is for its own good and preſervation ; and the Parliament be the 
Repreſentative Body of the Kingdom, it is eafie tv judge who in this caſe 
ſhould be the Judge ; Bur it isnot fo calic to underſtand what is the danger of 
unſertting. by this means the ſecurity of all mens Eftates ; Is all this danger 
kept off us by his Majeflies fngle vote ? Are all mens Eftaces without ſecurity 
and oppoſed to an Arbitrary Power, becauſe in all Courts of Juſtice, and in 
the high Court of Parliament (and that without any appeal from it) mens 
Eſtates and Intereſts are Judged without his Majefties perfonall Aﬀent 2 We 
donot fay this, as if the Royall Aﬀent were not requiſite in the paſſing of Laws 
nor doe, or ever did weay, That becauſe his Majelty is bound to give his con 
ſent to good Laws, preſented unto him by his people in Parliament: that, there- 
fore they ſhall be Laws withour his conſent or at all Obligatory. Saving onely 
for the neceſſary preſervation of the Kingdom whilſt that neceſſity laſterh, and 

fich conſent cannot be obtained. But we laid ir, to this end, that the Kingdom 
; , may 
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may ſee that the Contrivers of the late -- Ok ſeek to poſſeſle the people 
with feares and jealouſies of an Arbitrary power in the Patliament,upon farr 
leſſe ground, then we are ſaid to amuſe them with feares of forreigne Force 
whereof the danger might be apparent (which is ground enough for prevent 
on )chough not reall, and reall,though not cffetuall. becauſe prevented or diver- 
ted ; But we are no Parliament, no Major part of both Houſes, but a Faftionpr. 
vailing againit a Major part of both Houſes, and pretending then; tobe evill 
C a a Malignant party abont his Majeſty, &c. This is ſomething indeed; 
this would goe farre in anſwerto our Declaration, which without it were 
not ſo eafie to be anſwered, A FaRion prevailing againſt the Major part of 
both Houſes, and pretending then: to be a Malignant party, is like indeed to 
deſtroy the Rights both of King, and People. And we will adde too, the com- 
mon right alſo ofall the people, and the conſervatory of all their Rights, which 
is the Parliament. And bccauſe this is fo, therefor doe wee believe this is ende- 
voured to be done by the Malignant party about his Majeſty, which by cun- 
ning and foice labours to prevail againſt the true Major part of both Houſes, 
prerending chem to be a FaRion ;of Malignant, Schiſmaticall and ambitious 
perſons, that would ſubje& both King and people, ro their own lawleſſe Arbi- 
trary power and government. 

: -Bur a Faion prevailing againſt a Major part of both Houſes. Where isthat 
Major part ? about his Majeſty ? impoſſible ; Shall fome twenty of the Houle 
of Commons and ſome thirty of the Lords (whereof none can AR any thing 
there, in the capacity of a Member of Parliament) be the Major parrt of both 
Houſes at Zonden,that a Fation hath prevailed againſt ? when ? How did that 
FaRion prevail againſt them ? by cunning ; when were the Major part 
fooliſh, as to be prevailed over by cunning, and that they ſhould ſuffer them 
ſelves to be voted a malignant Party ? Why were they not ſo wife when they 
underſtood it, to unvote themſelves, and vote that” fation a malignant party? 
Whar Parliaments, what Lawes ſhall be unqueſtionable. if this may paſſe for 
an exception ? By force that faftion prevailed : that were ſomething indeed, but 
what was that force ? when did 1hat force begin ? when ſhall itend ? It were 
well wee knew what or whether any of the As made this Parliament 
ſhall hold good or no. Why did notthe major part of both Houſes Vote that 
force ? and why did not they agree with his Majeſty to adjourn themſelves to 
Torke, that they might be frec from that force ? By abſence that fattion prevailed 
agarzſt thems : And why were they abſent? why doe they not come when all 
meanes are uſed by the Houſes to make then attend the ſervice of Parliament? 
why are they commanded ? why are they kept away ? and yet neither Houle 
is ſo thin as the penners of that Declaration would make the Wo1 1d belieye;and 
if the major part of thoſe that are abſent had been of a contrary opinion to the 
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najor part of theſe that are preſent or comming together, could haye madethe 
major part preſent, neither had they bin abſent, nor had the major part preſent 
been called a faction which overthrows all Laws and Parliaments that haye 
bin heretofore. 

Fj accident the major part was prevaild agaimſt. 

What is meant by that, we underſtand not, but wee underſtand well that 
ſuch exceptions as theſe may be made uſe of to overthrow Aſagna Charta, and 
all heParliaments and Laws that ever have beene heretofore, or ſhall bec 
madeheceafter. 

For the Tragedy cited out of Maſter Hooker,no doubt the Contriyers of that 
Declaration intended rather to AR a Comedy upon both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment then that they could believe in their owne hearts, that they were fo fana- 
tcall in their own opinions ( however it feryes their turne to cepreſent them 
under ſuch names and notions to the people ) or ſo low in their fortunes, as 
that they ſhould need to take up a vizard of hypocrilie and abuſe holy Scrip- 
wre,for to make ſpoile of every mans Eſtate and goods, and as we muſt leave 
the framers of ſo odious a compariſon to the jud t of God, who knows 
whom they mean under that name of Anabapifs, and with what heart and 
ſpirit they ſo needleſly and impertinently, at this ume mentioned the talking 
ofnothing but Faith and the true feare of God : ſo if ever God ſhall diſcover 
the foule Authours of ſo falſe a Calumny, wee doubt not but the Kingdome 
gill be vecy ſenſible of it, and eſteeme that they can never doe themſelves right, 
bur by bringing tocondigne puniſhment, ſuch perſons as could find in their 
hearts to lay fo vile an impuration upon the Parliament , a name that alwa 
hath, and wee hope alwayes ſhall be of ſo great honour and reyerence within 
this Kingdome. 

Ifthe Contrivers ofthat Declaration, which undertake to declare what is 
Law, againſt the judgement of Parliament, doe it no better then they declare 
Logick and ſenſe, the Kingdome mult needs be very ill ſatisfied both in their 
Law and in their Logick : Doth not all mankind know, thata feverall right is 
northe ſame right, what Logick is this ? Several! men have ſeveral rights in 
the ſame thing , Therefore ſeverall men may have the ſame r1ght m the ſame thing. 
Was it not demanded in that Declaration under his Majctlies name,#/hat ri 

man had to his Land or Houſe, that the King had not his Town of Hull > Was 
it not demanded, What Title any man had to his Money or Plate. that Hrs Majeſty 
bad not to his Magazine there ? If ic had been faid onely that the King had an 
intereſt in them, that is of Seignury and truſt for the publicke good, wee had 
taken no exception to it ; but when it was affirmed, that it was the ſame right 
thatevery man hath to his Lands, Houſes, and Plate, we faid : and we fay fo 


fill, that it confounded and deſtroyed the property ofeyery particular man. for 
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ſeyerall men and the ſame men,may have the ſame right in ſeyerall things,aqd 
alſo a ſeverall right in the ſame things, but ſeyerall men cannot have the ſame 
right in the ſame thing, and che one not confound the acher. The Lord Pars 
monnt, the Meſme Lord and the Tenants have the fame right,viz, of propritty, 
bur not in the fame things ; the Lord Paramore bath it in ſome chief Retis 
and Services afd other things, the Meſme Lord in others, and the Tenant hath 
propriety in the rel, and neither hath the Tenant any thing to do with thoſe 
chiefRents and Services that belong to the Mcſme Lord, nor the Meſine Lotd 
with what belongs to the Locd Paramount, but the Obje&ts and extents of 
their Rights are diſtin and different ; On the other ſide the Right ofthe King, 
as King is in the ſame things, and of the ſame extent with that of the proprier; 
ry, but it is of a different nature and for different ends : That of the Proprics 
rary> is a right of propriety, which he may diſpoſe ofas he pleaſerh according 
to his own diſcretion, for his own advantage, fo it be not contrary to the pub- 
like good ; bur the right ofthe King is only a right of Trult, which hee is co 
manage 1n ſuch ways and by ſuch Counſels as the Lay doth dire&, and only 
for the publike good, and not to his private advantages, nor to the prejudice 
of any mans particular Interel, much lefle of the publike - And in thr way 
ehere is nothing that a man hath a propriety in, but the King hath an imerelt 
in it in relation to the government of the Kingdoms, A man cannot diſpoſe of 
his Perſon or Lands co the aſſiſtance of Traitors ; he cannor receive a Trai- 
tor into his heuſe, he cannot give him a penny of money; ſo that a mans houk 
his perſon, every foot of his Land, eyery penny in his purſe, are ſubjeRrto his 
reacts according to the natute of his truſt for the publike good, and no 6+ 
therwiſe ; and in all other reſpects belong to the owner to diſpoſe of to his 
own private advantages as he ſhall think good ; And if ſome men have a right 
in Leates or Lands which they cannor let nor ſell, yer ſome men have ſuch a 
Right in their Houſes and lands, rhat they can both let and ſell them, and dif 
poſe ef them as they pleafe, and therefore ſome men have a Right in their Hou- 
fes and Lands which his Majeſty hath nor in his Town of Hl! : And for thoſe 
tha have their Inrereſts limired to certain uſes. if they have chem to their own 
vſe> there is hardly any fo limited, but that they may diſpoſe of them by pift 
or fake to fome body (as to thoſe ro whom they belong in reverſion) if notto 
any body thar they pleaſe. ar leaſt (which is only- to our purpoſe) as wee doe 
grant, that an incereft which any man hath, may not be taken from him, be- 
cauſe it.1s limited to certaine uſes ; fo muſt it alſo bee granted ro us. that be 
caue it is limited to fuch uſes, it may not be imployed to any other eſpecially 
they that have Intereſts ondy to the uſe ofborhers (as all Intereſts of Trufls are) 
eannot imploy then to their own or any other uſe then chat for which they 
are imruſted; And if the Houfes of Parliament could haye bin affaced that on 
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who adviſed His Majeſtic togoe to Hull, intended that tho other uſe ſhould 
have beene made of that Towne and Magazine, but for the publick good and 
afery of che Kingdome, for which they were intruſted to him, there never had 
been ſo much dilpuce about that bufineſle, 

For the Magazine, wee fay ſtill as wee ſaid before, it is not taken 
from His Majeftic, becauſe it is taken from Hwll, and if it were bought 
with the publicke Money, it could not be given away, fold or diſpoſed of to 
private uſes, and was onely intruſted to His Majeſtie for the uſe of the pub- 
licke: But wee onely concerved it to have beene bonght with publicke money. 
And had we not good reaſon fo to doe, when wee had it in evidence from the 
Accompts of the ColleRions of Tonnage and Poundage, that 32273 pounds 


was employed out of thoſe moneys to that uſe, and that the Armes of the * 


Trained Bands of ſeverall Counties were depoſited there? But 4 truſt cannot 
bee recall'd or deſirezed at pleaſure. Wee ſay {o too, and that wee have nci- 
ther deſtroyed nor invaded thar of his Majeſtie, becauſe wee direfcd it ( as 
to us it did appertaine ) into the right way, and to the right ends. 

; No, but wee have nothing to doe with the' managing of his Majeſffies Truſt, 
or to adviſe h1s Aajeſtre therem, or to have any accompts of the diſcharge theree 
of, becauſe it belongeth only to his Majeſtie and his Heires, and wee are to have 
no accompt at all of it ? 

Doth His Majeſtie owe an Accompt to his other Kingdomes of his Office 
and dignitie of a King in this Kingdome ? a ſtrange Paradox : yet declared 
in his Majeſties namein His Anſwer to our Remonſtrance of the 19.of Afay. 
And is there no accompt due to this Kingdome ? But how doth it appeare 
thatthe Houſes of Parliament have nothing to doe with the diſcharge of his 
Majeſties Truſt? 

Becanſe the people that ſent ws, could not place ſuch a truſ# in us, (ice they could 
not looke upon us otherwiſe then as upon an nncertame and temporary Body, called at 
pleaſure, drſſoluble at pleaſure... 

The experience of former ſufferings, hath a little awakened us, and 
wee haue reaſon Mill, hearing this kinde of diſcourſe, to bee watchfull in 
this point of calling and difſolving Parliaments, which neyer was other then 
atruſt repoſed in the Kings of this Realme , and never intended as a Pre- 
rogative, wherein they might uſe therr pleaſure, what ever the exigence of 
the Kingdome ſhould bee ; if this were a thing depending wholly upon their 
pleaſure, all our Lawes which wee have by and for Parliaments , and 
all remedies which we can expeR from Parliaments in point of Juſtice , 
and in point of Law, and Parliaments themſelves, would bee very little 
worth to us : did the people intruſt the King with a power to call them 


together in Pafliament- once eyery yeare-by two expreſſe Statutes, and oft- 
hy ner 
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ner ifnced required and to diſmiſſe 0 when a'l Petitions and grieyy, 
ces were heard and redrefſed, and not before, and did they ir with anin- 
tentthat whactloever the nece'ſity of the Kingdom (ho:ild be, it might be un. 
called or abruptly broken off at pleaſure ? If the Ports of a Towne be intruſte 
to the Govyernour thereof, to open and ſhut for the uſe and ſecurity of the In. 
habirants, is it with an intent that he ſhould ſhut then in che day, when every 
bady ſhould ge about his atfaires, and (er them opea at midnight when unry. 
ly perſons might havethe better opportunity co com nit dilorders ? If ever an 
equitable ſence of the Law had place, here it hath ; bur we have no need of i 
this Parliament, and what we now injoy by AR of Parliament, our Anceſtors 
did claime the ſame in cffe, as of common right, that no Parliament ſhould 
be diflolved folong as any Petition remained unheard and undetermined, 

Another Reaſon alleadged by them to ſhew that wee have nothing to in» 
eermedle with the Kings truſt is. becauſe by our writ we ave called onely to Coun- 
cell the King not to command and controule him, and to {ounſell hins onely m ſame 
things,nat in all (in quibuſdam arduis) and the example of Wentworth his Com- 
wiitment ts alleadged to his purpoſe. We are a Councell, and are we not bus Ma« 
jeſties great Councell, and as ſuch, are wee not to adviſe his Majeſtic in the ma« 
naging of the truft repoſed in. him? ir is ſaid. that we are not to adviſe inall 
things. It is true, becauſc all things are not worthy of a Parliament, bur if they 
are proper. to adviſe his Majellie in. the greateſt and moſt difficult matters 
(which therefore are exprefſed in the writ ) are they not to- bee hearkened to 
in-marters of leſſe importance, or is not the matter in queſtion of a great, 
high, and difhcultnature ? or is the Parliament bound up onely to thoſe ends 
for whichthe King calls them? And have they nothing to ſay or doe in the 
behalfe of the Kingdome ? and as for that example of the Commitment of 
Fentworth,we know the beſt times often produce the wort preſidents in ſome 
particulars, and in Queen Elizaberhs time,(though generally a ume of preat 
honour and happineſle to this Kingdome) yer there were ſome very ill Prefi- 
dents whereofthis was one. But the Parliament ira Corncell, 

And 1s itnot alfo a Court, and doth not that Court call to an accompr all 
other Courts of Juſtice and all Officers and Miniſters under his Majeſtic, eyen 
for lieh things as they ſhall doc againſt the Law, though by his Majeſties ex- 
preſſe command; and what is this but to take an accompr of the diſcharge of 
HisMajeſties truſt ? The Law exempts His Majeſtie from accompr inno other 
fence then it exempts him from fault, becauſe he is to doe Publique affaires of 
.the kingdom by his Officers and Minifters of State; and not by himſelfe and 

are to givean accomptof That - which the: king doth by them, in which 
reſpe& Sir William Thorpe Cheife Juſtice in Edward-the third his time, was 
3harged for breaking the kings Oath, as much as in him lay. |.

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And are we not alſo two Eſtates & two Eſtates comprizing the Perſons of all 
the Peeres, and the repreſentative Body of all the Commons of Englaxd ? and 
ſhall the Colle tive Body of all the Kingdom have nothing to do to look in- 
tothe diſcharge of that Truſt that is onely for the uſe and benefit of the King- 
dom ? nor be inabled with any power, to prevent danger and ruine,thae they 
ſeercady to ſeize upon the Kingdom ? 

Athird Realon alleadged, why we are not to intermedle irvthe managing 
ofHis Majeſtics Truſt is. 

Becanſe it exceeds the bounds of our Trnſt, for that the Oaths (that they which 
bn #4, and we our ſelves have taken) maketh thens uncapable to give, and us to 
rave ſuch a Truſt, 

+ What are thoſe Oathes ? Thoſe wherein it is expreſſed, that His Majeſtie is 
Supream Head and Governour over all Perſons, and in all Cauſes within his 
Dominions, and therefore we have no power to ſee that His Majeſties Truſt 
be managed, according to the true intent and Condition thereof ; If wee ſhould 
lay the King hath in Popzlo regendo Superiores, Legem, per quam fattus eft, & 
Curian ſuam videlicet Comites of Barones,Cc. it were no new DoArine, wec 
hayean ancient Author for it.

It we ſhould ſay, Rex eff major ſingults, minor unrver/is, it were no new 
earning, and certainly this of Supream Head and Goveraour over all Perſons 
inall Cauſes, as it is meant of ſingular Perſons rather then of Courts, or of the 
Colletive Body of the whole kingdome, fo it is meant i» Curia,non in Camera, 
in His Courts, that His Majeſtie 1s Supream Head and Governour over all 
perſons, in all Cauſes,and not in his private Capacitie, And to ſpeake proper- 
lp, itis onely in his bigh Court of Parliament, wherein and wherewith- his 
Majeſtic hath abſolucely the Supreame power, and conſequently is abſolutely 
Fupreame Head and Governour, from whence there is no appeale : And if 
the high Court of Parliament may take an accompr of what 1s done by His 
Majeſtie in his inferiour Courts, much more of what is done by him, without 
tne Authoritie of any Courts. Wee are ſorry that we are invited,or rather in- 
forced to Queſtions of this Nature, but we cannot avoid it, when ſuch Do- 
drine (hall be Preached to the People ( for theſe Declarations are read to 
them by Miniſters- in their Churches ) that by the Kings Supremacie is 
meanta Power inherent in the Kings Perſon, without, above, againf{ all his 
Court, the high Court of Parliament not excepted, ſo that hee may 
comptrole the proccedings of any: Court, whereby the excellent conſti- 
tution of this well-governed Kingdome, wherein the Laws are the rule of the 
Kings Goyerniment,and Ations and his Courts the Judges of the Laws would 
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be wrn'd into a meere Ro—_ Government depending ſolely, and whyl! 
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upon the will and pleaſureof the Prince as Supreame Head and Governay, 
not only over particular SubjeRts, bur alfo over all his Courrs,and conlequenty 
over his Lawes. For thoſe high and groundleſſe aſperſions caſt upen us,

hy Government and Authority, and to make our ſelves perpetual dif ators.over th 

King and People,Cc, 

They are of the like Nature, with many more of that kind, wherewith tha 
Dedaration is Rufr, which as they are without all ground of proofe : So there 
will be no end or neceſſity of anſwering thei ; but as we never allowed the 
People tro make an equitable conftrution of. the Lawes and Statutes, þo it 
cannot in reaſon bee denied to the Supreame Court of Judicature for ty doe 
it when there is a cauſe ſo to doe : And wee hope the People will never bee 
carried away with a noiſe of words and reproaches againſt the Parliament, 
without any colour of proofe to make any ſuch cquitable conlirudtion of the 
AR for continuance of this Parliament as may tend to the diſſolution thereof; 
and their owne deſtruction therein, and that of the Kingdome of Ireland, 
together with them ; As we faid before, fo we ſay fill, that we ſhall never al- 
low by way of conſent 1nd not of comptrolement,( in which ſence wee hope 
the expreſſion is humble and dutifull enough) that His Majeſty ſhould bee 
Judge of the Law out of his Courts : So wee muſt avow that the high 
Courr of Parliament is the competent and higheſt Judge of the Law, and yet 

we neither make our ſelves Popes, nor Rebells in ſaying ſo, or doing ſo : wee 
did not ſay that the Parliament without his Majeſtic had a power of declating 
the Law. 

So as their Declaration ſhould be a generall rule to all caſes, but to declare 
the Law in a particular caſe in  ueſtiun before them, it is no more then they 
alwaies did,and his Majeſty himlelf in a former Dcclaracion granteth;that we 
have power todo. But whar if the Parliament judge that to be Law, which 
all the world ſees is nut Law ? 

And what ifhis Majeſtic and a few private Perſons about lim Judge that not 
to be Law,which all the world fees to be law ? whether the preſumption doe 
not lie ſtronger, where the Law hath placed no power of Judicature then where 
it hath placed it in the higheſt & laft relorr, let all the world judge. For the Re- 
bels in 1re/ard, as that Kingdom is very different from this, fo is their caſe from 
ours : we deftroy none, we murder none, we rob none, by our Ordinance of 
Militia. But the arguments that are drawne out of this diſcourſe againſt the 
power of judging, what is Law by the Parliament, are two : one is drawne 
from inconvenience, the other from abſurdity. 


From mconvenience becauſe if 4 major part in parliament ſhould bee Judger 
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) the £09, Rebels or the Malignant party Les. come to be the major part, and then 


| phat (hold become of the Kimgdom ? From abſurdity. that a thing which was net 
merſar7 107 Law, whilſt the two Honſes d:ſagreed, ſhonld after become weceſſary 
and Law. 

The anſwer to that Argument of inconvenience and danger; if the inajor pact 
of both Houſes of Parliament, ſhould be J.dges of the Law,is,thar of two dan- 
oersthe leſſe is to be choſen : there would be more danger if che judz ment of the 
Law ſhould be in the breaſt of one man who is more lyable ro miſtakings and 
paſſions and parcicular reſpects unto himſelf ro the piczudice of the publick then 
{uch a body choſen out of the whole Kingdom is like ro be, and if a Kingdom 
nult ſuffer, it ſuffers moſt juſtly from it telf, as it doth when it ſuffers from a 
Parliament, whom they have choſen, and whoſe AX is their own. 

Foc the abſurdity where doth it appear that the Lords Houſe ſhould 
bee of one opinicn at one time , and afterwards bee of another ? Or 
rather that this Alteration in the Votes of the Lords Houſe , ſhould 
make that neceſſary and Law one day , that was neither neceſſary nor Law 
the day befare? Wee doe not ſay ſo , it was as neceſſary before. and it was 
azmach Law before,hat in ſuch caſes of necefſiry the Houles of Parlia nent 
ſhould have a power to provide for the ſafery of the Kinglon : but that necef- 
fity, that Law was not ſo unqueſtionable before 4 nor was the Rule fo cleer for 
chan that ſhould obey .as when it was judoed by the Chicfelt Court of Judica» 
ture within this Kingdom. But now followeth an high and heavy Charge a» 
painſt us, That to jutifie the Invaſion of his Majeities ancient unqueſtioned wn> 
dbted right, ſetled and eſtabliſhed on his Majeſty and his poſterity by God himſelf. 
aaa ſtrengthened by all poſſible Titles of compatt. L1ws,Oaths, perperuall 
ind wncontraditted (uſtome by bis People wee have alledged an Oath . tha 15 or 
mehr to be taken by the Kings of this Realns, as wel to remedy by Law ſuch mconwe- 
nieces as the Kingdom may ſuffer,as to keep and proteit the Laws already in being, 

We confeſſe the Frainers and Penners of that Anfivec might have h:d ſome 
tdour to have taxed us, for the breach of Our Oaths, if we had invaded rhe an- 
tient, unqueſtionable, undoubred Rights of his Majeſty, wherewith the Peovle 
ofthis Nation by the Laws and Cuftomes of this Lind. have inveſted his Ma- 
jy, and his Poſterity ; and God alfo himſelf hath ratified unto them by con- 
firming and ftrengthening thoſe Laws, Cuflomes and Compa®s. Br wherein 
torts the Invaſion oC any fach unqueſtionable,nndo#(bred Right of his Maje- 
fy, and whete'n confilts the Juſtification of any ſuch Invaſion ? In tht wre 
hive declare:l (as they ſay) That there lyeth an Obligation of an Oath non the 
Knmys of this Rem, to paſſe all ſuch Bils as are offered unto them by both Houſes of 
Parliament, 

We did not ſay fo, but we did and do fay , that che Oath which is or ought 
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to be taken by the Kings of this Reals 7908 oblige them to paſſe all ſuch Bit 
as arc offered unto them by both Houſes of Parliament, inthe name , andfy 
the good of the whole Kingdom, and as well to remedy by Law ſuch Inconye. 
niences as the Kingdom may ſuffer, as to keep and protect the Laws already in 
being; and to all the exceptions that have bin taken, to what we have all 
concerning the Oath, which ought to be taken by the Kings of this Realmex 
their Coronation, we ſhall give ſuch Anſwers as we doubt not bur will be y 
cleer and ſatisfaRory to every man that ſhall read, and conſider them. 

Thefirſt Exception is; That it is a thing that was never heard of till thit dy, 
that any ſuch uſe ſhould be made of that Oath. 

This exception we ſhall have ſufficiently cleered, when wee ſhall have made 
it appear; that it hath bin ordinarily ſoraken heretofore, and that alſo, amongſt 
others, by a learned Judge (fo termed by his Majeſty himlelfe in a late Procla- 
mation) and that the Lords and Commons ſome hundred yeers fince, have fo 
taken it, and ſo claimed it of the King , who did not deny it, and that another 
King afterwards expreſly declared and acknowledged it in Parliament, as 
appeareth upon Record, That it hath been ordinarily fo taken' , appeares 

by a AMemoradum upon Record at the Coronation of Ri- 

on _ I- chad the Second , whercin the heads of the Oath being 
i #%  downe, that Clauſe of the Oath, concerning the Kings ſireng- 
thning ſuch Lawes as the people have choſen or ſhall chooſe , the matter 
is not great whether way it be rendred, fo it bee underſtood alwayes that 
the Lawes refer in that Clauſe to the Royall aſſent, as a thing future and 
and not paſſed ( as they doe) is rendred thus; Ac de factendo per ipſum 
Dominum Regem eos efſe protegendos , & ad honorem Dei , Corroborandam 
guas vulgig juſte & rationabiliter elgerit , which expreſſion with thar qualifi- 
cation, which the people ſhould juſtly and reaſonably chooſe, cleerly relates to 
new Laws that ſhould be choſen by the people ; And in all the Alterations in 
the forme of the Oath, that weſcan find , excepting that which was taken by 
his Majeſty, and his Father King /»wes , (wherein the word Chooſe is wholly 
left out, as well hath Choſen as will Chooſe) that Clauſe 15 underſtood of new 
Laws to be inade, as in that Oath which Herr the Eighth CorreRed and in- 
terlincd with his own hands (whereof there is a Copy amongſt the Memorials 
ofthe Archbiſhop of Canterbary at Lambeth) the Clauſe in queſtion , that 1s, 
[and affirm them which the folk and people have made and choſen] is interit- 
ned by him thus Tnftead of Folk, he put Nobles and people , and after che 
words, Mad: and Choſen, he added, With my (conſent. And in the Oath of Ed 
ward the Sixt, which is to be ſeen at Lambeth, alſo : the Lord ProteRtour and 
the other Co-executors holding it neceſſary to corre the Ceremonies and Obs 


ſervances uſed at the Coronation ofthe Kings of this Realme , in reſpeR ofthe 
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edious length of the fa me ; and alſo for that they conceived , that many ports 
of the ſame vvere ſuch, as by the Laws of this Realm,at that preſent, were not 
\lowable (as is there expreſſed) they altered ſeyerall Clauſes in the Oath, and 
tbe Clauſe in queſtion they changed into this following : 

[Doe you grant to make no new Laws , bur ſuch as ſhall be to the honour 
ind glory of God) and to the good of the Common-wealth, and that the ſame 
ſhall be made by the Conſent of your people, as hath bin accuſfomed.] By all 
which it cleerly appears, that in that Clauſe of the Oath ; & ad honerem Dex, 
Comb oranduom quas vulgns eligerit ; His Majeſties Royall Afſent tonew Laws 
was generally underſtood to be meant. And for the {earned Judge we fpake 
ce Hutton in Of > it was Juſtice Hutton, who not onely taketh the Oath in 
kis Argument in this ſence, but publickly declareth in his Argument in M fter 
Maſter Harpdess H ampdens Cale, concerning Ship-mony , that hee conceived 
Caſe, P4g.332- thatirt was in reſpeR to their Oath , that the Kings of this 
Realme , never make a dire deniall to ſuch Bils as are tendred unto then 
from both Houſes, but onely give that Anſwer, Le Roy Saviſera. 

Asto the Claime of the Lords and Commons , it wasin Edward the Thirds 
ameand the King denied it not , as may appeare by the Preainble of the Sta» 
utecited by us in our Declaration to this purpoſe , and recited by che Penners 
ofthat Anſwer, but without thoſe words, which were the words, for which we 
cited it, that is, He ought and is bound by h13 Oath : For the expreſſe Declara- 
tion and Acknowledgment of it by another King in Parliament ; It appeares 
out of the Parliament Rols, 3 R.2.,. 38. and 40. where the Commons deſiring 
a Grant of new power to the Juſtices of Peace. to inquire into Extortions; 
which the Biſhops and Clergy conceiving that it might extend to the Biſhops 
and their Ordinaries they made their Proteſlation againſt this new C;raunt. yer 
profeſſed thar if it were reſtrained onely to what was Law already,they would 
wnſent to it, bur if it gave any new or further power , they would never give 
their Conſent to ir, The King anſwereth, that notwithflanding their Protea 
tion, or any words contained therein”, hee would not forbeate to paſſe this new 
Gravnt, and that by his Oath at his Coronation, he was obliged for to do it. 

By this time vvee hope it appeares , that wee have broached no new 
Do&rine in this point ; and for the ſecond Exception that is taken to whae 
wee alleadged concerning the Oath it is this; That mo ſach _ as wee 
ſuppoſed , could be collefed either ont of the words or matter of that Oath , not 
ont of the words , becanſe Elegerit ſignifieth hath Choſen , as well as will 
Choole, and that it doth ſrgnifie ſom the Oath ; the conſtant pratiice of all Agery 
wdthe word Cuſtomes, wherewnto it is joyned, and which cannot have reference ta 
ſuch Cuſtomes as the people ſhould chooſe after this Oath taken. do( as they conceive ) 
make it evident. Nor from the matter of the _e can it be collefted , Becauſe the 
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moſt materiall point in that oath, might be difrojed 7 ſuch a (onftruttion there, 
wid ſo aKing might be ſworn to do that which would diſeble hin to do that which by 
was mainly ſworn to doe ; that 17, _—_— hs people ; of which power hee might 
wholly deveſt himlelf, if he were bound to paſſe all Buls offered to him by the Houſer, 
As in particular by paſſing the Bill of the Militia, his Majeitie (as the Framer: of 
this Anſwer make the World beluave ) (hould have done. 

Wedo nor deny bur *(Elegerit ) jmay (ignifie , hath (hoſen , as well as (hal 
chooſe ; In which ſence we take it, and it inay (ignifie , ſaall chooſe , as well as 
have choſen ; and it is uſually ſoraken, for which wee need nor goe farther for 
an inſtance then to that Clauſe which is added in the cloſe of thoſe queſtions, 
Adjiciantur pradittis interrogatiombns que juſts fuerint : which is not to be in- 
terpreted, that ſach things may be added to the aforeſaid queſtions vvhich have 
bin juſt, bur which ſhall be jufl,and ic ſeems above an hundred yeers ago, (ſhall 
choolc) was thought as propera Tranſlation, as (have choſen) as may appear 
1nan old book in the Heralds Office , vvhich belonged ro (Yerencienx Hanley, 
that lived in Hen.8 time, vvhere the Oath is found three ſeverall times in Eng- 
Lſh, and in all of them it is rendred (hall) and not (have.) Bur as vye {aid be- 
fore; it importe:h not much whether way it be rendired , it (till the ſenſe be (as 
it may and ought to be underſtood ) that the Choice ſhould refer to ſuch Laws 
as the people from time to time ſhall have choſen ; and not onely to ſome Laws 
and Cuflomes which were made before the taking of this Oath, and that it doth 
refer to ſuch Laws as though they have bin choſen and paſſed by the people,yet 
have not bin paſſed by the Royall Aﬀent ; and this wee doubr not when vvee 
ſhall have clcered the ObjeRions, to make very plain and evident. 

The firſt ObjeQion is, From the per petuall prattice of all ſucceeding Ages which 
1s ſaid to be a better Interprater then our Votes. 

What doth the perpetuall praRtice of all ſucceeding Apes interpret ? that 
this Oath did onely fooke backwardes to the Ages preceding the firſt Ad- 
miniſratien of it to any King of this Realme ; This vvould exclude a great 
part of the Laws in being , and haply Afagna Charta it felfe, from being com- 
priſed within this Qath,not onely as to the making, but alſo for the Obſervari- 
on of them, and is expreſly contrary to what hath bin conſtantly acknowled- 
ged by the Kings of this Realue , that they are bound by their Oath to the 
Obſervation of all the Lawes made by their Ancettours, and alfo that ſhall de 
made by themſelves after the taking of their Oath ; Bur ar leat the conttant 
praRice of all Ages interprets their Oath to be meant vnly of Laws already 
made,and not of the making of new Laws, becauſe they have ordiparily denied 
Laws preſented unto them by their people in all Ages. 

. Wee know well what Kings have done in this point”, but we know al- 


fo, that what they have done is ao good Rule always to ucerpret what they 
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ought to have done ; For thar they = bound to the obſervation of Laws by 
their Oath is our of queſtion, and yet the contrary praRtice in all Ages will ap- 
peare As often , and in as many particulars as in the deniall of Laws which 
their people have defired of them, and it is well known that the Laws for hol- 
ding « Parliament once a yeer lay aſleep for a long cine , (yer the praftice was 
no Argumene againſt the Right.) Bur it appeares upon the Parliament Roll, 
2 H.y. That the Commons acknowledged the King might grant ſomething in 
their Petitions and Werne (that's their ward) others as he pleaſed; wee =_y ic 
not, they did fo, but thoſe were Petitions of the Commons onely , which t ip 
preſented to the King by Writ, or by the mouth of their Speaker (as is expret- 
(ed jn the ſame Roll) and ir doch nor appeare that the King denied any part of 
them; But by the advice of his Earls, Barons, and other great men (that is of 
the Lords Houſe) by whoſe Advice it is exprefſcd , that hee conſented ro ſuch 
points of them as he did aſſent to, and thoſe Petitions of the Commons which 
they*preſented by Writ , or by Mouth of their Speaker, as they were not 
weighed and paſſed with that conſideration and formality as Bils are, ſo they 
contained divers things of a different nature, & fo the King might have reaſon 
todeny ſome of them, becauſe they might be meere Peririans of Grace , and of 
ſuch cungs wherein the _ was to part from ſome thing that belonged: ro 
him as of particular right and interc?, and of that nature choſe things that haye 
bin denied will be found to have bin for the moi part , if not altogether. But 
that Kings have ordinarily denicd publick Bils concerning the Government & 
common good of the Kingdom that had paſſed both Hauſes ive are yet to ſeek, 
or that ever they denied any Bill otherwiſe then in that uſuall Anſwer , Le Roy 
Saviſera.which if it be not a conſent, it is not a deniall, nor doth a liberty of de- 
liberation always exclude 4 neceſſity of conſent; for the Will raketh counſell of 
the Underſtanding. And yet all men hold ir ought, and many thac it neceſſarily 
muſt follow the laſ{ & ulcipate dictateofthe underſtanding; And yer we danot 
lay or ever did,bur that ſome thing is leftro his Majeſties Judgment 8 Conſci- 
ence in the paſſing of Laws,bur he hath the obligation of an Oath lying uporr 
aim to diſcharge that tru. And if ſome Kings have taken too great a latirude 
tothemſelves in judging Laws to be ill or unreaſonable by their own private 
Judgments comrary, to the Judgment of their great Councel the Parliament. Ic 
doth not follow, that theobligation was lefſe upon them, or that they ougkrnor 
ohave bin very tender in going contrary to the Advice of their great Councell 
in a matter concerning the good of the whole Kingdom, aud wherein they lay un 
der the tie and obligation of an Oath. | 
Forthat which is ſaid concerning Cuftomes , That the Oath corld not be 
meant of Cuſtomes, that the perple (hould chuſe after the taking of thes Oath. 
What is more ordinary , then ina Clauſe wherein ſome words may belong 
tone part, & ſome to another,to interpret it, Reddendo ſigula ingulir: 1 _ 
. - 
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Cuſtomes could not be choſen, yet Laws might, & Cuſtomes might be kept, % 


proteed; which words are in the Clauſe as well as thoſe of chuling & ſtreng. 
thening. But why may ndt Cultomes be confirmed as well as Laws enaQed ? 
What is more uluall then to confirm Cuflomes by Starutes ? for Zuſtomes be- 
ing Lawathat grow up by a Tacit Conſent of the people, they are more ſubje4 
to queſtion then Starutes , eſpecially from the King, without whole aſſent they 
aretaken up of the people, and therefore as the firit part of che Kings Oath, is 
to keep all the Laws and Cuſtomes granted by his Anceſtors, 8 eſpecially thoſe 
of K. Edward the Confefſor,; So in this Clauſche ſwears to keep, proteR, & give 
ftrength to ſuch Laws as ſhall be enacted for the good of the Kingdom, & fich 


juſt Cuſtomes as had nor yet bin expreſly granted by his Anceſtors, which his 


people ſhould {lire to have ratified 8 confirmed to them. For that Argument 
which is taken from the :natter of this Oath , That it cannot be meant that the 
King ſhould be thereby obliged to deveſt himſelf of a Power to protelt his Subjetts, 
which is the great b:ſies of that Oath.If we had faid(as we did not\that the King 
had bin bound to paſſe all Bils char ſhould be offered to him by both Houſes of 
Parliament, without any limication or qualification of Reaſon & Juſtice , yer 
ſuch a ſuppoſition as this could not fall upon a Pazliarnent : as if they could de- 
fire fuch a thing, much leſlc,that a King were obliged for to grant it , But how 
unproperly this is applied to our Bil concerning the Militra, we leave it tocvery 
man to judge, when they ſhall conſider how neceſſary,how juſtand how reaſo- 
nable that Bill was, and how much they miftakethe way and manner wherein 
his Majeſty is to prote:t his SubjeRs that have Adviſed him to deny that Bill; 
& to ſet up a Commiſſon of Array ſodeſtruttive to Liberty, & to the propriety 
of the SubjeR ; was it not neceſſary that the Kingdome ſhould be put into 
a poſture of defence ? on all hands is agreed , the people petitioned for#it, 
the Parliament make it the ground of their Ordinance , the King maketh 
it the ground of his Commiſhons , All the queſtion is concerning the 
way ; And wee ſhall make it good,that the main point wherein his Majelty 
differed from us in the Bill concerning the 14i/itia,was this, That vve defired the 
power of the AZiliriafhould be put into the hands of perſons approved by his 
Majeſty & both Houſes;to be anſwerable to the Law for the diſcharge of their 
qduties,& his Majeſty would not admit of it, uvleſſe he might be Judge both of 
the time when,the Cauſe why, and the manner hoy, that power ſhould be ex- 
erciſed ; And that in his own perſog out of his Courts ; for in them hee might 
havecalled themto an account for not doing , or doing what they ſhould have 
done,or not haye done; And if it is by the Law,8 by the Courts of JoUjue 
ing of the Law,8 by the I/iria, to maintain the proceedings in them accord- 
ing to Law; That his Ma.is to prote& his SubjeRs,our Bill for the Xilitia vvas 
ſo far from deyeſting him of that power, that it did give him a power (which be 
had not legally before) to conunand the whole 24iitia in the Kingdame in 
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orderly ad effeAtuall way, and all thoſe = FR it was comitted to obey and 
ofift him 1a the ProteRion of all his good ſubjeRs in their perſons and eſtates 
according to law, but if by the ProteRion of his Majeflies ſubjeRs, be micant 
theproteRting of them from the ſummuns and proceedings of his Courts, even 
of his higheſt Courts, and the making of himſelfe ſole judge of the neceſſities 
and dangers of the Kingdome, againſt the opinion of the repreſentative body 
thereof, and of the Law, againſt the judgement of the higheſt Court in the 
Kingdome ; If this be the proteRtion which is intended ro the ſabjeRs 
by the ſouldiers, it-is more Jike co that we heare of in other Countries and never 
defre to fee in this, then to that under which the ſubjeRs have for lo many 

s lived with ſo much freedom and ſecurity in this Kingdom ; And we mu 
ſeave it to every man to conſider within his own breat, whether our Bill for 
the Militia is ſo inonf1 rons, as it is repreſented ; and muſt lay it upon the con- 
ſciences of thoſe that adviſed his Majeſty to refuſe it, and to take up ſuch other 
wayes in oppoſition to it, whether they have not been withour all cauſe the 
cheife if not the only cauſe of all the diſtraRtions and miſcries that are like to 
mine this unhappy Kingdom. 

And now that we have taken away the objeRions, there is no indifferene 
man that will not be per{waded by che Authorities before cited out of Statutes, 
and otherwiſe, that this clauſ2 of the oath taken by the Kings of this Realm at 
their Coronation is meant of new Lawes to be made ; and if it were not ſo, it 
could not well be underftood what ſhould be the meaning of the word ((or- 
mborare) which Gignifies together with others to give trength to a thing, for 
what ſtrength could lawes that h:d paſſed the King and both houſes,receive 
more then they had before, or ro what purpoſe ſhould thoſe words ( Quas vul- 
gu elegerit) be pur in but to puzzle the whole ſence, if ir had been meant only 
ofkeeping the Lawes ? and therefore in the oath which is ſer down in Engliſh, 
inthat anſwer to our Declaration. the word (choſen) is quite left out, as al- 
together ſuperfluous, as indeed ir would be if ir had nor relation to ſuch Laws 
25 were to be offered and preſented ro his Majeſty by his people. Inthe laſt 
place it is charged upon us, That we have not dealt faithfully in che making uſe of « 
Latin Record when we might aſwell have ſet forth the form of the Kings Oath mm 
Bygliſh, even of that very Oath which his Majeſty took at his Coronation, which 
is ſaid to be found in the records of the Exchequer. 

The reaſon why we did not. make uſeof an Engliſh, record was, becauſe we 
could find none, nor can we yet finde any though we have cauſed diligent 
ſearch to be made for it, yet we do beleeve that was the form of the Oath which 
was taken by his Majeſtic, and by his Majeſties Father king Zames, for we find 
it ſo amongſt the memorials of theArchbiſhop of {{anterbary concerning theCo- 
ronation of King Iames,and his Majeſty. but we find in the fame memorials the: 
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form of the Oath in Latine particularly agreeing with'that which was cited þ 
usand alſo in French fully agreeing with che Latine,and wich the records thero{ 
in French in E.2.and £.3.time therefore the forme of the Oath appearing tohe 
the ſame in Latine and French,for divers hundred yeers,and there appearing ng 
ſuch forme as was uſed in Engliſh by his Majeſtic and hus father before their 
time.and there appearing no alteration to bave bin made butonly in the Eng. 
liſh and that only fince Henry 8. his time, and it being our purpoſe to citethe 
oath (not that was taken by his Majeſty) bur that anciently was, and of right 
ought to be taken by the Kings of this realm(which we doe nat conceive any 
had power to alter without an AQ of Parliament) we ſhould have had noreze 
ſon to have made uſe of thatforme, if we had foundit upon record, and the Eng. 
liſh being but a Tranſlation out of the Latine and the French (in which lan- 
guage it was anciently caken by the Kings of this Realme) we ſhould not 
{tand in need of much Lartine or French to find {his form of the Oath (ſerdown 
in that anſwer, and which is ſaid ro have been taken by his Majeſty to be no 
ood tranſlation, either of the Latine or of che French, and particularly as to 
the clauſe of the Oath in queſtion that (E/egerit) doth not ſHignifie only (Have) 
and no more, and for the full ſatisfa&tion of evecy man we ſhall ſer down the 
form of the Oath, as we find it upon record in Latin and French, and in E 
liſh, as we find it tranſlated out of the French in an old booke in the Heraul 
Office belonging to Clarencieux Harley who lived in Henry the 8. his time, and 
though there be rwo other forms of the Oach in Engliſh in the ſame booke, 
whercof one is (aid to have been uſed atthe Coronation of Hes. the 8. and the 
word (Elegerit) in both of thaſe formes rendered in the future tenſe, yet we 
ſhall make uſe ofthat which is there expreſſed to have relation to the Oath as 
i: is in French, becauſe we find that tranſlation to agree with the French, which 
we finde upon record to have been taken by EZ. the 2. ande. thez. 
Sire voulez, vous grantes & gerder & par voſtre ſerment confirmer au peuple 
d Engleterre les Leys & les Conſtumes a eux grantees par les anciens Roys d Engle- 
terre vos Predeceſſeurs droitus & devoter, a Ton & nament. aus Clergie & au pen- 
ple par le glorieus Roy ſacintt Edward voitre predeceſſenr, 
Reſpond. je les ym & promute. 
Sire garderez, vous a dieu & 4 ſcint Epliſe & au (lergie & an pexple pai, & 
arcord en Dieu entirement ſelon vo voſtre poarre. 
Reſpons je le feray. 
-": Sire grantes vous a tentr & garder les leys oh les Cuſtumes droonureles les quic!s 
L.: commuaante de votre Royaume a:r efi uns & les defenderer & afforcerer al hon- 
eur de diex 4 voſtre poaire.

Sic, Will you gratit and keepe, and by your oath confirme to the people 
of England, the Laws and Cuſtomes granted to them by ancient Kings of &-g- 
lod, rightful men,and deyout to God ; and namely, the Lawes and Cuſtornes, 
and Franchiſes granted to the Clergy, and to the people by the glorious Kiftg 
Edvard, to your powWet« 

Fir, Yee keepe to God and to holy Church, to the Clergy and to the people 

ce,and accord wholly after your power. 

Sir, Yee doe to be kept inall your doomes and judgements true and even 
riohtcouſneſſe with mercy and truth. 

The King ſhall anſwer, 1 fhall ave it, 

Sir, Will you grant; fulfill, and defend all rightfull Lawes and Cuftomes,

Afterwards the foreſaid Archbiſhop of Canterbury having taken the corpo- 
rall Oath of our Lord the King to grant and keep,and with his Oath to con- 
firm the Laws and Cuſtomesgranted to the people ofthe Kingdom of England, 
by ancient juſt and devout Kings of £»gland, the progenitors of the ſaid King, 
& eſpecially the Laws,Cuſtoms 8. Freedoms granted to the Clergy & poyinnt 
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the ſaid Kingdom by the mo PER... * moſt holy Kitg Edward, to keey 
to God, afd the holy Church of Cod, and to the Clergy and people peace ang 
concord in God intirely according to his power, and to cauſe equall and ri 
juſtice to be done, and diſcretion in mercy and truth, and alſo to hold and k 
the juſt Lawes and Caſtomes of the Church, and to cauſe that by our ſaid Lord 
the King they ſhov1d be proteed, and to the honour of God fr 
which the people ſhould juſtly and reaſonably chooſe to the power of the aid 
Lord the King ; the aforeſaid Archbiſhop guing to the foure ſides ofthe ſaid 
Scaffold declared and related to all the people how that our Lord the King had 
taken the ſaid Oath, enquiring of the ſame people if they would conſent to have 
him their King and Liege-Lord, to obey him as their King and Leige Lord;

Let now all the World judge whether wee have broached any new or any 
falſe Dorine, and whether the concluſion that wee drew from the Oath, doth 
not naturally and neceſſarily follow out of it, that is, That by the Oath which 
the Kings of chis Realme haye or ought to take, there lieth an Obligation upon 
them to paſſe ſuch Lawes as are offered unto them by their people in the name 
and for the good of the whole Kingdome, and by accord with their People in 
Parliament to make remedy and Law upon ſuch miſchiefes and dammages as 
may happen to the Kingdome : and as we acknowledge that miſchiefes ought 
to be remedied by Law ; fo it is moſt true thatif the remedy of Law be notin 
timeapplied to them, they inany times grow to that hight as to be paſt remedy of 
Law; And as we did not determine that Queſtion how farce forth the King 

, | 
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is obliged to follow the judgement of His Parliament, fo as to conclude, that 
a new Law might bee made without His conſent, So wee doe acknow- 
ledge thar the contrary may be truly inferred out of all that wee ſaid, For to 
what end a truſt, and an Oath to performethat truſt, if ic might be done othec- 
wiſe ? yet we gave reaſons (which are not anſwered ) That Kings ought to 
attribute very much to the judgement of their Parliament, And this the gentle- 
neſſe of their uſuall anſwer doth cleerely ſhew ( ific ignifie no more) and that 
was the ſcope of all that we ſaid in this =_ and the very end for which we 
at this time cited the Oath uſually taken by the Kings of this Realm at their 
Coronation, was that neither his Majeſty nor the Kingdom ſhould be any lon- 
ger led away with thar falſe poſition which of late hath been fo uſually and 
openly declared. that all new Laws are Acts of grace, and that his Majeſty is 
abſolutely at liberty to paſſe them or nar, as he pleaſeth, how good foever, or 
how neceſſary ſvever they may be for the Kingdom, Whereas by the Oath that 
ought tobe taken by the Kings of this Realm at their Coronation,the contrary 
doth appeare, and from thence it doth — follow, that the Kings of this 
Realme ought to be very tender in denying both Hovſes of Parliament in any 
thing that concernes the publicke government and good of the Kingdome,and 
that they ought to deny themſelves and their own underſtandings very far, be- 
fore they deny then.and that upon this ground, becauſe they lie under the Ob= 
ligation of an Oath to paſſe ſuch Laws if they be juſt and good for the King» 
dome, and it muſt then be a tender point for a Prince to judge otherwiſe of 
thoſe Laws that are repreſented unto him, as ſuch by the repreſentative bod 
ofthe whole Kingdome the caſe is not the like in private Bills,nor in publick 
Ads of grace,as pardons and the like, which may in ſome ſenſe be called pub- 
lick, when they are generall.although they are rather As of grace in many 
particulars, then to all the Common- wealth in generall, and in fo farre as the 
penalties and forfcitures are remitted, His Majeſty departeth from his particu- 
ar right and intereſt, and in all ſuch Acts of grace, we cannot expe& that His 
Majeſty ſhould grant them as ot right, neither is he thereunto obliged by his 
Oath, neither doe we ſhare with His Majeſty in the power of pardoning, be- 
cauſe the high Court of Parliament hath a power of condemning and abſol- 
ving, that is of judging aſwell without as with His Majeſties perſonall con=- 
fent.Nor is His Majeſties power of pardoning any whit empaired, becauſe he 
hath not a power of condemning or acquitting out of His Courts, and makin 
any ations criminall or not criminall as he pleaſeth, All this confidered, We 
cannot yet belceve the people of this Land to be ſo void of common ſenſe as 
tothinke that the Bill for the 4i/itia, (which hath been denied as by the adviſe 
ofeyill counſellors enemies to the peace of this Kingdome) was not a thing for 
their caſe and benefit, yea for their ſafety 8 ſecurity,and ſuch a thing as he could 
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neither in prudence or faichfylneſſe to them by. whom we are truſted, forbeue ;

being told that calamities proceed from an arbitrary Government which ng | 
man feeles, from tumulrs which no man feares, and from treaſons which ng | 
man underands, and not rather from evill Counſellors which no man needs | 
name, from plocts and conſpiracies which no man can deny, and from feares | 
and jealoufies which no man can be free from, and we are well content that it |

cially in marters of money is ſo knowne a breach of Priviledge of Parliamenc, 
and hath ſo often been remonſirared to be fo in foriner Patliaments,that we ate 
confident the framers of that Declaration would neyer have affirmed the con- 
cary : Bur that they belceve the People ( unto whom thefe Declarations 
eeme eſpecially to bee directed ) did nor underſtand ic lo well as every man 
ele doth, that knoweth any thing of the proceedings of Parliament. 

For the inflances that we gave of an inclination in ſome about His Maje- 
Rie to a Civill Warre ; We are contented they ſhould bee Examined againe, 
and compared with other more eyident Symptomes thereof, that have, and doe 
daily diſcover themſelves in that behalfe ; was not His Majeſty's going to the 
Houſe of Commons in that manner that he did,the feed of all our laceDiRraRi- 
ons,and evidently rending to the Interruption of the Peace of the Kingdom?

It's true we 
find nn a Declaration under His Majeſties Name, That the Lord Digby went 
wth a Coach and fix Horſes to viſit ſome Officers there, but wee heare nothing 
of Waggons loaden with Piſtols, Carbines, and Ainmunition, nor of grear 
Horſes armed with Piſtols; nor that thoſe Officers, togerher with other Soul- 
diers and Cavaliers, were ſome hundreds, nor that they were lifled and taken 
inco pay, and an Invitation made to ſuch Gentlemen as would mount and 
maintaine themſelyes for a Monerh, that afterwards they ſhould be taken inte

7 What is meant by the drawing of Sword: at Yorks, and demanding who would 
| be for the King , If it be knowne to few in Yorke, it is unknowne to few in 
Torkeſhixe ; And if inquiry be made concerning it at London, there will bee 
found both cye and care wirneſſes of the truth of it : For his Majeſties going to 
Hwll (which no man can ever belceve to have been intended onely for Sick 
whether it were to prevent a Civill warre, ts very obvious to any that will confider 
the effetts, chat have and were alwayes likely to have cntred chereupon, and 
how lite neceffirie there was of his Majefties going thither when hee did, 
more then when he came firlt ro 7ork,and for the declaring of Sir John Hothans 
a Traytour, before the Mefſage ſent to the Parliament ( under whoſe name, 
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and by whoſe authority Sir John Hotham avowed his aRions) and the making 
of propoſitions to the Gentry of Torke-ſhire, to afſift his Majeſty in a way of 
force againſt him, before any anſwer was, or could be received from the Par. 
liament ; we leave it to every man to judge, whether notwithſtanding all thar 
is aliedged in that Declaration, ic were nota very dangerous violation of the

his Majelty for that purpoſe. And allthis before - any preparation, - made 
by us of Horſe, Money,or Plate, for our own defences But we are miſtaken; dl 
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fand more in need of a Guard yyhen 2. Pa, raiſed thoſe forces, then yyhen he 
came firfl to Tork.? Did not his Majeſty vyhen hee firſt propoſed the raifing of 
this Guard to rhe Gentlemen of Torkeſhire, the thirteenth of Afay, and required 
their aſſiltance, therein expreſſe to them vyhat hee meant by the fafety of his 
Perſon, that is, the recovery of his Magazine taken from him (as is ſaid) by the 
Parliament, the making void the Ordinance of the Militia eſtabliſhed by the 
Parlthe puniſhment of Sir John Hotham as a Traitor, for vvhat he had done by 
order of Parliament,and the proteRting of them and the Laws,and the true Pro- 
fant Profeſſion from Afﬀronts and Injuries,and all chis to be done by a Guard 
fr his Majeſtics Perſon, and all this but a Guard for his Majeſties Perſon ? Is 
temaking void of the Judgments and ARts of both Houſes of Parliament by 
farce, the Guarding of his Majefties Perſon ? Is the ſheltring of Delinquents 
fom the Summons ane Juſtice of Parliament by means of this force , (a cleece 
Invaſion of their power and known priviledges) a Guarding only of his Ma- 
ftie's Perſon ? Doth not his Majefty in his Letter to che Major, Aldermen,and 
Sheriffs of London of the fourteenth of Zune , ſay that he will raiſe force for the 
proteting cf the Lavy ? And doth he not continually declare that by the pco+ 
ion of the Lavv, his Majeſty-meancth the making void of the Ordinance for 
the Militia ? vvhich is by force of Armes to make himſelf Judge in his ovyne 
Caſe, and in his oyvn Perſon, againſt the Judgment of the higheſt Court ; can 
any man believe that his Majeſty charging both Houſes vvith icountenancing 
of Treaſon, and a Rebellion vvithin tyventy miles of him , and for endeavou- 
ring to overthrovy the Government of the Kingdom , and under pretence of a 
Truſt from: the Kingdome;, to defigne the mine nor onlyiof his Perſon , but of 
Monarchy it ſelf ? Can (or bad hee reaſon if theſe things were true) to intend 
any thing elſe by theſe preparations , but thedeſiruRion of ſuch perſons as his 
Majeſty to openly charged with Rebellion and Treaſon againſt himſelfe and 
the whole Kingdom? or can any man believe that the preparations at: Anmter- 
da in Hollard, of ſo many thouſand Piſtols and Carabines,and ſo many thou- 
land great Saddles, and fo many Canons and of Morters for Granadoes , and 
of ſo much Powder and other warlike proviſions (bought , as wee are infor- 
med, with moneys raiſed upon the credits of the Jewels of the Crown, pawned 
or ſold to that purpoſe) were only intended as a Guard for his Majefties Per- 
ſon? But now fince ſome of the warlike proviſions are arrived from beyond 
the Seas ( which were long before preparing) and fince his Majeſty hath be- 
heged the Town of Hull, it appeares what were his intentions from the begire- 
ning, when he firſt raiſed Forces under colour of a Guard for his Perſon ;j1and 
now at length in his late-Proclamation hee hath proclaimed War again Sir 


fohn Hotham,, and all that adhere to him, that is the Paxliament:And let all the 
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world judge if it be not high time for = think of lome meancs for our de. 


nces 

For the buſineſle cf Hull which is ſaid, to Nick with us, it Ricked Falter upon 
thoſe that were Adviſers of his Majeſtic to that journey , whereby they haye 
blowne a coal which is like to kindle a flame, that threatens us with a general 
combuſtion. And as to the queFtton concerning the Earl of New-callle, we anſue. 
red ut indeed by a queſtion, Which whether it have received a full Anſwer or ng, 
wee leave it to every inan to judge, but for that which is called, 4» inputejm 
caſt upon that Earl and inſinuated to be a wile afperſion continued by unknown hand; 
and upon urkyown and unimaginable ground:. The hands wee had it from, were 
none but ſuch as atteſted their hands with their Oaths, and we never knew that 
Depeſitions upon Oath were efteemed unknowne or un-imaginable grounds 
before : But wh:ther the Acculation ofthe fix Members of Parliament were not 
contrived by unknown hands,and upon unknown and i1n-imaginable grounds, 
let every Man jucge. 

Whereas it is objeQed againſt us , T hat wee have received Petitions aganſt 
things that are eſtabliſhed by Law, and that we have allowed thoſe Petitions to carry 
the ſtile, and to ſeeme to cerry the deſires of Cities, Towns and ( onnties, when of tis 
ther, (ity, Town, or County very few known or conſiderable perſons have bir privy te 
ſuch Petitions. Wee acknowledge that wee have received Petitions for theres 
moveall of things eflabliſhed by Law , and wee muſt ſay , and all chat know 
what belongeth to the courſe and prattice of Parliament . will fay , that wee 
ought ſo to doe, and that boch our Predeceſſsurs and his Majefties Ancettours 
have conftancly done it, there being no other place wherein Laws that by exe 
perience tmy be found grievous and burthenſom can be altered or repealed and 
there being noother due and legall way» wherein they which are aggrieved by 
them:can feck redreſs: And for the Ayle of ſuch Petitions as have bin received by 
us, We never allowed them any higher ſtyle then they brought unco us ; Nor 
didever make them ſceme to carry the defires of more then of thoſe whole des 
fires they did appear co be. nor did they ever appear to carry the defires of Ci- 
ties, Towns, or Countrics , bur they were always attcfted by great numbers of 
hands, and amongſt them of perſons conſiderable, not a few. And for the Petr» 
tion of the Gentlemen of Y orkfhire, for the continnance of the Magazin of Hull, 
whether by the ſtyle of (The humble Petition of the Gentry and Commons of the 
Connty of York) they ineant only ſome of them, we know not, but under that 
Ayle itcameto usfrom very many and very good hands. 

The ſooner all his Majeſties good SubjeRts underſtand. What is it meantby 
his Majeſties Authority, fignified by both Houſes of Parliament, and by his o- 
ther Courts of Juftice : the ſooner they will underftand how little is meant by 
his Majeſties Authority, ſignified privatly undec his hand or by his Proclama» 
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gon, when they are contrary to "Ro od Cemmon Right, as they always arc 
when they are againſt the legall proceedingsor Judgments of any Court (much 
mate of the higheſt Court ) and by expreſſe Statutes are declared to be of no 
Authority : And that ſuch Courts and other Officers of Juſtice muſt proceed tv 
bright, nor i-hflanding any ſuch Hgnification under the privy Signet or un- 
&nthe great Seal it ſelf; and ir is high time now for the whole Kingdome ro 
underſtand that his Majeflies Authority is more in his Courts without his per- 
ſyn,then in his perſon without his Courts ; when the power of declaring the 
Law ſhall be denied to the high Court of Parliamen in partic ular cauſes be- 
fre them (for vve haveclaimed it , we have excrciſed it no otherwiſe to be b- 
ligatory as a Judiciall Deciaration of the Law) and ſhall be attributed to his 
Majeſty to do it ingenerall by his Proclamation, withour relation to a particu=- 
lrcaſe and making his interpretation of the Law to be a Rule in all Caſes, as 
in divers late Proclamations he hath done. 

But how dot') the world now ſee in what muſerable caſe his Majeſty would have 
hun if be had paſſed onr Bill concerni the Militia avd that we would have raiſed all 
the Armes of the Kingdom to have beaten him from Yorke , and purſued hins out of 
the Kingdom as we have kept hens out of Hull : Doth not all the World ſee ra- 
ther that if his Majeſtic had paſſed the Bill concerning the Militia, his Majeſtic 
had bin at London by this time, conſenting and agreeing witch his Parliament 
othe general contentment of all his people and happineſle of all his Kingdoms, 
But although the Contrivers of that Declaration have no better opinton of the 
repreſentative body of the whole Kingdome , then they uſe to expreſſe yet wee 
wonder they expreſſed no better an opinion of the whole Kingdom (in which 
they ſeem to place {o great confidence) then to think they would have followed 
usin any At of diſloyalty againſt his Majeſtie, If we ſhould have bin fo wic- 
ked 25 to have led them on to do it : Have we not berter grounds to believe that 
ifwe had let alonethe Illegall Commiſſions of Lievtenancy , or ſhould ſubre 
tothe more Tllegall and enſlaving Commiſſion of Array , thoſe evill Counſet- 
lours would have by this time , or would not be longer ere they had beaten us 
out ofthe Houſe of Parliament by force,as they perſwaded his Majeſty to come 
mothe Houſe of Commons by force to take away the Members chereof,Cauſe- 
lefly and groundleſly accuſed of Treaſon ; and why muſt it be thought that we 
will imploy bis Majeſties Magazin ( which they will needs have tobe caken 
from him) againſt him, becauſe wee did not think it fafe arthar time ro be im-

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unto his Majeſty , that wee are like to Jan it againt him, not againſt his 
Authority , and to kill the evill Counſellours, the Malignant Party : abouthiz 
Majeſty ? May we not with better reaſon declare, that if ic were imployedy 
kill thoſe evill Counſellours, that Malignant party about his Majeſty;It would 
be for his Majeſties good, and the publick good , then they may perſwadehi 
Majeſty, T hat if it were imployed to deſtroy both Houſes of P arliament, it wouldk, 
for the good of King and Kingdom, in delivering them from the Faftion and Arti. 
trary Government of a Parliament ? 

But we have made an interpretation of the Statate of the 25 of Edward the third, 
that would leave the King of England abſolutely leſſe provided for, then the mea- 
neſt ſubjett m the Kingdom ? How doth that appcare ? Becauſe , Wee ſayit is 
Treaſon to deſtroy the Kingdom of England, as well as the King of England, and 
becauſe vvce ſay, that the King of England hath not a power to deſtroy the Lani 
and People of England. And what is that interpretation of thar Stature; that no 
learned Lawyer will ſet his hand to ? that Treaſon may be committed againſt 
the Kings Autkority, though not direted againſt his Perſon : Doe there want 
preſidents oc Book Caſes ro make this good , or is it not that they catinot ſee 


Wood for Trees, that look after Preſidents to prove this, which at length is c- . 


knowledged in his Majeſties Proclamation of the cighteenth of Zune? Is it then 
that interpretation of the Statute, that the railing of force in the mayntenance 
of his Majeſtics Authority, and of the Laws againſt thoſe that would dei?coy 
both it and them , is no Treaſon , though ſuch ARs of Tcaitors and Rebels 
ſhould be in purſuance of his Majeſties Perſonall Commands and accompanied 
with his preſence ? And have we cited no preſidents to that purpoſe ? Whar are 


' thoſe then of Alexander Archbiſhop of York, Robert de Leere Duke of Ire- 


land, and the refl in the time of Richard the Second, which we cauſed to be pub» 
liſhed ; whoſe leavying of Forces againſt the Authority of the Parliament,and 
ko put to death divers principall Members of both Hguſes , by the Kings 
expreſſe command, which he promiſed to accompany:with his fer Aon was by 
two Atts of Parliament judged Treaſon; and the AR of ſuch levied Forces to 
ſuppreſſe them, was judged good ſervice to the Common=wealth : Theſe prefi- 
dents are ſaid to be grounded upon repealed Statures, and we have indeed heard 
it ſaid fo tvvice, but we never heard the Statute that Repealed them cited once, 
and whether the Parliament of the eleventh of Richard the Second, was more a 
forced Parliament then that of the 32 of Richard the Second,which repealed the 
AQts thereof, and whether that of the firſt of Herr the Fourth, which repealed 
that of the 21 of Rich.the Second,and all the ARts thereof. & revived that of cle» 
venth of Richard the ſecond, and all the Acts made therein, was ever om y-- 
led, and conſequently vyherher thoſe two Ats of the eleventh of Richard the 
Second, and the firſt of Hey the Fourth, doe not Rill Rand in force none chat 
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3 
are acquainted with the Records B. [airy of that time,catz deny, or ſo much 
2s doubt ? Bur do yve need prefidents in this caſe ? Is it nota knowne Rule in 
the Law, that the Kings ilegall commands, though accompanied with his pre- 
ſence, do not excuſe thoſe that obey them? and how then ſhall it excuſe Rebels 
and Traitors, and how ſhall it hinder the Kings Courts and Miniſters, to pro- 


ceed a__ them judicially, if they ſubrair, or by force, if they make ti- 


an with force? If the King might controule all the Courts in Weſtminſter Hall 
and the high Court of Parliament it felfe, and make it good by force , what 
were become of the known legall Government of this Kingdom ? or what a 
ewell had wee of the Law, or what beneff by being governed according to 
w, if all Laws might by force be overthrowne , and b force might not be 
wpheld and maintained ? Nay, by the Law of that Declaration,and of the Pro- 
camation bearing date the eighteenth day of Fe , if all that which ſo falſly 
and ſcandalouſly is affirined of his Majelty by the Rebels of Jre/and were true, 


that they do all by his Majeftics commands , 'aid if his Majeſty ſhould, ac- 


compaty ſuch conumands with his preſence ( as they doe nor ſpare for their 
own advantage in like manner to give out that he will) it were nor lawtull for 
the whole repreſentative body of the Kingdom to raiſe force for the ſuppreſſing 
of fuch force as they have raiſed, and fich As as they have done. Without all 
doubt this is ſuch an interpretation of that Statute , which no learned Law- 
yer will ſet under his hand. 

For our Priviledges , it is a very great miflake to make the Caſes of Treafon, 
Felony, and breach of the Peace , rhe ſame with other Caſes becaule the Hou- 
les doe ſometimes give way to proceedings againſt their Members : For al- 
though in ſome Caſes only , wherein the priviledge of Parliament may ſeeme 
to be extended beyond the intention thereof, the Houſes may give way to pro- 
ceedings againſt Geir Members; yet they cannot give away the priviledges of 
their | 9 without their conſents, at leaſt they are not Lound to do it,as in 
the Caſes of Treaſon, Felony, and breach of the Peace, they are bound cicher to 
proceed again them themſelves, if it be proper for the Pa:!iament, orto ſaffer 
them to be procceded againſt el{-where, after they have bin ſatisfied of the 
Fat. and the grounds of their Accufation; Ard for the abſurdity of murthers, and 
taking of purſes, if we had ſard (as itis here ſuggeſted) That no Member of ei- 
ther Houſe of Parliament might be medled with, till the Houſe whereof he is a men;« 
ber be acquainted with his Fatt there might have bin ſome ſhew of an abſurdi» 
ty and inconvenience : But we ſaid , he wasnot to be proceeCed ag2inft , nor 
Judged, and we will adde, nor taken away or detained from the ſervice of the 
Houſe, whereof he is a Member, untill fuch time 2s that Honſe hath fatisfaRti- 
on concerning the Cauſe ; Bur Nee neyor deniv4 but thatrirher by the Officers 


of Parlian;-nt.or yn y 4her Miniſters 4 Juſtices ht might in ſuch Caſes be ar- 
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refled, To the intent only, That he inay to the Parliament, Corpuy 
em cauſa, and alſo detained in ſafe cuflody,till tuch time as he may be brought 
to the Parliament , but not to be proceeded againſt in any inferiour Coun 
fore ſuch time as the Cauſe be heard in Parliament, and diſinifſed from it; And 
now we hope no man will be affraid of having his purſe taken from him 
Parliament men, between Londen and Yorke , notwithRanding our Declarati- 
on. We forbear ſuch like odious ſuppoſitions in the perſon of a King: But by the 
Laws of ther Declaration, No force raiſed by him to any ends or purpoſes whatſe« 
ver, or in any manner howſoever exerciſed, may be oppoſed with force by any perſons 
#r Authority whatſoever .or by any means, or m any manner howſoever. And thisis 
the Do&rine that theſe men would have all the people to believe, That by their 
'Oaths of Supremacy ard Allegianes, and by their Proteitation they are bound to de- 
fend. Whereas that which we affirmed to be a priviledge of Parliament, is fo 
cleer and efſentiall a priviledge of Parliament that the whole freedome thereof 
dependeth hpon it; For who ſees not that by this meancs, under falſe pretences 
of Crimes and Accuſations, ſuch and ſo many Members of both or either Houſe 
of Parliament may be taken out of it , at any time, by any perſons to ſervea 
turn, and to make a major part of whom they will atpleafure > And asthe 
wrand Inqueſt of the whole Kingdom, ſhould be (by chis means) ſubjeRto the 
grand Inqueſt of one particular County ; So the whole repreſentative Body of 
the Kingdom, ſhould be at the devotion of a Afiddleſex Jury; And therefore as 
the freedom of Parliament depcnderh in a great part upon this Priviledge, and 
the freedom of this Nation upon the freedom of Parliaments : Wee have good 
reaſon to believe, That the people of Emgl/ard knowing their Lives and Fortunes 
are bound up in this bundle,will venture their Lives and Fortunes in this quar- 
ell, For the Statute of the eleventh yeer of Heyy the Seventh ( to omit what 
weare faid to declare, concerning the meanneſſe of his Ma;efties Perſon, and the 
miſtakes in the underſtanding of the Statute of the five and twentieth of Edward 
the Third, which We have alrcady ſufficiently anſwered) We are told, That we 
proceed in the Spirit of declaring to certifie his Majeſties good Subjefts , in the mi- 
faking which neer 1 50 yeers, have bin received concerning that Statute. And what 
is that deep ind ancient ſence of that Statute, that wee had ſo much need of the 
ſpirit of Reyclation to diſcover the miſtakings in it ? That whoſoever ſhall ſerve 
the King in his Wars mn any caſe whatſoever , though it be to overthrow Reli- 
gion, Laws, Liberties; and though it were to do whatſoever ARts of barbarous 
cruelties have bin done by the Rebels jn re/and,or what elſe ſweyer can be ima- 
gined more horrid and inhunane (for, there is no caſe exempted) by vertueof 
this Statute he ſhall be free from all puniſhment: And this is the opinion that 
is aid to be received concerning it for T 50 yeers together. Certainly, we have 


aced ofa great deal of faich co \xlieve jt, andſſqur Spiric of dedlaring, 2 large 
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$pirit alſo of ſuffering and flavery to FM untoit. And what was our in- 
rerpretation of that Statute ? Wee ſay (That by ſerving of the King for the time 
being, was not meant of a Perkin Warbeck, or any that call himſelfe King, 
but ſuch 4 one 4s was recerved for ſuch by rhe Kingdoms , the AX whereof cannot 
be cleegly diſcerned but in Parliament(if there ſhould be any queſtion concern- 
ing it:) and can aty maf! think that Hemry the Seventh did mean that whoſoe- 
yer did follow _ Warbech ſhould be free frem all crime and penalty ? or 
needed any man to have asked the queſtion , whether h1s Majefty were net al- 
laved and received by the Kingdom ? They that ask fuch a queſtion are more to 
blame then they that would not affirme it , leſt it ſhould be thought to need an 
afficmation, it being a thing fo notorious, that both in himſelf and in his Aace- 
ſours, he is and ought fo to be received and allowed. And God be thanked the 
caſe is not now as it was at that time, whesi this Statute was made to ſecure the 

es from that continuall uncertainty and danger they were 7expoſed unto 


. in reſpeR of the different titles of 7ozk, and Laxcaſter , the one prevailing one 


while, and the other another time , and therefore by this Statute it was provi=- 
d&d, That whoſoever ſhould ſerve the King for the time being ( what ever his 
title may prove) ſhould be free from all crime and penalty whatſoever, then the 
Parliament had at that time received in the behalf of the Kingdome , hee muſt 
undoubtedly have bin accounted the King for the time being, and conſequently 
the peple ſecured in following him, though another and happily a berter Title 
had bin (er, up againſt him (as if tl.cre had bin a true Duke of York living, a 
better might haye bia ſer up againſt him , * Henry the Seventh then his owne) 
wee fay then, as wee faid before if it be again reaſoh and conſcience that men 
ſhould ſuffer,that guide themſelves by the judgment ofthe _— Court,which 
is alſo the repreſentative body of the whole Kingdom; and if by this Statute the 
Parliament is made Judge in the Queſtion who is King , much more are t] 

to be Judge in the 'l ucttion what is the beſt ſeryice of the King and Kingdt 

and they ought to be free from all crime and puniſhment that follow the Jadg- 
ment thereof upon the very grounds and reaſons of this Statute,; which wee doe 
agree, That his Majeſties good Subjets may read with consfort , beegule it lays 
down a ground which delivers them from uncertainty intheir obedience in the 
dificulteft and higheſt Cafes whatſoever. As for that which is faid concerning 
adark, miſt of words and urging over old Prrviledges. Wes confeſſe we are Icfe 


in a dark miſt, for we underſtand nut what it means. 
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To the Dottrives aud Poſitions that ave ſaid to be contained in owr 
Declaration, We anſwer to the firſt ; 


Hat we did and do fay, that every Court of Juſtice, and much more the 
| high Court of Parliament hath a puwer of JuriſdiRtion, which in plain 
Engliſh is of declaring the Law in particular Caſes in queſtion before 
them, and that which is ſo declared by the high Court of Parliament, being the 
higheſt Courr of Judicature,ooght not afterwards to be queſtioned by his Ma- 
jelly, or any of his SubjcRs; for that there lycth no Appeale from them to any 
ron or Court whatlocyer, fo that the right ad ſafety both of King and Peo- 
ple ſhall depend upon the Law , and the Law for its Interpretation upon the 
Courts of Juſtice, which are the competent Judges thereof, and not upon the 
pleaſure & _—_— of private perſons,or of publick in a private capacity, 
* To the ſecond we Anſwer, 

That we did and do ſay, that ſome Preſidents ought not to be Rules, and no 
Preſidents can be bounds to the pruceedings ef a Parliament , becauſe fone are 
ſach as ought not to be fallowed and all may fal ſhort and be different from the 
preſent caſe and condition of things ; And if this were not a Truth, in Read of 
doing what we pleaſe, we ſhould be obliged to do whatſoever our Anceftours 
pleaſed to do, whether they did well or ill ; And how different oc unlike foes 
ver, their caſe and conditiog ſhould be to ours. 

To thethird we Anſwer, 

That wedid and do fay,That a Parliament may diſpoſe of any thing where» 
in the King or any SubjeR hath a right , in ſuch a way as that the Kingdome 
may not be in danger thereby; Kd that if the King being humbly ſought unto 
by his Parliament, ſhall refile $9 jon with them in ſuch Caſes, the repreſen- 
tative Body of the Kingeom is not to fit till , and fee the Kingdom periſh be- 
fore their eyes, and of this danger they are Judges , and Judges ſuperiour to all 
others, that legally have any power of Judicature within this Kingdom ; And 
for the conſequence that is here inferred, we acknowledge jt not, it is noneof 
Ours, neither did we ſpeak any thing of the major part of both Houſes at any 
timespreſent, or - har wayes and meanes procured fo to be, nor yet ofthe 
Members of both Houſes abſent, or by any ways and means procured fo to be, 
though weþad reaſon enough fo to have done. 

To the fourth we Anſwer ; 
We did not ſay, that no Member of either Houſe ought ro be medled wirh- 


all for Treaſon, Felony, or any other crime, without the cauſe firft brought be- 


fore them,that they may judge of the FaR, and their leave obtained to proceed; 


but wedid, and do fay, that no M:wber of cither Houſe ought to be deelared:

hen in Parliament, whereby hee may taken or detained from the (er- 
vice of Parliament, or the Parliament deprived of 'a wember withour 
their conſent , but thac hee may bee arreſted in ſuch caſes, ur detained » 
wdine to his appearance before the Parliament ; and to the 1ntent that hee 
may bee brought with his cauſe before the Parliament, wee did not, nor 
cannoe deny 

To tae fifth we Anſwer. | 

We did, and doe ſay, That the Sovcraigne power doth reſide in the King, 
2nd both Houſes of me ; and that his Majeltics negative voyce doth 
noximpor: 2 liberty, for his Majeſty co deny any thing as he pleaſeth, though 
never requiſite and neceſſary for the Kingdome, and yet we did not, nor doe 
ay,that ſuch Bills as his Majeſtie 1s bound, both in Conſcience and Juſtice 
topaſſe, ſhall nor withſtavding be Law withour his conſent, fo farre are we 
from taking 21way his negative Voyce. 

To the ſixth we Anſwer, We did and doe fay ; 

That the levying of Forces again{t the perlonall commands of the King, 
(hough accompanied with his preſence) and not againſt his Laws and Au- 
thotity, but in the maintenance thereof; is nor levying war againſt the King, 
but the levying of war againſt his Lawes and Authority, though nor again 
his Perſon, is levying war againſt the King. And we believe no learned Law- 
yer will ſet his hand to the contrary, nor need any nun to be learned in the 
Lawes to underſtand thar Treaſon is not commurted againfi the Kings Perſon, 
5 he is a man, bur as he is « King, and as his Perſon hath relation to his Office, 
Who knows not that it is no Treaſon to Reale the Kings Horſe, nor to make 
atentry, oc commit a Riot upon his Land,but to faigne(which is ro eale) his 
Signet or great Seale(becauſe of the relation it hath to his Office) or co invade 
ay partofhis kingdome, as it is part of his Dominions, is Trealon, And as 
Treaſon is not againſi the Kings Perſon, as it is voyd of all relation to his Of- 
ficeand Truſt, ſo inych leffe as it hands in. a relation oppoſite and contrary 
thereunto ; and therefore, as it hath relation to his Truft, fo allo to the dit- 
charge of that truſfl, that being the Cauſe.and indeed the onely cauſe, why the 
Law hath provided more for the proteRion ofhis Perſon, then of any other. be+ 
cue it hath placed in his Perſon a power to prote& all other perſons, and yer 
we did not ſay, or meane that no treaſon can be committed againſt the King, 
but when he 1s in the auall diſcharge of his tru, no, nor when he is in the 
xuall yiolation of his tru, becauſe the AR may either in themanner or in the- 
mealure exceed the bounds of a legall and' neceffary defence and oppoſition a-- 
gainſt the violation and breach of Truſt and fo fall to becither againſt the 
Kings Authority,or againfl bis perſon, as it Randeth inveſted with that autho-

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rity ,but if it exceed not theſe bounds in ſo farre as it is ſuch, it is ſo far frm 
having any thing of Treaſon in it,that it hath a great deale of dutie and loyal 
ty in it to the King as King,and to the kingdome,in relation to, and for whid, 
he is King; 4d for the power of Judging ofobe —_ of his Majeſties truſt,zz 


it hath reference to a queſtion of Treaſon, to ſay the Parliament hath powery || 


judge of it, is no more then to lay, That ithath power to judge in caſes of Treze 
ſon which inferiour Courts have, and the high Court of Parliament, as well 
as they in all caſes, and in ſome caſes above and beyond them. | 

To the ſeventh we Anſwer , 

That we neither did it,nor do ſay it,We neyer ſuffered that word of depoſins 
the King to go our of our mouths,nor the thing to enter into our thoughts, nor 
can ir be colleed out of any thing that we have ſaid: And now, for the Propoſe. 
pions wherewith we are ſaid to aſſault his Majeſty,and endeavour to deveit him of 
all his regall Rights and Dignitizs,we doubt not but that we ſhal make it appeare 
to all the world, that what may ſceme higheſt in our Propoſitions, hath been in 
cffeR asked and obtained by our Anceſtors before us,and by our neighbours 
beſide us ; and that we have more reaſon to aske it and to obraine it then either 
the one or the other, and yet to teſtifie to all the world, how much wee defire 
peace, and to ayoyd the miſeries and confuſion ofa civill war, we haye not, nor 
ſhall infiſt upon any thing but what we hold neceſſary for the preſervation of 
the ſaferie and peace of the kingdome ; and for the ſecurity of our Religion and 
Liberties, and thoſe good Laws which we already have, and hupe further to 
obtain by the frequent meeting,and free fitting of Parliaments : and as we haye 
been carefull to decline all appeatance of any private reſpe&s in them to our 
ſelves,ſo having the honour of God and of his Majeſtie and the peace, freedome 
and proſperity ofthis kingdowe chiefly before our eyes in theſe our propoſiti- 
ons, and in all our ations, we reſt aſſured that both God and man will abhor 
and abominarte that monſtrous and moſt injurious charge laid upon the repre- 
ſentative body of this whole kingdome, of degrring the ruine,not only of his Me 
feſties Perſon,but of Monarchie it ſelfe : and we appeale to all the world, whether 
worſe words then theſe can be given us? And whether we may not juſtly expet 
the worſt aRions that the malice and power of the malignant party about his 
Majeſty can produce ? And whether 1t be not high time for us to Rand vu 
our rw Bongo nature teacheth every wan to provide for; and this king 
(unleſſe it be very unnaturall, and very unmindfull of ic ſelfe )cannot bur afford 
ro them whom it hath incruſted.and by whom it is repreſented; And if the Ma- 
tor part of both Houſes may fit free from force we doubt nor, but that they wil 
notonely make it good that they have done themſelves and che whole kingdom 
right in that their Declaration, and offered no wrong,nor done any prejudice 
at all to his Majeſty, bur alſo be yery ſenſible of the great indignity offered to 
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he cepreſetitative body of this whole A nu Bp by the contrivers of that An- 
wer, and will make ſuch perſons (that delight to foule their own neſts, and to 
caſt dirt in the face of the kingdome,) inflances of their exemplary juſtice, ſo 
on as they ſhall bee diſcovered, and brand both them and their doQrine 
(whereof we will give a taſte what it is in ſome particulars) with the markes of 


they perpetual  ſcorne and mdignation. 


This i the DoFtrine of that Declaration, and theſe are the 
Poſitions of the contrivers of it. 


I TR the King, when he pleaſeth, may declare the majcr part preſent of 

both Houſes, a faRtion of malignant, ſchiſmaticall and ambitiousper- 

fons, fo that all Parliaments that have beene heretofore, and ſhall be hereafter, 

andall lawes made in them may by this meanes bee called in queſtion ar 
caſure. 

2. Thathis Majeſty may declare whart is the known law of the Land againſt 
the judgement ofhis higheſt Court,an4 conſequently againſt all his Courts, fo 
thatthe fafery and right of King and people, and the Law it ſelfe, muſt depend 

his Majefties pleaſure. 
3+ That the Parliament muſt doe nothing without a preſident ; fo the king= 
domemuſt periſh if there be not a prefident for it's _ remedy. 

4.Thar as the King hath a propriety in his Townes,Forts and kingdomes ſ@ 
he may diſpoſe of them as he pleaſeth, and the repreſentative body of the whole 

ingdcme may not intermeddle in the diſcharge of his Majeſties. truſt, though. 
by the advice of evill Councellors they ſee it diverted to the hazard of the pub- 
lick peace and ſafery of the kingdome. | 

5- That his Majeſty, or any other perſon may upon ſuggeſtions and preten- 
cesof Treaſon, Felony, or breach of the peace, take the members of Parliamenr: 
outof either Houſe of Parliament without giving fatisfaRion- to the Houſe 
whereof they are members, of the grounds of ſuch ſuggeſtion or accuſation,and. 
without and againſt their conſent, ſv they may diſmember a Parliament when. 
they pleaſe, and make it what they will, when they will. 

6. That whoſoever ſhall follow the King in his wars, be the caſe what it will, 
though it were to deſtroy Laws, Liberty, Religion it ſelfe, and ihe whole king» 
dom, yet he ſhall be free from all crime and puniſhment by the Statute of the 
11.H.7.and that this hath been the received ſenſe and interpretation: thereof 

for 1 50.yeeres together ; and that on the other fide to oppoſe by force any ſuch 
force, though in the molt legall way, and by authority of the repreſentative bo= 
dyofthe whole kingdome, is to levie war againſt the King.and treaſon withia 
the Letter ofthe Statute of the 25.Edw.3+10 01:r Lands, Liberties, Lives, Reli- 
gion,and Laws themſelves (wherby all the Rights both of King and people are:

The Declaration of the Lords and (Commons aſſembled in the Parliament 
of England to the Subjefts of Scotland, &c. 


VE E the Lords and Commons aſſembled in the Parliamant of England, 
conſidering with what Wiſdom and publick AﬀeRion our Brethren of 

the Kingdom of Scor/ard did concurre with the endeavours of this Parliz- 
ment, and the deſires of the whole __ ,in procuring and eſtabliſhing a 
firm peace and amity between the two Nations; and how lovingly they have 
fince invited usto a nearer and higher degree of union, in matters concerning 
Religion and Church-government, which we have molt willingly and aftc- 
(tionately embraced and intend to purſue; Cannot doubt but they. will with 
23 much forwardneſle and affeion concurre with us in ſ{ctling peace in this 
Kingdom, and preſerving it in their own; that ſo we may mutually reap the 
benefit of that amity and allyance, ſo happily made ani ſtrongly confirmed be- 
twixt the two Nations. Wherefore as we did about a-yeer fince, in the firſt 
appearance of trouble then beginning amongſt them, aRually declare, That in 
our ſenſe and apprehenſion of the Nationall allyance betwixt us , wee were 
thereby bound to apply the anthority of Parliament, and power of this King- 
dom to the preſervationand maintenance of their peace, And ſeeing now that 
the troubles of this Kingdom are grown to a greater height, and the ſubtile 
pratice of the common Enemy of the Religion and Liberty of both Nations, 
_— with more evidence,ſtrength,and danger then they did at that time, 
we hold it neceſſary to declare; That in our judgment the ſame obligation lies 
upon our brethren by the afore mentioned AR, with the power and force of 
Ananaaa 3 that 
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that Kingdofn to aſſiſt us in repreſſing thoſe amongſt us, who are now in 
Arms , and make warre not only without conſent of Parliament, but even 
againſt the Parliament, and for the deſtrutionthereof. 

Wherefore we have thought good to make known to onr Brethren,that His ul 
Majeſty hath given Commiſſion to divers eminent and known Papiſts, w | © 
raiſe forces, and to compoſe an Army in the North , and other parts of this C 
Kingdom, which isto joyn with divers forraign forces intended to betranſ- 
ported from beyond the Seas, for the deſtruion of this Parliament , and of 
the Religion and Liberty of the Kingdom. And that the Preliticall part of C 
the Clergy and their adherents have likewiſe invited His Mazelty to raife 
another Army; which in His own Perſon he doth condudt againſt the/Par- - 
liament, and the city of London, Plundring and Robbing ſundry well- 
affeRed Towns within their power. And that in proſecution of their malice, 
they are ſo preſumptious and predominant of His Majelties reſolutions , that 
they forbear not thoſe outrages in places, to which His Majeſty hath given 
His Royall word and proteftion. A great cauſe and incentive of which mz. 
lice, proceeds from the defign they have to hinder the Reformation of Ec- 
cleſiaſticall government in this Kingdom, ſo much longed for by all the true 
lovers of the Proteſtant Religion. And hereapon we further delire our Br 
thren of theNationof Scor/and;to raiſe ſuch torces as they ſhall judge ſutficient 
for the ſecuring the peace of their own borders, againſt the ill-affeRed per- 
ſons there, as hikewiſeto aſſiſt us in ſuppreſſing the Army of Papilts and For- 
raigners, which, as we expect, will ſhortly be on foot here, and if they be not 
timely prevented, may prove as miſchievous and deſtruftive to that Kingdom, 
as to onr ſelves. 

And though we ſeck nothing from His Majeſty that may diminiſh His 
juſt Authority or Honour, and have by many humble Petitions endeayoured 
to put an end to this unnaturall Warre and Combuſtion in the Kingdome ; and 
to.procure His Majeſties Proteftion and Security for our Religion , Liberty 
and Perſons, (according to that great truſt which His Majeſty is bound to by 
the Lawes of the Land ; 2nd ſhall ſtill continue torenew our Petitions in 
that kind. Yet to our great grief we ſee the Papilticall and malignant Coun- 
{cll fo prevalent with His Majelty, and His perſon ſo engaged to their pow- 
er, that we have little hope of better ſucceſſeof our Petitions then we former-

They did caſt beef 1nto the dirt which they carried not away 
with them : they littered their horſes with wheat ſhcaves,they ſpoiled Nur- 
ſeries of fruit trees to good value ; and necr upon three hundred buſhells of 
apples from one man they took away, ſpoiled, and trampled to dirt with 
their horſes feet, beſides 'fifteen pair of ſheets, his bedding, &c. They alſo 
took candles to the value of twenty pounds and upwards from one man, 
and burnt them all night through the Army , and tuch as they carried not 
way, either they broak in pieces, or threw into the fire, or trod in the 
mire, Had they reſted with robbing of the richer ſort, it had been ſome 
degree of mercy, but they left not unplundered the blinde Beggar at old 
Braintford, taking from him and his wife their apparell, linnen, woollen, 
ud bedding ; and the like they did to the four Almeſ-women in the Spittle 
there, and took from them their wheels or rocks, ty which they got ſome. 
thing towards a livelihood. And when they had thus plundered and taken 
away all the goods ( except here and there a bed ) defaced ſome houſes, 
and {et one on fire ( of purpoſe, as 1s conceived, to fire the Town ) which 
was afterwards quenched by an Inhabitant, Had their wicked carriages 
tereended in the loſſe of the Inhavitants goods, without hazzard of their 
perſons, they had undergone it with more patience ; but ſuch was their in- 
bumane behaviour, that they did ſet drawn {ſwords an! piſtolls cockt to 
mcnand womens breaſts, threatning:them with death, if they brought not 
outall their money : And threatning others to cut off their noſes, and pur 
oat their eyes , calling them Parliament Doggs, Round-headed R 

ating and wounding ſome of them ( one cf them being aCrepple ) king 


hers of the Inhabitants priſoners, and putting irons upan then. Others 
they tied with ropes, and ſtript ſome to their ſhirts; and as one of them 
tut was led next day in irons towards 0atlands (toopt. to take alittle water 
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in his hat to drink, they beat him {2 WP him for offering to do it. Their 
hearts were fo ſeared, that they would not extend compaſſion to th 
and gray-headed ; for they took one grave old Gentleman ( about 6ig 
yeers of age ) 'and put him with other of the Inhabitants of the Townintg 
the Pound, where they were divers hours, and afterwards were remoys 
Into the Slaughter-houſe, where they lay all night, it being a mt naſty an} 
noiſome place, and the old Gentleman being bound head and fect together 
all night, They alſo plundered an ancient Gentlewoman of about lev 
yeers of age ( whoſe age and weaknefle would not permit her to go to 
Church for theſe ſeven yeerslat palt ) they took from her all her bedding, 
linnen, pewter, &c. and jzven her mantle from her back, leaving her ins 
poor and miſerable condition. Their plundering was fo- untvertall, that 
even divers of the richer, as well as the meaner fort were, and to this day 
ſtill are enforced to live of the charity of the Earl of Zſſ-x his fouldiers; 
the Cavaliersleaving ſcarce one piece of bread or meat in all the Town, It 
would pierce a heart of flint to ſee the tears droppin from the old mens 
eyes, in exprceiling their fad condition ; And a great addition to theſe cruc> 
ties was the baroarous, mercileſſe, and unheard of ufage of the Parliament 
fouldiers by the Cavalizrs; for they did putthem into a Poynd, and there 
ticd and pinioned them together, where they ſo ſtood for many hours; 
ſome of them they ſtript to their ſhirts,others to their breeches, moſt with- 
ont ſtockings or ſhoocs, and in that condition removed them to the Slaugh. 
terhouſe, where they lay all night, and next day were dragged away over 
Hounſlow Heath towards 0.:tinds ; divers of them barc-toot and barc-leze 
over Furzes and Thiltles, till their feet 3nd legs did bleed, and were fore gat- 
Ied. But theſe may beaccounted bat adts of grace and favour, in compar 
ſon of what they did towards others of them : For when divers of Maſter 
Hellts his ſouldiers fied into the river of Thames for fateguard of their lives, 
they ſhot at them as they were ſwimming , aud ſo- divers of them were 
drowned. They tcok after the fight ended five of the Earl of Efſ-x his toul- 
diers, and tied them by the hands with ropes, and enforced them into thert- 
ver of Thames, who ttanding in the water to their necks, caſting their ets 
on their enemies, in hopes of mercy, but ſich vas the mercilefle condition 
of their adverſaries, that a Tro per rid into the water after them,and forcal 
them to fall into the depth of the water, faying to them (in a jecring mas- 
er ) Swim for your lives,. when it was paſt all poſtivility to eſcape. Ha 
their barbarous carriages begun and ended in heat of bloodand revenge, 1t 
had a little qualified their offence 3; but fo full of inhumanity werethar 
hearts,even before the fight begun at old Braintford with Colanell Holls his 
Regiment, that they placed ten of the Earl of Eſſex his fouldiers (win 


». 
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they had formerly taken priſoners  K . ) pimioned in the front of their 
men, to be as a breaſt-work to recetve the bull-ts that came frem Colonell 
Hollis his Regiment,that the Cavaliers might eſcape them ; but ſuch was the 
providence of God, that not one of them- was hurt, though ſhot through the. 
cothes in many places: and one of the ten: eſcaped ('wha was formerly a 
Serceant to a Company in Colonell Eſſex his Regiment ) and in the pre- 
ſence of divers witneſks averred the truth of this particular. 

And now ſince it appears by theſe prodigious afts of Rapine, Deftrution 
and Tyranny, that theſe men delight in cruelty, and fight againſt their own 
Aſociates, and ſpoil thoſe that favour their own cauſe, with thoſe that op- 
poſeit, what remains, but that they be taken, not for ſuch as endeavour the 
&f:nce of the King, but the ruine of the Kingdom : and not as enemies of 
ome kinde of men, but 25 the common enemies of mankind ; and therefore 
mankind ſhould joyn together agaiaſt them, as it was faid of 1/&macl, His 
ſword ſnall be agatijt every man, and every mans ſword againſt him.

City and Parliament , and being known to be a Graveſend boat , which a!- 
waycs land on the other tide at Si#in/gare;they called to them to know their 
bulineſſe ; but they not regarding their ſuramone, till poſted away ; wherc- 

nthe men in the Ship made after them, and hal'd them in, examined the 
tlemay, and having ſome ſuſpition, ſcarcht him, and foundthis , with 
ſom: other Lztters about him ; whereupon they pretently carried him up ts 
the Pa: liament, where after examination,his Letters were taken from him, 
and hecommirted to ſafe cuſtody.

vitualls for the Army raiſed by the Parliament ; as likewiſe for the 
nking up of Horſes for ſervice in the field, Dragooners, and Draught- 
Horſes; as likewiſe for borrowing of Money, or Plate to ſupply the 
Army. Which Committees, or any two or more of them, ſhall have pow- 
&and authority to value all kinde of Proviſions both for men and Horſe, 
all kinde of Horſe for ſervice, or otherwiſe which ſhall be voluntarily of- 
ered to be lent upon the publick Faith, or likewiſe to receive any money 
or plate to be lent as before ; and that upon Certificate of any two of ſuch 
Committees, the ſame Proviſions of Horſes, money, and plate, and the 
value thereof, ſhall be entred by the Treaſurer of the Propoſitions, and 
ſhall be repayed to the party from whom the ſame was received, with like 
Conſideration as other mony lent.

/ my,and levyed war again{t,the Parliament, and-great number cf 
Forces are dayly raiſed under the commands of Papiſts and other ill-aft- 
Qed perſons, by Commiſſions from his Maz:ity; And wherezs divers De- 
linquents are protected from publique Juſtice by his Majeſties Army, and 
ſundry outrages and rapincs arc dayly committed by the ſouldiers of the

And if the ſum 
erſums of money ſo aſſeſſed cannot be levycd by any of theſe meancs or 
wares, then the perſons ſo reſpettively aſſed, ſhall be impriſoned in ſuch 
places of this Kingdom,and for ſo long time as the Committee of the Houſe 
of Commons for the examinations ſhall appoint & order: Andthe familics 
efall ſuch perſons ſo impriſoned, ſhall no longer remain within the Cities 
of London and Weſtminſter, the Suburbs and the Counties adjacent.

[ would not be believed ( atlcaſt great pains have been taken that i 
might not) that the pretended Ordinance of the Militia ( the fiif 
attempt that ever was to make a Law by Ordinance without Our co 
ſcnt) or the keeping Us out of Hull, and taking our Armes and Munition 
trom Us, could any way concerne the Intereſt, Property, or Liberty of 
the Subjz&; and it was confeſſed by that deſperate Declaration it ſelfe of 
the 26 of May, that if they were found guilty of that charge of deſtroying 
the title and intereſt of our Subjects to their lands and goods, it were 
indeed a very great crime. But it was a ſtrange fatall Lethargie which 
had ſeized Our good people, and kept them from diſcerning, that the No. 
bilitie , Gentry , Commonalty of Eng/and, were not onely ſtrippedof 
their preheminences and Priviledges , but of their liberties and Rates, 
*when Our juſt Rights were denyed Us ; and that no Subje&t could from 
thenceforth expe to dwell at home, when We were driven from Qur 
Houſes and Our Towns. It was not poſlible that a Commiſſion could be 
granted to the Earle of Eſſex, to raiſe an Army againſt Us, and for the 
Jafety of Our Perſon and preſervation of the peace of the Kingdome, 
to purſue,kill and ſlay Us, and all who wiſh well to Us ; but that in a ſhort 
time inferiour Commanders, by the ſame authority , would require Our 
good Subjes for.the maintenance of the property ofthe SubjeR;to ſup- 
ply them with ſuch ſummes of Money as they thinkefit , upon the penalty 
of bcing plundred with all extremity of War (as the ſtile of Sir Edward 
Bayntons Warrant runs againſt our poore Subjects in Wiltſhire ) and by 
ſuch Rules of unlimitted Arbitrary power, as are inconſiſtent with the 
leaſt pretence or ſhadow of that Property it would ſecm to defend. 
If there could be yet any underſtanding fo unskiltull and Supine to be- 
hieve, that theſe diſturbers of the publick Peace, do intend any thing but 
a.generall. confuſion, they have brought them a ſad argument to their own 
doors to convince them; after this Ordinance and Declaration, tis not in 
any ſober mans power to believe himſclfe worth any thihg, or that there 
is ſuch a thing as Law, Liberty, Property, left in £:9/an4, under the jurif 
dition of theſe men; and-the ſame power that robs them now of the twen- 
tieth part of their eſtates, hath by that but made a claim,and enticuled {lf 
to the other ninercen , when it ſhall be thought fir to-haſten the general 
raine. Sure, if the minds of all men be not {tubbornly prepared for (cr-

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{om;other grievances (and the e——_ Jhave bin conceived intollerable, 
acher by the logick and conlequence, than by the preſlure it (elf, this at 
once ſweeps away all that the wiſdom and juſtice of Parliaments have pro- 
vided for them. 1s their property in their cſtates (fo carefully looked to by 
their anceſtors, - and ſo amply cftabliſhed by Us againſt any poſlivility- ot 
lavaſion from the Crown) which makes the meancſt ſubjeAt as much a 
Lord of his own, as the greateft Peer, to be valued or conlidered? here is 
arwentieth part of every mans eſtate (or ſo much more as four men will 
pleaſe to call the twentieth part )caken away at ot.ce, and yet a power letr 
torake a twentieth ſtill of that which remains,and this to be levyed by ſuch 
cixumſtances of ſeverity, as no at of Parliament ever conſentcd to. Is 
their liberty which diſtinguiſhes ſubzets from flaves, and in which this 
free-borne Nation hath the advantage of all Chriſtendom,dear to them?

ther then ſuch particular perſons of his Majelties SubjeRs, Friends, or Allies, 
25 ſhall be found to have carried, or ſhall be found carrying Ordnance , Arms, 
Ammunition, &c. To the prejudice ofthe Parliament 8c. As aforeſaid, ot 
hall have commited piracy. And that true Inventories and Appraifſements 
fhall be raken of the Ships, and Coods , before the ſame ſhall be vended or diſ- 
poſed, and the ſame together with the papers found aboard any ſuch Ship, and. 
the Examinations of the chief Officers of the ſame Ships as is before declared, 
returned into the Regiſtry of the high Court of the Admiralty aforeſaid. 

And laſtly, it is hereby further ordered and ordained, That this Ordinance 
nor any benefit thereby ſhall exrend to the ſerrers forth of any Ship or other 
Veſſell upon the Enterprize aforeſaid, where Bonds ſhall not be given as is be- 
fore expreſſed, and a Certificate under the Admiralty Seal obtained of the put- 
ting in of ſuch Caution.

V V EC have made ſo many Declarations of Dur Royall Intentions 
the p2eſerving of the Religion and Lawes of this 
E&and, That Wee thinke tit not fit oft to repeate, Though by Gods grace 
We ſeriouſly. intend never to decline 02 depart from the ſame, But this 
ſeemes moſt ſtrange unto-Us, that whil'ſt (eſpectally at, and about London 


 ngnees, (foz which there fs n0 Legall foundation) which not onely diſcoun- 
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tenance, but overthzow the Lawes ofthe Land that ſeffle Rellgion. d 
were the ſences ofthe Subtec's pzoperty, are ſubmitted unto and obeyed by 
many of Dur weaker Sublects : And among thefe a blind obevtence hath 
been yeelded unto the pzxefenden Gzyinanee, fog fetling Cuſfomes without 
an act of Parliament, when an Ad this Parliament (receiveafrouy W9o.gud 
ſo underſtood by Us, as one ot the greateff graces the —_ r- 
red on the Snubiec) declares, ns Cuffome fs dine without an $J@ ; aupÞ all 
ſuch perſons as recetve the ſame incurr the fo2fefttre of a pzemunire.

; Hereasthe Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament , hays 
made an Ordinance concerning the Subſidy of Tonnage and 
Poundage : And having ſince taken notice of a Printed paper in 
« forme of a Proclamation, entituled thus , 4 Proclamation prohibiting the py. 
ment and receipt of Cuſtam:s, and other Maritime Duties , upon the late pretended 
Ordinance of both Houſes of Parliament : Whereby is enJevonred by many un- 
true ſugveltions and ſabtill infinuations to diſſwade and prohibit the Subjets 
from giving Obedience to the ſaid Ordinance, which if ir ſhould take effeR (a5 
we are confident it will not) would tend to the deſtruction of Trade, andthe 
expoſing his Majellics Dominions to the InvaFon of Forreigne Forces: The 
Taid Lords and Commons have thought it neceſſary to reprint the (aid Ordi- 
mance, with this their further Declaration , That there are no other Cuſtomes 
Etled by that Ordinance then ſich as are duc by the Laws and Sratures of this 
Realme, as will appear to any ingenuous perſon who ſhall read the ſame : And

IF by fomenting an unnaturall War ic 
be intended the mayntaining of the Faxces conſiſting of papifls , and other il 
affe-ed perſons under his Majeſties name. for the ſubverſion of the Parliament, 
Laws and Religion : We muſt then confeſſe, That ſo much of thoſe moneys as 
have bin taken and employed for the maintenance of thoſe Forces (for we muſt 
adkmowledge that a conſiderable part thereof hath bin forc'r and exaRed by the 
Ex! of New-caſtlethe Lord Mohun, Sir Ralph Hopton , and others) were em- 
ped to ſupport an unnaturall War againſt the King , and to fomenta civill 
tion : Bur ifotherwiſe applycd, fer full fatisfaRion therein, Ir is declared, 
that the money raiſed by vertue of the ſaid Ordinance , and come to the diſpo- 
fng of the Parliament , hath bin with all care and faithfulneſſe disburſed for 
the payment of ſundry great and crying Debts of his Majeſties , due unto his

He Locds and Commons now affembled in Parliament , taking into con- 

fderation the grear perils and dangers that may enſue , not only to this 
Kingdom ; but likewiſe unto that of Jrelard, eſpecially in theſe times of appa- 
rent danger, far exceeding all former times , either of his Majeſty , or of his 
Royall Father King f2mes, and taking into further conſideration the great 
Debr now due unto the Navy, as well before the beginning $f this Parliament 
as ſince, atwovnred to the ſum of two hundred thouſand pounds or thereabouts, 
and that two and fifty Ships of War arc now in the aQuall ſervice of this 
Kingdom, as well for the defence thercof as of 7reland, and not knowing what

athoſe ſupplyes : and did likewiſe prepare and paſſe a Bill of Tonnage and 
Pound: ge, where>y the Booke of Rates is confirmed ; which Bill they have 
likewiſe ordered to be printed and publiſhed, which after they were paft both 
Houſes, were upon the twenty ninch day of June laſt paſt, ſent to his Majeftie 
work tor the Royall Aﬀent which his Majeſtic not having paſſed, the 
Lords and Commons did upon the fourteenth day of this inſtant July com- 
mand the Earle of Holland, Sir lobn Holland. and Sir Philip Stapleton ( by 
whom they did ſend che lare Petition to his Majeſtic ) in the name of botn 
Houſes, to move his Majeftie to give a ſpeedy paſſage to that Bill, whereunto 
his Majeſtic hath given no Anſwer at all.

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neceſſities conſidered, the Lords and Commons doe declare, that it ſhall beau» 


ken as an acceptable ſervice tothe Common-wealth by a manifeſtation oftheir 
good affeRions to the publick,ofall thoſe, that ſhall upon entry of their goods 
advance, and pay by way of Loane unto the Colleors, or Commiſſioner, 
which now arc, or hereafter ſhall be named, or to their Depury or Deputies al 
ſuch ſammeor ſummes of money as are payable by the 1a Booke of Rate, 
and ſhould have been due in caſethe ſaid Bill had pat fora Law.

May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, | 
Pon Saturday laſt, I received a Declaration of Parliament, with a 
Commiſſion from his Excellencie the Earle of Efex, tro command 1n 
chiefe, over the Forces of the North, and other adjacent Counties, 
which great Honour and Truſt, farre above any ambition or merit, by your 
Lordſhips conferred on me; I ſhall exerciſe with all care an1 fidelity, not doub- 
ting but that your Lordſhips will enable mee thereia, with ſuch other Sup- 
ies as the neceſſicie of the Secvice ſhall require, and that repreſented from 


The State of the Aﬀaires in theſe parts, ſince my laſt diſpatch of the firſt of 
thismoneth, Rand in this manner, the Earle of Newcaitle is come to Yorke, 
and- Joyned his Forces to the Earle of Cumberlands, making in all as I am 
informed about eight thouſand men, Horſe and Foot, of which there is about 
two thouſand Horſe and Dragooneers, a Rrengrh farre too potent to bee refi- 
ſed by the ſmall power which T have here, whereof 1 ſend a lift incloſed ; 
ourflrength was once eſtimated by our ſelves farre greater then now it ap=- 
peares, for upon the Earle of Newcaſtles comming over the Tees, Sir Edward 
Lofics, wich all the Richmond ſhire men, and Sir Henry Anderſon with all the 
Cleveland men, and the reſt of the Northeriding, which were eſtimated at 
onethouſand men, did all returneto their owne Houſes, fave. about one hun- 
dred and thirtie men brought hither by Sir Mathew Boynton, ſome other Gen- 
tlemen, and our Troope of Horſe, raiſed by Sir Henry Fowli,and about four- 
te Horſe more, brought hither by Captaine Anderſon, And beſides, this de- 
fe#, our numbers are decreafed by Sir Hugh Cholmley, to whom I have ſent 
divers Orders to march Northward, to joyne with Captaine Hqrhers, and 
the reſt in refiſting the Earle of Newcaſtles entry, before he came into Yorke-- 
ſire, and fince his entry, to come to mee, and the reſt of the Armie -at Todca- 
Fer, but hee found ſuch im»ediments as hee could doe neither : And now I 
heare he is gone to Scarborough, and taken his Forces with him, which were

of cight hundred Foot, is likewiſe marched towards Hall, although 'I ſent 
him divers Orders to march up hicher to aſſiſt the Forces at T odcaſter, giving

' tham, whom I have nominated to bee Lievtenant Generall of the Armie, 4nd 
the reſt at Todcaſter, under my owne command, and upon Tueſday receivi 
intelligence that the Earle of New-caft/e with his whole Forces intended tg 
fall upon our Quarter at Todcaſter, I ſent to Captaine Hothams, to bring 
up the Forces at Weatherby, which being done, and the Earle of Neweafle 
Armie come in fight , wee drew our men into the uttermoſt part of our 
Quarter, where wee had raiſed ſome breaſt-workes for our Muſquettiers, 
and there the fight began about eleven of the clocke ; and fo continued in 
ſharpe diſpute untill about foure of the clock in the evening ; in which time 
there was at leaft fourty thouſand Muſquets ſhot diſcharged on bath ſides, and 
great numbers of cannon ſhot. . 

The Enemie had once wonne part of the Towne and beaten our men, 
and placed ſome of their Companies in two or three houſes, which did much 
indanger us, but in the end our men with great co:rapge foiced them out 
againe; recovered and burnt the houſes, and kill'd many of the Enemies men 
thar were there placed, and in concluſion, forced the whole Artnie to retreate, 
leaving very many of their men dead, and very great numbers wounded, 
the certaing numbers, nor qualities of the perſons wee could not tike, but it 
is generally faid by the Countrey people that were ar lea one hundred found 
Killd and/burnr, and wee tooke feventeene priſoners in the fight, and on 
qur part wes, loft ſixe 'men, and Captaine F'/Uliam Lyfter, a valiant and 
gallant Gentlemari, who was ſhot with a Mufquer bullet in the head, and 
wee had about twentie more wounded, and loſt not one Prifoner in the Bats 
tell, rhough divers of our men being negligent of their dutie fayed behind 
us when wee quit the Quarter, and fo were taken the next day there by the 


Enemies , and made Priſoners ; in this fight our men behaved themſelves 


with very great reſolution, farre beyond expeRation, in ſo much as I con« 
ceive wee might have maintained the place ill, if wee had beene furniſh» 
ed with Powder and ſhot, but having ſpent in a manner all our whole ore 
of Bullet ,' Match and Powder , I adviſed with the Commanders, aud by 
generall conſent it was thought fic, to rife with our Forces, and march to 
Cawoed, and Selby, to ſecure thoſe places. and there receive ſupplies of Am- 
munition and men, which was accordingly done, and now I am at Sly, 
vw 
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wich part of the Armnie, and the reſt with Captaine Hothans at (awood - 
And yeſterday I int my Sonne, Sic Thomas Fairfax with five Companies 


of Foote, and two Troopes of Horſe to Leedes, incending hee ſhould continue 


there to ſecure that place, and the other Clothing Townes, again(i the Earle 
of New-Caftles Forces, if it were poſſible ; But the Enemies Forces were laid 


fftrong in the way,as hee could not paſſe, fo hee onely beat up a Quar-

Thus my Lords I have briefely reprefented the condicion of this Armie 
apreſent, which I muſt confeſſe I feare will very ſuddenly grow worle, 
if not utterly broken up. and that eſpecially for want of :money, I haying 
not above a weekes pay provided before hand, and no viſible meanes lefe to 
raiſe maintenance for them, unleſſe I ſhould giue the Souldiecs free quarter 
uponthe Countrey, a cure in my conceit as dangerous as the diſcate, and 
yenture not poſſible to bee effeRed, IF the Enemie bee fill maſter of the 
, and cut off our men as they goe abroad to levy ſuſtenance; which they 
may doe, and yet not able to bear up our Quarters. I have hitherto ſuppor= 
ted this Army by the Loanes and Contciburions for che woſt part of the pa- 
riſhes of Leedes, Halifax, and Bradford, and ſome other Cal Clothing - 
townes adjacent, being the only well affeRed people of the Countrey, who: 
Imuch feare may now ſuffer by this Popiſh Army of the North meerely for 
their good affe Aion to the Religion and Publicke Libertie. Our of the reſt 
of the Countrey I was nor able ro draw any conſiderable helpe, the Enemie 
taving Garriſons in fo many places, who threatned ro ruine any that ſhould 
aſift the Parliament, and the cauſe wich money or other helpes. 

My Lords, in ſumme the State of this Countrey is thus, The Enemi is 
mightie, and Maſter of the field, plemifully ſupplyed from his Majefic -and 
the Popiſh and malignant party, with moneys and all neceffaries, the well 
ifeRed party as now it is divided not confderable, the aydes from Lixcola- 
fore, Darby-fbire, and other Countreys very uncertaine, the want of mo- 
teyes here, ſuch as will force us to Jeaband within ten dayes, and if the 
Enemie become abſolute Maſtcr of Yorkeſbrre, they will force contribution, 
nd ſuctours from the Countrey, which will raiſe a vecy formidable Armie, 
2nd put the whole cauſe in perill, if God doe not muraculguſly defend it, 
I beſeech your Lordſhips ſeriouſly to confider it, and fend ſuch ſpeedy fup- 
of men. money, as may Enable mee to goe forward in the ſeryice, which 
not fajle to. doe with: a coafantfidelitie,.

Officers are now come hither yeſterday, but now wee are fo Rraighteng, 
that wee can have no men reſort to us, to put under command, nor have wee 
money to pay them.

Hereas Information hath bin given tothe Lords and Com 

\ / \ / mons aſſembled in Parliament, That (ifton, Catesby, Fobn Li 
borne, and Robert Vivers, Captaines in the Army, raiſed by a 

thority of both Houſes of Parliament, for che neceſſary defence 

of the true Proteſtant Religion, the King, Parliament, and Kingdome, unde 
the Command of Robert Earle of Eſſex, Captaine Generall thereof, were taken 
priſoners by the Forces raiſed againſt the Parliament, in executing their ſeveral 
duties and ſervices, according to the Ordinances of both the ſaid Houſes, and 
after carried priſoners to Oxford Coale, and having beene moſl Barbarouſly 
uſed, are now queſtioned and proceeded againſt by way of Indi&ment, before 
Sir Robert Heath Knight, one of His Majeſties Juſtices of the Kings Benchand 
others (by colour of ſome Commiſſion-or other Authority from His Majeftte) 
for high Treaſon and other ſuppoſed Miſdemeanors, whereas many have beene 
taken priſoners by the Parliament Forces, in the AR of Warre againſtthe Pat- 
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liament, which by the Lawes and — this Realme is Rebellion and high 
Treaſon againt the King and Kingdome, and the ARors therein Traytors, 
and yet none of them hath hitherto beene put ro death, or otherwiſe ſeverely 
dealt with by the Parliament. | 
It is therefore Ocdered and Declared by the faid Loxds and Commons, that 
all ſuch Indi&ments and other proceedings againſt the ſaid Capraine Caresby, 
ine Lilborne, and Captaine Yrvers, or againſt Captaine Wingate, who 
haye done faithfull and good ſervice to the Common-Wealth, or againſt any 
oter perſon or perſons who have done or ſhall doe ſervice in the laid Ariny» 
ortor the Rayſing of any Money, plate, Horſe, or Armes for the maintenance 
therof, or otherwiſe in Execution of, or purſuance of any Order or Ordinance 
of both or either of the ſaid Houſes of Parliament, for the defence of the pub- 
lique Gafetie, are injuſt and illegall ; and che ſatd Sir Robert Heath, and all os 
ther Commiſſioners, Iuſtices, Sheriffs. TIurors, and other Officers and Miniſters 
of Iuſtice, and other perſons whatſoever, are hereby required and injoyned, 
to ſurceaſe any fur.her proceeding again the ſaid perſons before named, or any 
other for any the cauſes aforeſaid, upon the faid Indictments or otherwiſe z 
Andthe aid Lords and Commons doe further declare, that if the ſaid perſons 
before named, or any of them, or any other, ſhall be pur to death, or other hure 
or violence offered to their or any of their perſons, for, or by reaſon of any ſuch 
ſervice done, or to be done,-by, or according to any Order or Ordinance of 
both or either of the ſaid Houſes, the like puniſhment ſhall be inflited by 
tath or otherwiſe upon ſuch priſoners as have bin or ſhal be raken by the For- 
cs raiſed by Authority of both Houſes of Parliament; And if the ſaid Sir Robert 
Heath, or any other Commiſſioner, Iuſtice, Sheriffe, Juror, orother Officer, or 
Miniſter of juflice, or other perſon ſhall doe contrary to this Ordinance in any 
the premiſes, they and every of them for ſo doing, ſhall be proceeded againſt, 
und dealt with, as Enemies tothe King and Kingdome.

PFFHec Lords and Commons now in Parliament affembled, being certainly 
informed, that Papifts and other wicked and ill-affe Red perſons, haye 
> Trayrteroully combined together, and entered into Aﬀociation, and haye 
raiſed, and dayly-do raiſe great Forces both of Horſe and Foot, in ſeverall coun- 
ties of this Kingdom, and have plundered, ſpoiled, and deſtroyed, mulcitude 
obhis Majeſties good SubjeRs, and if not timely prevented will utterly ſubyer 
and deftroy the true Proteſtant Religion (which is their chiefelt deſign) the 
Eaxws of the Land, the Priviledge of Parliament, an4 the Liberties of the Sub- 
je; The ſaid Lords ani1 Comnons do Declare, That they hold it a thing fi 
and neceſſary for the preſent State of this Kingdom, and dv accordingly Order, 
That all Lord Lievtenants, Deputy Lievtenants, Colonells, Capraines, ando- 
ther Officers, and all other well-affe Red Perſons, Inhabitants in the ſeverall 
Counties of Norfolke, Suffolk, Eſſex, (ambridge, and the Iſle of Elje, Han- 
ford, and the County of the city of Norwich, ſhall and may Aﬀeociate them- 
ſelyes, and mutually ayd, ſuccour and at one another, in the muruall defence 
and preſervation of themlelves, and of the peace of the ſaid counties, fromall 
— plunderings, ſpoiling of the faid Papiſts and other ill-affeded 
ons. 

And it is further Ordered and Declared, That the ſaid Lord Lievrenants, 
Deputy lievrenanrs, Colonells, Caprtains,and other Officers, have power and 
authority to raiſe forces of Horſe and Foot, and to lead them into any place 
which ſhall be fitting and convenient, and to give Battel, and to fight withall 
ſuch as are, or ſhall be raiſed to levy War againſt the Parliament ; avdall o- 
ther Forces raiſed without authority and conſent of both Hopſcs of Parlia- 
ment, that make any inſurrefion and plunder, and deflroy His Majeſties 
good Subjects, and them to invade, refſt, ſuppreſſe, ſubdue, purſue,kill and 
ſlay, and put to execution of death, and by all means to deſtroy, as Enemies 
ofthe Kingdom ; And to perform all things elfe needfull for the preſervation 
of the ſafety and Peace of the ſaid counties,either by Water or land, obſerving 
fromtime to time ſuch other diretions and commands as they ſhal receive from 
both Houſes of Parliament, or from the Earle of &ſex Lord Generall : And 
that the ſaid Inhabitants of the ſaid fſeverall Counties, and every of them 
for ſo doing, ſhall bee ſaved, and kept harmlefſe by Power and Authoricie of 
Parliament. 

And the faid Lords and Commons, taking into their ſerious conſiderations, 
thenecefiicie of appointing a Commander in chiefe over the Forces which are, 
er{hall bee raiſcd in the eres aforcfaid, or any of them, for the fervice 
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aforeſaid, in regard that by —_—_ - IEG already gratited to perſons 
in the ſaid ſeyerall Counties, there is not power given to lead forces out of their 
owne Counties. It is Ordered that the Lord Generall the Earleof Eſſex, ſhall 
be defired to gravt a Commiſſhon to William Lord Gray of Wyrke, to command 
in chicfe, as Major Generall of all the Forces to be raiſed in the ſaid Counnies ; 
And to have power to lead, conduRt, and carry the fame to ſuch places within 
the faid Ceunties, as he ſhallthinke fit, for the defence of the ſaid Counties ; 
And likewiſe power to give the ſame Orders and Inſtrucicns in his Excellen- 
cies abſence, for Regulating the Souldiers, which is, or ſhall be under his com- 
mand, as his ſaid Excellencic hath given to his Army; And to uſe Martiall Law 
tocompell Obedience chereunto, as occaſion ſhall require; And alſo Power 
and Authoritie, to make and to appoint Colonels, Captaines, and other Offis 
ers, for levying, conduRting , and leading the faid Forces as hee ſhall

Armes, to ſuch places in the ſaid ſeverall Counties, as they hold moſt fitting, 
and at ſuch meetings to take a ſurvey, what Arms and Force can be taifed in 
the faid Counties reſpeRively, and examine the defeRs of Arms and Anunu- 
nicion, and to conſider of ſome fitting courſe how to have the want of Arms 
and other defe&s to be ſupplyed, and at ſuch meetings or at any other fittime 
and times ; The faid Deputy Lievtenants or any two of chein, with the aſfi- 
ance of the Commirree for the Propofitions and Subſcriptions in the ſeverall 
Counties, or any two of them, ſhall, and may propound tal] the Inhabitants 
ofthe aid Counties, Cities and Corporations, That are able to bear or find 
Arms or to contribute towards the ſaine : what preſent and inunent danger 
and neceſſity the whole Kingdome is now reduced unto, by the wicked 
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adviſe and attempts and conſpiracies of Papiſts and other Perſons now about 
His Majeſtic, and to propound to them to joyne in an Aﬀociation and mu- 
tuall defence of one another, according to the forme of an Aſſociation here. 
unto annexed. And to require them to ſet downe in writing, and ſubſcribe 
what Armes for Horſe and Foot, what Horſe, either Dragoneers or others 
they will haye in readineſſe upon every juſt occaſion for the defence of the faid 
Countics. 

2. Secondly,the better to prevent che plundering and ſpoyling of the faid 
Counties, and to have meancs for the furniſhing of Armes and Ammunition, 
making Fortifications, and payment of Officers, and other publick neceſſary 
"charges, that there be forthwith raiſed 1n the ſaid feverall Counties reſpeRive- 
ly, the fourth part of ſuch like ſeverall ſummes as were aſſeſſed upon the faid 
Counts, by vertue of the AR lately made in this preſent Parliament, for the 
railing of 400000 pounds, the ſame fourth part to be raiſed by way of Taxe 
and Rate upon the ſaid ſeyerall Counties re{peetively. 

3- And for the better levying of the laid fourth part of the faid ſumme of 
400000. pounds, or of any other ſumme to be afleſſed and fer upon the faid 
Counties for the defence and preſervation of the ſame, by conſent of both 
Houſes of Parliament ; That the Lord Liercenants, and Deputie Liewte- 
'nants of the ſaid Counties reipeRively, or any two or more of them, ſhall,and 
may Aſeſſc and Taxe, or cauſc to be Aﬀeſſed and Taxed, the ſaid ſumme and 
ſummes upon the ſeyerall Cities, Corporations, Hundreds, Townes, and Ham- 
lers in the ſaid ſeyerall Counties, after the moſt induſtrious and uſuall propor- 
tion of other Rates in the ſaid Counties ; And that they or any two or more 
of thein nominate and appoint Treaſurers, Colletors, and Aſſeſſors in every 
County aboveſaid, for the Aſſeſſing, Receiving, and ColleRing ſuch ſum and 
ſummes of money as above-ſaid : And that the ſaid Lord Lievtenants, Deputy 
Lievtenants,or any two or more of them, ſhall, and may grant Warrants un- 


der their hands and Seales in writing to any Conſtable or other Officer what-; 


ſoever, to raiſe and levy the ſaid fum and ſummes fo to be afſeſſed and raxed as 
above ſaid, upon all ſuch perſons upon whom any ſumme ſhall bee fo aſſeſſed 
and ſet as abovye-ſaid, that doe refuſe or negleR to pay the ſame by way of di- 
ſreſſe, and ſale of the goods of the perſon to refuling, or negleRing to pay the 
ſame; And incaſe no diſtreſle is or may be found, then the ſaid Lord Lievte- 
nants,Deputy lievtenants.or any two cr more of them, ſhall, and may commit 
ſuch perſon and perſons ſo refuſing, and negleRing topay as aboveſaid;to ſome 
common Goaleghere to remaine without Bayle or Mainprize, untill payment 
made of ſuch ſum and ſums as above-ſaid.

lick charges, tending to the fafery and preſervation of the ſaid Counties, and 
not otherwiſe. 

7. That the Lord Lievtenants, Deputy Lieycenants of every the faid 
Counties reſpe&ively, or any two or wore of them, ſhall and may from tune 
totime, raiſe ſuch and ſo many of the Trained Bands, and other Perſons inha- 
bicing in the ſaid Counties as they ſhall judge neceſſary and biting, to enter 
into the houſes of all Papiſts, and other Perſons that are Voted to bee Delin- 
quents, by both or either Houſes of Parliament ; Or that have pur in execu- 
tion the Commiſſion of Array, or that have beene preſent with, or ayding and 
affiſting to his Majeſtie in this unnaturall War againſt the Parliament, or thar 
being of ability, have not contributed upon the Propoſitions of raiſing of 
Hor. Money or Plate, for the defence of the King and Parliament, or that 
have refuſed to ſend Horſe and Armes to the muſters, when by the Deputy 


 Lievtenants appointed by Power of Parliament, they have been required to to 


doe; or ſuch Clergie-men and others that have publickly preached or decla- 
red themſelves to oppoſe, diſgrace or revile the proceedings of both, or either 
Houſes of Parliament : And to ſeize upon the Armes, Ammunition aud Horſes 
fit for ſervice in the Warre, that belong to ſuch perſon and perſons, the ſuc 
Horſes, Armes and Ammunition, to be employed and diſpoſed of by the dire- 
ion of one, or more of the Deputy Lievrenants of the {id Counties for the 
publick ſervice and defence of the ſeverall Counties ; And in the meane time'to 
be kept in ſome ſafe place.

F 9 That the Lord Lievtenants, Deputy Lievtenants , or any two of them in 
each County reſpeCtively, do nominate and appoint one experienced Souldier 
in cyery Regiment, to be an Adjutor, to be Reſident in the ſaid Counties, toex- 
erciſe the ſeverall Companies of the ſaid Regiment; And to be aiding and a. 
ing to the Colonell from time to tie ; and to doe and perforime all ſuch com- 
mands as hee ſhall receive from the Lord Lievrenants, Deputy Lievtenants, or 
the ſaid Qolonels : And alſo to have in every Regiment one experienced Soul. 
dier to be a Sergeant, to exerciſe and teach the ſeverall Companies, and to exe- 
cute the commands of the Lord Lievtenants, Deputy Lievtenants , or the Co- 
lonels, Lievtenant Colonels, or Serjeant Major of the faid Regiment , [and the 
faid Serjeant , to have the pay of a Scrjeant to a Company ; And alſothatin 
each Troop of Horſe, there be an experienced Souldier appointed to be a Cor» 
rall. 
Fj That the Dragoneers be put into companies , and that one hundredaud 
twelye be allotted to a company , and that each company of Dragoneers have 
an experienced Souldier to be a corporall , and hee to have the preſent pay fa 
corporal. | 

4 1 Thatthe Lord Lieytenants , Deputy Lievtenants in each county 'reſpe- 
Aively.or any two or more of them, ſhall, and may give command and dire- 
ions from time to time to ſecure and fortifie all Bridges, cawſcys, and Paſſa- 
ves, and in times of approach of an enemy or feare of any invaſion by an ene- 
my to pull down, or ſtop the Bridges,cawſeys, paſſages , and to cut the Banks 
in the ſaid Counties reſpeRively ; And to have power to fortifie and ſecure any 
Town,Hundred, or Hamlet, where the ſaid Town, Hundred , or Hamlet are 
willing to do the fame at their own proper charges : And alſo to have power at 
all times to ſcize and op all Barges, Boats , orother Veſſels paſſing by water 
for the ſafety of the ſaid County. 

T2 That the ſaid Lord Lievtenants,Deputy Lievtcnants or agy two of them, 
ſhall,and may impriſon,or commit to ſafe cuſtody, all and every ſuch perſons, 
as being able and have due Summons , doe notwithſtanding refuſe or wilfully 
nepleR to appear at Muſter , or to ſend ſome able _ to be allowed of, by 
the captain or chief Officer of the company in his behalf.

pron ſo diſtrained ſhall make reſiſtance, it ſhall and may te lawfull to and 
for the reſp<Ative Lords-Lievtenauts , and Committces,, to ſed any of the 
Trained Bands, or other ſouldiers of the reſpcRive Counties and Cities a= 
foreſa;d, to com pell the faid parties fo refuſing , to obedicnce of this Ordi- 
mace. And incaſe ;:0 diftretlc 1s or may be found , then the ſaid reſpoRive 
Lords Lievtenants,and Comunittces aforcf:id,or any three or more of them, 
hall or may commit ſuch pcrion and perfons fo refuſing to pay as afore- 
lad, to fore common Gaole, there to remain without Bayl or Main-prizcs 
untill payment mzde of ſuch ſum and loans as aforeſaid. 
Thirdly, That all Sheriffs, J:{tices of Perce, Maiors, Baylifis, Coftables, 
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and all other His Majeſties Office as 2 within {15erties 48 withoitt, he 
from time to time ayding and aſſiſting unto the ſaid Lords Lievtenants-any 
Committees, in execution of the power to them given by the Lords and 
Commons 1n Parliament, and of theſe Inſtructions.

' 7 Pon peruſall of certain Articl.s, Dated the 23. of December 1 64 2. 
Butween ſome of the Deputy Lieutenants of the Conaty of Cheer, 
wal affected to the Peace of the Kingdom, and others, who have declared 
themſelves in ſundry ations, Oppoſers of the proceedings of Parliament, 
and furtherers of the Warre raiſed againſt them, and of many Injuries and 
and Oppreſfions lately exerciſed upon the good Sutj:Ats, Inhabitants of 
of that County ; And being confident, that if th2 faid Deputy Lieutenants, 
who were parties to that Agreement, have known by what Acts and Dc- 
fiones this Agreement was plotted by the other fide, and how dangerous 
and miſch jevous it mult needs be, both in the ef: and in the coſequence; 
their good intentions to the Peace of that County, and of the Kingdom 
are ſuch, that they would never have conſented to any thing ſo prejudicial 
thereunto, as the ſeeming Neut:ality world be, by making that County pre- 
pared by this meancs, to prevent all Affciations and mutuall Relief ts 
Lancaſhire, and other Neighbour Counties', and to hinder the firm fetling 
of that County for the;Parhament , and many other wayes ſerviceable to 
thoſe 11] Conntclls, whereby Hts Majdltie is 1ncited againſt His SuCj:&s ; 
but no way uſcfull to the Parliament in proteing of them ; Wherefore the 

Lords and Commons do Declare ; 

1. Firſt, That none of the parties tothat Agreement, had any authc- 
rity by any A& of theirs, to binde that County to any ſuch Neutrality, as 
1s mentioned in that Agreement, it beinga peculiar and proper power and 
pnviledge of Parl'ament, where the whole Body of the Kingdom is repre- 
&nted, to binde all, or any part thereof: 

2, That it is very prejudictalt and dangerous to the whole Kingdom, 
that any © ounty ſhould withdraw themſclves from the aſſiſtance of the 
reſt, to which th:y are bound by Law, and by ſeverall Orders and Decla- 
ntions of Parliament, 

3. That it js very derogatory to the power and authority of Parliz. 
ment, that any private men ſhouls take upon them to ſuſpend the Ex+ 
ecution of the Ordinance of 74t/:ti.:, and of Aſſociations, declared ty 
both Houſes to be according to Law, and very neceſfary at this time, for 
the preſervation and ſafety of this Kingdom ;, or to hinder the fruit and be- 
nefit of any other Ordinance of Parliament , lately made in the behalf of 
that County, | 
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4. That many things in that Agreement are very ufiequall, coatray g 
the nature of a Neutrality ( being much more advantagious to the one fide 
then to the other, and prejudicial to the publike defence of the Kingdon) 
undertaken by the Parliament, and would be a great ampediment to thit 
good Agrcement betwixt His Majeſty and His Subjects, which both Houſs 
do carncſtly defire and endeavour. 

For this, and other reaſons, we hold our ſelves teund in conſcience 
in performance of the ſeverall Proteſtations that we have made to hinder 
all further proceedings upon that Agreement. And therefore it is Ordered 
the Lords and Commons , that no ſuch Neutrality be o:{rved in that 
county , which will ſecretly advantage the Forces raiſed there, andinthe 
Neighbour countics egaivlt Parliament, and no way benefit Chefirs but 
' rather be moſt dangerous to them , by keeping that County without any 
defenſive Forces; Werety it will Le open to the King, to bring back His 
Army thithzr at His pleaſure ; By which means it will become the State 
of the Warres, and if this ſhould not fall out, yet if therc{t of the Ki 
dom be ſuppreſſed , what hopes can Cheſvire have , tut to be Involved in 
the publike Miſery : And therefore in wiſedom free themſelves, and Jultice 
to the State, they ought not to withdraw theinſdves from the common 
Cauſe, but to joyn with the Parliament in defence of the Religion, and 
Liberty of the whole Kingdom , and with them to labour by all good 
means to procure a generall Peace and ProtcAion from the King, for all 
His Subjects ; and if they ſhould {uft;r any particular countics to divide

He prefling neceſſities of this Kingdom, cauſed and daily multiplied 
ty the traiterous and Lloody counſcls and attempts of thoſe pernici- 
ous and deſperate Counſellers, till about the King, and protected by 
Him , while they more and more manifeſt their 1mplacable enmity to our 
Rcligion, the Parliament, and pace of all His Majelties good Su5<tsand 


.Doininions, have been ſuch, and ſo many, as have compelled us the Lords 


and Commons Aſſembled in Parliament, to borrow moe and far greater 
ſummes of Money, upon the Putlique Faith, ( beſides thoke which we 
cur {ves advanced for the preſervation of our Religion, the being ( as well 
a5the juſt and undoubted power and priviledges of Parliament, our Laws 
and Liberties , from moſt apparent d:{trution ) then at fuſt we intended, 
and to be longer in repaying the ſame ( which we ſtill unanimouſly reſolve 
{hill be fully payed back with intereſt ) then heretofore we promiſed. And 
albeit we be now preparing ad expeliting ſundry Propoſitions to be hun- 
bly ani ſpe-dily preſeated to His Majeſty for an honouravle and firm {etling 

the pulipue Peace, without more effufion of Chriſtian Llood, yet no 
Rationall man can be ignorant of the further necefity of providing mere 
Treaſure, as well for ſupport of the Army raiſed by authority of Parliz- 
ment , untill the King ſhall vou:hiafe graciouſly to condeſcend to our juſt 
and neceſlary requ:ſts ; As for the full payment of all fuch fums of Men: yy 
&4lread; are, or further may be due, an4 arrere for the neceſſary proviſion 
of Arms, Ammunition, an pay of the ſaid Army, untill their Dif->2nv- 
ng and return home to their {everall Coutries ( according te the times to 
telimitted for that purpoſe ) that ſo they may not be o:cafraned through 
want of pay to plunder, rob, or pillage by the way homewards, after their 
Uſcharge and difmiſſion. 

Upon theſe grounds alone, we migkt very well recommend to the good 
at.Aons and zeal of all good men within the City of London and thorow- 
out the Kingdom, a new advanceand loan of a very large and confideravle 
kumof Money; kſt ;( while all we have is now.in mere immigent dang.r 
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then ever ) not on:ly all the Moneys alreadylent , but all thoſe Treaſures of 
our Reliz1on , Lawcs, and Libertics ( which ought tobe more precicusts 
us then our vhole ;eltates and lives, which we have ſolemnly devoted to 
the d. fence of this caule ) be utterly loſt tor want of ſome further ſupply, ty 
cloſe and perfe& the work in a fate and konourable way, whereby all thel 
may te ſaved, and the Moneys already advanced for this ſervice bein due 
timefully repayed. 

But when weconſider further, that (notwithſtanding all His Majfiis 
Protcſtatiuns, Declarations, and Proclamations to the contrary ) not one- 
ly a great number of known Papiſts are jentertained , and imployed 1nHig 
Vajclties Arwy, who tave aQualiy leavicd War againſt the King andPa. 
lament ; But Commiſſions have ilived under the great Seal of England, to 
the Earl of 1rceſter, and to the Earl of Newcaſel ; | y meanes whereof 
many thouſands of profeſſed Popitts ( whole very prin:iples of Religion 
do ingage them to reoellion and ſh-ddiizg the Llood of all Pretetants; and 
thercfore ought not by the Lawcs to be catruſted with Arms in theirown 
houſcs, nor to come within the Verge of His Majc{tics Court ) are gathered 
into great Boudics, 2nd do aQually bear Arms agai:ſt the King, Parliament, 
and Kingdom, and have plundered, erobced, pillaged, and murthcredvery 
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many ct His Majdtics good Proctiſtznt Suojzets in the Northern parts, be 
fides ſuzdry other places of this Kingdom; which Armics of Papiſtsdo 
daily encreaſe by the acccfſion of many Arms and Popiſh Commandets 
from forraign parts, arrivingat Newcaſtle, and other Ports, and joyning 
chemſelves with thoſe profelled enemies to cur Religion, and to the Laws 
madetoguardit, and to {upprefi: or prevent their trequent Treaſons and 
Rebellions; and that it is notoriouſly known, that the Rebc1!s in and about

a:d daughters without difference ( for Papilts, in ſuch caſes, never make 
diftrence Let wen friends and eromics: ) yea, fo infolent and barbarous 
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are theſe bloody enemies become , 7) ( while ſoine men In theſe parts 
do cauſeldly murmur and complain if any thing, although it amount 
notto the thirticth part of their «ſtates, be required of them for their 
own preſ-rvation 23 well as for the publique fſatcty ) theſe Popiſh Re 
bells violently ſeiz upon the perſons of ſo: many inn of quality and 
wealth as they can, although no enemies to their cauſe, and compell 
them to redeem them(clves ; ſome at one thouſand pound, ſome at two 
thouſand pound , ſome at three tzouſand pound a man , inforcing others 
wbring in large contri>utions to the ſupply of their Army , even tothe

fuall and unheard of manner (which was the beginning of theſe 
differences) that the very next day His Majeſty came into the City withour 
any Guard, that He was preſent at the Common-councell, din'd at the She- 
riffes, and returned back againe, with manifold evidences of fidelity onthe 
partof the City, and without any ſuch exprefſionsin were unbeſceming the

A ſecond Declaration of the Lords and Commons aſſembled in P arliament 
concerning the Commiſſion of Array, occaſioned by a Book lately publiſhed, inti- 
tuled His Majeſties AnſWwer to the Declaration of both Houſes of Parliament, 
concerning the ſaid Commiſſion of Array, 


T cannot be denied but the Pariiament is the higheſt Court of Judicature 
inthe Kingdome, to it all other Courts are ſubordinate; This Court hath 
power toqueſtion judgements given ia the highelt Courts ; Judges of other 
Courts have heretofore taken the adviſe of Parliament in caſes of difficulty as 


they ought to doe; from judgements there had, by the fundamentall Laws and 
conſtitutions of this Kingdom there can be no appeal. Therefore the Lords and 
Commons cannot but be very ſenſible of this cxtrajudiciall arraignment of 

a ſolemn

i plemne Declaration , and reſolution by them heretofore: made in Parlia- 
nent , and conceive it a high breach of their priviledge ; That when they 
the Lords and Commons, the great Councell of the King and Kingdome have 
mature deliberation reſolved the faid Commiſſion illegall as they have 
, their reſolntion ſhould in ſuch a way be arraigned and endeavoured to 
tereverſed and made voyd by any perſon whatſoever, although it be publi- 
fed in His Majelties Name,and « His authority. 

This 1s their caſc ; her's an Anſwer framed by ſome that will not owne it 
thawſelves, but it's publiſhed in His Majeſties Name This puts the Lords 
ad Commens upon a great difficulty ; whether or nothey ſhall make any for- 
theror other Declaration then that formerly made,lk(t by ſodoing they ſhould 
kemeto admit of a ſuperiour power inany in an extrajudicall way to que-

it's apparent to all that fee it, that this Commiltion reacheth to the liberty 


eftheper{ons, and to the propriety of the Eltates of all His Majclties SubjeRts 
that have Eſtates: It ſubjeRts their perſons and Eſtates to the unlimited ditcre- 
tonof any three of the Commillioners ; They may compell any His Maje- 
{ties SubjeRs that have Eſtatrs to provide what Armes they (hall charge them 
with, and having provided them, to {crve with them themſelves it they be 
ae; they may cauſe them'to muſter, and put them.into Companies of hun- 
feds and thouſands, and they.may lead and condut them from their own ha- 
bitations to the Sea coaſts, and frum one County to another as oft as they ſhall 
conceive danger, and thinke it needtull (for the Commiſlioners are Judges of 
both)ſuch asobey them not,they may commit to priſon,there to remain, titl by 
hw they be delivered;If any man (otherthen ſuch as are armed at other mens 
charges) ſhould ſerve with another mans Armes, the Armes are forfeited. If 
aman benot able to ſerve himſelfe, they may compell him to find what Arms 


they pleaſe for other men to ſerve with, So it be Salvo ftatn, which is, /o hee 


may leve according to his former condition (as the Anſwer expounds it) ſo that 
ifaman worth 20000. pounds live but after the rate of 40. or 50. pounds per 
ann, they may charge him to find Armes to the value of 18000. pounds. 
And yet that will be Salvo ſtat according to their expoſition, for hee may 
yt live according to his former condition, This Commillion extendsto all men 
of Eitates, aſwell Lords as Commons. 

The maine drift of the Anſwer is to maintaine, That the King by the Com- 
mon Law may grant ſuch a Commiſhon as this is, upon this ground becauſe 
I'sfor the defence of the Kingdome, And that the power which he hath to grant 
thy the Common LaW, ts not taken avay by the Petition of right, or any for- 
wer Statute, But the King nat withſtanding any of them-may charge hu Sub- 
lbs for defence of the Kingdome, ſo as the charge impoſed come not ro himſelfe, 
urto his particular advantage. 

Theſe groundsthas layd extend not to the Commiſſion of Array alone, but 
toallother charges that His Maj.ity ſhall impoſe upon his'SubjeRts, upon 
pretencr of defence of the Kingdome.

His Majelty by 
the Common Law may charge his Subjz<Rs to finde Armes, and other things 
athe Commilſion enzoyned, becauſe they are'for defence of the Kingdom, 
tythefame reaſon of Law he way command his people to build Caſtles, Fores, 
nd Bulvarks, and after to maintaine them with Garri/onr, Armes and, ViRtu- 
abattheirowncharges, and by the ſame reaſon he may compell his Subj.&s 
tofinde Ships and furniſh them with Men, Ammunition and ViRualls, and 
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to find rp coat and condu&t _ provide vicualls for Souldies 
and all other things neceflary for an Army,theſc being as neceſlary for defence 
aS.any thing that can be done in execution of this Commiſſion. 

And for that expoſition of the petition of right,and other ſtatutes thereinre. 
cited (;f it ſhould hold ) doth it not overthrow as well the petition it ſelfe, 
all other Lawes that have been made for the SubjeRs benefit againlt taxes, and 
other charges, either in this, or any other Parliament ? 

Theſe poſitionsthus laid downe and maintained, doe ſhake the fundamen. 
tall Lawes of the Kingdome (the ancient birth-right of every SubjeR ) both 
for the property of his goods , and liberty of his perſon ; Nay, they ſtrikext 
the root of Parliaments : What need His Majeſty call Parliaments to provide 
for the defence ofthe Realme , when Himſelfe may compell his SubjeQsto 
defend it withaut Parliaments ? If theſe grounds ſhould hold, what need the 
SubjeRs grant Subſidies in Parliament for defence of the Kingdome in times 
of realldanger,if the King for defence at any time when he {hall onely con- 
ccive or pretend danger, may impoſe charges upon his Subzets without their 
conſent in Parliament? 

If the King may thus charge his Subjects perſons and Eſtates in times of 
danger for defence of the Kingdome, who ſhall judge of the danger? will 
not His Majcſty be the ſole Jndge? If ſo, what remedy have his Suvjets, if 
he miſ-judge ? How ſhall the danger be tryed ? If the King may declare the 
dangcr, and thereupon impoſe charges upon his Subjc&s for defence againlt 
that'danger, what have they in any thing that they can call their owne ? Are 
they not of free borne Subjets become ſlaves ? And doe they not hold their li- 
verticsand eſtates at His Majeſties will and pleajure ? 

Before we come tothe particular anſwers of the things obzeRed, we cannot 
but obſerve one thing out of this Commiſſion ; It's ifſued (as appeares by the 
Commilſtionit {:1fe ) for the defence of the King and Kingdome againlt an in- 
valion, So that the authority thereby given to the Commiſſioners is oncly to 
be executed for the expelling, vanquiſhing and deſtroying the Kings Enemies 
that ſhall preſume to invade the Kingdome : There are no words in the Com- 
miſſion to inable the Commiſſioners to arme, traine, and lead men , but onely 


againſt ſuch as ſhall preſume to invade the Kingdome : But whether this 


Commiſſion be now Iſſued and executed to prevent invaſions, or to make 
void and null the Orders and Ordinances of the Lords and Commons in Par- 
liament, and toproteRthoſe from their legall tryalls, whom the Lords and 


Commons have voted Delinquents, and have accuſed of treaſon, or of other. 


high crimes and miſdemeanouts, wee leave it to all men to judge : It's too 
apparent to be {o,, by ſeverall. Declarations lately publiſhed , and by the 


zi{tractions for the execution of the ſaid Commilſion of Array, n_ 
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tring ſo, how farre this differs from the intendment and words of 
the Commiſsion of 5. H. 4. So much infilted upon, let all the World 
julge. 

. Fe 'tis affirmed in the eL»/Wer (to make men in love with the Commul- 
ſon) that ther*s neither danger, inconvenience, or illegality in it. 

Isthere-not danger and inconvenience to have our perſons and eſtates ſub- 
j&tothe Arbitrary diſcretion and pleaſure of three Commiſsioners ? They 
charge a Subject with Armesat their pleaſure, they compell him to goe out 
ofhis County as they think fit, they 1mpriſon him for refuſing to obey their 
commands , they without any proceſfle of Law, they ſeize the Armes he 
ſerves with as forfeit , becauſe they are not his owne ; Is there not 7- 
convenience in this? is it not an 1nconverience for a man to bee compelled 
to leave his Family , eſtate and County, and all that's deare to him, at the 
pleaſure of three Commilsioners? But *tis ſaid , they cannot doe this but 
in time of danger , and When there is a neceſſity of defence :. It's true, 
But who is judge of the neceſſity or danger but the Commilsioners them- 
{lves? 

Suppoſe the Commilsionersthink ther* s a neceſsity for a man ; arming 
kumſclte and going out of his County when ther's none , ſuppoſe further, 
That they charge a man with Armes beyond his eltate , they think 
fit for one to goe that's not able , and thereupon compell him to. goe, 
what remedy hath the Subze& againſt the Commiſsioners in any of 
thefe caſes? It's faid , They may bee indifted ; admit that to bee fo, 
what benefit is that to the party wronged ? if the Inditment bee 
po is onely a Fine to the King , no dammage to the party 
rieved, 

But *tis ſaid , That the Armes that men are charged With are their oVone 
goods , and that the property remaines in him that finds them , ſo hee loſeth 
ro property. To which we fay , ſo were the Ships their owne that were 
to be provided upon the Ship-writs, yet compelling men to provide Ships, . . 
although for defence of the Kingdome ; was reſolved by the Lords and Com- 
mons »ullo contra dicente , to bee againſt the Law of Property , al- 
well as that of finding viitnals and Wages, doth it not take from the Sub- 
kt the property of his goods, when hee mult diſpoſe them at anothers 
will and pleaſure ? he intends them to provide himſelfe neceſlaries , to pay 
his debts, or provide for his children, &c; And the Commiſsioners en- 
joyn him with that money to buy Armes; doth not this rake = his 
property ? therefore uponthat which hath been faid , the Lords and Com- 


mons doe affirme, as they did in their former Dcelaration , That if the 
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ſaid Commiſſion were Legall, k —_ bring the Subjefts of Eng/adty 
2 heavier. yoake of Bondage, then the Ship-writs did ; thoſe only char 
ged the ane of the Subjets, and when they had paycd their mong, 
they were freed ; this chargeth their ;perſons to continuall ſervice, as 
long as the Commiſlioners plcaſe, -and by this Commiſſion, the Com: 
—_— may multiply charges upon mens eſtates, as oft as they ſhall 
think fit.

{ame end and purpoſe; that with the profits of them, He ſhould defend Hun- 
ſelfe and His people in times of danger ; of which His Majclty is, 
and alwayes hath beene in actuall Poſſclsion fince - His acccfle to the 
Crowne. 

For the defence of the Kingdom , His Maj.ſty hath the profits of 
Wardſhips, Liveries, Primer ſeiſens, Marriages , Reliefes.,, Fines for 
eAtenation, Cuitomes, Mines, Wrecks, Treaſuretrove , Eſchears , For» 
feitares , and divers other the like caſ#a/! profirs , That by thele =

bee enabled to- defend the Klaglame, and that hee enjoying them, 
His SuBjets might enjoy their eſtatcs under His ProteRion free. from 
Taxes and Impoſutions for defence : Therefore it is declared, 14. E. 3. 
cap. 1. That all the profits ariſing of an ayd then granted to the King 
by His people, and of Wards, Marriages , Cnſtomes,. Eſcheats, and os 
ther profits riſing of the Realme of Enigland' , ſhould bee put and fjent 
ypon the ſafeguard of the Realme of England ,. and on the Warres in Scot- 
land, France ,. 4»d* Gaſcoigne,. and no plates elſewhere during the Wars. 
And the Lords and Commons in. Rich. 2. time ( knowing the Law to 
bee ſo ) did ( as appeares by the Parliament Rolls 6; Rich. 2. m. 42. ) 
paſſe a Petition , That the King World live of His owne Revennes , and 
that the Wards , Marriages , Fets s,. Forfeitures ,. and: other profits of 
the croWne , might bee kept to bee Spent in the Warres for the defence of 
the Kingdome. 


3. If the faid Texures and Caſnall profits ring by His: Preroga- 


tive will not ſerve for defence , but more help is neceſſary , by the Fun- 
damentall Laws and Conſtitutions of this Kingdome, His-Majeſty is-intrnſted 
witha power to ſummon Parliaments as often as He plraſes, for detence of 
Himſelfe, and His people, when His ordinary Revenues will-not ferve the 
turn; an1 there is no other 1:gall way (when the others are not ſatficient ) 
but this, and this laſt hath bin ever found by experience, the moſt ſure and ſuc- 
ceſſefull way for ſupply in time of eminent danger for defence of the King- 
dom, and to this, the Kings of this Realm have in times of danger Sechencly 
had recourſe. 

A main end why Parliaments are called , is for defence of the 
Kingdome , and that other ſupplies then thoſe before mentioned, can- 
not bee made without a Parliament ,. appeareth by the Writ of Sam- 
mons : In which the King ſhewes His. Reſolution. to call a: Parlia- 
ment , Pro arduts & urgentibus negotits nos, ſtlatum & defenſionem Regni 


nftri eAnglie & Eccleſie Anglicane concernentibus : Then there is a com-- 


mand to the Sheriffe to cauſe to bee choſen: two: Knights :: &c.. and: to com- 
mand them to appeare at a day there ſet, [ta quod iidem milites plenam & [uf- 
ficientem poteſtatem- pro: ſe (5 Communitate (omitatns pred. habeant ad4 
fatiendum > conſentienduns hiis que tunc & ihidem de Communi conſilio 
62; Regni noſtri contigerit ordinari ſuper negotits antediftis,. Ita quod pro 
dfeflu poreſtatis hjuſmodi difta negotia- infefta. non remaneant quovis 
modo, This. Writ ſhewes that: this of: defence is- one of the maine of 
thoſe ard#ua Regni for which- a Parliament is and ought to bee fum- 
mened ; It further ſhewes , That if the Parliament ſhould! faile 
dot: returning of Knights and- Burgefſes that: had ſuch. power _ their 
Oountics. 
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Counties,and Boroughs, the defence would faile, & difta egorsay Will bes 
infefta , unperformed. And that is the cauſe our Anceſtors have been g 
carcfull to provide for frequent calling of Parliaments : In Edward the 
thid's time, Lawes were made to have a Parliament held every yeare, o 
more often, if need was, and theſe being held as they ought to be, it 18 eafiefyr 
the Parliament to take care for the defence in the interim between Pg. 
liaments. | 

By this that hath been ſaid, it appeares that there is no ſuch impoſgibili 
for defence without this Commitſsion as is pretended, but that the Kingdow 
may be as it hath becn defended without it. 

But admitting it ſhould bee ſo, that without this uu togrant ſuch 
Commiſion, the King could not defend his people, it follows not that there. 
fore he might grant ſuch a Commilsion : It hath heretofore been aid, withour 
Tonnage and Poundage , His Majeſty could not d:fenud the K ingdom ; Was it 
therefore due to him by Law, without a grant by Parliament ? If he cannot 
defend the Kingdom without granting ſuch Commiſsions, there muſt ſome 
new Law be made for defence of the Kingdom, either by enabling theiſſuing 
of ſuch Commitſsions , or otherwayes as the wiſdom of a Parliament (hall 
think fit. 


It by the Common Law the King might charge his SubjeRts for defence 


ofthe Kingdom in times of danger, thoſe Princes were 1ll adviſed, that haye 
deſired aid of their SubjeRs for publique defence in ſuch times, and enpaged 
themſelves without any /a/vo jure for repryment. | 

In Richard the Seconds time, The Kingdom was beſet with enemies, 
both at ſea and by land ; by the advice of the then Privy Counſll, there 
was a great Councell called of molt of the Biſhups, Lords, and other 
great men and Sages of the Realme, to conſider what was fit to bee 
done in thoſe difficulties : They met and concluded, That there Was an 
abſolute neceſſity of a preſent preparation for defence , and that the Kings 
(offers Wanted money to doe it, They came (as the Record faith, Rot, 
Parl, 2. R. 2. #. 3. 45. to 4 finall reſolution What Was ts be: done in 
this caſe of extremity for the d:fence of the Kingdome : which reſolution, 
Scroop then Lord Chancellour delivered unto all the Lords in the enſu. 
ing Parliamezt , and *twas thus, That ſince the laſt Parliament the ſaid 


Conncell mex , and conſidering the great danger the Kingdoms Was in , and 


how money might be raiſed in caſe of that eminent danger for the King- 
domes defence , Which could not ſtay the delay of a Parliament , and how 
the Kings Coffers had not ſufficient in them , They all concluded, that 
money could not bee had for ſuch defence , Without layiag a charge upon 
the (omminalty ,aud that charge could not be laid without a Parliament. 
Therefore 
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Therefore the Lords ard Sages then Aſſembled , did themſelves for 
that time ſupply the preſent neceſſity with money by them lent, and 
adviſed a Parliament aſwell for further ſupply, as fer repayment of the 
monies ſo lent. 

The Kingdome cannot bee in greater danger , neither can- there 
bee more need of ſupply for detence, then was in that caſe ; yct 
they then declared there was no way for ſupply , without a Parlia- 
ment. | 
The next Argument uſed to prove the Gommiſſion warranted by 
the Common Law , is from the continuall prattiſe of granting ſuch 
Commiſſions in former times , which is faid to bee enough ro decigre 4% 
ancient Fundamentall LaW , or at leaſt ts introduce a new one, Agd for 
this, foure Preſidents are cited in the time of Henry the Third, and 
diverſe others in ſeverall Kings Reigns, beginning at 23. Edw. 1. and 
ending at 12. EdW. 4. 

To anſwer theſe, if it ſhould bee admitted: that ſome Commiſſions 
of this kind have iſſued ; The queſtion now is net de-fato what hath 
been done, but what de jare may bee done , and Preſidents without 
ſome confirmation by judiciall proceedings , are no binding Authorities in 
Law. 

But more particularly to anſwer theſe Preſidents, and firſt that of the 
fourteenth of Hen. 3. mem. 5, Therethe Commitſion istothe Biſhop of Re- 
cheſter , to the then Steward of the Archbiſhop of Canterbxry , and to the 
Sheriffe of the County of Kent and others, to compell men to be ſworn 
and aſſeſſed to Armes , as they were [Worn in the time of King John ; In 
that Commiſsion wee obſerve, firſt, That the Afxize is {ct ro which 
they ſhall bee ſworne, and not left to the diſcretion of the Commilſsioners ; 
and ſo is no warrant for this of ours, yet that it ſelfe is not legall ; Secondly, 
in that none are commanded to bee ſworne or Aﬀeſſed for any lands, but 
thoſe that are bound by their Tenures to finde Armes ; Thirdly, By that 
commifſion men are ſworne and aſſeſſed to Armes, 4s they were in the time 
ef King John, and it appeares not that there was then any Law for ſivearin 
wen tro Armes, if there was not, the King by his Commmiſsion could 
not compell men to bee ſworne without an AR of Parliament ; and 
it doth not appeare that there was any Law to compell men to bee ſworne 
to Armes, before the Statute of wincheſter , 13. Ed. 1. for if there were, 
that Statute as to that point had been to no purpole : Fourthly , in that Com- 

Sion there is no power for conduting men out of their Counties, as 
there is in this : Fifthly , neither is there any power for unpriſoning in 
vaſe of refuſall, as is in this; further”, b, A. words of that ——_ 
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ſilfe, it's rather implied that the King could not by Luw affeſſe men to Army, 
and that that Commiſſion was rather a deſire of the King, that his Subjeg 
would ſo Arme themſelves, then any way intended to be compulſory ; The 
words arc, Et qnia predifta forma non fuit eis prius ſwfficienter oſten/a mands. 
vimus predifio vicecomits, qued ſi ea ad preſens prompta non habeant, non poug 
eos in defarltam nec ea occaſfione aliquid de ſuo capiat, ſed vos diftringat ad ta 
habend, de caters ſub forma prediAa : Before that time they were not arquain. 
ted with this manner of Arming themſelves; Therefore, although they haye 
not their Arws ready, they ſhall not ſuffer for their defawlt, but ſyall be diftra. 
ned, to havegbers ready againſt another day , If there had. beene any Liwfw 
that manner of Arming, by common intendment, the people not have 
beene wnacguainted with it, 

For that of Aſarthew Paris of 36. Hey. 3. 'tis not to be found 4 
moneglt the Records of that time; he only ſaith, That the X ing ſent forth - 
Frits for that purpoſe, but fs not dow'ne there what the Writs were- 
howbcit in the Adairamenta in the laſt Edition of Marthew Parr in the 
fol.. next after the e{dver/arix, one of thoſe Writs are ſet downe verbe» 
tis ,. which Writ di& Ifſue 26. Hey, 3. as appeares by the Record, 16, 
Her. 3. ma. 10: dor/., and beares tefte the fame day of the w oneth, thee 
was then the ſame Chancellor, and it agrees with that which is citedto 
be 36. Hen, 3. which ſhewes *twas only the miſtake of Marrhe\v Paris 
of the yeare 36. for 26. Butneither in that Writ fet downe in the Add- 
ramenta, or 1n the Record is there atyy mention of priſtina conſurrudo for 
Muing fach Writs; ſo that to prove that former cuſtome, ther's only the 
- conjetare of an Hiſtorian ;. who ſo little underſtood it, that he miſtooke 
the Writ in time 19, yeares, and how weake a teſtimony that is toprove 
the Law to be fo, all men will caftly diſcerne. Beſides, there is not any 
nrention there for maſtering or enrolling, as m the Anſwer is ſaid there 
was: But in that Writ (*trs trne) all men are commanded to be fvvorne to: 
Armes, and the particular affize is there expreſſed, and by the fame Writ 
moſt of the things are commanded that are after ena&ed by the Statue 
of Wincheſter, 13, Edw. tr. So that they that go abont to prove from thi 
Writ, that the King «t the Common-Law may grant a Commiſſion of Ar- 
ray, May as welltherby prove the Common Law to be, that the King ey. 
make a Lavy to have theforce of an AR of Parliament either for the th» 
pg ts upon his. Subje&s, or for impriſoning the perſons of fu. 
2$ ſhall travell through a Townefrom Snnne fet to Sunne. rifing ; orcom- 

Il he Hundred to repay ſuch meny as any man hath been robbed cf with- 
the Handred ; all which ate contained im that Writ, and moſt of them 


ate afterwards enadted in 13. 24, 1, which they world ro hove breme 
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had they beene legaf{ before, But Writs or Commiſſions that iſſued one- 
ly in thoſe times will not make a concluding preſident to prove the Law, 
forin the ſame place where the Hiſtorian mentions the ifling of that Writ : 
He tels ns of the differences betwixt the King and his people about their 1i- 
berties ; where he ſaith, the Kirg obſerved not the Statute of Magna Char- 
ta, nor Charta de Foreſta ; Which much diſcontented the Subjetts , as ap- 
peares by their high expreſſions there recited, which wee purpoſely omit to 
mention. P 

In thoſe times 'tis apparent that many illegall Writs and Commiſſions 
iſſued forth that diſcontented the p. ople ( amongſt whichthis might prc- 
bably be one) which was the caue that the people did fo often deſire to 
have the naming of their Chancelor , that fo there might not be ſo ma- 
oy invaſions upon their Liberties by colour of ſich Writs and Comiſſi- 
ons under the great Seale : Wee ſhall leave that prefident with this, that 
it hath no colour in it of a Commiſſion of Artay ; It's onely to ſwear men 
to Armgs according to a certaine aflize therein preſcribed, which al- 
though it be wholly againſt Law, yet tis not ſo dangerous as ours, which 
leaves all to the diſcretion of Commiſſioners. For that in 48, Hen. 3. 
rot. Pat. 24. 3. There being then an Invaſion feared, the Sheriffe is com- 
manded ro ſummon all Knights and Freeholders which are able to beare 
Armes , and have either 5\, or Tol. Land, that they come With ſpeed in 
their proper perſons to the King, Where ever he forall be, with Horſes and 
Armes to reſiſt the Kings forraigne enemies , and this they are to doe up- 
on paine of forfeiture fo all their Lands : and they are further thereby com- 


. manded ro provid? to ſuſtaine themſelves in the Kings Army for three 


weeks after Aichaclmas, if need be : and the Sheriffe there is to provide, 
That thoſe Horſe or Foot-men that come to the King, and are not able to 
maintaine them{elves, their charges fhall be borne by the County, and he to 
leavy it accordingly : all which is nothing to the Gommilſion of Array, 
men are not there to be charged with Arms, but they are to come with 
thoſe that they have ; neither can any man juſtifie that Commiſſion to bee 
legall, except he will ſay the King may compell his Subjects to cometo him 
at his command with Horſe _—— , upon paine of forfeiture of all 
their Lands, and that men are bound to go to the King to his Holt , at 
their owne charge, or that the King may charge the County to finde Men 
to-ſerve him in his Warres at their owne charges, all which are within 
the fayd Commiſſion. 

For the other of 48. Hes. 3. 17.7. dor/7 it hath no ſhew of a Commiſſion 
of Array init, but is only a ſummons of Eſcuage for thoſe that held of the 


King by Knights ſervice, 
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For the reſt of the preſidents inſiſted upon, to prove the power of granting 
ſuch Commilſions to be in the King by the common Law , they are © 
quoted, but it appeares not dy the Anſwer what they are ; they are all intime 
between 23.EdW.1.and 12.Edw.4. during all which time , the Statute of 
Wincheſter, 13.Edw.1. was in force, and to all of them wee ſay thus muchin 
generall: Firit, that Commiſſions of Array mighe lawfully "iſſue during a 
that time, that is, from 23. Edw.1. till 12. Edw.4. for in all that time the $ty, 
tute of yinchefter was in force, but now its repealed: Secondly, That all the 
Commiſſions of Array that ifſued forth in that time , to charge men with 
Armes, ſecundum ſtatum & facultates, were warranted by that Statue 
which faith, That all men ſhall be ſworne to Armes, according to the 
quantities of their lands and goods : and all Commillions that iflued 
afcer that Statute which impoſed a greater aſſize , or other penalty to be 
laid upon the SubjeR then were preſcribed by that Stature , were all of them, 
againlt Law. 

The Preſidents cited are many of them to charge men with Armes, .cither- 
Statum (uum decentia , or ſecundum ſtatum & facultates , or accordingto- 
the Statute of Wincheſter, and thoſe are all warranted by that Statute as tothe 
point of charging men with Armes : But moſt of the Commiſſions that 
runne fo, have other clauſes in them, which are clearly againſt Law,. 
which to recite particularly , would too. much inlarge this our Declare» 
tion. 

Of the multitude of Preſidents cited there is not one before Henry the 
fourths time , which agrees with the Commiſſion now in queſtion, but 
they differ from it in many materiall things.. Some of: them being, onely 
ſummons of E/exage, for thoſe that hold by Knights Service , fome of 
them commanding men to provide Horſe and Armes for themiclves, 
ſach as themſelves ſhould thinke fit ; others of them to aſſemble together 
the armed men 1n their proper Counties for defence of their owne Coun- 
ties,. as thoſe for Northumberland and Cumberland were to defend them- 
{elves againſt the Scors : And thoſe of Efſex, Kent, and Suffolke , for de 


fence of the maritine parts againſt forraigne enemies, nothing at all to 


th: Commillion of e4rray now in queſtion. And from the beginning of 
Hepry the fourths time, till x 2.Edw.4. there are not above two of the Pre- 
ſidents. cited that agree with the Commiſſion now in pa 

thoſe that will argue from thoſe Preſidents cited in the A»ſWwer , That 
the King by the common Law may grant ſach a Commiſſion as this 
may as well maintaine from them that the King may compell his Sub- 
j-&ts to. arme themſclves upon paine of fortcitare of all their Lands 
and Coods, or that for not obeying, the King may ſeize their _ 


ion :. And 
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and. Goods , or may grant Commiltions to raiſe what number of men 

tee pleaſes- to ſerve him in any place that hee ſhall appoint}, orthat hee 

ny” compell Counties to find and maintaine Souldiers at their owne 
all whichare againſt the knowne fundamentall eſtabliſhed Lawes and 

Fatutesofthe Kingdome, and yet none of theſe but have warrant from ſome 

of thoſe Preſidents quoted in the Anſwer, 

But it is objected that all the forefaid Commiſſions for finding ef 
Armes ſecundum ftatums  facultates, were warranted: by the common 
Law, and that the Statute of yincheſter, 13. Edw.1, extended not to find- 
ing of Armes for defence of the Kingdome , for ( faith the Penner of the 
Anſwer ) that Statute Was onely interded to have men arme themſelves for 
the preſervation of the peace of the Kingdome at ordinary times againſt Ri- 
t:;Theeves, and Robbers, and not againſt forraign enemies. And this hee urges 
for ſeverallreaſons. Firſt , from the petrineſſe of the Armes impoſed by that 
farnte, which-are not ('{aith hee ) fir ro defend rhe K ingdome again Inva- 
ſons, Secondly , from, the yay of Lands and Goods charged; It is 
id , none above fifteen pound Lands , and forty marks Goods , and ſo un- 
ter thoſe proportions are charged, Thirdly , from the words of the eAQ, 
and'the eArticles of enquiry upon the ſaid «AR, and from the Words 
of the __ 2. Edward the third, cap. 6. The Words are, That evey one 
hall bave in his houſe harneſſe to keep the peace , and the Articles of 
enquiry are onely for the peace, Fourthly , in that none of the (ommi(- 
ſons after that ſtatute of Wincheſter 13, Edvard the firſt, did agree with 
the aſſize therein preſcribed. 

Togive particular anſwers to theſe objections, it will be fit to conſider the 
words ofthis ſtatute of 1 3. F. 1. cap. 6. Which are : And further it is com> 
manded that every man have in his bouſe Harneſſe for to krepe the peace 
after the ancient Aſſize. That is to ſay ; Every man between is age of fif- 
teen and threeſcore , ſhall bee aſſeſſed and ſWorne to Armes according to the 
quantity of their Lands and Goods, That is, to Wit , from fifteen pound Lands, 
and forty marks Goods, an HaWberke, a Breſt-plate of Iron, a Sword, a Knife, 
and an horſe; and for ten pound Lands, and tWenty markes Goods, an Hawberke, 
4Breſt-plate of Iron, a SWord, anda Knife; and for five pound Lands , a doub- 
lt, a Breſt-plate of Iron, a Sword, and a Knife; and for forty ſhillings Land, 
and more unto 100. ſhill. of Land, a- $\vord, BoW , and Arrowes, poor” Knife; 
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wndbe that hath leſſe then twenty Marks in Goods, ſhall have a Sword, K nife, 
and other Weapons; and all that may ſhall have Bowes and Atrowes out of the 
Forreſt; and view of Armes ſhall bee taken two times every yeare, andin all 
Hundreds and Francheſſes , two Conftables ſhall be choſerrto make the wieWof 
Arms, &-c, | ; 
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'For the firſt objeRion, from the pettimeſſe of the Armes, mentioned in this 
Statute, wee fay, that for ought appeares, the Armes there mentioned wee 
moſt of the Arms then in uſe : There are Hawberks, which the Anſwer inte. 
prets to bee Gorgers, There are Breft-plates of Iron, Swords, Knives, al 


Horſes , BoWes and ArroWes : By Horſes there , it cannot /ecundun | +: 


Aum materiam , but be intended of Hors With armed men , otherwiſe w 
uſe are Horſes of , either for preſervation of the Peace , or preven- 
ting Invaſions , and why the Statute ſhould not extend to all man 
ner of Horſe armes, there can no good reaſon bee given; the Statute be- 
Ing - P ublique defence ſhall be expounded beneficially fas the Common- 
Wealth, q 

Fer the ſecond objeftion from the quantity of the Lands and Good: 
chargea,being but 15. li, Lands, and 40. markes Goods, at the highelt , 
upon it isinferred, Such a charge is not (ufficient ro defend againſt Farraigne 
invaſions, therefore the Statute extends only to proviſion of Arms , to prevent 
breach of the peace, for Which theſe proportions charged may Well. ſerve, 

For this; we deny that this Statute extends anely to 15. /i. Lands, and 40, 
markes Goods, and to proportions under them : Theſe of 15. 4. and 40, Marks, 
and the ol ve. (abr are put for examples, and not to exclude thoſe that 
have above thoſe values in Lands or goods; the intent being that every oneac» 
cording to the proportion of his eſtate (be it more or leſle ) (hall find Armes 
according to the aſsize therein preſcribed; And this will be cleare from the 
words of the ſtatute whicharc generall; Every man ſhall be ſworne andaſſeſed 
to Armes according to the quantity of his Lands and goods, that is the generdll 
rule for Arms; And the following words ſetting downe after what pro- 
portions men (hall be aſſeſſed are particularinſtances to dire and guide the 
Commiſsioners how they ſhall charge all men with Arms in the execution 
of their Commitſsion, according ro the quantity of their Lands and Goods. And 
if onely theſe particulars mentioned ſhould be included within the Starute, the 
former generall words would be void and to no purpoſe; and it is a good 
rule in Law, in expoſition of Statutes, ſoto expound them, that one part dee 
not overthrow another, but that all parts may ſtand together: It was neceſls- 
ry there ſhould bee a particular aſbize ſet, to take away the /atirxde that 
otherwiſe the Commilsioners might aſſume to overcharge men by reaſon 
of the former generall words ; the Statmte never intended to exclude them 
whoſe eftates were above the examples mentioned , but to have the afsize 
there mentioned a preſident for all eſtates after thoſe proportions ; it is a rule 
inLaw, Exemplailiuftrant, non reſtringunt leyem; It this ſhould not bee the 
ſenſe of the Act, what juſtice wasthere in it, to charge men of 15, /i. land p&# 
A-nmm, and to leave out men of 15060, /j, land per ann. 
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For the objeion from the words of the Statute , which ſpeak onely of 
the preſervation of the peace , and the articles of enquiry upon the Statate, 
which are to enquire if men bave Weapons in their houſes for the keeping of the 
peace, and the ſtatute of 2 E. 3. cap.6. which ſaith, that for the keeping of rhe 
FR ſhall be obſerved, we ſay that it Gloves not, 

tecauſe the Statutes ſpeaks of preſervation of the peace , that therefore it 
ſhould not be intended for defence again Inveſions ; 1s not*the peace as 
much, nay more broken by 1nvaſions and Rebellions, then by Theeves and 
Robbers > And had not the ſtatute need toextend to thoſe as well as to theſe ? 
Asfox the diſtinRion of erdinary and extraordinary breach, there is no ſuck 


| [tobefound inthe ſtatute, Er wbs lex non diſtinguit, now eſt diſtingnendum : tor 
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the Articles upon the ſtatute that are to enquire onely , Whether Weapons bee 
pt for the preſervation of the peace ; That ſhall be intended as well for the 

ation of the peace _ rebellions and Invaſions, as againſt theeves 
nd robbers, and ſolikewiſe for.the ſtatute of 2 E. 3. cap. 6. which faith, that 
for the preſervation of the peace, the Statute of Wincheſter ſhall be obſerved,

They in thoſe 
times thought that ſtatute extended to prevent an Invaſion, as well as to pre-- 
ſrye the peace or ordinary times. | 

Forthe laſt objeion ' Gr the Commiſsions granted after the Statute of 
Wincheſter, —_— which it is ſaid, fult, chey Were not grounded upon that 
Statute, becauſe they aid not mention «t, and ſecondly, that Sverſe of them doe 
var) from the afſize there preſcribed, and ſo Were not grounded upon that Sta- 
tuebut were Warranted onely by the Common- Lav; we lay as before, that all 
the Commiſsions that were granted after this Statute which gave power to 
the Commilſsioners to charge men ſecundum ftatum & facmultates , for fo 
much were warranted by this Statute, the words thereof being , that every 
nas ſhall be aſſeſſed according to the quantity f his dands aud goods, and then 
ktsdowne the particular nr that ſhall be for lands and goods, ſo that that 
iſe isa diretion to the Commilſsioners after what proportion they ſhall 
adleſſe men for their lands and goods in execution of fech a generall Com- 


niſon; and if they varied fiom that aſsize, what they did therein was with- 
out warrant, and illegall: And forthe opinion of the two 7udges mentioned -

(hon might doe ſo at any time from 13. Ea. 1.the Statute of Finchefter, til 

that Statute was repealed, which was 21."Zac. and now it being repealed they 
cannot grant ſuch Commitſsions. 

But more fully to give ſatisfaRtion to all theſe objettions, and to proe 
that the Statute of Wincheſter was intended for proviſion of eArmes 
for the defence of the Kingdome, as well as for the preſervation of the 
peace at ordinary times, wee ſhall put the Statute of '5. H, 4. cap. 3; the 
words whereof are, Bee it ordained that the Watch upon the Sta coaf 
ſhall be made by the number of the people in the places , and in manner 
and forme as they were Wont to bee made in times paſt, and that in the ſame 
caſe the Statute of Wincheſter bee kept and obſerved. That this Statuteof 5H. 
4+ cap. 3» Was. thade'for defence of the Kingdome, will appeare, firſt by 
the Petition —_ which that ws was paſkd , _ ſaith , that' the neg- 
left of Watching on the Sea coaſts is to the great dammage and perifl of the 
Peake Seconily, from the cauſe of the ts thereof ger pn Ns 
The yeare before the French had invaded the Kingdom, and there wasnow 
feare of their returning ; and that this was the cauſe of making that 
Statute, appeares by the Parliament Rolls of that yeare, wherein it isde- 
Clared, that the French inten {ed forcibly to enterthe Kingdome and 
it, and that AR is made to prevent this invaſion, and for defence of the King- 
dome, and for this, it faith , there ſhall be watches kept on the Sea coaſts, 
and inthat caſe the Statute of Wincheſter ſhall bee obſerved , ſo that hence it 
Is _ the Statute of Wincheſter extended to watching upon the Sea 
coalts intime ofan invaſion feared,and therefore was for defence ofthe = 
dome: And this Statute of 5. H. 4 isnot Introdu#io nove legis , but onely 
confirms the Statute of yincheſter. 

Anether proofe that the Statute of wincheſter was intended for pro- 
viſion of Armes for defence ofthe Kingdome is the judgement of the Putli- 
ament , 3. R. 2. Rot. Pay. 1. 36. in a Petition that paſſed both Houſes; 
the words of it are, Item, Whereas it is ordained by the Statute of Wincheſter 
and other Starmtes that every man foall be armed and arrayed according to their 
Eſtates for the defence of the Realme, by reaſon of Which Statutes every man 
3 armed according to his Eſtate, and ſome men arme themſelves beyond their 
Eſtates, as thoſe in Northumberland, and the borders : Complaint is there 
made that the Parſons and Vicars take their Armes for mortuaries , and for 
this they pray reliefe , and that their Armes may goe to their heres 
or executors for the defence of the Realme : This opinion of the Part 
ment there anſwers the maine objeRions formerly made , as firſt to that 
that isobjeRted , that rhe Srarntes of Wintheſter provided onely for preſer 
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867) 
vation of the peace and not for —_— ; - it xs here ſaid in termes, that 
the Statute of Wincheſter Was for the defence of the Realme; and for the obje- 
Aion that it extends onely to fifteen pound land, and torty markes goods, 
and not above ; it is here anſwered in theſe words, that by the Stature of 
wincheſter, all men ſhall bee armed and arrayed according to their eſtates for 
the defence of the Realme , by reaſon of which Statate ,. every man is armed 
according to his eftate , and ſome beyond; here they declare that the Armes 
ibed by that Statute were for d.tence of the Realme. Secondly, in that 
tisfaid, that every man is armed according to his effate , it ſhewes that they 
inthat Parliament deemed that the Statice of Wincheſter extended as well 
toall proportions above 15. /i, and 40, markes, as to thoſe under, and cx- 
cludes none, but includes all. tw! 

And laſtly , it appeares that if a- Commiſſion iflue. to. cauſe: men to 
bee armed and arrayed , ſecundum ſtatum &- facultates, it is within the 
Statute of Wincheſter , although it mention not the aſlize in particular 
therein preſcribed ; for it faith that by that Statute,every man ſhall arme 
himſelfe. according to his eltate and faculties , and: it mentioneth no af- 
(ize, | 
And in the time of EZabv. 3. his learned Councell at Law did then conceive 
that this ſtatute was made tor the =_—y and defence of the Kingdome , as 
appeares by one of the Preſidents cited in the anſwer, Ror. Sc. 10. EdW. 3. 
mewb. 10. where a Commmilſlion is granted to cauſe men to bee armed 
according to their eitates, and exprefleth the aſsize in the ltatute of Winche- 
fer, and ſaith that the arming ſhall be /ecundwm formam ſtatuti apud Win- 
ton . pro ſecuritate & defenſione Regni editt. 

We have ſpent the more time in clearing this , becauſe hereupon depends 
molt of the materiall things in the au/wer, for:the proving of the legality of 
the Comiſsion by the Common Law, and this being thus cleared, wee doubt 
not but it will give ſatisfation to any indifferent man, | 

But before wee paſſe from this Statute of Wincheſter , one thing more 
is obſervable , which is , that men were compellable at the Common 
Law to arme themſelves although it was for preſervation of the peace, 
if they were , that Statute had beene needleſle which . is compulſory , 
yet the penner of the Anſwer will have a power: in the King by the 
Common Law , to charge..men with Armes, for defence of the King- 
dome, Why ſhall not the Common Law as well provide for preſer- 
vation of the peace, of which there is continual. uſe; as for defence a- 
gainſt invaſions, which are ſcldome attempted? It is a-rule in Law that 
ad ea que frequentins accidunt jura adaptantar , the Lyw makes proviſion 
for thoſe things that there is moſt frequent need of, Before we leave that 
Ttttt part 
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part of the anſwer where the labour isto AY the ſaid Commillion wamy. 
ted by the Common-Law ; In regard that the permer of the ſaid anſwerk 
endeavoured to prove it by the Conquerours Lawes, and by the Prefidensin 
Hen. the thirdstime, that the Common Law then was , that the King mj 
charge his Subjefts with Armes for defence of the Kingdome , wee ſhall 
by thoſe very Lawes and by Preſidents of thoſe and after times make it appy 
- rentthat the King could not then charge any of his Subjects either :to tinge 
Arms, or to ſerve in perſon other then ſuch of them as were therwns 
bound by their tenures or contrats, nor thoſe any further or othenyife 
then they were thcreunto bound by their tenures or contracts , whence it 
will follow, that till 13. Zdw. 1. there was no Law to compell amen 
otherwayes to finde Armes, then as aforeſaid, and that Law being now 
repealed, as it was by the Statute of 21. 7acobi, there is now neither Com. 
'mon Law nor Statute Law co compell any men to finde Armes, but thoſe 
that are bound to doe it by their tenures or contrats. To make this cleare we 
ſhall begin with the Conquerours Lawcs, inrolled in the red book in the Ex- 
chequer; the words are, Yolumus etiam & firmiter precipimus & contedimus 
quod omnes liberi homines totius monarchie Regni noftri preditts habeam & 
reneant terras ſnas & poſſeſſiones ſuns bene (5 tn pace libere ab omni exattione 
'#njuſta, & ab onmi tallagio; ta quod nihil ab ets exigatur vel capiatur niſi ſer- 
vitinm ſunm liberum quod de jure nobys facere debent & faceve tenentur, & 
pront ſtatutum eſt es & ullis a nobts datum & Conceſſum jure hereditario im- 
prrpetnum per commune conſfilinm totiusRegni noſtri, Theſe wordsare plainand 
full,that all men ſhall be free from all taxes,and the words, ab omni rallayio, 
cc. makes it apparent , that the King cannot require any thing of any 
man,but what he 1s bound to doe by his tenure; the words are fo generall;that 
they extend to all taxes whatſoever , as welas thoſe for defence asothers. 
Another Law of the Conquerours-is that, whereof part is cited by the pen- 
ner of the Anſwer, but hee leaves out the moſt materiall part of it with an 
&c. The words are , Statins tian & firmiter precipimus , ut omnes Ci» 
wires, Barones & milites, & ſervientes, + univerſi liberi homines totims 
Regni noſtri prediti babrant + teneant ſe ſemper benein arms & in equi ut 
decer &: 'oporter.

Jtram iplenam. This explaines the other, and fhewes what the ſervices 
are 
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xe that may bee required. of the -.. that is, that thoſe that hold 

Knights ſervice (hall alwayes have Horſe and Armes , and thoſe they 
muſt have that they may doe their ſervice to the King or. other Lords, 
when it is needfull ; theſe tenures , as appeares by the faid Lawes, and by 
the authorities before cited ,, were created for defence , and they were 
the onely proviſion that the Conquerour made for defence ; and in 
thoſe Lawes are negative words that nething elſe ſhall bee demanded. 

Asthe Law was inthe Conquerours time; ſo it continned in Hemry the 
thirds time ; for then no man was bound'to.doe any military ſervice , 
hee was thereunto bound by his tenure or contra&t ; and therefore the 
kmmons. of E/c#age was to thoſe onely- that held by Knights ſervice, 
they being onely- bound to- performe- that. ſervice for the ce of the 
Realme, and if at any-time more was required either for Armes, or other- 
wiſe then they were bound to by-their tenures, the King did acknows- 
ledge it, and then declare and grant to his Subjects, and their heires, that 
it ſhould nov-turne to their prejudice., nov to bee dravone into conſequence 
or example for after times: That King would never have done fo if hee could 
by the Common Law have compelled his Subjefs at his pleaſure to- finde 
Arms, and to ſerve with them. The grants that this King made in this kinde 
were many , one of which wee ſhall hece ſee downe at large; it was made

was uſuall in times before paſt, now the King taking notice of their readineſſe 
toſerve him , and minding: their indempnities doth grant to them and their 
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heires that what.they had done in,thoſe.preſent ftraights ſhould not trrn to they 
prejudice, nor be draWn into conſequence or cuftom for after times, but yet the 

King will have them that oWe him ſervice to perform it When they ſhall bee ye 

quired: which ſhewes that none were compellable to provide arms, or ſerye 

with them, but thoſe that were bound thereto by tenure,ull elſe are tree. v. 48,

. The like appeares by 48. H.3.4.11.Dorfſ, to Norff. and: Suff. There it ap; 
peares that forraign exemies bad raiſed great forces and made themſelves 
to invale the K mmgdom to deſtroy K ing and people, The $ heriffe is commanded 
to en;oyn all men to prepare horſe aud arms to Which they are Worn, to reſilt that 
preſent danger, 1247 is ro make any excuſe although it Was in harveſt timeye. 
canſe the neceſſity admits no delay and there the King grants and declares,that 
what they ſhall th:n doe ſhall be no prejudice to them , neither ſhall it be 
into a__ By this 1t is apparant that all were ſummoned to provide horſe and 
arms for defcnce,and that what they did ſhould not be to their prejudice; if in 
any caſe inen were compellable to arm themſclves,here was good caulc torit, 
bat if it be ſaid that rhey Were here compellable, why.then ſhould the King 
miſe that it ſhould not be brought into cont. quence, nor ſhould be tothepre- 
judice of th:m or their heires,the like was granted 8, H.3,Ror. pat. memb,2.6. 
This King alone did not make ſuch acknowledgment and declaration,but ma- 
ny Kings ſince have done the liks :-which (had they had-ſuch q prerogativetg. 
charge men with arms(asin the anſwer 1s-ſuppoled )they. would not ſocafily 
have made ſuch declarations againſt their own right. E.1. asappears 31. E.1, 
ret. pat. 14. 37, made the like declaration to his SubjeRs-that cametohim 
with ho1ſc and armes againſt hisenemiesand Rebcls the Scots, The like 11,

. An10,E.2,rot.pat.p.1. 14-26,It appears there,that the Lords & Commons 
in 9. E.2.had | 6g tothe King out of every Towne {except Cities and Bo- 
roughs) a {uthcient man to be armed at the Charge of the town from whence 
he came, and the particular arms are there mentioned with which he ſhall bee 
armed. This grant was made to defend the King and Kingdomagainlt the 
Scots,the'King being willing to provide for the indempnity of the Lords and 
Commons, as( he ſaith)is jult he ſhould declare,that that grant ſhall not beto 
the prejudice of them nor their heres, nor be brought intu conſequence, The 
next we ſhall put, isa Commiſſion granted by E.3. 19. E.3 rot. pat. part: 
Ma.26.Dorſſ.direted to divers Gentlemen of Lincel/x-fhire,reeiting that the

from 5.. to 100); land, and lo upwards. This Comiſsjon was grounded upon 
anOrdinance made by the King, Prelates, Pceres, and other wife men who 
were the Kings Counſell, they by that Ordinance preſcribed an afsize which 
exceeded that impoſed by the Srar. of Wincheſter, 13. £4. 1. Therefore in the 
next Parliament which was 20.E. 3. Rot. Parl. N. 12. 13. This Comiſsion 
wascomplained of, as appears by the Petitions & the Kings Anſw.thereto in 
which he ſaith, that they all knew they had often promiſed him in Parliament, 
fordefence and ſafety of the Kingdom of England,to ayde him with their per- 
ſons and all they could,and that the Grandces and wife men( which were the 
Kings Counſell)did ordaine the aſsize mentioned in the Commiſion : yet the 
King wills and declares in Parliament, that what was done in that necellity, 
ſhall not be drawn into conſequence or example : here is the opinion of the 
Lords and Comons, as appears by their Petition, that impoſing of Armes o- 
therwiſe then according to the Stat. of Y/inchefter wasagainſt Law, which the' 
King in his Anſwer agrees unto, which is an Act of Parliament in point, and 
provesthat it could not be done, although for the defence of the Kingdome.: 

The laſt in this kind that we ſhall infilt upon, is a Comiſſion of Array, which. 
agrees with the Comiſſion now inqueltion, in molt of the particulars therein 
contained,yet it wants ſeverall of the illegall clauſes that are inours, It iflued: 2. 
R,2.r0t. pat. p. 1. Mag. Dorſſ. Itappears by the Record,that the Comiſſion 
iſſued by the advice of theKingsCounſell when theKindom was in danger by 
Seaand Land,yet the King there comands the Comiſſioners to publiſhand de- 
clare that it isnot his intent, nor the-intent ofth: Conn(cll, that the ſaid Ocdi- 
nance and accord which was thenonly for neceſlity,and for the ſafety and de+ 
fence of the whole Realme ſh11l turne to their prejudice, or be brought to ex-: 
ample or conſequence. By theſe preſidents before cited, beſides the Conque- 
rours Lawes here are 5. of His Majelties Progenitors,and Kings of this Realm; 
in immediate diſcent, diſclaiming upon Record any power ia the Crowne ot. 
England by the Comon Law of charging the Subje& with arms or otherwayh;: 
then according to thoſe Tenures; although for defence of the Kingdom diverſt: 
of which Kings have bin ever ſince their times, famous for their wiſdome and- 
valour, and known to have bin tender of their Prerogative, and zeatons main- 
tainers thereof ; and if the Penner of the Anſwer had produced ſo many con- 
fellions of the Kings right by the SubjeRs, even when their Liberties were at: 
the lowelt ebbe, wee'might then have been more induced to beleeve, that the 
King had power by the Common Law to iſſue ſach Commiſſions, then from 
al the Arguments uſed by him in the Anſwer. And whereas the Penner 
ofthe aid Anſwer would infinuateunto the people, that wee doe not now 


{ubmit to- what our Anceſtors have in things of this kind ; upon what hath 
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been ſaid-we leave all men to judge whether thoſe kings before ſpoken of 
would have made thoſe Declarations, unleſſe they had been defired fo to doby 
their ſubjects, and-unlefſe they had fore-ſeen that without doing: thereof 
could not have given ſatisfaction to their ſubjesintheir jult rights & liberty,

There this Com- 
miſſion iscalled a Commiſſion enrolled,and not aCommiſſion enatted, which 
itwould have been, had it beene fo eſteemed for N.60.in the ſame Parliament 
Roll, a Petition was preſented tothe King, and they deſire that-it may be ena- 
ed, enrolled, and proclaimed, for a Statute enrolling is not thought ſafficient 
tomakeit an At, and in the ſame Roll, ſpeaking of a Petition that was pre- 
ſented in 5. H, 4. for the ſuccefſion of the Crowne which was then enethed, 
They call it not a Petition enrolled, but a Petition enafted, or an At of Par- 
lament throughout the Roll : And it is very probable they would have done 
finthis, had they deemed it an AR of Parliament, 

But it is farther odjeRed, that this of 5. H. 4. isan AR of Parliament : and 
that proved by the judgment ofthe Parliament, 7. H.4.N. 36. whereby (faith 
thepenner of the Anſwer ) the Clergie are exempted from the Commiſſion;of 
5.and if they were not bound thereby (and that they could not unleſle 'it were 
anAt) what need they be exempted ? | 

To which we fay that it follows not that that of 5. was an AR becaute in 5. 
tkeGlerpy were exempted : In 5. there was a Commiſſion ifſued forth, and 
that for generality of the words ſcemed toextend toall perſons,as welt Clergy 
wothers, which becauſe it wasfor defence, and granted when the Kingdome 
wesingreat danger, no-man did _ The the Clergy being within 
thewords of that Commiſſion defrre now in 7. that they may be charged 'by 
themſclves. And in this year of 7.4. the cauſe tilt continuing that occafioned 
heifluing of that of 5. as appeares by the Hiſtories and Parlizment Rotts of 7. 
the Commiſſion wasal{o ſtill continued, which Commiſſion of 5. iſſding ia 
tine ofan imminent danger, which danger ſtill continued, the Clergy do not 
dire exemption there-trom, but that they may be charged by themſalves a 
part, and not with the Laity. And it doth not appeare thar'that of 9. was an 
AR, but only an accord in Parliament, which isno more then an Order, and 
tisproves rather that that of 5. was no AR, for kad it1o been, how could this 
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of 7.(being only an Order of Parkainen ave altered it in-one of the eſſen! 
parts, viz. In the Commiſſioners power who were to make the Array of i 
Subjects as well Clergy as Lay ? Whereas by this of 7. the Clergy are to be kr 
rayed, &c, onely by the Arch-biſhop : An4 it that of 7. was an AR,this Gop- 
miſfion now in queſtion mult needs be againlt it, as not excepting the Clery, 
- But admitting that of 5. was an AR of Parliament : The queltion'wilbe 

firſt, whatit.enats; Secondly, for how long time that AR endures, - 
Before we come to theſe particulars,we ſay as we did in our former Decly 
ration,that the careot the Commons in the amendment of the ſaid Commilf. 
on wasonly to take out of the ſame ſuch clauſes as were grievous, hurtfull,and 
dangerous to thoſe Commiſſioners : The Commons did look to the Commiſe 
ſioners then named, and not to themſelves, knowing that the Law had made 
ſarficient proviſionto ſave and detend th-m from any thing that ſhould beexe. 
cuted upon thoſe comiſſions. For thoſe claules in the anſw.alleadged toextend 
to others then the Comillioners:: Tis true thoſe clauſes did ſeem to enlargethe 
power of the Comillioners further then it extended after the amendment, yet 
the main end of the Comons in taking out thoſe clauſes was the indempaity of 
the Comiſſioners which thev chiefly intended. For the firſt of the clauſes men- 
tioned in the anſwer to be taken away which was that thecomiſſioners,ſhould 
cauſe to b2 armed all thoſe that were able of body,& had not wherwithtoarm 
themſelves. Thar clauſe did concern the Comiltioners, & they had good cauſe 
to defire to have it put out; For if they ſhould cauſe ſuch to be armed as had no- 
thing of their own in the County to (tay them, the Comiſſioners might want 
their Armed men when they had molt need ofthem,which might turnc tothe 
damage of the Comiſſioners and ſubje them to divers queſtions. And for that 
other clauſe of charging men to contribute to the charges of thoſe that went in 
ſervice. They had good cauſe alſo to have that put out,there being ſo many that 
were to be charged, &no certainrule either inlaw or the comiſſion it ſelf to dis 
re them 1n the charge. We do therefore further atfirme as we did in our for- 


mer Decl. that the intent of the Comons there was not to ſetcle any power of 


exccution of the ſaid Comilsion over the perſons of any to be comanded, but 
only to ſave theComiKioners in thoſe comiſsions named from danger, &there 
was no miſtake inus,but inthe penner of the anſwer in aftirming the contrary. 
This will turther appeare, by conſidering the firſt of thoſe qu:ſtions before 
propounded, namely, What doth the Statute (admitting it to be one ) enati? 
That will detter be anſwered by conſidering the words in thetoll which are 
ſet downat large in our former Decl. The words of the prayer are Prierent as 
Roy que deſore enavant null comiſſion de larraiiſſeroit autrement ne en antre! 
parrales que eſt contenus en le dit copie. 1n our former Decl. we tranſlated the 
words iſeroit a: trement, &c. tolignific iſſue out or ſhowld iſſue out otherWiſe, 
&c, but upon further oblervation of the tame words, and comparing ps 
W 
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-withthe words'bcfore and after in the {aid Roll we conceive that the word 
; _ may have a moreapt and proper ſignification. namely, ſal g*, and 


-{o the ſence of the words Will ce, That no Commiſſion of Array, that is, 
-no:e of thoſe Commiſſions bctore grated, ſhall go otherwiſe, or in other 


words, &c. And that this may be the ſence of the word iſſcroit, appears 
thus. The Commors then knew that before that time Commiſtions had it. 
-ſued out to molt Counties of EZg/and (which that they had fo iſſu:d appears 
by the Commiſſions themſelves ) that theſe Commillions were in the {dlfe 
ame words with the copic feat to them ; which Commiſſions fo iſſued, 
then remained 1n the hands of the Comm:iſfioners ; all which commiſſions 
had thoſe very clauſes in them, which they put ont of the copy. They knew 
that whilſt thoſe very commiſſions ſo before granted, remained in the Come 
-miſſioners hands, thoſe clauſes which they had raced out of the copy ( they 
being ſtill in thefaid Commiſſions ) coul4 not be taken away out of them ky 
the faid Commiſſioners. Now that thoſe very commiſſions might from 
thenceforth te made to go as if the ſaid words and clauſcs were wholly out, 

was the main endeavour of the Parliument : and for that they pray, q nul 

'Commi(ſſ1on ac [array i(ſeroit autrement ne en autres parrel:5,c5c, That is, that 

rone of the ſaid Commiſſions fo formaly granted(there being then no other 

commiſſion in queltion ) ſhoutd go otherwiſe, or in other words, &c. by 

which dclire of theirs they intended that notwith{tznding the commiſſions 

formerly granted had other words in them, yet none of thoſe Commiſſions 

ſhould co otherwiſe, or in other words then according to the copy correft- 

& by them, and that thoſe words and clauſes put fo. thof the copy ſhould 

from thenceforth be cſteemed of, no otherwite then as if they were not at all 

in the ſaid Commiſſion, 

Further, that the intent of the Parliament was,that the Commiſſions then 
formerly ifſucd ſhould go according to the copy by them amended, and that 
the At cxtended not to any future commiſſions, appears in this, that if this 
ſhould not be the intenr and meaning of the {aid Act, then the Act it ſelfe 
which ( 2s appears'by the preamtle and concluſion ) 1s onely intended, for 
the benefit of the Coramiſlioners to whom the commiſtions formerly ifluzd 
would be to them of no avail , which cannot be imagined the Parliament 
ever intended. And if the word i{eroir ſhould intend to enable future Com- 
miſlioncrs, it would no way extend to relieacthe then preſent Comm idlic- 
hers, whom the Parliament took ſpeciall care of,and whoſe caks wereonly | 
then before ther. And that they did not 1atend to make good any future 
commſſions will appear by this ; Firlt that ſo many commiilions were ifliz- 
edimmediatly aftcr this Act other wayes and 1n other words againſt the vc-. 


wy letter and ſence of the copy 1n the Roll mentioned ; as may app.ar ty 
; Vyyvv thole

theſe that were granted immcdiatly To the AR in 6. H.4. which leave ont 
2 inateriall clauſe for coaduQing the men at Arms,and armed men ; Wher,.. 
as had it been intended to extend to future commiſſions, it-ſhould have been 
a binding preſident for all commiſſions that iſfſaed out while the AR conti- 
nued.. They mult not have iſſued forth azrycment or iu autres paroles : Firſt, 
they muſt have had the ſame cauſe for their Huing which was an invaſion, 
Sccondly,they.muſt have had the ſame form of words : onely muraris mutar- 
di« for the Kings name. the Commiſliovers names, and other matters of 
form. Secondly, that the Parliament intended not to inable the iſſuing of fu- 
ture commiſſions,may be further proved from a clauſe in the faid a&,which 
is, ct que les dits Commiſſioners, cc. That the ſaid Commiſſioners,their Heir, 
# xecutor's, or Tertenants by reaſon of any forfeirures, or penalties, or any other 
things comprized in the ſaid. commiſſions, be not, or hereafter-ſhall not be any 
wayes moleſted, gricued, cudammaged, or impeacked in any time to cone, The 
Commons knew theſe commiſſioners,and therefore being confident of their 
integrity, deſire that they may nct be troubled or moleſted for any thing, 
which 1s as much, as if they had ſaid they are Commilſſioners,and what ever 
they do they ſhall not be queſtioned for it, but it cannot be 1unagined that 
- Parliament would truſt thoſe that after ſhould be comiſſioners(whom they 
knew not) with ſuch a power as to have a comiſſion wherin they may door 
leave undone what they will in execution of it,8 not to Ze queſtioned for it, 

To the other queſtion before propounded, how long this att of 5,H.4 ( ad- 
mitting it to be one) endure ? We lay it was but temporary ; . firſt in r:ſpet 
of the commiſſioners, for whom it was made,1s we have before proved : {+ 
condly in reſpe&t of the cauſe for which that commiſſicn was granted; Tre 
cauſc appears ty the preamble of the. commiſſion it ſelf, and by the Parli- 
ment rolls of that time , and by our former Declaration to be , That the 
French,notwithſtanding the preſent truce,had entred the kingdom and burnt 
divers places in the Land :. Therefore to prevent a ſecond invaſion, in caſe 
there ſhould be any, and which was then feared, this commiſſion was gran- 
ted, piving power to the commiſſioners to Array, &c and to vanquilh the 
ſaid enemics :. Fixing it tothe th-n particular enemies , and to that particu- 
lar invaſion ; So tkat when ever that war was ended, and the danger of that 
invaſion over, there is an end of the Commiſſion. As it an a& of Parliament 
had teen made in 88. to have enatled the Queen to grant ſuch a commiſſion 
as this to the then Earl of Z-c:ftcr or any other to be L. Lieut. Generall, ard 
to array, &c, land to ſubdue and vanquith thoſe enemies which were Spani« 
ards. He by force of that commiſſion could not have executed his power to 
prevent an invaſion from France, neither could the 2x. by vertue of ſuch an 
Act have granted a new eommillion to him to prevent any other invafion 
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ly any other Princs. Nor could K. James after her deith,have / 4 com- 
miſſion upon ſuch a Statute to prevent another Spaxiſh Invaſion, becauſe a 
in ſuch A& was but Temporary. 

And for this of 5. ( what-ever dtimation it had of an A in the time of 
H. 4. ) we do not finde,that after his time it was ever mentione4,or named, 
or eſteemed to be an Act untill Trinity Termg16,Car. in Pargit:rs caſc in the 
Kings Bench, where this of 5 H.4. wasinſiſted upon; to be an Att of Parl:- 
ament, and there Judge Crook, was of opinion that it w:s no Att, or if it 

were, it was but temporary, and Maſter Pargiter who was before commi:- 
ted, was bailed. 

For the opinion of Sir Edward Coke the book is not yet printed,-nor have 
we ſeen it, and therefore can give no-particular anſwer to it, but this is well 
known to many of us, that Sir Edward Coke inthe Parliament 3 Car. was 
ef opinion, that the Law was defcRive touching this of Arms, and needed a 
ſupply by an At of Parl.ament, which he carneſtly deſired ; And in the f,- 
cond part of his 1»ſtitures, fol. 528. In his expoſition upon the Statutes of 
Confirmation of th: Charters of th: Lib:rties ; Upon all the Statutes concerr- 
ing finding of Arms,he concludcs the Law to be, That no man ſhall be char- 

{to Arme himfelt or others; (ave ſuch as hold by ſuch ſervice of the King 
or other Lords, whereby they are bound toit, unlcſe it be by common- cor- 
fent in Parliament, and faith, That that was the common-Law, which thoſe 
Statutes did but affirm, which if it te fo (as thereis very little doutt of it Y 
it wholly overthrows this Commiſſion. 

We have proved in the foregoing part of this our Declaration, that this 
commiſſicn hath no d to warrant it, either by the common-Law, or 
by the Parliament of 5 H.4. Weſhall now proceed to prove that it is a= 
eainſt the Statute of 1 Fa. cap.5. 

And although we ſhall necd to fay little in this, becauſe moſt of the Ar = 
ments uſed againſt the former Declaration in this particular are already an- 
ſwered inour diſcourſe upon the Statute of Wincheſter, 13 F.x. and in our 
proofs that it is not warranted by the commor-Law ; yet to give acleer (:- 
tisfaction to all indifferent judgements), that this Commilſion is agaizſt 
this Statute of 1 F. 3, We ſhall firft ſet down the words of the Statute 
which are theſe, That no man ſpall from henceforth be charged r) Arm himſelf 
otherwiſe then he Was wont in the time of the Kings Progenitours , and that ne 
man be compelled to go oxt of hus Shire, bur where neceſſity requircth of ſudden 
coming jn of ſtrange enemics into the Realm, and then it ſhall be done as hath beer 
in times paſt for defence of the Realm. And welay, that this Commiſſion is 
apainſt both parts of this Statute. 

_ For the firſt part : It-is ordained that nonefh1]l be charged to Arm him- 
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df otherwiſe then he was wot in the time of th: Kings Progenitouy, 
Which words, As he was Wonr, cannot ctherwile be intended, but to relate 
to the Statute of 7y1zch:ſter, 13 E.1. for before that time there was no way 
cither compullory or certain tor finding Arms. 

But it is o5jeCted, That this of 1 E.z. cannot refer to that of 13 F.r ; firſt, 
becauſe it names it not, which another Aft, 2 E.3. cap.6. doth the yeer after, 
which referred unto it. 

Secondly, inthe Statute of rE. J. the words, As he was wont in the tink 
af the Kings Proveuitonrs, cannot intend ſo late a Statuteas that of 13 F,x, 
Cut intcnds that non2 be charged other wile then ſecundum legem & conſurs 
tuiinem Reva, which ( (aith the Pennry of the AnſWw:r ) 1s according tothe 
common-Laiv, aid fo he makes the Statute of x E .3. but an affirmation of 
the common-Law. | 

Tothe fi:{t O5jction we fay , That there 1s no neceſlity that one Statuts 
rcf.rrivg toanothcr, ſhould mention the Statute to which it refers, when 
it alters nothing in the Statute to which 1t refers, but it was fit that the 
Statute of 2 PF. 3. cp.6. ſhould mention it, becaulc it enlargeth it, and gives 
T:tices of Pcace power to enquire, and puniſh the breaches of it, but this of 
3? alters nothing 10 1t. 

Secondly, for the other O:jcftion from the words , As he wa wont, we 
fay this reters to the alſize mentioned in the Statute of 13 Z. 1, which te- 
fore that Statute was the ancient allize, but till that Statute not compulſory, 
ſo that that Ctatute makcs the aſlize legal and compuliory, which betore was 
only voluntary and ſo uſed,and for the words, h: Wa worr c.the meaning 
is no more then this :. he ſhall not be compelled to Arm himſclf above the 
aſlize anciently uſed, which aſſize is dtavliſhed by the Statute of winch-fter. 

As this Commillion is againlt the firſt part of that At of 1 E.3, ſoit isa- 
eainlt the ſecond, as alſo agaiult the Stat, vf 4 H.4. c.13.which confirms it, 

The words are, Vo mn ſhall bc compelled to go ont of bis Shire, but for cauſe 
of n:ceſſiry off ſuda'rn coming in of ſtrange enrmics-into the Realm,, and then ſnall 


be dons, as bath been uf*d in rims peſt for def-nce of the Realm : and this 1s con- 


firmed ty 4 H.4.,which both did confirm the liberty of the Snvjedts perſons, 
that they ſhould not be compelled out of their Counties , but in calc of ne. 
ccllity; and then it ſhould b- done 25 hath been uſed in times paſt for defence of 
(bz Realm : here 15no power given by this Statute,to compell men to go out 
of their Counties, but in caſe there be neceſſity by ſadden coming of ſtrange 
enemies, and then ir ſhall be don? as bath beenuſed,cc. And what uſage was: 
that ? It was this ; In ſuch a caſe men that held by Knights Service, or that. 
were tied by contract were to go out of their Counties, and ne others, and: 
thatthis was the meaning of the Statute, appears by the exception in 4 = 
W 
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where are excepted thoſe that hold by K Y zhts $ r1ice,n{{uch as were tied 
ty particular Grants to them made to do ſuch ſervice,& that none elſe were 
coinpelled before 1 E.3. may further appear ty the Laws of the Cor:gueronr, 
1:d the Declarations made ty H.g. and the other Kings before cited. 
Now this Commiſſion powerto the Commillioners or any three 


of them to lead and conduct th: Armed men, and men at Arms to the Scea- 
coaſts , and other places as nced ſhall require, ſo that the Commiſſioners 
hve power giventhem here to diſpenſe with the Statute at their pleaſures. | 

But it is further objected, Men may be compelled to go out of their Coun- 
tis in caſe of neceſfity,and that is urged from the words of the Printed Srar. 
which(faith the Penner of the Anvcy )are disjunRive, [n caſe of nereſſiry and 
ſudden coming of ſtrange enemies ) where the word and is to be taken disjun- 
aively for the word oy as 19 uſuall in the expoſition of Statutes, and then ( it 
isfaid ) that iz r1Wo caſts by the meaning of this Statute m:n may be compelled to 
go on of t:9etr Cornti's ;, 1 for neceſſity within the Kingdom ( i.e.) for a Reb. l- 
Lon. 2 for neceſſity riſing from abroad, ( 1.e. ) ſudden coming of ſtrangers. 

Tothis we mult needs lay, that the Contriver of the Auſiver makes guidli- 
bet ex q10dlib:t, he makes a new Statute by putting in the word and, where 
there is no ſuch word, and then expounds the word and for or there being 
neither and, nor org 1n the Statute, tut the words are as before we have quc- 
ted them, 1n caſe of n:ceſſity of [udden coming in of ſtrangers,c>c. which ſhew 
that the Parliament i.:tended by that Act, that noneceſſity ſhould warrant 
the compelling men out of their Countics. 

And that the words are as we have cited them , appears by the recitall of 
them in 4 H. 4. and by the Printed French Copies of the Statute which we 
haveſeen, which run thus : Nu# ſoit diſtreints de aller bors de lowr Connties, 
$i non pur Cauſe d* nz ſſity d' ſudden vencr ds ſtranges , enemics deins le Roy-

Agreeing with this is another old book in the ' moſt probable to be the 
fad Court, where the fame Statuteis tranſcrided **ſtchacisexrane, 
andentred,. And for further proof that the Law is ſo, It was ſodeclared by 
the King, Lords,. and Commons in this preſent Parhament, after long dc- 
bate,.1n the ARfor the preſſing Souldiers for jrcland, as appears by the AR

it {-1f, Which being fo is the ſtronget authovity to declare a Law that can 
te. And agrecable with that Declaration is the opinion of Sir Fdward Co, 
upon the Statute 4+ Confirmatione Chartarum before citcd, folio 528, All 
which authorities'are more to be regarded then the bare conjeure of the 
Penner of the Anſwer, who citeth no authority at all to warrant his c6. 
trary opinion. 

1n our former Declaration we affirmed , that this Commiſſion was 4. 
gainſt the Petition of Right from the grounds therein {et forth , which the 
Penner of the Anſwer devices and affirms, that the Petition of Right reſtraing 
xot the King from impoſing charg 8 upon his Subjetts for defence of the King. 
dow, but r:ſtrains ſuch charges on'ly as are for the K ings own profit and ad. 
vantage; And this he endeavours to make good from two grounds ; 1 That 
ell charges impoſed by the King, for defence of the K ingdom, are out of the words 
of the Petition : 23 That they are not within the intent of it. 

1. To provethat they are out of the words, he faith, that rhe Starureey. 
tends onely to ſuch rax:5, or charges, as are yeclded and mai as upon loan, tif, 
benevolence, exc. Which ( faith he ) muſt be intended to ſome perſer, andthat 
can be none bat the King. 

Secondly, That theſe charges for defence are out of the intent, he labours 
to prove upon theſe grounds ; Firlt, he faith, that rhe charges impoſel 
the Subjeft, which occaſioncd this Petitiongwere loans, beaevolences, G&c, which 
were fer the Kings mſec, and not thoſe that were for defence of the Kingdom, Se 
condly, that rhe old Statutes cited tn the Preamble of the Petition ( faith he ) 
extend tono Charges , but ſuch as were for th: Kings profit onely, and the! 
Starutes the Petition intended onely to confirm ; For ( it 18 faid ) rhe Pe 
#ition of Right , intended only to d:clare an old, and not to make a nel 
Law. 

To every one of theſe-we ſhall give particular fatisfaftion, that it may ap- 
pear toall indifferent men, how frivoulous theſe objeQions are, and invary 
red rather te delude the weaker ſort of people , then to gain any credit from 
thein, that underſtand them. 

For the words of the Petition, the Objetion ſands thus : It marters nt 
What us #n the Preamble of the Petition, the prayer us onely, that 1:0 man be com- 
pelled ro make or yeeld any gift, loan, benevolence, tax, or ſuch like charge with» 
our common conſent of Parliament, Which ( faith he ) from the words make an 
yeeld,, muſt be to ſome perſon , and that muſt be to the King , and extends nit 
where it 1s to or for the Commor-wealth, 

To this we fzy, That according to the litterall and Grammaticall cor- 
ſtruion cf theſe words, Make or yeeld ſuch like charge ; one may as wel 
be ſaid to make or yeelda charge , when it is for the defence of th = 
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don, 45 when it is yeelded to the King, and although the Penney of the 4r-" 
fer ob{.rves encdly thoſe words, make and yee/2, to be in the prayer of 
the Petition, yet he admits the words to be larger in the Preamble, but he 
will lave nothing within the Petition, but what is within the praper. For 
dearinz whereof, it may be obſerved , That the Lords and Commons do 
in the Preamble of the Petition declare theright of property of the Sub- 
jects in thule words : Thar by the good laws of the Kingdom, no man ſpould be 
compelled to contribute to any tax, tallage, ayde, or other like charge not ſer 
by commn conſent in Parliament ; which words being ſo generall and ab- 
flute, extend as well to charges impoſed for defence of the Kingdom, as 
tothoſe that are for the King , and that the Penney of the An/wer denies 
not, ſo that that Declaration of Law in the Petition ſtands good . and is 
not denied in any part of the An/ver ; and no man can deny , but the 
charging of men to fiade Arms for themſelyes or others, isa compelling 
men te contribute to a charge againlt that Declaration : But that the prayer 
it Cf is of as large extent as that part of the Petition , appears by theſe 
words of the prayer ;. Therefore th:y pray that no man be compellable to make 
or y:eld any gift , loan , benevolence , or ſuch like charge , &e. by which 
words therefore and /#ch, being both relatives, the preamble and prayer are 
neceflarily joyned together ; the Lords and Commons having betore decla- 
red the Subjets right , do by the word ( therefore ) make that the reaſon 
why. the King ſhould- grant it , and the word ( /#ch) in the prayer refers 
to all the charges of what kinde ſoever that were mentioned inthe Pre- 
anble. 

But the Penxer of the Anſwer,to make good his Conſtruction of the Peti- 
tion of Right, puts two inſtances :- That f hi expoſition hold not true, 
then the Kings communding 4 City to repair their Walls, or a levell to amend 
thir Sea-banks, - wit! b: againſt the Petition of Right too, Wherein we ſhall 
agree with him :- That the inſtances pnt areagainſt the Petition of Right, . 
as well as the Commiſſion of Array is, For as we have faid befere, that 
none are compellable to finde Arms, vut tuch as are thereunts bound by Te- 
nure, or by Contract ; {ſo we now ſay, That 1n the caſes put, none are bourud 
td repair City Watts or Sca-banks, tut ſuch as thereunto are bound by Te- 
nure, preſcription, or contract ; 'Neither are thoſe ( that are ſo bound tore- 
pair ſuch Walls or Banks ) compcllable to do them by vertue of any Writs 
or Commiſſions under the great Scal, but there muſt firſt iſſue the due pro- 
eſſe of Law , whichis a .prcſentment ofa Jury,'whereby the cauſe of their 
charge is to be found, - whereunto the parties preſented may have their tra- 
verſe, which is their legall way of defence,in cafe the preſentment be wnyult, 
but if they admit the preſentment good,and do net traverit ity then the _ 
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by Writ may command them to repair, becauſe there is a Record to warrant 
'that command. 

Secondly, as to the charges impoſed on the Sn! j.&s which occaſioned 
this Petition, we fay they were ſuch as were laid upon the Subj. s for the 
defence of the Kingdom ; And that appears by the words of the Petition,by 
which it is plain that the charges complained of were of two natures; 
Firſt, The Commiſſion for the loan, that iſſued the yeer before ; Secondly, 
The charges im oſed4 by Lord Licutenants, and Deputy Licutenants : For ye 
firſt, it is well known, that the grounds of demanding that loan were (as 
appears by the Commiſſion it {df ) 2 Car. The Crewn Ws engavd ing 
Warre by adviſe of both Houſes of Parliament , whereby the King, His Suhs 
jets, and Allies Were in danger, the parts beyond Sea , Where we went our 
Cloat' , and from Which We have onr proviſion for $ ripping, were endangered; 
the great preparations of enemies at Sta and Land, dia thrcaten the Kinodom 
daily; The Kings honour and the ſubſiſtaace of him and his people, andtree 
Reliviow , were all in danger to ſuffer irr:coverably Without a ſpeedy ſupply 

male , Which conld not ſtay the d.lay of calling a Parliament, The peopl: are 
aſſsred in the Royall word of a King, Thet all the money ſhould be beſtowy:d 
upon tbe Publike ſervices , wherein all the Subjetts have their common Inte- 
zeſt : There is onely Money deſired to be ſent, not for the Kings advantage, 
but to be employed for Publike defence in time of danger ; and this was 
one of the occaſions of the Petition of Right, and this declared in the Peti- 
tion of Right to be againſt Law. ; 

And for the other Charges occaſioning that Petitioning by Lord Lievte. 
nants, and Deputy Lievtenants, the allegation of the Penner of the Auſv.y 
ſeems ſtrange to us ; that any charges impoſed by them KP the $ ubjelts ſroull 
be for th: Kings uſe or privat? advantage, When thoſe Commſlions have 
been ever pretended to iſſue for {afcty and d:fence of the Kingdoin ; And 
thereaſon uſed by him to enforce it , ſeems more ſtrange then the Allega- 
gion it {elt; That therefore they were ſuch as Were to th: Kings uſe , b-cauſe 
they wire ſuch as the King vught ro have bora ; Where it is confeſſed that 
the Charges laid upon the Subject for Coar and Condutl- Money, MMuſtir- 
waſtes waves, Cc. ought to have been Forn ty the King ; And we know 
not bat by the fame reaſon all other Charges that are for the defence of 
the Kingdom ought to be born by the Kinz ; And (1f fo ) from that Ar- 
eument of his it will follow, that all Charges impoſed for defence are to 
the Kings uſe ; becauſe they are to be torn by the King, and therefore againſt 
the Petition of Right. 

Asto theold Statutes mentioned in the Petition of Right, it is ſaid in the 
Autiver, that rhcy oncty extend to reft rain [uch Charges as Were for the Kings 
advantage, 
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To which we ſay ; we find —_— King of this Realme did ever 
pretend any power of impoſing Charges upon his Subjects for his owne 
rivate gain z and fo ſuch charges as were never impoſed, could not poſ- 
libly be the occaſions of thoſe Lawes, neither needed there any Law to take 
away a power,which was'never challenged or pretended i6;But the trath 
s, moſt of thoſe illegall taxes, and charges which have heretofore been 
impoſed by the King upon his people, have been ever pretended tor pub. 
lick defence, which occaſioned thoſe ſeverall Lawes mentioned in the Pe- 
tivon of Right,which reters to all Statutes formerly made to that purpoſe. 

The firlt >tature we ſhall mention which is incladed within the Pet:ti- 
onof Right by the words there (other 990d lawves and Statutes ) is that of 
5. Ed. 1, The King there grants, that he Will not draw ayd's and tax cs ine 
oaagaſer any thing that hath been done heretofore , be it in roll or any 0-= 
ther preſident that can be foxnd, And further granis , that for ns buſinefſe 
from thenceforth he ſhould take ſuch manner of aydes , taxes or prizes, but by 
common conſent of the Realme, and for the common profit thereof , {aving the 
ancient prizes due and accuſtomed. By which it appears that no ayde or 
taxe can be taken without conſent in Parliament, although it be for the 
profit of the Realme. | 

The cauſes of making this Statute aypear to be, That the Subyotts had 
deen much charged with aydes and other taxes for defence of the Realm, 
which they defired might not turne to their bondage, and further defired 
the King to ſeale Articles, which they ſay, are for the common good, and 
for redrefle of thcir grievances , which the King refufing, divers great 
lords left the Court, and the pcople were generally diſcontented;where« 
ofthe King takes notice, and thereupon 12 Azg#ſts the King, (as appears 
bythe Parliament Roll of 25. E. 1. 243. 7. ) taking notice of their dif- 
contentments , declares, chat wwithorrr the aforeſayd Taxes hee couldnat 
have defended the R:alme. Tet hee ts ſorry for it , and prayeth them that this 
may be Hrs excuſe, as having done theſe things neither ro buy Lands, Caſtles, 
Tones , but to defend himiclfe and the wyhole Realm : eAnd that if Hee 
rawrn:d from Flaunders vwohether He was then going , He woould let all 
men knovy , that he vwould amend all , for the honogr of God, andg the con- 
tent of his People : And that be had done much already , andsf he died bis 
tir ſhould make amends, 

And in Ofober following this Statute was made, which being compa» 
red with the aforeſayd Declaration, ſhews pliinely that the grievance a» 
fainſt which this Law was made, was thoſe Taxes formerly taken bythe 
King tor defence of the Kingdom : And now the King will for no buſts 
eſſe take any Taxe, Ayd, &c.

The next Statute which we ot mention, is that De Talley 
ven concedendo cited in the Petition of Right, The words whereofare, 
No Tallage or Ayd ſhall be ſet or levyed by Vs, or our Heirs , in wy 
K ingdome , Without the good Will and aſſent 7 the Archbiſhops , Bijboys, 
, Earles, Barones, Knizhts, Burgeſſes, and other Frecholders of th 
Kingdome. This Statute prohibits all charges upon the people, al 
though for defence, the words being, No Tallage or Ayde flat 
bee layed by Vs, it ſayeth not, for Vs , but. by Vs,, which extends to 
all charges layd by the King whatſoever they be. 

The next Statute is that of 14: Edward 3. cap. 1. The Subjed 
hzving then granted to the King a great Subſidic for his buſineſe;, 
4s well or this ſide as beyond the Seas , they feared this might 
bee brought into example, Whereupon the K1 w G grants /t fra 
not, Nor that they bee from henceforth grieved to make any ayde ow 
charge , if it bee not by common conſent in Parliament.

Another Statute which Wee ſhall obſerve , is that' of 1. R. 3. (up. 
2. Which recites, That the Commons by an unlawful invention had 
beene put to great charges, and eſpecially by a new Impoſirion , called 
a  Benevolence, and ſets-downe the miſchiefes- following it; and 
then Enafts, That the Smbjeits bee no. Way. charged by any ſuch charge, 
Exattion', or Impnyſition', called a Benevolence , or by. any: ſuch like 
charge:. The words are generall, and include all charges, as well 
fuch as are for defence of the Realme, as ſuch as are for the King, 
the Statute ſpeaking not of charges ro the K1NnG, but of Ex- 
ations ,. Charges, and Benevolences,. which men. pay. againſt their 
wills. 

agnere not onely.freed the Petition of Right from thoſe. ob- 
jeRions but ( in doing that) cleared the meaning both of the ſame 
Petition, and of- the old Statutes therein. recited, that they were 
made to free the Subjets from all taxes and charges, although 
for: defgnce of the Kingdome , becauſe we. defire to give. full fatis- 
fation to all men in ſo weighty a- matter as this, being: of no let 
conſequence then whether there be any Meum and Tunm between 
he. King and his- Subzets ;. We ſhall: further cleare this our ſence 
of the Petition ok Right, that it did- intend to take away all charges 
of what nature ſoever to be impoſed upon the SubjeRs. by the King, ak 
though for deſence of the Kingdom in time of danger, by authorities be- 
yond all exception, 
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Firſt by the opinion.of the Lords and Commons, at the time ofthe fra- 
ging the Petition of Right. 

Ren: ry opinion of the King, the Lords and Commong, after the 

tition palled. 

——_ firſt, There was aſaving offered to be added to the Petition, 

before the palling of it, in theſe words (We humbly preſent this Pe 

tition to your Majeſtic , not only With a care of preſerving our ops liber= 

tee, but With a due regard to leave intire the Soveraign power , Where- 

with your Majeſtic 1 truſted , for the protettion, ſafety , and happine ſſe of 
cople. 

This ſaving was conſidered of by the Commons, and after a full 
lebate , reſolved that it ought to-be rejected, and after ſeverall con- 
frrences had with the Lords about it, they agreed with them : The 
xaſon of which rejection was, for that if it had beene added, it 
would have made the Petition delſtruftive of it ſelfe, by admitting 
that the King by his Soveraigne power, wherewith the Law had 
ineruſted him, tor the proteRion, ſafety , and happineſle of his peo« 
ple, might impoſe any Ayde, Tax, Tallage, or charge upon his peo« 
ple, although by his ordinary _— he could not do it. - And this 
tad leſt the SubjeRs in worſe caſe then it found them. 

For the ſecond , to wit the judgement of the King, the Lords and 
Commons , after the Petition paſled , There was a Commiſion que- 
tioned in Parliament, called the Commiſſion of Exci/e, dated after 
the fammons to that parliament ; It was dire&ed to the 33. Lords and 
Privie Connfellours, and they commanded to raiſe monies, by Impoſi» 
tims or otherWiſe , as they in their Wiſdomes ſhould find convenient: and the 
cauſes why monies were to be raiſed, are expreſſed, The ſafety of the 
King, Kingdome, and people, the Kings Friends and Alyes , Which Without 
bazard of all can admit no delay, and the neceſſity ſo inevitable, that forme 
ad circumſtance muſt rather be diſpenced With then ſubſtance Þſt ; The 
Commiſſioners mu#t be diligent in the ſervice, as they tendey His Alajca 
fries Honour , the ſafery of the Kingdome and People, In that parlia« 
nent of 3. Car. this Commiſſion was reſolved by the Lords and Com 
nons to be againſt Law , and contrary to the Petition of Right, and . 
won the Lords defire to His Majeſty the ſame was cancelled in his Ma- 
kſties preſence by His Command , and was brought cancelled to the 
Houſe of Lords, by the then Lord Keeper, and by them afterwards. 
knttothe Commons, 
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By aſl that hath bin ſayd , It _ that to defend the Kingdomein 
time of imminent danger, is noſutficient cauſe to lay any Taxe,or Charge 
upon the Subjects, without their conſent in Parliament. 

We will conclude all with the Att made this preſent Paxliament, Int. 
tuled, An At for declaring unlaWfull and veyd the late proceedings concer. 
ning Shipmoney, and for the vacating of all Records and _ e Concerning | \ 
the ſame. This AQ recytes, That divers Writs had iſeed to charge the ſeve. | « 
rall Counties of this Realme , to provide and furniſh Ships for hus May flies 
ſervice , Proceſſe Went out of the Exchequer againſt John Hampden & 
quire , to appear and ſhew catiſe Why he ſhould not be charged With a (umn 
of monty aſſeſſed upon hin for chat cauſe , he demur'd, the caſe 04s adpur. 
ned into the Exchequer Chamber , and the major part of the Fndges agreed 
that Maſter Hampden ſhould be charged : the mayn ground being (as1s te» 
cytedin the AR } That When the good and ſafetie of the int 1 ft« 
nerall is concerned , and the Whole Kinglom in danger , the King myht 
by Writ under the Great Seale of England , commund all the Subjefty of 
this bis Kingdom, at their charge, to provide and furniſh {uch n::mber of Ships, 
weth men , Vittnalls, and Munition , and for ſuch time as the King ſhould 
thinks fit , for defence of the Kingdom from ſuch danger, and that by Lawv 
#he King might compel the doing thereof, in caſe of refuſall or refraBtorineſſe; 
and that th: King Was ſole Fudge of the danger, and When and how the 

ſame Was to be prevented, According to Which grounds and reaſons, all the 
Tudges of England had been adviſed With by his Majeſties command, Who 
did ſubſcribe an Extrajudiciall opinion to that purpoſe , wohich opinion With 

- their names that ſubſcribed it, Were inrolled in ſeverall (ourts at Weſtmin- 
ſer, and judgement given againſt Maſter Hampden accordingly. But 
the Charge, Writs, Opinionot Judges and Judgement, are all Enafted 
go be againſt the laws and Statutes of this Realm, the Right of Property, 
the Liberty of the Subjet, former Reſolutions in Parliament, and the 
Petition of Right. 

And that in reaſon differs little from this of charging men with arms, on- 
ty this ſeems ſtronger againſt the charge, then that of Ship-money. There 
No money wasto come to the Kings purſe, but only Ships, Men, Munition, 
and Victualls to be provided, and _ that is declared to be [againſt the pe- 
tition of Right, though now men be-made beleeve , that this' charge with 
arms is not againſt that Petition ,: becauſe the arms are their owne goods 
That are charged, and no valuable thing comes to the Kings purſe by them, 
but tis for defence onely. ' And further by that Writ, the Sheriffe was to 
charge men (ecunduns ſtatum & facultates , as in this ciſe the Commilſſio- 
mers are to Charge'menuwith armes, - There the Refuſers to be "_— 

nd, 
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ned, ſo here; the benefit of the wy there, was for the defence of the 
Kingdom, and ſo alſo here; and yet declared (as we have fayd) to be a- 
zainſt the Laws of the Land, the Right of Property, the Liberty of the 
WwbjcR, former Reſojutions in Parliament, and the Petition of Right. 

And to make good that charge of Shipmoney, molt. of the. arguments 
were uſed, that are now urged in the Anſwer to make good. this Com- 
miiſion, but they all fayled. 

Upon that which hath been ſayd inthis, and our former Declaration, 
we doubt not but all indifferent men will be ſatisfied , that this Commil- 
fion of Array is full of danger and inconvenience to the SubjeRs of £xg- 
lavd, and againit the fundamental! laws of the Land, both for property of 
goods and liberty of perſon. 

I. For property. 1. It compells men to lay out their eſtates for buying 
of Arms, as many, and as often as the Commiſſioners pleaſe , fo their e- 
Rates are ſubze& to the pleaſure of the Commiſſioners. 2. It inflits a pe- 
nalty of forfeiture of. the Arms, when men ſhew not their own, and this 
done without any proceſle of Law or judiciall proceedings, for which 
there's no colour of Law, nor one word in the Anſwose to jultifie it, other 
then the bare Commiliton it ſelte. 

II, For liberty of perſon. 1. This Commiſſion compells the SubjeQs 
of what degree or quality ſoever, to be arrayed, muſtered, put into com- 
panies of 20 ies, 100ds, 1000ds, to goout of their own Countries, tothe 
Sea-coalts, or elſewhere, and all at the Commiſſioners pleaſure, which is 
againſt 1, &. 3. 4. H. 4. And the Declaration of the Law inthe preamble 
of the Statute for prefling of Souldiers for Ireland, made this preſent 
Parliament, 2. In that it they obey not the Commiſſioners precepts, it 
gives them power to impriſon their perſons, and that without any legall 
Tryall, which is againſt the Statute of Zſagna Chart, and the Statute of 
25. F. 3. And not a word to defend this in the Anſwer, although 'tis 
fayd the whole Commiſſion is legalt; and in all theſe :particulars this 
Commiſlion. is againſt the Petition of Right and the Lawes therein re- 

vited. 

2, Asit is againſt the fundamentallLawes of the Realme, ſo no Statute 
makesit good. 

3. As tor the granting of it now, It's made uſe of inan other way then 
ever any was executed, or intended to be executed by thoſe Commiltions 
in 5. H, 4. they having been uſed to make defence againſt invaſions, and 
Sontiing elſe : but all men ſee to what purpoſe this Commillion is now 

t a foot, / 
As far the Commiilion of Lievtenancy, which hath continued ſo long, 
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and to which this is ſaid to be ſo like, we ſay that till about 26 Fl. The Com 
miſſions to Lord Lievtenants did not very frequently iſſue, and that thoſe 
have bin often complayned of, and never allowed in any judiciall way;bu 
have been upheld, by power rather then by Law : tor it had bin ealie tg 
have tryed the Legality of them heretofore, upon defaults at muſters, but 
the denizens were.ever preſented to the Lords of the Councell, and there 
punithed, and theſe Commilsions of Lievtenancy have bin often compl 
ned of in parliament, but the ſodain diſſolution ot late parliaments hath 
prevenced the finall determination of them. 

And for the often iſſuing of them, in the times of learned Iudges, with. 
out exception to them, 1ts no more proof to ſhew they are Legall, then the 
frequent preſidents trom 29. £/:z.to 3 (ar. ot fluing Commilsions forex: 
ecuting Martiall Law in times of peace will prove that's legality; yet there 
are more preſidents for ſuch Commiſsions between thoſe times, then 
all thoſe cyted in the Anſwer for warranting the Commiſion of 
Array. 

as for the Miliria , the reaſons why that was ſet on foot, have been 
heretofore fully declared; and theretore we ſhall not repeat whathath 
been aid in that particular, but ſhall referre to our ſeverall Declarations 
touching that point, 

For the Statute of 11, H. 7. It's confeſſed in the Anſwer to be nothing 
materiallto the Commiſſion in Queſtion, neither ſhall we need to 
any thing of it, but referre them that deſire to know our ſence thereo, 
to our Declaration made concerning Hull , 26. Afay, 1642. 

And the Lords and Commons do upon the whole matter here conclude, 
as they began in their former Declarations touching this ſubjeRt, that they 
are very much agricved, that after ſo many Declarations, and ſolemn pro- 
teſtations made by his Majeſty, to rule by the known Laws of this Land, 
His Majelty by advice of ill counſellors, ſhould be perſwaded to ſer ſuch 
a Commilston on foot as this is, which is ſo clearly contrary to the funda- 
mentall Lawes of this Land, the right of property, and the liberty of the 
Subject, contrary to former reſolutions in Parliament, and to the Petiti- 
onoftRight; Andthe Lords and Commons do and ſhall adhere to their 
former Votes and reſolutions, that all thoſe that are aRors in the putting 
of this {ommiſsion of Array in Execution fhall be efteemed difturbers 
of the peace of the Kingdome, and the Properties and Liberties of the 


Subject.

The Lawes of Edward the Confeſſor arc there cited, whereof " 
| words 
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words are, Debent enim nniverſi libers homines, ſecundum feodum ſium, & 
ſecundum flatum ſuum, arma habere, & illa ſemper prompts conſervare, ad 
witionem Regni, C [ervitium dominoruns ſuorum, juxta preceptum Domins 
Regis explend. C5 prragend. This was only for ſuch freemen, as by their te- 
nures were to finde arms for the defence of the Kingdom, and for the per- 
formance of the ſervice of their Lords, which is onely for their tenures, 
and ſo it may be legall. 

That of the Conquerors Laws is before anſwered inthe Declaration: 

For that of Hovedey, it is fol. 350, If all had been ſet down that that 
Kg did at thattime concerning Armour and Arms, which the penner of 
the Anſwer leaves withan 4c. Men might better have judged of the le- 
gality of that Afſize by thoſe. other things that are there inſerted ; and it 
may as well be-proved from thar, that thoſe that have Arms may not alyen 
them, nor convey them to any upon any occaſion ; that Arms ſhall go to 
the heire, not to the Executor ; that the Guardian ſhall have themduring 
the heirs minority ; that no man ſhall have more Arms than thart aſlize ; 
that none ſhall convey arms out of Englnd, nor ſell any to ſuch as will ; 
that no man ſhall buy or ſell a Ship to go out of Englana, neither convey 
any tymber thence: All which are there enjoyned as well as this of arms ; 
and the ſame authority is for thoſe, as for arms ;z ſo that the bare citing 
ef thoſe, will ſufficiently refute the ſuppoſed legality of the other touching 
arms ; and befides,all this was before the Statute of. Magna Charta, wher- 
by the ſubjeRs liberties were ſetled, 

For that of King Fohnin Marrhew Par, fol. 234. the Writ is there to 
ſummon Comites, Barones, Milites, & omnes libe. homines quicunque int, 
vel de quocungque teneant, qui Arma habere debent, vel Arma habere poſſint, 
& qui homagium nobis, vel ligeantiam fecerunt, quod ſicut nos, & ſecipſos, 
& omnia ſua diligunt, ſint apud Doveram ad inſtans clauſum Paſche , bene 
parat. cum equis & armis, + cum toto poſſe ſuo ad defendend. caput no- 
ftrum, & capita ſua, ſub pena Culvertagiz, This is onely for mento go 
withtheir. arms, ſuch as have them ; but none are hereby compelled to 
provide Arms that have them not, that's not materiall to the Commillion 
in queſtion.

| cainly informed that papiſts and other wicked and ill-afteRed per- 
fons, have trayterouwſly combined together, and entered into aſbei.

a Petition from the Aldermen and Common-councell of Our (ty 

of London, by the hands of perſons intruſtcd by them for the delt- 

very, who found ſuch a reccption from us, as well manifeſted our regard 
tothat body which ſcnt them; Though we well knew by whom that Peti- 
tion was framed,and where peruſed & examined, bctore it was aprooved 
by thoſe from whom it ſeemed to be ſent, yet we were ſo willing to enter 
into a correſpondence with that our City, and to receive any addrefle and 
application from them, according to that invitation we had given by our 
late proclamation; And werc fo glad to find that there was yet ſome hopes 
they would look to the peace and happineſle of that (ity, and art laſt ſe- 
ver themielves from any faction or dependence which might inſenſibly in- 
volve them in thoſe calamities they did nor forſee, that we returned ſuch 
a gracious Anſwer thereunto, ſo full of candor and affeftion, that the 
meaneſt Inhadirant of that Our (ty , if he carefully conſider the ſame, 
will fnd himſclfe concern it, and that wee have had an efpeciall care

orders or commands of the pretended Lord Major(whom we have and do 
ſtill accuſe of high Treaſon,& conſpiring totake our life trom us)It is well 


known to thoſe Citizens who underſtand the Charter of that City (fo am- 


ply granted by our —_ progenitors, and ſo gratiouſly confirmed by Us, 
and of which We preſume Our good ſubje&s there do (till defire to re- 
ceive the benefir,) that the ſayd Iſaac Penningron was never regularly cle- 
Red, or lawfully admitted to be Lord Major of that Our City , that in 
truth Alderman (ordwe/,was by the plurality of voices choſen, and that 
this Man was never prefcnted to, or admitted by Us, in ſuch manner as 
s preſcribed by their ſayd Charter,neither had that Judge, who prefamed 
toſwear him, any more colour of law or authority to adminiſter ſuch an 
oath to him,then he hath ro do the ſame to morrow to any other Alderman 
of the City: And we do therefore hereby declare the ſayd I'azc Penning- 
zoz not to be Mayor of that our City of London, and to have no lawfull 
anthority to exerciſe the ſame, and that Our good Subjects of that Our Ci- 
ty, ought not to ſubmit to any Orders,direAtions,or commands which ſhall 
ſue from him as Lord Major of that Our City, but that the ſame are 
ord and of none effet.

Exchequer, and of the firit fruits and tenths, from the City of Women

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fer unto the city of Oxon ; and for the adjourning the Courts of Kings- 
Bench, Common-Pleas, and Exchequer, unto the return Craft. Purificati- 
ate, found it to tend much to the prejudice of the Common-wealth to re- 
move the ſaid Courts and receipts ro Oxon, where the body of an Army 
raiſed againſt the Parlia* and the authority therof now reſides; and there- 
fore, in performance of their duty and truſt repoſed in them by the King- 
dom, whom they repreſent, did exhibite their humble advice and petition

However His Majeſtic is reſolved, 
through what Accidents ſoever he ſhall be compelled to recover his Rights, and 
with what proſperous ſuccefſe ſoever it ſhall pleaſe God to bleſſe Him,that by 
His earneſt conſtant Endeavours to propagate and promote the true Proteſtant 
Religion, and by his governing according to the knowne Lays of the Land, 
and upholding the juſt Priviledges of Parliament, according to His frequent 
Proteltations made before Almighty God, which He will alwayes inviolably 
obſerve, the world ſhall ſce that He hath undergone all theſe difficulties and 
hazards for the Defence and maintenance of thoſe ; The zealous preſervation 
of which, His Majeſtie well knowes is the onely foundation and meanes for the 
true Happineſſeof Him and His people.

An Ordinance for the better raiſing and leyying of Mariners, Saylors, aud 
others for the preſent guarding of the Seas, and neceſſary defence 
of the Realm, axd other his Majeſties Dominions. I 


Hereas it hath been thought fit by both Houſes of Parliament to 

appoint great Fleets this yeer to be prepared for ſervice , with all 

poſſible expedition for the guarding the Narrow Seas, preſer- 

ntion of Trade, and for the neceſſary defence of this Kingdome, and other his 
Majeſties Dominions, which at this time is of more neceſſity then ever,confide= 
ting not only the home-bred diſtra&ions of this Kingdom, and of Ireland , But 
the great preparations which are marching already in Forreigne parts , in aid 
and incouragement of the Pap1ſts.and il-affeed party amongſt our ſelyes,now 
upin Arms again the Parliament : And whereas the ſaid Fleets now in pre- 
paration to be ſet forth, cannot timely enough be expedited unleſſe the ſame be 
furniſhed with fit , and ſufficient men for that ſervice. Be it therefore ordained 
bythe Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled , that the 
Committees of the Admiralty - appointed by both Houſes or any three of 
them ſhall, and may, at any'time or times, berween the firſt. of February 1643» 
tothe laſt of December next comming, by themſelves, nic Commits Or 
ie, leavy;

{I Commiſſioners, or their Officer, or Officers, or any of them; ſhall ra 
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and impreſſe ſuch, and ſo many Marinecs , Sailers, Watermen, Chirurgions, 
Gunners, Caukers, Ship-carpenters,and Whoymen as alſo Carmen forthe ſid 
carriage of Vittuals as ſhall be requiſite, and neceſſary for this preſent expedi. 
tion, or for any ſuch further defence of this Realm or any other of his Maje. 
ties Dominions; which ſaid Mariners, Sailors, and other ſuch perſons lo tobe 
levied, and impreſſed as aforeſaid, and every of them ſhall have payed and de- 
livered unto htm upon ſuch his impreſſing by the perſon char ſhall fo impreſſe 
him, for conduR money for every mile from the place where he ſhall be ſoim- 
preſſed, to the Ship or place where he ſhall be appointed to make his repair, the 
Sum of one penny, and the like Sum of one peny for every mile from the place 
of his diſcharge unto the place of his aboad , and ſhall be allowed for this ſer- 
vice, the beſt wages and entertainment which have, or hath bin allowed by his 
Majeſty to any ſuch perſon or perſons reſpeRively at any time within thee 
yeers laſt paſt ; And tothe end that the common Sra-men may be the better 
encouraged, with alacrity and cheerfulnefſe ro undertake this ſervice; Beit fur- 
ther ordained that an addition of wages be allowed from fifteene ſhillings per 
menſem unto nineteen ſhillings per menſem to every common Sea-man , as alſo 
unto ſuch Watermen as have bin already ar Sea in his Majefties ſhips or others, 
and can do their labours as Sea-men and not orherwiſe ; And if any Mariner, 
Sailer, Waterman, Chirurgion, Gunner, Ship-carpenter,Cauker,Whoyman, of 
Carman ſhal wilfully refute to be impreſſed in or for the faid fervice.or hal vo- 
luntarily hide &abſent himſelfar the time of ſuch preſſe to avoid the ſaid ſervice, 
or receiving his ſaid conduCt monys do not appear at ſuch places and times asby 
his Ticker he is appointed, That then any ſuch perſon ſo offending ſhal ſufferim- 
priſohmenr by the ſpace of three manerhs withour bailor mainprize. Provided 
always, and be it ordained; thar no Moncyor other reward ſhall be taken yer 
any cotrupt praQtice uſed by any the perſons authoriſed by this Ordinance , in 
or for the preſſing, changing, ipering or diſcharging of any perſon or perſens 
to be impreſſed as aforeſaid as they wil anſwer ſuch offence in Parliament; And 
all Deputy Lievtenants, Majors, Bailiffs, Conſtables, and all other inferiour 
Officers, are hereby required and enjoyncd to be Aiding and Afliſting , from 
time to time the perſons Authorized by this Ordinance , according to thetrue 
intent and meaning thercof. Provided , always that this Ordinance ſhall not 
extend, to the preſſing of any Maſter or Mafters-mate, Gunner, Carpenter, or 
Boatfwain, of any Ship or Veſſell that is or ſhall be in imployinent.

6. becauſe the Lord who is juſt, is alſo Mercifull, and in his infinite Mer 
ey hath left che excellent and lucceſſetull remedy of Repentance to Nations 
brought neexe to the Gates of DeftryRion and deſpaire, O ler not E»gland be 
negligent in the application of ic. Humble Addreſſes of a penitent People ro « 
Mercifull God have prevailed with Him. They prevailed for Nineveh when 
te ſentence ſeerned to be gun out againſt her, and may alſo prevaile for 
England.

general] a corruption. | 

-- Andas it is our duty to humble our ſelves, and to give glory to Godsthe 
ſcarcher of all Hearts, by confeſling all Sinnes : So ought we to be affeRedand 
humbled with deepeſt ſence of focrow, for thoſe moſt crying Sins, which now 
we hnd, by too ſad Experience, to have a more immediate Influence upon 
the DeſtruRion of a Kingdome ; ſome of which are Idolatry and Bloodſhed. 

Thar of Idolatry, as it was the Sin of our Ancetors, fo it is the ſpreading 
Sit of theſe latter times, while by a generall connivence, and almoſt Tollera- 
tion,it hath beene ſeycrall wayes Femented and encouraged : The grievous 
Effes wherof this Kingdome of Exg/ard now begins to feele, from Mul- 
utudes of Armed Papills and their Aberttors ; and the Kingdom of /relaxd far 
more heavily hath felt, being brought almo\t ro utter Ruine, by the Inteltine 
Warres of Romiſh Idolaters. 

And for that other crying and cruell Sin of Blocdſhed, that calls aloud for

there ſhall be no plundering or violence offered to any of his SubjeAs. 

And his Ma jelly is very Willing , if there be any ſcruples made concerning 
theſe Propoſitions and circumſtances of the ceſſation , that rhe Committee for 
the Treaty, nevertheleſſe may immediately come hither, and ſo all matteygs.con-

Hereas divers well-affeRed perſons have gone forth in the Army rais 
ſed by the Parliament, for the defence of the Parliament, Religion, 
Lawes, and Liberties of the SubjeRs of England, and in fight have 
received divers wounds, and maymes in their bodies, whereby they are diſa- 
bled to xelieye themſelyes by their uſuall labour, and divers others have loft 
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their lives in the ſaid ſervice, whereby they have left cheir wives and children 
deſtiture of Reliefe, to ſupport and ſuſtaine them. The Lords and Commons 
aſſembled in Parliament, taking the ſame into their pious and charitable con. 
fideration, and having relieved divers of them here at London, with ſome ſinall 
reliefe, for their preſent ſubfiſtance ; bur finding that thar courſe cannot be held 
for any continuance of time, without many inconveniencies, Haye thought 
fit, and dee hereby ordaine, that in every Pariſh within the Kingdome of Eg. 
lard, wherein any ſuch perſons either now maymed, or (laine, did laſt inhabite 
afore their going forth to the aforeſaid ſervice, ſhall raiſe a competent Rocke of 
Money by way of afſefſement upon the Inhabitants of the ſaid ſeycrall Pa» 
riſhcs, for the celiefe of the ſaid maymed fouldiers, and the widdows, and fa« 
thetleſſe children of the ſaid ſlaine perſons, And that the Churchwardens, Col« 
le&ers for the poore, Conſtables, —_— or any two of them within 
any of the ſaid ſeverall Pariſhes ſhall hereby have power and authority to af 
ſeſſe, levy and colleR ſo much upon the ſeverall Inhabitants of thei Uleverall 
Pariſhes, as they in theirdiſcretions ſhall thinke fir and neceſſary for the relief 
of the ſaid maymed Souldiers, widdowes,and fatherlefle children, and to diſtri
